CRIME IN OUR COUNTY. 
NoTWiTHBTAHPiNO the educational eflorto which are 
at preeent beine made through the medium of Ragged 
Schools and other iustitutioiis of a kindred nature, and 
notwithstanding the alteration of the law with re- 
ference to juvenile offenders, we regret to state that 
during the past week it has been made manifest that 
in the county <tf Durham crime is at present more rife 
than it has been ior many years past. For nearly two 
days both Courte were employed in tryinsr prisoners 
committed during the past quarter from the various 
petty sessional districts of the countv. The calendar 
consisted of 63 prisoners ch8J!ged witn felonies (many, 
however, of a trifling description), and 14 for misde- 
meanours, making a total fer one quarter of 77— or at 
the rate of above 300 fer the year. Tins is altogether 
independent of the prisoners committed fer tnal at 
the assizes. To show the state of education amonost 
these criminals, an analysis of the calendar gives the 
following result : —

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The above figores speak more eloquently than a 
thousand theoretical annunents oould possibly do, of 
the necessity there exists for increased educational 
efforts amoi^ the lowest classes of the community.

The absurdity of briaging into requisition, at 
Durham, all the expenrive raachmery of the law fixr 
the purpose of deeming whether a person has becoi 
guilty en stealing a piece of old rope or iron, as the 
case may be, has becoi t*o frequently exposed to ren- 
der it at all necessarv ior va to dwdl upon it on this 
occasion*— 2>iviAswi Admrtuer.

THE LATE ROBBERY AT RAVENSWORTH 
CASTLE. 

(Before Qeoxge Hawks, F. J. Grow, O. H. Bamsay, and 
Chariea l^ynb, Esfn.) 

CouwPT OfFiCB, Gateshsad, Jaw. 18. — Hennr 
Korris, late valet to the Hon. Thomas Liddell, 
Ravensworth Castle, was brought up, charjged with 
burglariously entering the casUe, and stealing there- 
from i^lOO in money, and various articles of jewel- 
lery, &c. 

Superintendent Thompson stated that, from certain 
circumstances which had transpired, calculated to 
throw suspicion upon the prisoner, he had thought it 
his duty to take him mto custody. He would 
merely, on the present occasion^ produce such 
evidence as would joatity the Bendi m remanding 
the prisoner until iurther evidence conhl he piocund. 
The robbery took place in the night of Thnraday, the 
30th of December laat; and on the following oMm- 
ing witness made an examination of the castle and 
premises. He there found clear impresdons of the 
foot-prints of two peraons goinit: towards the window 
of a watcvdoaet, where the burglars appeared to have 
s were marks both outside and in 



entered, aa there ^ 
the window. There was also a window open in 
another room through which some one haa both 
entered and retired ; but from this window only one 
person could be traced from the castle. There was 
also the print of a naked foot on the lagging, which 
could not be traced fiirthei^ The property was stolen 
from the bed-room and dressing-room of the Hon. 
Thomas Liddell, the prisoner^ master, inunediateiy 
contignaons to where the prisoner alept. On the 
second dav after the robbeiy, flone one called ttt the 
Gateshead police station, during witness's absence, 
and asked ror him, stating that he was William 
Grindle^r, late butler at the castle, and that he wished 
to see witness. From what had since transpired he 
could prove that the prisoner «ns the nan who eaUed 
on him, and represented himself to be William 
Grindlev. On being examined, prisoner denied 
having been in Gateshead on the day in question. 

I^isoner: I said that the coachman would know 
better than I did what day it was. 

Mr. J. 7. Brett, called by Mr. Thompson, deposed 
that he was aoqnainted with the prisoner, and on new 
year's d^, ahout 3 o'clock in the afternoon, saw him^ 
together with the Ba^renswortii ooaehman, driving 
down the Windmill Hills in a gig or dog-cart in the 
direction ot Gateshead. He stuped uod ^oke to 
them. 

Robert Thompson, eon of the snperintendent, 
depoeed that on new year's day he was left in charge 
of the police-fltetion at Gateshead. Somewhere ahoni 
3 o'clock, prisoner caUed, and asked for hiB tather. 
He was inrarmed that Mr. Thompson was in Newcas- 
tle. He then inquired if any otner police officer was 
in the station. Witness stated that there was no one 
there but himsell Prisoner then lequestal witness 
to infonn his fother that William Gtindiey, late 
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butler at Bavensworth Castle, had called, wishing to 
see him — that he was Koixig over to the Central 
Ballway Station, to leave for Durham by the four 
o'clock train. Should Mr. Thompson have time to 
step over to the Ceirizal Station before that time, he 
would be glad to see him : but if not, he would see 
him at Durham on the following Monday, at the 
sessions. He then asked for a coi^e of bills of the 
robbery, which witness gave him. He was quite 
certain as to the identity of the prisoner. 

Mr. Thompson stated, that on his return home he 
was surorisea to receive such a message as his son 
delivered to him, and proceeded to the Cential 
Station ; he also made every inquiry at Durham on 
the following Monday ; but^ould hear nothing of Mr. 
Ghrindley. Indeed, he felt satisfied that Grindley had 
not been at the pouce office. From what had since 
transpired, he took his son over to the Central Station, 
where he knew the prisoner would be on the return 
of the &mily irom Wynyard. As soon as {jrisoner 
stepped out of the cacnage, his eon pointed him out. 
He took his son out to the esMle on Monday, and the 
whole of the semiits and men about the castle and 
{^rounds were mustered in tlM hall, when his son 
immediately pointed out the prisoner as the man who 
called himself William Grindley. Prisoner denied 
most positively having been in Gfateshead on the da^ 
in question. None of the fomily were aware of his 
having been in Gfateshead on that day. He had 
been m with the coachman, who stated that the 
prisoner was not in his eonpany from 3 till about 6 
o'clock. Prisoner, he «ouM prove, jn^veed two bilk 
of the robbeiy in the castle on the night in question. 
Tkore bad been six nobberies at the castle within tve 
years. 

Mr. Thompson applied to have the prisoner re- 
nanded, to give thne to procure Ivnther evidence. 

Mi, Stoker, who apprared for Norris, urged that 
sufficient evidence had not be«n produced to justify a 
remand. 

The Magistrates oonsuhed, and ultimately re- 
manded tiie prisoner for fourteen days. 

Mi. Stoker hoped th«y would take bail t Prisoner's 
brother, a most respectable innkeeper in London, 
would be down next day^ when he trusted the Bench 
would Bberate the prisoner on bail ? 

Mr. Thompson oojected, and nrsred that it would 
prevent a proper investigation if the prisoner were 
liberated. 

The Magistmtes appeared to agree with Mr. Thomp- 
son, and the prisoner was removed in custody.

METROPOLITAN TAXATION ON GOAL. 

Wb tote glad to hear the Times firing a shot 
against those enormities — the metropolitan taxes 
OB coal — against which we have remonstrated and 
protefltod (and, m arse sorry to say, with mueh too 
little effect upon either our ooalowncrs or our tAdp- 
owners) over and over again. These taxes amount 
to th irte e up ence per ton upon all coal farought 
wi^in the port of London by sea^ or within twenty 
mfles of the Geaeral Postoffice, by turnpike, canal, 
•ar noL The exaetians have been levied for so 
maay years that their origin aad histery is not 
aseertaiiBed without research ; and when ascer- 
tained they afford no jnstifioation whatever for a 



system whose aggregate plunderings amount to an 
average of somewhere about ^200,000 a- year. 

Why the coalnsonsumers of the metropoUtaa dis- 
tricts should be sabjeoted directly, and the coal- 
producers of our northern and midland connties 
indirectly, to such an enormous injustice, has never 
been explained — except on the principle, we pro- 
some, that as everybody uses ooal, a tax upon it, 
of evar so slight an amount, nmst produce a re- 
spectable sum — land that those .who don't like the 
tax may easily avoid paying it by usii^ no coal 
atalL 

The charity cf such, a doctrine is aboot <m a par 
with its equity. Coal is an article indispensable 
alike to both poor and rich. The latter; however 
wealthy, consome no nuire coal than is needful for 
their purposes — the former, however pinched, con- 
some^ if it foe possible, no less. To give a coal-tax 
the slightest pretence of fairness, it should be shown 
that the quantity of coal consumed increases in 
mtio with the income of the consumer • — that the 
peer who is receivii^ his •Cl,OQO boras a tiiousand 
times as much fuel as the artisan who receives his 
twenty abillings a week. Had such been the case 
there might have been some pretence at least of 
fairness in the tax — inasmuch as the paor would 
not have been mulcted in a greater proportion than 
11m rioh. As It is, H simphf amocnta to Mb : — 
Tlie magnates«f the metropotts, whether the t«tle- 
eaters in the Bast, or the Woods aad Forests 
managers in the West, very coolly lay a tax i^on 
flfl article whkdi, with the aperatiFe VMuaj^ forms a 
vwy laige, and with the hanioas few, a very 
small item in the e^enditura of a fosai^. 

Yes ! but we are told by no less an anthotity 
than the Cam aad Coal Committee of the City ef 
London, that onlj fouipenee eat ef the tUiteeo- 
pence per ton is bagged by the Corporatiofi — eight- 
pence going to the London Bridge Approaches, 
and the remaining penny to the Coal Maiket Fund. 
Well ! we kaew aU Hiat be for e ove t y body knew 
it. Of what eafthly oonseqimiee can it be to ^ke 
taxpayer whether the tax is administered by the 
wise men ef the Bast or the wiser men ef the 
West ? Suffieieat for tlie wdfe r eifl is the disgw iea fld 
feet, that, ivr the asRstanoe ef ewporate ptoposes 
ea the oae hand, and for the emhellidmieBt <ef the 
metropolis on the other, a tax — and a heavy tax — 
is levied upon one of tlie greatest necessaries of 
life — ^npon an article on ifkaa^ possession not only 
the health bnt the lary axisteaee of laborious 
milltOBs depends. 

We rejoice that &e matter is beeoniiBg once 
more fiuily depicted before the public. As we have 
ropeatedly asked, we ask again, of what nse it is 
repoaliBg aational daties aad atneadiag national 
tarifib, if municipalities and eommisidoBS, whether 
of Woods, of Forests, or of Cities, ave to be allowed 
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to perpetrate the self-same species of injustice 
which the amendment of our national tariff was 
calculated to destroy ? Why, in the name of good- 
ness, deny to the Supreme Government what is 
allowed to be done daily by almost every munici- 
pality in the kingdom ? Suppose a City tax on 
com had existed in anywise similar to this coal-tax 
abomination, what would the Anti - Com - Law 
League have said — what would Sir Robert Peel 
have said to it ? Would it have been tolerated for 
a moment, after the abolition of the general Com 
Law ? Nothing of the kind. And why should it 
be different wiUi coal ? Yet the &ct is, that coal 
is subjected, not only in London, bat in a multitude 
of ports, to exactions which any one who had not 
reaid the Parliamentary Return which reveals them 
would hardly credit. It seems to have been re- 
garded as a milk-cow, created for no other purpose 
than that of being milked — as a victim existing for 
no other purpose than that of being immolated. 
All we can say is, (and we have said it repeatedly 
before,) that if the ooalowners and shipowners of 
the North, and the coal-consumers of the South, 
enact the part of the cow any longer, they deserve 
to be milked even more unmercifully tiian they 

have hitherto been.

A letter was read from the Poor Law Board in 
London, reouesting a certificate as to Mr. John 
Garthwaite, late schoolmaster of the union-workhouse, 
and now on probation at Tewkesbury. The Clbrk 
read a draught of letter in reply, speaking well of Mr. 
Garthwaite; which was approved. 

There was also another letter, announcing a grant 
of £S5 5s. per year from the Committee of Council on 
Education, as salary for Mr. Struthers, the present 
schoolmaster in Gateshead, Mr. Inspector Browne 
having reported &vourably as to his qualifications and 
ability. 

Mr. Hewitt, whose motion had been postponed 
until the magistrates had heard and decided the 
Claremont-place dispute, now called the attention of 
the Board to the propriety of distinctly marking the 
bouudaiy line of the union-property in that locality.

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THE LATE ROBBERY AT RAVENSWORTH 

CABTLE. 

(Before O. H. Ramsay, Geoi^ Hawks, 0. Lamb, and 
Thomas Bramwell, Esqrs.) 

CouHTT Police Oppiob, Gateshead, Feb. 4.— 
Mr. John Marshall, solicitor. Durham, appeared on 
behalf of the prosecution, and applied to the Bench to 
remand the prisoner Norris for a week, to enable the 
police to procure further evidence, and also to enable 
the Hon. Thomas Liddell to be present, who was pre- 
vented by illness from attending on that day. 

Mr. Stoker, on the part of Norris, protested against 
tlie application. Certainly the Bench would admit 
that to remand for a fortnight was an unusual 
stretch of power. To make the present application, 
without producing a single tittle of evidence, was 
most preposterous, and, if granted, would be one of 
the fi;reate8t acts of ii^ustice ever committed. 

Mr. Ramsay : The Bench will certainly expect to 
hear further evidence. 

Mr. Superintendent Thomnson was then called, and 
repeated the statement made by him at the previous 
hearing of the case. He then went on to say, that 
after his son had pmnted out Norris at the Central 
Station, as the man who called at the police-office on 
new year's dav, stating himself to be William Grind- 
ley, late butler at the Castle, he took him out to 
Ravenawopth on the 17th ult. ; where, the whole of 
the servants having been mustered in the hallj^is son 
immediately pointed out Norris as the man. W itness 
then chars^ him with having been in Gateshead on 
the 1st of January, which he positively denied. 

Robert Scott Tnompson, son of the last-named 
witness, (examined by Mr. Marshall,) made the same 
statement as on the previous hearing. In answer to 
Mr. Ramsay, he saia that the prisoner was dressed in 
a black shooting coat and checked waistcoat. He 
gave him two of the bills of the robbery. 

Charles Toungman stated that he was coachman to 
Lord Ravens^vorth. Remembered driving in a gig to 
Gateshead on new year's day with the prisoner Norris. 
Norris had on a greatcoat They started from the 
castle about a quarter before 3 o'clock, and it would 
take them upwards of half-an-hour to drive to Gates- 
head. They proceeded to Miss Murray's, Half-Moon 
inn, where witness put up his horse. TTiey walked 
down the inn yard to the fix>nt street. Prisoner there 
left, to go to Mr. Brad's for medicine, adung witness 
to wait for him. He was absent about 10 or 15 
mmutes. Witness waited at Mr. Brinton's until the 
return of Norris. They went down street together, 
but believed Norris stopped to speak to some one, and 
joined him at Temperley's, at the bridge-end, New- 
castle. Norris lett him there, and he saw no more of 
him that day. During the whole ol the time prisoner 
was with him he wore his topcoat. Witness lived 
abont half-a-mile from the castle. Was at home all 
the night of the robbery. Was sent for a little after 
6 on the following momm^. He was at Temperley's 
a lew minutes b^ore Noms jmned him. Was certain 
that he had his top-coat on when he reioined witness 
at Mr. Brinton's. They were both in Miss Murray's 
together. 

Mr. J. F. Brett stated that when he saw the last 
witness and Norris driving towards Gateshead on new 
yeur's day, the latter had on a blue greatcoat, 
which witness had sent home only the day before. 
It was closely buttoned up. His waistcoat could not 



be seen. He saw prisoner return to Ravensworth 
about half-past 5 o'clock. 

Mr. Pringle, Lord Ravensworth's butler, stated that 
Norris and himself had tea together on Sunday, the 
2d of January. Norris produced two bills of the 
robbery, and said he was ^ing to send one to his 
brother in London. On f'riday, also, the 31st of 
December, prisoner had two of the bills. He said the v 
belonged to the coachman. The Hon. Thomas Liddell 
was too ill to attend the present inquiry. 

Mr. Marshall said this was ail the evidence he was 
prepu^ to produce, and prayed for a remand. 

Mr. Stoker urged the utter absence of any evidence 
to connect his client with the robbery. Nothing 
additional had been produced since the last examina- 
tion, although a hill fortnight had elapsed. Great 
weight had been laid upon the prisoner's returning 
home with two bills on new year's day, when their own 
witness proved that be had two or more of the bills on 
the day previous. Young Thompson also swore to 
the particular waistcoat worn on the day ; whereas it 
was proved by every person who saw Norris that hia 
coat was closely buttoned up, and the waistcoat could 
not be seen. Mr. Stoker reviewed the whole of the 
evidence, and argued that it tended to exculpate hia 
client. He confidently relied on a discharge. 

The Magistrates retired for a short time ; and, on 
their return, Mr. Ramsay stated that the Jrcnch had 
come to the conclusion that the evidence produced 
was insufficent to justify a further remand. The 
prisoner was therefore discharged. 

Dr. Shaw and the Schools. — Yesterday. Feb. 4. 
250 children, from various schools in Gatesnead and 
on the Fell (several of them in charge of the Rev. W. 
Atkinson, Rector of St. John's), were gathered together 
in the hall of the Mechanics' Institute, to be instructed 
and entertained by Dr. Shaw. They were not disap- 
pointed of the object of their errand, but were wonder- 
fully pleased. Before returning to Gateshead, the 
Doctor will visit (by engaffement) IJshaw College and 
^e FeUing Chemical m>rks.

Of the borough-rate due November 1, jflOO remained 
unpaid. The watch-rate for the last half of 1852 was 
wholly unpaid. The current expenses of the quarter 
were estimated at £400, and the report recommended 
that a borough rate of twopence in the pound be 
levied -r one penny in aid ot the watch rate and one 
penny on the general account. The report recom- 
mended that the accounts named be discharged. 
The Committee had instructed the Town Clerk to 
write to one of the Churchwardens and one of the 
OverseerSy insisting upon immediate payment of the 
watch-rate for the second half-year of 1862 (which 
had been collected), and of all arrears of borough 
rate, and to say that, if other proceedings were 
rendered necessaiy, harshness must not be imputed to 
the Council. The Churchwardens and Overseers had

The Committee recommended that Mr. Richard 
Young be emplqved to do the small joiner-work about 
the townhall and police-offices ; that coals be suited 
by Mr. Robson and Mr. Neilson alternately; and 
that Mr. Andrew Reid be the printer of the Corpora- 
tion. The Lords of the Treasury had complied with 
the memorial as to the proposed Public Baths and 
Washhouses ; and (the Town Clerk added oralhr) the 
Public Works Commiasioners, on application ror the 
authoriised loan (;£3.600) to purchiBUBe the site and 
erect the building, had forwarded a set of queries, 
with a request to have them answered. — Report 
received and adopted. 
Mr. R. W. HoDosoK, after a short convenation, 

Sve notice of a motion for the separate collection of 
e poor and boroiu^h rate— the latter to be collected 
by the Council, ana not, as at present, by ike Church- 
^mdens and Overseers in common with the poor-rate. 
Objections were stated, by Mr. Gasbutt and others, 



to the proposed change ; but some seemed fi&vouiable 
to it. 

Mr. Joseph Robson presented a report from the 
Public Health Committee. The trustees of the 
National School, admitting their liability to the quota 
charged upon them for repairing the road passmg in 
firont thereof, had reauested that the present order as 
to payment be rescinaed, and an order substituted for 
spreading the payment over a number of yean. The 
Committee, taking all the circumstances into ooui- 
deration, could not recommend compliance with the 
request.— (The Committe reported the result of the 
Claremont-place case, lately b^ore the MagiatiAtes, 
with which our readers are acquainted.) — ^In the case 
of Mr. Easton, he had paid the highway and the 
general district rate, but still refused to pay the 
lighting and footway paving rates, on the plea that 
cmlieries were not liable ; and it had been arranged that 
the distress should go, and that Mr. Easton might bring 
his action, and so the opinion of the Court would be 
obtained. The report next dealt in detail with the 
improvements necessaiy in the modes of access to the 
eastern part of the borough— the footroad under the 
railway at the head of Quarryfield, the road between 
the Gfateshead Ironworks and the White Bear, and 
the road past Messrs. Haggle's &ctory ; as to aU of 
which recommendations were made. The Town 
Surveyor had made a farther report as to the proposed 
main sewer for the drainage of the eastern part of 
the town, whereby waterdosets misht be introduced, 
and privies and cesspools superseded. If, as had been 
suggested, the sewer were carried down Oakwellgate, 
the cost would be j£720, and would benefit assessiUe 
property of ;^6,796 rental. If to the Ferrystainp— 
which Mr. Hall would prefer (on engineering 
grounds, and with a view to the collection and sale <» 
Hquid manure)— the cost would be ;£776. and the 
rental of the propert v benefited jC6,023. Li the one 
case, atwopenoe-nal^nny rate would suffice :— inthe 
other, a twopence-threefarthings rate would be re- 
quired. Robert Urwin, contrary to law and to an 
order of the Local Board, had made use of his new 
stable as a slaughterhouse, and thereby rendered 
himself liable to a penalty of £60, and 40b. per day 
for every day that the stable was so us^. It was 
recommended by the Committee that proceedings be 
instituted ; and lUso agamst Robert Routledge, who 
had established a slaughterhouse behind Groevenor- 
street. As to the new sewer, a recommendation was 
made that a plan of the district, being a necessaiy 
preliminary, should be procured— either oy advertise- 
ment, tender, and contract— or by the employment of 
an assistant to codperate with Mr. Hall. After report- 
ing upon many mmor matters, the Co^nmittee recom- 
mended that an application made by Mr. Fairs, the 
collector of rates, for an increase of poundage, be 
granted, as an act of common justice, and that his 
future allowance be sixpence in the pound. The 
estimates approved at the last meeting, for a general 
district rate of threepence, a footway paving rate of 
sevenpence. and a lignting rate of uxpence, had been 
laid upon tne Councu-table for the infection of rate- 
payers, according to law ; and the Committee reoom- 
mended that the rates be sealed. — ^Report received. 

With respect to the Claremont-plaoe case, Mr. 
Hbwitt observed, that the owners of property, not 
content with getting the new flagging for notliing, 
actuallysought compensation for the old materials ! 

Mr. Hthsbs said, as a representative of the East 
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Ward, it was not Ti(cht that his constitaents should 
haye to pay for flagging a private road on the Wind- 
mill Hills. 

The Matob : We pay for the main sewer in High- 
street. 

Mr. Hodgson : And you should make use of it. Tou 
should bring sewers down to the Hi^h-street, instead 
of using cesspools and old coal-workings, to the injury 
of the springs. 

The BuBYETOB. in reply to a remark on the omission 
of all mention of flagging in the notice served upon 
the Olaremont-place owners, said that flagging was an 
essential part of the work, if the sewer was to be of 
any use. With regard to cesspools, the suggestion 
that thev should be cemented would not meet the 
case. The oiUy remedy was thorough drainage and a 
proper discharge — ^which would be to the Team. 

Mr. Htkebs inquired why the main sewer in the 
East Ward could not be made, like the High- street 
sewer, at the general expense ot the borough — which, 
he thought, would be only fair. 

The Town Glebk replied, that the law had been 
altered since the High-street sewer was made. 

After much more conversation, resolutions, founded 
upon the report, were passed, viz., that in Mr. Easton's 
case, any proceedings, if taken, be resisted ; that Mr. 
Hall make the proposed plan, with the aid of an 
assistant for six months ; tnat sixpence in the pound 
be allowed to Mr. Fairs (who was termed by Mr. 
Hodgson one of the best rate-collectors in the kingdom) ; 
that proceedings betaken against Urwinand Routledge ; 
that the rates be sealed; and that the report, 
gener^ly, be adopted. 

The SuBVBTOB was instructed to put in force the 
order as to the slauffhtering of animals in shops ; but 
it was understood that the butchers would probably 
come to some arrangement with the Local Board as to 
the establishment of a general slaughterhouse. 

Mr. Hewitt, pursuant to notice, brought forward 
a second time his motion to rescind the order as to 
compositions of four^ fifths for tenement property, and 
to- substitute an order sanctioning compositions at the 
rate of two-thirds. 

Mr. Bbibtor seconded the motion — ^which led to a 
long discussion. On a division the numbers were. 

Fw the Motion, 9.— The Mayor ; Alderman Cummins ; and 
OouncUlors Hewitt, Brinton, Qarbutt, lonn, Hymers, 
Pearson, and Wilson.

The Town Clebk read a letter which he had 
received from Mr.

Beak Sib, — I am Instructed by Mr. Forster Walker to 
apply for payment of £60, the expenses of constructing the 
hustings and booths at the last Gateshead election. 

Mr. Walker has delayed to put the matter into my hands 
under the expectation that the disputes between the Cor^ 
poration and the agents of the candidates would have been 
settled before this time ; but I need hardly say, that u the 
Corporation, in their instructions to Mr. Walker, have 
exceeded the price which the act of parliament authorizes 
to be recovered from the candidates, that fitct will not 
exonerate the Corporation ttcm liability to pay the amount 
of Mr. Walker's claim. 

Hie works were constructed under the direction of the 
Town Surveyor; and it is notorious that they were con- 
structed in a more than usually substantial manner, In 
order to ensure the protection of the public; and Mr.

Walker is certahily not to blame for any extra outlay thereby 
incurred. 

With regard to any personal liability of the late Mayor, 
Mr. Pearson, I should expect that no person would desire 
the burthen of payment to be tanposed upon him ; and I 
shall therefore delay making any application to him until I 
hear the result of this application, wliich I shall feel obliged 
by your laying before the Council at their meeting to-day.

The reading of this letter was followed by an 
animated and somewhat amusing discussion. The 
candidates, it appeare:^, were only liable to the extent 
of £25, but they had paid £30. Mr. Hawks, Mr. 
Allhusen, and Mr. Aid. Smith thought they should 
pay the whole. Mr. Peabson said that Mr. Harle, 
as agent for Mr. Hutt, was willing, on condition that 
the other agents would join with him ; and Mr.

and all Arrears of Borough Rate, this Meeting 
expresses, in the stroneest manner, its surprise that 
a Public Officer shoula have acted so indiscreetly, 
when the &ct is that there were not any Arrears of 
Borough Rate due ; and as the Watch Rate was only 
due on tiie 25th December, and the Quarter Collection 
not closed, they consider such a Communication as 
that made by Mr. Eell most uncalled for, as the 
Churchwardens and Overseers have not, for a long 
time, stood so well with the Corporation in their pay- 
meitts as at present.

JUYENILE CRIME. 

Ths Mayor, Magistrates, Council, and other gentle- 
men of Gateshead, neld a conference on February 8, in 
the Townhidl, on the best means of codperatin^ with 
Newcastle in the present attempt to establish an 
institution for the repression of juvenile crime and 
the reformation of juvenile offenders. 

The Mayor (who was in the chair) having briefly 
opened the business of the meeting. 

The Rbotob (Rev. Dr. Davibs) moved the adoption 
of the Newcastle resolutions, and the appointment of 
a Gateshead Committee, and expressed his entire 
concurrence in the movement, and his readiness 
permanenUy to assist in the work, if the institution 
should be founded on a sound, satisdhctoiy, Scriptural 



Mr. William Htmbbs seconded the motion. The 
Magistrates, he said, were commonly at a loss how to 
deal with juvenile ofienders. To send them to prison 
was only to maJce them worse than before. 

Mr. Masov supported the motion, and referred to 
the domestic condition of the poor in n^lected locali- 
ties. It was, he said, almost hopeless to strive to 
ameliorate the moral condition ox a population so 
wretche^y housed. Until their abodes were improved 
their morab could hardly be amended. 

Dr. Davibs said, he was folly sensible of the evil 
just adverted to. By all means let the dwellings of 
the poor be made more comfortable ; and one means 
of doing so would be the moral improvement of the 
inmates. 

Mr. A. G. Gbat, Mr. Gbobqb Hawks, Mr. F. J. 
Cbow, and other gentlemen having said a few words, 

Capt. O'Bbibk addressed the meeting, and stated, 
in reply to an inouiry, that no precise plan had yet 
been adopted. The proceedings, at present, were 
simply proviaionaL A body of subecriDers was being 



formed, who would decide for themselves the basb of 
the institution; and he had no doubt they would 
come to an amicable and judicious settlement of the 
principles and details. In Newcastle^ so for, £^2 
nad been collected in annual subscriptions, and ;^151 
in donations ; and the collectors reported the general 
existence of a kindly feeling towards the enterprise. 

The motion, after further conversation, was unani- 
mously carried ; and it was resolved that the gentle- 
men present be the Committee, with power to add to 
their number : and that Mr. J. W. Swinbumie be 
Secretary for Gateshead, and Mr. Brady Treasurer. * 

Capt. 0*Bbien, at the suggestion of Mr. Bradj^i 
consented to drew up an address for distribution m 
Gateshead prior to a canvass ; whereupon, with a vote 
of thanks to the Mayor, the meeting broke up. 

GATESHEAD DISPENSARY. 

Thb 21st annual meeting of the governors was held 
on Feb. 8th, at the Townhall, (John Listbb, Esq., 
Mayor, in the chair.) 

The Town Clebk, in the absence of the Secretary 
(Mr. Aid. Brockett), read the report 1,105 patients 
' had been admittea during the year by letter, an 
increase of 100 as compared with the year preceding. 
The casualties had been 7,523. Febrile affections, 
chiefly, confined to the dirtiest ports of the town, haa 
exhibited an increase. The local authorities should 
be encouraged to extend the improvements already 
made in the sewerage and drainage of the town ; to 
regulate, as for as was consistent with the rights of 
propertv, the construction of dwelling-houses, with a 
view of affording better ventilation, pure air, and 
ffreater comfort to the occupants ; and to mitigato, as 
nr as possible, those serious evils which cesspools and 
other noxious agencies inevitably entail upon the health 
and comfort of Uie public. The report went on to appeal 
to the public for support to the charity, and, in conclu- 
sion, said : — " It is with feelings of deep regret that the 
Committee have to announce the resignation of the 
Secretaryship by Mr. Brockett — an omce which he 
has hdd ever since the establishment of the institu- 
tion ; and durinff those 21 yean he has, by the zeal 
and ability which he has devoted to the promotion of 
its welfiure, conferred a great and lasting obliga- 
tion on the inhabitants of Gateshead generally, and 
particularly upon the sick poor, who have been exten- 
sive recipients of tiie benefits of the Dispensary." 
(Applause.) 

Mr. JoHR Gbbbnb, Treasurer, read the balance- 
sheet. The receipts of the year, it appeared had been 
£fM Ob. 9d., inclusive of a balance of £UZ 9s. 7d. 
in February, 1852. Disbursements, £403 6s. 5d« 
Balance in iiand, £152 14s. 4d. Thus, said Mr. 
Greene, the balance exceeded b^ £40 that of hist 

J ear ; and, besides, the medicine bills were discharged 
own to the close of the year— not merely to Novem- 
ber, as in former years. It was to the credit of the 
House Surgeon, tliat on none of the items was there 
any excess :— he had observed the same economy as 
his valuable predecessor. (Applause.) 

Mr. Pollock moved the adoption of the report and 
balanco-sheet. and that they oe printed as before. 
Seconded by Mr. Wakb, and carried. 

Mr. Pollock said, it was incumbent unon them to 
take the earliest opportunity of gretefulhr acknow- 
ledging the services of an honorary ofiooer whose 
retirement was alluded to, in such proper terms, in 
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the report ; and jperhaiM, it devoWed more peculiarly 
upon mm (Mr. Pollock), as for many years his asso- 
ciato in office, to more a vote of thanks to that gentle- 
man. (Apnlause.) He could well bear testimony, 
from close observation, to the able and iiedthfal services 
of Mr. Brockett. Long and assiduously he had served 
the charity, and everything he did was done most 
cheerfully. He and the late Secretary always worked 
pleasantly together. Kot the smallest dispute ever 
arose between Mr. Brockett and his colleagues during 
the long period that he held the office of Secretary ; 
and it was with great pleasure, mingled with feelings 
of regret at hb retirement, that he now moved a vote 
of thanks to him for his invaluable services. (Applause.) 
The Rev. Dr. Davies cordially seconded the motion. 
His experience was not so lengthened as Mr. Pollock's, 
but he nad seen sufficient of the services of the late 
Secretaiy to enable him fully to appreciate his zeal 
and abiht^ in behalf of an institution whose value to 
the poor it was impossible to over-estimate. (Ap- 

Elause.) He tmstea that no long time would elapse 
efore the proposed new building would be erected, 
by which the usefulness of the charity would be 
extended. (Applause.) 

The motion was earned by acclamation. 

Mr. William Wtlam moved the appointment of 
Mr. Kell (Town Clerk) as successor to Mr. Brockett. 
Of his ability, he said, there could be doubt ; and his 
anxiety for the wel&re of the charity had been sub- 
stantially manifested by the handsome donation 
which he had given to the building fund. (Applause.) 

Seconded by Mr. W. Htmerb, and carried. 

Mr. Esll, in accepting the office, said, his princi- 
pal motive was a conviction that his public position 
might enable him to be of more service to the charity 
than a gentleman otherwise situated. Had it not 
been for this consideration, he would have preferred 
declining the appointment. 

Thanks were voted to the Treasurer, the Medical 
Officers, the Committee, &c. 

There being a vacancy among the Vice-Presidents, 
it was unanimously resolved, on the motion of Mr. J, 
W. SwiNBuaNB, seoonded by Mr. Ware, that it be 
filled by Mr. Bbookbtt. 

In replyto inquiries, Mr. W. Htmbbs reported that 
he and Mr. Joseph Robson, as instructed, bad 
searched after a site for the new building, and pointed 
out several which they had looked at — the most 
eligible being one opposite to the Presbyterian chapel, 
in a Ime with the National Schook. and by the ride of 
the road at the head of the Bam Close, running west- 
waid from Ellison- street. 

This ground, it seems, is not freehold, but is held 
by Mr. Ellison as lessee of the Bishop of Durham. A 
lease may be had for 00 years ; and, moreover, by 
consent of his lordship, it may be enfranchised. 

The goyemoTB resolved that the subconmiittee of 
the subscribers be requested to ascertain on what terms 
the site could be procured, and report. 

A vacancy was declared in the office of Phyrician, 
in^oonseanence of the death of Dr. Smith ; and it was 
also resolved to appoint an additional Surgeon. The 
House Surgeon had previously stated, in reply to go- 
vernors, that the eases which came b^ore the Dispen- 
sary were chiefly medical, and occupied much of the 
time ot the Physicians. There were, he said, three 
Surgeons, but Mr. Featherstonhaugh seldom attended. 
Mr. Bennett and Mr. Brady, however, were constant 
in their attention to the saigical cases. 



The Rev. Dr. Davibs moved, in complimentary 
terms, that a gratuity of ten guineas be bestowed on 
the House Surgeon (Mr. Charles Brown). — ^Agreed to. 

On the motion of Mr. Pollock, the members of the 
Committee, eligible for re31ection, were appointed for 
another year, viz. : — Messrs. William Andrew, James 
Smith, J. W. Swinburne, William Wylam, Bei^amin 
Matchitt, and George Hunter. 

Mr. Wake propped that Messrs. James Clephan, 
A. G. Gray, K. W. Hodgson, P. P. lonn, John 
Yickers, and Henry Walker, be ai>pointed to the six 
vacancies on the Committee. — ^Carried. 

Thanks were voted to the Mayor for his services, 
and the meeting adjourned to the 8th of March, when 
the Phyrician and Surgeon will be elected, and Messrs. 
Hymers and Robson will report as to the site. 

In the evening, several of the governors sat down 
to an excellent dinner at Miss Murray's, the Half 
Moon inn. The l^layor presided, and the vice-chair 
was filled by Mr. F. Bennett. 



GATESHEAD BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 8th, the usual fomightly meet- 
ing of this body was held at the Board Room, Gates- 
h^, (Mr. C. Garbutt in the chair). Mr. Hurst, the 
Poor-Law Inspector, was present. 

The Clebk reported that the Overseers of Gateshead 
were in arrears on their late call, £595 : Whickham, 
^265 ; and Winlaton, ^347 8s. 5d. The amount at 
present due to the Treasurer from the various parishes 
was £1,372 8s. 5d., and the amount in his luinds this 
morning was £452 198. 2d. 

Mr. Hurst called attention to the irre^arity of 
Gateshead in paying its calls, and reminded the 
Guardians that proceedings might be taken before the 
Magistrates agamst the Overseers. 

The Chairman read a letter from Mr. U'sher, 
Assistant Overseer of Gateshead, staling that, at a re- 
cent meeting of the Churchwardens and Overseers, it 
was resolved 4hat, "owing to the revaluation of 
several properties, and as it had been found necessary 
to call m professional assistance, they regretted that 
the call had not been paid, but steps had been taken 
to insure its immediate payment." 

On the motion of Mr. Hbwitt, seconded by Mr. 
WiLKinsoK, the Clerk was instructed to write to the 
Churchwardens and Overseers of the several parishes 
in arrears, and inform them that if the calls due on 
the 29th ult. were not paid within the next fortnight, 
proceedings would be taken to compel payment. 

The Clerk read a letter from Mr. W. Roberts, ot 
Rochdale, calling attention to a conference to be held 
in London next week, and a deputation to Mr. 
Baines relative to the amended " relief order" of the 
Poor Law Board, and requesting that the Guardians 
of the Gateshead Union would send a delegate to that 
conference. 

Mr. Cook proposed that a respectful answer be sent 
to that letter, stating that this Board would endeavour 
to aid the conference in carrying out its objects, as &r 
as lay in their power. 

Mr. Wilkinson seconded the motion, and 8Uge:e8ted 
that the Chairman should be desired to communicate 
with tibe members of parliament for the district, and 
request them to accompany the deputation to Mr. 
Bames. 

Mr. Httrst said he was rather taken by surprise, 
for he had hoped that the Boards of (kiaiji^iids were 
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of opinion that the amended " order" was based on 
sound principles. 

Mr. WiLKiHBON said he wished Mr. Hurst had been 
in London when the las^ deputation went to Sir John 
Trollope, for he would then have heard it stated that 
the word '* order" was not to be borne. Guardians 
were rational beingis — men who could read, write, and 
act—and they were determined not to be dictated to 
and tvmnnized over as they had been. The Poor Law 
Board had usurped a power which no act of parliament 
ever intended to give them ; and they knew about as 
much of what was going on and what was required 
here, as the Pope of Rome or the Bishop of Durliam. 
These were jnatters which would be considered at the 
oouference. 

Mr. Walker said he was satisfied with the amended 
"order." 

Mr. JossPH BoBSON thought the Guardians wanted 
samebody above them, for if they had to fight by 
themselves the^ would never have done fighting. 

Mr. Cook said that if Mr. Bobson considered him- 
self incapable of managing the affiiirs of the parish, he 
must protest against Mr. Hurst canviug away such 
an opinion respecting the rest of the Gui^ans. 

The resolution, with Mr. Wilkinson's suggestion, 
was unanimously carried. 

The GLrRK read the following letter from the Bev. 
Richard PengiUy, of Penzance, Cornwall : — 

PeDzanoe. February 5, 1853. 

Sia, — I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the let Inst , informing me that the Guardians of the Gatee- 
head Union have agiied to receive Martha Bell Into the 
workhouse, if I will enter into an engagement to pay 3b. 6d. 
a week for her support, bo long as she maybe changeable to 
the union. I reply that I will engage to pay the specified 
sum, though it is mach higher than I could have prorided 
for her in the union of this place, but I cannot engage for 
that sum for an unlimited period. The fact is this : — ▲ 
certain som was bequeathed to me by an aunt of Martha Bell, 
and a " request" was added that T would assist Martha lh)m 
that beqnest T have aooordingly supported her for several 
yean, and I consider every shilling y>f that sum liable to 
Martha's support until that sum shall be exhausted, or until 
her decease. That sum has been decreasing in proportion to 
my advances, and it is poasible that at 38. 6d. per week she 
may live to see it entirely paid. Beyond that I can support 
her no ftirther. But from her state, as lately described to 
me, I do not think she is likely to survive so long. The 
agreement you sent for my signature must be altered In the 
last words, if I am to sign it, and may be expreesed^^'So 
long as I have flmds applicable to her support." If you 
approve of this, be kind enough to inform me by return, 
and the agreement shall be sent you immediately. I may 
add, that the sum 1 have will Uut longer in paying the union 
. at the specified rate than it will as she is now living, and 
therefore it is likely to be to the interest of the union to 
reeeive her, as I proposed, in case her life should be spared 
to exhaust the sum at my dispoeaL Expecting your reply, 
I am, yours truly,

To Mr Forenum, Clerk to the Guardians. 

Mr. Cook said he thought .Vir. Pengilly deBcrved 
censure. He should like to know the mcts. 

Mr. Wilkinson observed that the woman belonged 
to Gateshead; and as they could not compel Sbr. 
Pengilly to support her, they had better make a 
virtue of necessity, and eet what they could. 

The Chairman said he thought it only right to 
mention that he had seen another letter from the same 
individual to Mr. Martin Dunn, trying to bargain 
with him to aid and assist him in moving up the 3s. 6d. 
a-week. When Mr. Pen^;illy left this neighbourhood 
he sold the property, which had been bequeathed to 



him, to Mr. Dunn, and made an Ufreement at the 
same time that this old woman shoum occupy a room 
in it during her life. In this letter he wished Mr. 
Dunn to allow him something towards the 3s. 6d. 
a-week, as the room could now be let to some other 
party. He (the Chairman) was told Uiat the woman 
had oeen so neglected that she could not Hve a month. 

Mr. Cook : I think Mr. Pengilly was no relati<»i of 
Martha Bell's aunt ? 

The Chaibman : No f 

Mr. Cook : He drew the will out, did he not ? 

The Chaibman : Tes ! 

Mr. Cook : And somewhat singular, the property 
was all left to himself was it not ?— subject to a room 
being reserved to this poor person 9 

The Chaibman : The agreement about the room was 
not made until Mr. Pengilly sold the property. 

Air. Hewitt : What did the property sell lor 9 

The Chairman : £550. 

The matter was left in the hands of the Cle^. 

The Clerk stated that the coomilttee appointed to 
examine the southern boundary of the worknouse pro- 
perty, had reported that they were unanimoualy of 
opinion that the Guardians should enclose the ground 
now used as a road on the south side of the woruiouse. 

The report was received and adopted. 

Mr. HuBST ui^ed the propriety of the erection of a 
district school, to which the workhouse children of 
this and neighbouring unions mif ht be sent. 

Mr. RoBsoN said he agreed with Mr. Hurst, for if 
they wanted to prevent crime they must edacate the 
children. 

Mr. Cook said he did not think that education 
would have a tendency to prevent crime. Look at 
the case of John TaweU, the Quaker :— what fine acts 
of villainy he committed! Bush, the celebrated 
murderer, was also an educated man. They would 
find that acts of the greatest atrocity were perpetrated 
by educated persons. (Mr. Hewitt : Earwan t) 
Kirwan, too, was a well-educated man. At the 
present time they liad a schoolmaster in the work- 
house, who had undergone an examination before Mr. 
Brown, Inspector of Schools, and who was well 
qualified for a much more exalted position in life. Not 
satisfied with this, the Guardians, though the rate- 
payers were home down by taxation, were adced to 
Duild a district school to give pauper children a better 
education than other children could get. Ere long, 
the highest aspiration of a man's soul would be to 
become a pauper. Instead of holding out inducements 
to persons to become paupers, they ought, as fEur as 
possible, to discountenance pauperism. He (Mr. C.) 
nad to send his children nearly one hundred miles 
from Gateshead to get anything l&eadecenteducation 
and as much attention certainly was paid to the 
children in the workhouse, as his children roeeived at 
a cost of nearly £100 a-year* 

Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Hbwitt expressed their 
disapproval of the project for the erection of a district 
school. 

Mr. HuBST said he could answer theremariES which 
had been made, but he would not. 

Mr. Cook said that the act for the rating of small 
tenements was in operation in Gateshead, and it con- 
ferred municipal privileges upon the tenants of the 
property, even though the proper^ was compounded 
for by the owner. To cany out tne intention of the 
l^^iBlature, some means ouj^t to be adopted in 
the shape of registering the names of the occupiers of 
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tenemented pzoperiy. In a lar^ tenemented property 
the entry was made '* John Thompson and others ; ' 
and how the person whose duty it was to make out the 
lists of voters would obtain the names of the ** others," 
he could not conceive. Perhaps Mr. Hurst would be 
able to tell them whose duty it was to attend to this 
matter 9 

Mr. HuBST said that in the Overseers' Receipt and 
Payment Book, there was a new form issued by the 
Poor Law Board in which there was a column for 
the tenant's name to be inserted. All Overseers were 
bound to adopt this form ; and if the tenants' names 
were not entered, the Overseers might be liable to an 
action. 

Mr: Cook in<)uired if the Guardians could see that 
the Overseers did their duty in this respect ? 

Mr. Hurst said that this was the first time the 
subject had been brought under his notice, and he was 
hardly prepared to nve an opinion; but he would 
reoommend the Guaraians to ask for information from 
the Poor Law Board. 

Other business was transacted, and the Board then 
proceeded to the relief of the poor. 

(We are requested to state, as to Mr. Pengilly, that 
he did not make .the will ; that it was made b^ Mr. 
Alien, the solicitor ; that Mr. Pengilly was appointed 
sole executor, and a legacy was left him of £100 ; that 
the property was sold for £500, subject to the use of 
a room by a uster of the deceased ; that the £500, 
minus £16 allotted to a nephew, was divided amongst 
two sisters and a niece, one ox the sisters being the 
person in question; that the weekly payment has 
been made out of her third share ; and that^ labouring 
under a delusion that she should be poisoned, she 
would neither allow her relatives nor any other person 
to enter her room, but kept the door locked. — 
Ed. G.O.)

THE CHEMISTRY OP THE SEA. 
Ov Thursday, Feb. 10, Mr. Alexander George Gray, 
jun., a graduate of King's College, London, and son of 
A. G. Gray, Esq., (of the firm ol Gray & Crow, Friars 
Goose Chemical Works,) delivered a lecture, before 
the Gateshead Mechanics' Institute, on the Chemistry 
of the Sea. There was a large audience, including 
George Hawks, Esq., Y.P., (in the chair); F. J. 
Crow. W. H. Brockett, Charles Bertram, F. Bennett, 
A. G. Grav, R. P. Philipson, and William Kell, 
Esqrs. ; and the Rev. James Snape, Principal of the 
Royal Grammar School of Newcastle. Mr. Gray 
sketched the rise of Chemistry as a science, and dilated 
upon its application, in our own day, to the practical 
concerns of life — ^to the wants, comforts, conveniences, 
and pleasures of man. The chemistry of nature, he 
said^ might be divided under three heads — the 
chemistry of the land, of the air, and of the sea. It 
was to we last of these three divisions that he chiefly 
confined his attention in the present lecture. Having 
stated that the bed of the ocean was not, as some were 
apt to suppose, a level plain or a basin, but as uneven 
as the surace of the earth, he said that the deepest 
sounding ever obtained, until very recently, was by 
Sir J. Ross, 15 deg. 3 min. S. kt., being 27,600 fee^ 
or about 54 miles. But Capt. I>enham had lately 
sounded, in the South Atlantic, a depth of 8} miles. 
The pressure of the sea was great, as might be readily 
imagmed-— water being 815 times heavier than air, 
and the pressure of the atmosphere being equal to a 



weight of 15lb. on every square inch. A bottle of 
freshwater being lowered to a great depth in the sea, 
the pressure drove in the cork and expelled the con- 
tents, the sea water taking the place of the fresh. 
Wood, sunk in like manner, was so charged with 
water by pressure that it would not swim — was, as the 
sailors phrased it, " ^aterlos^." At the depth of 
20 fathoms, water is pressed into the compass of 19 
cubic inches, which, at the sur&ce, would fill 20. 
Plants would not grow at a lower depth than 400 feet, 
and 700 feet was the greatest depth to which light 
would penetrate. In the Arctic Ocean shells were 
seen at a depth of 80 fiithoms. The hues of the sea 
were various, but perfectly pure water was blue. Its 
temperature, in the regions which we inhabit, was 
almost always the same, and generally a little warmer 
than the air over the sur&ce. Mr. Gray explained 
how currents result from the natural law of the 
contraction and expansion of bodies b^ cold and heat. 
" In this," said he, " we see a beautiful provision of 
nature ; for by this means the fierce heat ot the tropics 
is restrained by the cold stream from the Poles, and 
the cold of the Arctic and Antartic Circles is moderated 
by the warm currents from the Equator ; and thus, 
for the benefit of its countless inhabitants, the 
temperature of the sea is kept uniform. " The lecturer 
illustrated the wisdom and goodness of the Almighty 
by the freezing of water, and then treated of the 
phosphorescence of the sea, now generally attributed 
to the formation of ozone, the great purifier of nature. 
Speaking of the physical and chemical power of ocean 
waves, wluch, on some shores (as, for instance, on the 
western coast of Ireland), reach the enormous height 
of 150 feet, he referred to the incursions of the sea — 
such as those on the eastern margin of Cleveland and 
the rest of Yorkshire. In old maps, villages are laid. 
down called Auburn, Hartbum, and Hyde, which, 
with many others, have been swept out of exiatenoe. 
Pointing to an analysis on the wall, Mr^^ Gray said, 
his audience would see that the ocean was composed 
of pure water, with about 3 per cent, of saline matter. 
Whence this admixture ? They had last week been 
told of the child's, the woman's, and the man's reason, 
and it was left to him to tell thephilosopher^s — ^which, 
he must confess, was a very Irish one. The sea was 
salt because so many freshwater rivers ran into it. 
(lAughter.) Rivers^ as they percolated through th« 
earUi, bore along with them to the sea all the soluble 
salts they met with in their progress ; and from the 
sea there was no outlet except by evaporation. The 
consequence was the sea was salt. Wherever an inland 
lake was found, into which rivers ran, and firom which 
there was no outlet but by evaporation, that lake was 
fdways saltr— «s, for example, the Dead Sea and the 
Sea of Aral. Why the sea naa been made salt was not 
clearly ascertained. But the saltness of the sea 
checked evaporation— it froze at a lower temperature 
than fi*esh water— was more buoyant— putre&ction 
was less easy — and it was especially adapted to the 
functions and purposes of its inhabitants. Having 
named some crotchetty author who libelled salt, Mr. 
Gray observed that this detractor would find little 
sympathy in this great maritime port, into which a 
million tons of salt were brought yearhr. The lecture 
was illustrated by numerous and beautiful experiments, 
all of which were successfully performed ; and some 
of them beingbrilliant, they were remarkably popular. 
On showing that water was composed of oxygen and 
hydrogen, Mr. Gray gave Uie ladies a piece ox useful 
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informatio u They were accustomed, he said, to look 
with pleasure on their t^old fish, when they rose to the 
surfiftce, and protruded their mouths, as if to open a 
conversation. This, he said, should be taken as a hint 
to change the water, lor it was a pix)of that they were 
in want of oxygen. Mr. Gray, of whose cic . 3r and 
well-delivered lecture we give but a broken outline, 
was repeatedly applauded. 

The Rev. James Snape moved a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Qray. His lecture, he said, evinced the possession 
of great and varied talent, and argued for its author a 
prosperous and brilliant career. (Applause.) 

Mr. Alderman Brockett seconded the motion, and 
it was passed by acclamation. 

Mr. Gray returned thanks. 

Mr. Keli (Town Clerk) moved a vote of thanks to 
the Chairman. 

Mr. Gray said, he had very great pleasure in second- 
ing the motion. The members, he was sure, were 
proud and happy to see their old friend, Mr. Hawks, 
presiding over them ; and, for himsel£, he was highly 
gratified that his first lecture in the institution should 
have been delivered under such auspices. (Applause.) 

The Chairman gratefully acknowledged the 
compliment. He had derived much pleasure from 
healing so irood a lecture delivered by so young a man. 
It showed him to possess great talent. His r^ing in 
chemistry had come down to the latest day, and his 
experiments were all neatlv performed. It was really 
very creditable to young IVfr. Gray that he had so well 
acquitted himself— with so mu<;h ability, and yet so 
much modesty. If he went on as he had begun, he 
would be found, sooner or later, in the ranks of our 
more eminent chemists. His lecture must have cost 
him much labour and thought, and it was pleasant to 
see a gentleman of Mr. Gray's years devoting himself 
to study, and not merely to polkas Oaughter) ; 
although there was no harm in a dance, if it were only 
kent in its place. He (Mr, Hawks) was much obliged 
to Mr. Kell and the audience for the compliment which 
they had so kindly conferred upon him, and hoped that 
the institution would continue to flourish. (Applause. )

The Chairman and Yice-Chainnan, and Messrs. Clark, 



Makepeace, lonn, Potts, Toralin, Cook, Walker, Rob- 
son, and Andi-ews. 

Cheques were issued to the amount of j£410 13s. lid. 
The Treasurer was reported to have in hand j£l,073 
9s. 2d. £125 was stated to be due from Gateshead, 
je67 10s. from Ryton Woodside, ^6126 from Whick- 
ham, and £133 Ss. 5d. from Winlaton. 

The Vicb-Chatrman observed that these figures 
showed the parishes to be in a better position than on 
last fortnight day, and he hoped that the collection of 
rates and payment ot calls would go on regularly. 

The Chairman said, in the report of the proceedings 
of the last meeting an important omission occurred, 
and it was only due to Mr. Usher to have it set* right. 
It was stated, at the meeting in question, that an in- 
quiry had been made at the workhouse into all the 
removal cases, and it was found that more or less diffi- 
culty attached to each of them. There were 23 cases, 
and 18 of them, it was pretty certain, must remain with 
Gateshead. These acts, which had not been re- 
ported, should be made known, in justice to Mr. 
Usher, to whom no blame could be imputed. He 
also wished to say a word on another subject. He 
was sure that the reporters who attended the meet- 
ings of the Board had no other desire than &irly to 
report their proceedings. Reports were given of the 
meeting of the 8th inst., and at the foot of them a 
note was appended, calling in question the accuracy 
of the statements made during the proceedings, by 
way, it was said, of giving the bane with the antidote. 
He*^ really thought it would have been better if, instead 
of attaching such notes, the party complaining had 
been referred to him, who knew the fiicts, and could 
have given every explanation. He would not go into 
the fsSts, but would simply say that the '' antidote," 
as it was called, was more incorrect than the " bane." 
The Guardians had no wish to misrepresent facts, or 
to do any man injustice ; and if they inadvertently 
fell into error, they would be obliged to any one who 
would enable them to put the matter right. 

Mr. Cook said, he )>erfectly agreed with the Chair- 
man. He was petrified when he read the notes 
alluded to. He knew nothing whatever of Mr. Pen- 
gill y, and could have no disposition to do him injus- 
tice. Yet a charge was made, in one of the news- 
papers, of having '* grossly misrepresented" him ; and 
as if the Guardians had poisoned his reputation, the 
" bane" was accompanied by an '' antidote." It 
would seem that some Guardian present had supplied 
the correction ; and he must say, that any gentleman, 
believiufir himself to be better informea than the 
Board ^nendly, ought rather to have administered 
the antidote at &e time. This would have been a much 
more commendable course than to let the ^* ^r<xs mis- 
representation" go abroad, with a contradiction of the 
nature described. The editorial foot-note would then 
have been unnecessary. 

The CuBBK read letters from Lord Seaham and Mr. 
Hutt, of which the following are copies : — 

Flas MachynUeth, North Wales, February 18, 1853. 

SiB,~I regret that, owing to my being detained here on 
urgent private business till the 24th, I did not reoeive your 
letter, forwarded to me firam London, till yesterday ; and I 
would have replied to it then, were it not that It is not 
always possible, owing to the arrival of the malls, to answer 
by return.

Deab Mb Garbutt,— I attended to-day the interview of 
the Poor Law Ck>mmi8Bioner8 and the representatives of 
various Boards of Guardians, relative to the second order 
of the Commissioners, according to the request which you 
reeently conveyed to me from the Guardians of the Gates- 
head Union. 

The case of the Boards of Guardians was well stated by 
Mr. Holt, the Chairman of the Bochdale Union, and by 
other parties forming the deputation. 

Mr. Baines then observed, that he would send a written 
reply to the remarks which had been addressed to him, but 
that he had no hesitation in informing the deputation at 
once of his views on the subject. He had received from 
other Boards representations somewhat at variance with 
those made to him by the deputation. Before finally 
deciding what course he should take respecting the order 
oomplained of, he desired to have a rather longer expe- 
rience of its practical operation. He wished, however, to 
assure the deputation, that no future order shcndd be issued 
by th£ Commissioners withoiU first submit t hi ff a draft of such 
order to the different local Boards, and receiving the expres- 
sion of their opinions aibotU it. He considered such a course 
of proceeding so desirable for the harmonious working of 
the poor law machinery, that it was his intention to intro- 
duce into the first bill brought forward for regulating the 
poor law a provision compelling the adoption of it by the 
Commissioners in fiiture time. 

I trust that this resuU wUl prove satisfactory to the gen- 
tlemen over whom you preside, and to yourself. 

I have fiirther to inform you that I presented, this day, 
to the House of Commons, the petition of the Board of 
Guardians praying for the adoption of financial boards for 
the administration of county expenditure.

The Yiob-Chaibm AN (Mr. J. E. Wilkinson), being: ' 
called npon by the Chairman (as a member of the 
deputation), gave an interesting verbal report of what 
passed at the interview, briefly recapitulating^ the&cts 
and arguments uiged upon the consideration of the 
Poor Law Board by Mr. Holt, the Rev. Joshua 
Fawcett, Mr. Hawkridge, Mr. Middleton, Mr. Fielden, 
Mr. H. G. Liddell, &c., from all which it appeared 
that the obnoxious order was impracticable and 
unworkable; and Mr. Fawcett, the V ice-Chairman 
said, pointed out the temptations to which Boards of 
Guardians were exposed to disremrd such orders, and 
thereby to set a baa example to me poor of systematic 
violations oi the law. 

The Chairman moved the following resolution : — 
*' That the thanks of the Board be given to Lord 
Seaham for his wish to be serviceable to the union ; 
and also to William Hutt, Esq^ M.P. for Gateshead, 
and to H. G. Liddell, Esq., M.P. for South Northum- 
berland, for their valuable assistance and polite atten- 
tion to Mr. Wilkinson, Yice-Chairman, when in 
London, and also for attending with him the deputa- 
tion that waited upon the Prudent of the Poor Law 
Board for procuring the withdrawal of the order of the 
14th of December, 1852; and that the Clerk be 
instructed to communicate the feeling of the Guardians 
to those gentlemen." 

Mr. Cook said he had great pleasure in seconding 
the motion. (Carried unanimously.) 

Mr. loNN moved :— ■" That the thanks of the Guar- 
dians be awarded to the Vice-Cfaainnan for his gratui- 
tous services by attending the deputation in London 
that waited upon the President of the Poor Law Board 



for procuring the withdrawal of the order of the 16th 
of December, 1852." 

Mr. Clark seconded the motion ; which was passed 
by acclamation. 

The Yicb-Ch AIRMAN returned thanka. It would, 
he said, be most gratifying to his feelings if any hum- 
ble effoi-ts of his should in the slightest degree promote 
the removal of any obnoxious orders, and the estab- 
iishmint of a more harmonious action and intercourse 
between the Poor Law Board and Boards of Guardians. 
He did think that it would be wise and prudent in the 
Poor Law Boaetd to revise its orders, and mould them 
into the form of rules and regulations for the guidance 
of local boards, leaving them a discretion to deviate 
whenever it might be necessary or expedient to do so. 
It would be much more a^peeable and satisfietctory if 
such an understanding existed. The Guardians, in 
can->-ing out the objects for which thev were called 
into existence, might safely be left to tne exercise of 
their judgment in such cases; and were such a 
license allowed, he believed that it would be for the 
advaiitage of all paHies— of tiie Poor Law Board and 
Boai-ds of Guardians, and of the ratepayers and the 
poor. fApplause.) 

The ClJsrk read a letter from Mr. Mason, request- 
ing than he might be appointed a medical vaccinator.

LETTEB FBOM THE P00& LAW BOARD TO KB. HOLT. 
Poor Law Board* Whitehall, Feb. 21. 

Sib,— I am directed by the Poor Law Board to 
inform you, ^th reference to the subject of the 
outdoor relief order of the 14th of December, 1852, on 
which they lately received a numerous and highly 
respectable deputation, that the Board have considered 
very carefully the statements and arguments addressed 
to tnem for the purpose of inducing them to rescind 
that order. 

A former order upon this subject had been issued 
by the late Poor Law Board, dated August 25, 1852. 
Many of the Boards of Guardians to whom it was 
addressed thought it objectionable upon various 
grounds. There can be no doubt that great attention 
was given by the late Poor Law Board to every one 
of the objections suggested. Atter a deliberate recon- 
sideration of the whole subject, they rescinded their 
former order, and issued in its place that of the 14th 
of December. The insult has been that a large 
majority of those Boffds of Guardians who had 
objectea to the first oider have fiilly acquiesced ix^ ^ 
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Second, and are now re^^ularl^ actins; upon it without 
reluctance and without practical difficulty. 

Considering, then, that the order of the 14th of 
December has been in oi>eration little more than two 
months — a period insufficient to give it a fiill and &ir 
trial— that experience has been hitherto in its fovour, 
and that the order itself contains provisions which 
will enable this Board to assist the Guardians by 
relaxing its stringency in any case which can be fiiirly 
deemed exceptional, the Board could not feel them- 
selves iustified in acceding to the request that it may 
be totally and immediately rescinded. I am directed, 
however, to assure you that they will carefully watch 
its future operation. They will consider themselves 
indebted to the Guardians for any information as to 
its results; and they will be happy at all times to 
give the best advice and assistance in their power for 
the purpose of enabling the Guardialis to act upon the 
order in a manner satisfactory to the Guardians them- 
selves and beneficial to the true interests of the poor. 

In closing this communicatipn I am instructed to 
repeat the intimation given 'by the President to the 
recent deputation with regard to the future practice 
of issuing general orders relating to relief. The Board 
are of opinion that in any case of that description 
which may occur hereafter, it will be proper and 
useful to send a copy of the intended order to every 
Board of Guardians affected by it 21 days before the 
actual issuing of the order itself. By this means the 
Poor Law B<Mtrd will have the benefit of any sugges- 
tions which the Guardians may be desirous of making 
upon the subject.

(Before George Hawks, Thomas Bramwell, F. J. Grow, and 

Charles Lamb, Esqrs.) 

THE RAVENSWORTH CASTLE BOBBERY. 

It will be remembered that, on the 15th Feb., Mr. 
Stoker, solicitor, stated that he had learnt, and was 
prepared to prove, that on the same day on which 
Henry Nonis, the late valet of the fion. Thomas 
Liddell, was alleged to have called at the county 
police office in Gateshead, procured two bills of the 
robbery, and stated to young Thompson that he 
would see his &ther (not then within) either at the 
Central Station or in Durham, another person — Mr. 
Hales — made the same call and the same state- 
ments, and got the same number ot himdbills, 
' at about the same hour : which fiu^, Mr. Stoker 
thoud^t, would lead the Bench to infer^ either that 
Mr. Thompson's son had made a mistake in supposing 
Norris to have been the man, or that the implication 
of his client had arisen from some less innocent cause. 
The Bencli, as Mr. Thompson was not aware of the 
proposed investigation, resolved upon an a^joumment 
tor a week. 

To-day (Tuesday, Feb. 22), the court was crowded 
in expectation of the inquiry. 

Mr. Stoker appeared tor Norris — Mr. Hunter lor 
Superintendent Thom])eon. 

The Hon. Thomas Liddell had a seat on the Bench. 

Mr. Hales, late an officer under the York, New- 
castle, and Berwick Railway Company, was ale^ pre- 
sent. . 

The investigation occupied about a couple of hours. 
We shall divest the proceedings of the sparring by 
which they were enlivened, and present simply the 
materiiJ ticts, 

Mr. Stoker addressed the Bench, stating his case, 
much in the same terms as on the 15th inst. 

A discussion then arose as to the purpose of the 
adjournment from last week, and the mrm in which 
the case now came before the Bench : — ^whether as 
involving a charge against Mr. Thompson, or merely as 
a question of mistaken identity. Those who read our 
last week's report will not need to be informed that 
besides the sugirestion of a mistake, it was hinted that 
the purity of the police might be impeached by the 
&ct8 brought out. 

The ground having been cleared for the examina- 
tion of witnesses, Mr. Stoker was about to examine 
Korris; but this course was objected to, and he 
refrained. We ought therefore to state, that Mr. 
Stoker had previoi^y explained that when Noiris 
denied having been in Gateshead on the day after the 
robbery (the robbery having been discovered at an 
early hour in the morning of Friday, December 31), 
his denial arose from a misunderstanding as to what 
day was meant by **the day after /the robbery"— 
Friday or Saturday. 
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Richard Allison, railway staiiomnasier, Gateshead, 
was called. (The witnesses were not sworn, the case 
not being coram judiee.) Mr. Allison (examined by 
Mr. Stoker) stated, that on Saturday, the Ist of 
January, 1863, Mr. Hales, formerly in the service of 
the railway company, came to the Gateshead station 
with his wiie at about 10 minutes past 2, intending to 
go by the 2} Sunderland train, but it went that day 
at 2. He remained till the 2 train from Sunderland 
came in, and then went up to the police-office in 
West-street, saying he wanted to see Mr. Thompson. 
In a short time he returned, bringing with him two 
ot the handbills of the Bavensworth r(H>bety. Witness 
put up one of the bills in the station. RaXes said he 
nad not seen Thompson, but left word with his son 
that he would see him at the Central Station, or at 
Durham on Monday. He did not say that he named 
4 o'clock as the hour at which he would see him at 
the station. He had previously stated that he would 
be going by the Durham train at 4, and witness 
Inferred that that would be the hour he intended to ' 
see Thompson. Mr. and Mrs. Hales went away 
together at about half-past 3. Before they left, wit- 
ness saw from the window the Bavensworth coach- 
man driving into the town* This was shortly after 
3 o'clock. Qtfr. Hunter cross-examined Mr. Allison, 
and elicited from him, among other things, that in 
the statement made to him by Mr. Hales, as to what 
passed at the police-office, the late butler at BAvens- 
worth, William Grinley, was never mentioned. — The 
stationmaster was also examined by ^r. Hales, and 
matters were gone into not reallv affecting the issue.) 

After much more had passed, Mr. Stoker said it 
was now proved that Mr. Males had got two bills of 
the robbery at the police office, and had made an 
appointment for a meeting with the superintendent 
eitaer at the Central Station or at Durham. He 
would leave it with the Bench to say whether it was 
credible that two persons should have called at about 
the same hour — get the same number of handbills— 
and made the same alternative appointment. 

The Bench : It is not proved that Mr. Hales said 
anything about the late butler ? 

Mr. Stoker : Ko, it is not. 

In replv to Mr. Hunter, Mr. Stoker said his case 
was dosea — he would not call Mr. Hales, after the 
spirit which he had manifested during the inouiry. 

Mr. Crow observed, that on the previous Tuesday 
an inipressionwas created that Mr. Hales was keeping 
out of the way. 

Mr. Hunter read from the Gateshead Oheeroer Mr. 
Stoker's statement that all efforts to procure the 
attendance of Mr. Hales had proved unavailing — 
that he had, in the end, pronused to come, but in 
such a manner as to leave no expectation of the fulfil- 
ment of his en^ement. 

Mr. Hales wuined to know who had been sent to 
reauest his attendance t 

Mr. Stoker : Nonis. 

Mr. Hales said, he must deny the imputation of a 
wish to keg^ out of tiie way. He haa received no 
written or mrmal application to attend, Norris had 
called inxm him, m the forenoon of last Tuesday, 
saying that he wished him to come and say something 
to clear his charactei^-that Mr. Stoker had sent him. 
He said he was afraid he could do him little or no 
good, but rather tihe contrary. Besides, he was 
engaged, and would most likely be at the Central 
Station. He would come if he could, but doubted he 



could not. On the 1st of January, he called at the 
Gateshead raii way-station at about 10 minutes past 2, 
intending to have gone by the quarter-past 2 Sunder- 
land train. It had gone, however, at 2. Leaving his 
wife at the station, he went up to the county police- 
office to see Superintendent Thompson. It then 
might be 20 minutes or half-past 2. He saw his 
son, who said he believed he was at Bavenswortli 
Outle. He saw some handbills lying, and asked if 
they were the Bavensworth bills ? Toung Thompson 
said yes, and gave him leave to take one or two. He 
took a couple, saying, ** I suppose you know me f 
The youth said he did, and mentioned his name. 
Witness said he would see Mr. Thompson at Durheum. 
Not a word was uttered about the Central Station. 
He returned to the railway-station, and rejoined his 
wife. (There was some difference between Mr. 
Hales and Mr. Allison as to which of them put up 
the handbill; but the &ct is not, perhaps, very 
material.) Witness went home with his wife, not 
intending to go out again that day ; but he received 
an intimation from Mr. Johnson, the Newcastle 
stationmaster, about 5 o'clock, that he was to go to 
Bavensworth Castle to assist in the investigation of 
the robbery. He took a cab for the castle, and called 
at the Gateshead police-station on his way. Mr. 
Hiompson was still not within, and he again saw his 
son, who told him that since his former caul, between 
2 and 3, a person had been there, describing himself as 
Grinley. the late butler at Uie castle, and wishing to 
see his lather. On being told that he was not within, 
he said he would be going away by the 4 o'clock train 
at the Central, and Mr. Thompson could see him 
there, or the^ would meet at Durham on Monday. 
Witness said it was a pity the man was not detained. 
On proceeding to Bavensworth he was the first to report 
the &ct of a person calling himself Grinley having 
been at the police office. He also made inquiry at 
the Central whether any one, answering to the 
description which he got from young Thompson, had 
gone by the 4 o'clock train ; but could not leam that 
any such pei-son had been seen. Young Thompson, 
calling him by name, told him of the feet inunediately 
he called the second time ; and witness, on his arrivsd 
at the castle, asked for Mr. Otter or Mr. Adolphus 
Liddell. He saw Mr. Otter, and named to him the 
circumstance. — "Bv Mr. Hunter : It was at about 
half-past 10 on Tuesday morning last that he was 
first told he was wanted. Told Norris he had an 
engagement at 12. — By Mr. Stoker : Had not been 
requested by Mr. Thompson to attend on the present 
occasion. Never heard about last Tuesday's proceed- 
ings until he saw the report in the newspapers. Was 
sure he never said a word about a meeting at the 
Central Station to young Thompson. Was not awaK 
tiiat Norris was the man who called at the police office 
until he was in custody. Thompson never told 
him so. 

Mr. Hunter, addressing the Bench, said he had 
never known a case which had been introduced with 
so much parade as the present one, and which had so 
signally miled. His mend Mr. Stoker undertook to 

Erove that Norris had not called at the police office, 
uthe had done nothing of the kind — he had not 
bettered the position of nis cUent one iota — had not 
removed the slightest portion of tiie cloud of susmcion 
which rested upon him. He had proved that Hales 
had called at the police-office, but this had never becoi 
denied. Mr. Hunter went over the tacte, and oon- 
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tended that they left no room for suspicion of collusion 
between Thompson and his son as to the call of Korris 
at the police-office. Hales said nothing about the 
Central Station or Grinley to young Thompson ; and 
the latter, in fact, knew nothing whatever of the 
existence of such a man as Grinley until he was 
named by the person who called upon him between 
the two visits of Hales. Toung Thompson gave an 
exact description of the man, correspondmg precisely 
with the person of Norris — a perfect stranger to him ; 
and it was only as a matter of policy that his appre- 
hension was aelayed. After further remarks, Mr. 
Hunter said he would call witnesses. 

Robert Scott Thompson, son of Mr. Thompson, 
stated that Mr. Hales called on the Ist of Janua^, at 
about hali-past 2. He asked if his &ther was in. He 
said no, he was at the castle. Mr. Hales then in- 
quired if the bills lying in the office were about the 
robbery. • He 6>aid they were. Mr. Hales said 
perhaps- he might take one or two, and took some 
trom the heap — he could not say whether two or 
more. He said he would see Mr. Thompson at Dur- 
ham. Shortly afterwards, another person came, who 
said he was Grinley, the late butler at the castle. He 
had no doubt that I^orris. now present in court, was 
the man. He asked if Mr. Thompson was in, and 
was told that he was not — he was over the water. 
He then inquired if an^r of the police were in. Wit- 
ness said no. He said if Mr. Thompson came in he 
would find him at the Central Station for the 4 o'clock 
train, or he would see him in Durham on Monday. 
Had never heard of such a person as Grinley before. 
Had only lived a lew months in Gateshead. The per- 
son who called after Hales said he was William 
Grinley who was concerned in the former robbery. 
Told Hales first of this call. Had named it in the 
office to P.C. Jenkinson. Hales was the next person 
to whom he named it. At about half-past 5 Hales 
called a second time, and it was then he told him of 
the circumstance. Did not see his father that night. — 
By Mr. Stoker : Was certain that Hales called the 
first time at about half-past 2. Had never said it was 
3. Could not say how many handbills Hales took — 

give the other person two. Told the latter that his 
ther was over the water— told Hales that he was at 
Ravensworth. Hales said nothing about a meeting 
at the Central Station. Did not see his father untu. 
next morning, when he came to ask about the person 
who said he was Grinley. Was only once at the castle 
himself— when Norris was taken into custody. Was 
twice at the castle — the first time on the day ot the 
robbery. Did not see Norris then. Never said he did. 
On the second occasion said Norris was the man who 
called. Went to the Central Station to identify the 
man. Saw him there, and identified him. 

Mr. Thompson, the superintendent, stated that he 
was at the castle on the. day after the robbeiy. He 
left home at 2, with instructions to Jenkinson to go 
into Newcastle. Returned from the castle at about a 
quarter before 6. Jenkinson then told him of a per- 
son having called saying he was Grinley, who was 
blamed for the previous robbery at the castle. Jen- 
kinson said Hales had been there on his wayto the 
castle, and he had told him about Grinley. Witness 
then said it would be Hales's cab that he had met on 
his return fix)m the castle. Went back to Ravens- 
worth, and there saw Hales, who told him what he 
had heard from his son. Witness had not seen his 
son that day, nor did he see him on his return home. 



It was not until the 7th of this month that he heard 
of Hales*s first call. Heard ot it from Sei^. Baxter. 
Went down to the Gateshead station to see Mr. Alli- 
son, and found Hales there also, who said he had 
called as stated, and got two bills of Robert. Saw 
Hales only twice or thrice between the 1st of January 
and the present time. By the description received 
from his son of the person calling himself Grinley wit- 
ness ascertained whom he supposed to be the man, and 
told his son to prepare to go with him to the Central 
Station, where ne was to see if he could identify him. 
Witness, after placing him at the station, went to a 
distance. Saw him u his eyes intently upon a per- 
son who arrived by train, and he pointed him out as 
the man. Norris was that person. This was on the 
7th of January. It was thought desirable not to 
apprehend Norris before the 17th. (Nothing material 
was elicited from Mr. Thompson by cross-examina- 
tion.) 

P.O. Jenkinson was examined, but added no &ct8 
of moment. 

The Hon. Thomas Liddell said, he would now state 
the particulars ot the robbery. (In doing so, Mr. L. 
spoke with so much rapidity that we found it occa- 
sionally impossible to catch his words.) He went to 
bed at the castle shortly after 12. He was not well, 
and rose a little before 3, to ffo to his dressing room. 
Was rather surprised to find ue door of his room-open. 
It was dark, and when he got to his dressing-table he 
missed his match-box. Returning to the bed-room he 
awoke Mrs. Liddell, and said, ^' rm afraid I've been 
robbed." Mrs. Liddell got up and struck a li^ht, and 
they then proceeded to the dressing-room, which they 
found in confusion — a money box, a gola watch and 
chain, and a small box having been carried off. All the 
valuable things, such as pins, studs, &c., which the box 
had contained, were earned off, but the rubbish was left 
behind. An escritoire, with a strong lock, had been 
wrenched open, and the papers all lay about the room, 
the door oi which stood open. Everything Mas in 
confusion, presenting the marks of a flagrant robbery. 
Mrs. Liddell, who was very courageous, searched 
about in the closets, while ne went to his servant 
Norris's bed-room. The door of Norris's bed-room 
was open, and, to his (Mr. L.'8) surprise, he found 
that he was not asleep. Norris got up loolung deadly 
pale. He (Mr. L.) said to Norris* '* Come down 
directly and send on for the police, for I have been 
robbed." He then returned to Mrs. Liddell, and 
said, " It's a very extraordinary circumstance and a 
very painftil one, but I am afraid, fi!om my servant's 
hurried manner, that he is concerned in this." The 
other servants were then called, and a search was 
made throughout the house, when it was found that 
in the ante-library, a strong box belonging to ins 
nephew had been also broken open. On examining 
the premises they found mark^ not of feet, but of 
dirty hands, on the window of a small watercloset, 
and also upon the wall. It would be difficult for any 
person to get in at this window : — a detective police- 
man thought it would be impossible. The window 
and shutter of a sitting-room near it were half open, 
and a candle lay upon the floor. He and Mrs. 
Liddell returned to their bedroom. In the meantime 
Norris came down without his shoes and stockings — 
which was rather singular — to run to the stable, 
to send away a messenger for the police, and he 
was not forthcoming- again until six o'clock, being 
absent from the house until that time. After return- 
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iDg to his bedroom, he said to Mrs. Liddell, '* I won- 
der whether y&u have lost anything, for the door of 
the bed-room was half-ooen." Mrs. Liddell again 
rose, and immediately looted round. She then said, 
" Sure enough, my watch and all my rings are gone," 
These were of not leas value than ^£300. There was 
also £100 in the box which w^as taken from his (Mr. 
Liddell's) dressing-room. On retiring to bed a^^ain 
they lay until the police came in the morning. Mra. 
Liddell some time afterwards examined her maid, and 
asked how she first heard of the robbery. The maid 
said that she spoke to Norris as he went up staira after 
the discovery of the robbeiy, and he told her that he 
(Mr. L.) had lost his iponey box, watch and chain, 
and all his studs, and that Mrs. Liddell had lost her 
watch and all her rings. Kow. at the time that Norris 
said this, he (Mr. L.) did not know that Mrs. Liddell's 
valuables had been stolen. 

Norris : I deny that, Sir. 

Mr. Liddell continued : — He could take a solemn 
oath that such was the case. Then again, when Norris 
was identified at the Central Station by Mr Thomp- 
son's son, he (N^onis), the coachman, and other 
servants, went into the reireshment rooms ; but all of 
a sudden there was a great bustle, and the coachman 
hustled them out, ana said they had po time to stay. 
They evidently saw that thev were being watched, 
and therefore they all left witnout getting any refresh- 
ment. The next thing was that he (Mr. L.) assembled 
aU the servants in the servants' halL and Norris was 
then identified by Thompson's son. When Norris was 
told that he was the man, he turned deadly pale, and 
looked as if he oould have sunk into the earth ; but 
he came forward, and took a solemn oath that he was 
not in Gateshead on the day Thompson's son had sworn 
to his being at the Gateshead police station. Was 
there not in these drcumstanoes sufficient evidence 
for him ^Mr. L.) to remain firm and immoveable in 
the conviction that Norris was the party ? 

Nonis : I said I was never at the Gateshead police 
station. 

Mr. Liddell : I have no answer to make to him, for 
after the palpable lie which he has told I don't believe 
one single word he utters. 

Mr. Stoker sdd Mr. Liddell was eyidently excited, 
and it was not to be wondered at, for a cruel robbery 
had been committed ; but he (Mr. Stoker) must be 
pardoned when he said that he thought the honoura- 
ble gentleman's feelings had carried him rather too 
for on this occasion, and that he had made statements 
which had better not have been made, especially when 
they recollected that very few of those statements 
were attempted to be substantiated when Norris was 
charged with this abominable offence. The only 
reason why he (Mr. Stoker) was before the Bench to- 
day, was to prove that Hales, about the time men- 
tioned as that of Norris's supposed visit, had called at 
the nolioe office, and done acts and uttered words 
whidi were ascribed to his client. Having learnt this 
circumstanoe, he (Mr, Stoker) had thought it a fiiir 
question ixx the consideration of the Magistrates 
whether they oould believe that two persons had made 
such a call— or whether it was not more likely that 
Norris and Hales were oonfbunded. He was at a loss 
to see why the matters now named were mixed up 
with the present investigation. 

Mr. Grow said the statements which had just been 
made by Mr. Liddell were given on oath at the castle ; 
but 88 the evidence was not considered soffioient to 



justi^ the Magistrates in committing NonriB for trial, 
these matters were not gone into. 

Mr. Liddell said he had it from indisputable autho- 
rity that Norris had gone about industriously circu- 
latins: a report that Grinley had been in the neigh- 
bourhood — which was proved to have been fiuse. 
Another curious circumstance was, that, tliree 
Sundays ago, he (Mr. L.) went to church, and on 
coming out the carriage was not at the dooi. The 
coachman had not attended church ; and he (Mr. L*) 
said to him, " As you could not take the trouble to 
come to church you need not have kept us waiting" — 
a remark which the coachman thought very unfi^ir. 
About luncheon time on that day, a message was 
brought from White's public-house in Lamesley, that 
if he would go down there, or get some one else to go. 
something would be communioated to him with regard 
to the robbenr. He (Mr. L.) said to his nephew, 
** This is a cock-and-bull story, but we will go." They 
went to the public-house, and were there told tliat Mr. 
Hindhaugh, of the Team coUiery, had a brother-in- 
law at Gosforth, a Mr. Charlton, who had seen a man 
who declared that he had had a glass with Grinley at 
the Fell on the night of the roboery. He (Mr. L.) 
had no doubt that this %Uxy was cooked up during 
church time ; and it all tended to show that tnere was 
a decided plot to lay the robbery to a suspected party 
who had been at one time in the family, and that no 
stone had been left unturned to mislead him (Mr. L.) 
and the police. 

The Magistrates had a short consultation, after which 
their decision was given in these words : — *' The 
Bench are of opinion that they have not heard a tittle 
of evidence to remove their conviction that Norns did 
go to the county police-station on tlie Ist of January, 
1853, and that he did solemnly deny being in Gates- 
head on that day. The Bench are also of opinion 
that not the slightest suspicion attaches to the conduct 
of either young Thompson, the police, or Mr. Halea.'

1709. Frost from December to March 0710), with hekTy 
snows. 

1716. A fair on the Thames. 

1731. Snow remarkably deep. 

1736. The same. 

1739. Trott tot nine weeks from December 24. 

1740. A iUr on the Tyne In January, and '* all manner of 
dlverslans dally.'* A tame fox hunted on the Wear at 
Durham In February; carriages with oxen and horses 
daily travelUng on the lee; and three tar-barrete burnt 
below FrsmweUgate brtdge. 

1762. Snow for eleven daya 

1774. The T^e frozen over In January. Below oridge, 
two young men skated three miles for a wager. 

17/6. lyne frt>zen over in January. A enow storm, 
coounenefaig January 26. Roads blocked— several persons 



1782. Harsh 10, a "great fUl of snow.'* March 11, a 
"very heavy nOn." Bldley Hall bridge, and five arches of 
Hexham bridge, thrown down by the flood. 

1785. Beads blocked with snow in December. "All 
trade was stopped, not a waggon being aUe to arrive in 
Newcastle tor many days.** 

1704. A snow storm set In abont C!hristmas, and was 
prolonged faito 1796. April came before the snow was gone. 
On the Fentland Hills It lingered until the middle of June. 

1800. A heavy fUl of snow In April, on the 6th, 7th, and 

8th, withagsleofwtaid. Great looi of life on sea and land. 

1807. November 12, " a heavy 601 of sleet and snow in 

Newcastle and its nei^bonrhood, which found ItB way even 

through solid brick walls. " 

1814. The Tyne frosen over from the 15th of January to 
the 6th of February. " The skaters were very numerous ; 
and amongst thoae who deUgfated the speotators by their 
grace and expertness in this most elegant exardfle, were 
particuUrly noticed Outhbert Rlliflon, Bsq., K.P. for New- 
castle, and Messrs. Gibson, Bigge, Home, Smith, fte.** 

1823. January and February, a " dreadf^ snow-storm '* 
On Gateshead Fell, the drift snow was "level with the top 
of a two-storr house." Near Swarland, the maU-ooach 
abandoned ; ^*after which. It was so rapidly covered with 
snow, and so buried, as to leave no trace of the place 
where It was, until after many days' thaw, when the top 
became visible.* On the west turnpike, nesr Newcastle, 
the "snow dyke," where a passsge was cut, "stood in 
many pUmscs 12 and 14 feet Ugh.'* Newcastle blockaded, 
and " no greater bustle on market days than on other 
days." On one day, the malla despatched to the north on 
thfrteen saddle horses. "From Sunday, February 2, tUl 
the following Sunday, neither the mail nor any of the other 
ooaehes reached Durham, either ttom the north or the 
sonth." The Sighfiy^ and the Tdegroph stock ftst, 
February 2. "in the snow drift on ^e height of Butcher 
Baee." February 7, at the same place, the matt and 
another coach buried, and so remained for two days. A 
manuscript Journal, kept by a Gateshead neighbour, eon- 
tains the fbliowlng entries :— 



Janwsrp 19, 1828 —We have now a heavy fan of snow 
on the ground. It commenced on the 14th Inst, and 
has continued every day since, and Is now accompanied 
with a very intense trost^ At tills monunt the snow 
is fUllng very thick. 

January 26.~The storm still continues, snow Ihlling 
almost every day. Frost very Intense. 

February 2.-^We have had tteOi weather during the 
latter part of last week ; but yesterday, the 1st Inst, 
we had the commencement of another storm, which Is 
raging this morning with great violence, btowhog and 
snowing ineensantly ; the wind from the east 

Fdvntary 7.»The storm of snow, which commenced 
on the Ist lust., and has continued ever since, with the 
exception of last Wednesday, the 5th Inst, is one of 
the severest in the memory of any penon living. It 
has snowed and drifted Incessantly, fh>m Saturday 
morning, the let Inst, until last Tuesday night The 
wind strong firom the east The snow is so tidck, that, 
during the storm, the south malls have been brought 
In on horseback, it being impossible for coaches to 
travel. The roads have been out aU the way from 
Newcastle to Durham, and in many places the snow 
has been 6 and 8 feet thick. In the country the 
cottagers have had to shovel each other out, the snow 
lying above the eaves of their houses. The pits have 
been all idle for a week, and ships that have been 
"cleared*' some live or six weeks are many of them 
yet in the harbour. Several that went to sea on the 
29th of January have been lost 

We have had no storms of any eonsequenee sinoe 

1814, when the Tyne was frozen over for upwards of three 

weeks. About the 8th of February the present storm 

abated. During all the storm the greatest irregularity 

took place in the arrival of the mails, being f^reqoentiy 

four or five days out of their regular course, and the 

guards sometimes neariy lost among the snow, bringtaig 

the nuUls on horseback. 

1831. Frost set in, January 28. Snow storm commenced, 

February 1. Mall-coeeh for Edinburgh unable to get ftirther 

than Morpeth, the snow lying " firom four to six yards 

yards deep" north of the latter town. Carriers nnaUe to 

reach Newcastie. Union coach detafaied at Haggerston ; 

and passengers, guard, and driver, invited by Lady 

Haggerston to be her guests until the storm abated. WO- 

linffton buried near IDlfleld. Chevp Choue snowed up near 

Jedburgh eight days. Thaw on the 7th of February. 

1836. March 9, " a most awfhl storm of wind and snow." 

1836. "A heavy fiUlofsnow," October 28 and 29. "Snow 
also fell during Sunday, October 30 ; and the weather did 
not change until Tuesday evening." Deeember 23, "a 
heavy fUl of snow." Oontinued on the 24th and 26th, 
" with increashng seyerity." " The roads to the north and 
south of Newcastle soon beoame impassable." AM coaches 
delayed— some abandoned. No conveyance firom the north 
reached Newcastie firom the 24th to the 29th. 

1837. In April, " the roads firom Whitileid to Alston com- 
pletely blodced up" by snow. Hear Mlddletonrtai-Teesdale, 
" the snow drifted 15 feet deep." 

1838. Boads cheked with snow in February. Cioaehes 
abandoned. Passengers imprisoned at North Ohariton, 
abont seven miles fh>m Alnwick,, firom Saturday to Wed- 
nesday. 

1839. Snow stonn in MSreh. 

1841. Snow storm, January and February. 

1842. " Heavy firils of snow** Ut January. BoadsUoeked 
np: Tehlelea arrested; mails delated. 

1845. Snow-storm in January. 

1846. Snow-storm in Maieh : tnuns stopped. ' Fearfhl 
snow-storm in November and Deeember. BaUways buried 
in snow : pa s s eng er s detained at Fence Houses, and other 
places, several days. 

1847. Tyne choked with lea during a Ibrtnight of winto 
n February. Snow repeatedly in Mardi. 

1853. Snow-storm, February and March. Waggo n wsy s , 
eollieries, and nuinnhetoriea laid idle. Boada and railways 
obstraoted. Malls delayed:— mail-train of Abrusry 17 
nearly six hoars beMnd time, and unable te proceed north- 
wd beyond Mocpeth. 
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Onr list is doabtless imperfect. It is, however, 
snffieiently full and complete to discomfit all 
grombling grandmothers and re&ssnre the rising 
generation. No decrepitude of climate characterizes 
the nineteenth century. There are no signs of 
decay in Nature. Frost and snow are not spent 
forces. We are exposed to no temptations to copy 
the pictorial example of onr ancestors, and go 
naked — ^roaming about the streets with painted 
skins, like walkkig editions of the lUiutrated News.

An adjourned quarterly meeting was held on Wed- 
nesday, March 9, m the Townhall. 

The Town Clbbk reported the results of the elections 
of auditors and assessors, (advertised in the Obterver 
on the 5th inst.) 

Mr. Joseph Eobsoh presented a report from the 
Public Health Committee. It refened, at some 
length, to the tunneled ibotpath in Quarryfield ; to 
Mr. Easton's rates: and to Mr. Urwin's slaughter- 
house, between HaU-terrace and Collingwood-tenace, 
Windmill Hills. The summons taken out agunst 
Mr. Urwin had been allowed by the Borough Magis- 
trates, on the request of Mr. Swinburne, solicitor, to 
stand over to the 11th inst, with a view to further 
consideration bjr the Local Board. The Conmiittee 
remained of opinion that no circumstances had occmred 
to induce a recommendation to cease proceedings 
against Mr. Urwin. Proceedings had been instituted 
against Mr. Richard Cummins and Mr. Gement 
Stephenson for using as sUughterhouses buildings 
which had doorways by means <n which the slaughter- 
ing of cattie was visible from the street. A letter had 
been received by the Mayor from Mr. Allhusen (as 
follows), and considered bv the Committee, who now 
submitted it to the Council : —

8ia,~The Chamber of Oommeroe of Newcastle having 
deputed the revision of the roles of that body to a subcom- 
mittee composed of six gentlemen, who have done me the

fai ftdntating the carrying out of those reforms and improve- 
ments to which the commercial community may periodically 
desire to call the attention of the Le^^alature, and to express 
the hope that the Chamber may receive the hearty ooopers' 
tion of the Corporation of Gateshead and its inhabitants

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The Committee recommended the Local Boaid to fix 
the quarterly meetmfr-days on May 4 and August 3 
for the pui^e of hearing appeals against the rates. 
The Committee also recommended, as to the lane 
some tune ago denominated in the Observer news- 
paper '* Quapnire-hme," leading from the Half Moon- 
lane to ftaiithVyard (which vara is infested by fever), 
that notice be served upon the owners and occupiers 
to sewer, level, pave, flag, and channel the lane. 
With a paragraph or two on the street lamps, street- 
deansiuff, and accounts standing for payment, the 
report closed ; but comprised in it was a reoort by 
Mr. Hall, the town-surveyor, dealing with plans of 
streets and houses which had been submitted to his 
approval, and also with an application from Mr. 
Oobeon, of the South Shore, for leave temporarily to 
divert a road which passes through his shipbuildmg 
yard, and which renders it impracticable for him to con- 
struct a large iron ship for which he has got an order. 

Deputations were received on the subject of I^. 
Urwin's skughterhouse, pro and eon. Mr. Swinburne 
acoompaniea Mr. Urwin and his friends. Mr Scaife 
was solicitor on the other side. Memorials were read 
from owners and occupiers — on the one part pronoun- 
cing the slaughterhouse to be a nuisance, dangerous 
to health and life and injurious to property — on the 
other, aflSrming it to be an aUowaoie establishment, 
and one to which they were not disposed to offer any 
opposition. Mr. Swinburne addressed the Board on 
behalf of Mr* Urwin, with a view to the continuance 
of the slaughterhouse under conditions^ but, conscious 
that his chent had erred, expressed his perfect readi- 
ness to abide by the decision of the ^ard. Mr. 
Scaife spoke on the other side^ representing the 
intolerable character of the nmsanoe which Mr. 
Urwin had created in defiance of the Board. 

The deputations having retiied, there was a long 
discussion, during which the conduct of Mr. Urwin 
was severely condemned. Having got leave to build 
a stable, he had converted it into a daughterhouse, 
and persisted in his illmlity desi»te the prohibitions 
of the Board. It was finally resolved, in reliance on 
the pledge given by his solicitor, that proc^edinss be 
stayed on payment of costs— the dauffhtering of &eep 
ana cattle to cease immediately— ana the fiul penalty 
(£60) to be preesed-for, in case of future slaughterings. 

The application of Mr. Bobson, South Snore, was 
granted. 

Some other motions, founded on the report, having 
been passed, the report itself on the motion of Mr. 
JosBPH BoBSON, seconded by Mr. Pkabson, was 
confirmed* 

On the motion of Mr. Gabbutt, seconded liy Mr. 
Hewitt, it was resolved, that the coUectoi* be the 
person to whom notices of intention to compound for 
highway rate shall be sent. 

A letter, dated London, was read from Mr. B. W. 
Hodgson, stating his inabitity, from absence, to bring 
forwird the motion of which he had given notice on 
the snljeot of the collection of rates. — Ordered to stand 
over. 

The Towv Ccbbx stated that, in pursuance of the 
resolution of the Council, he had written to a Church- 
warden and an Overseer, thus :^ 

Townhall, Gateshead, Fefanury 8, 1858. 

Deab Sir,— I am faistrncted by the Ooondl to address an 
Individual applieatlon to a Ghnrehwarden and an Overseer 
of the parish of Gateshead, requiring Immediate payment 
of the watch rate fbr the seoond half-year of the year 1862 



(which has been collected), and of ail arrears of borough 
rate ; and to intimate that if proceedings are taken they 
must not impute harshness to the Oouneu.

(Similar letter to an Oyerseer.) 
In re^ly, he had received a letter from Mr. Usher, 
enclosing a resolution passed by the Churchwardens 
and Overseers: but the letter did not reach him until 
the resolution nad first appeared as an advertisement 
n the Observer, (Here Mr. Kell read the letter.) 
The names of the Churchwurdens and Overseers 
present, which did not appear in the letter, were 
given in the advertisement ; and it seemed that two of 
them were members of the Council, who were present 
when he received his instructions,^ and made no objec- 
tions, the resolution of the Council being unanimous. 
Mr. Kell entered into a statement of &cts, to show 
the inaccuracv of the assertions made in the resolution 
of the Churchwardens and Overseers, and then said 
that he thought it perfectly unnecoessary to make one 
single observation on the wisdom, the propriety, or the 
truth of the resolution. 

Mr. Gbat, Mr. John Bobsoit, and Mr. Hitmers 
concurred in viewing the conduct of the Church- 
wardens and Overseers as unprovoked and un- 
warrantable, the Town Clerk having done no more 
than carry out his instructions ; and this he had done 
in the most courteous manner. 

Mr. Gabbutt thought the Council ought to pass a 
resolution in vindication of Mr. Kell : they ought 
formally to take upon themselves the responsibility of 
his act. He would therefore move, that the Town 
Clerk, in writing the letter which he had read, had 
simply obeved the instructions of the 0>uncil and 
discnarged ms duty. 

Mr. BmKTov seconded the motion. 

Mr. Gbat thought the resolution should go frurther ; 
and, alter some discussion, it was unanimously resolved, 
on the motion of that gentleman, seconded by Mr.' 
Htxbbs:--- 

" That this OonncU do express an opinion that, in writing 
the letter of the Sd of February to the Churchwardens and 
Overseers of Gateshead, the Town Clerk was merely 
expressing the sentiments and order of this Council In 
discharge of his duty as their ofBoer; and that as the 
Council eannot find In the language of tiiat oommunlcaUon 
anything to warrant a personal attack on the Town derk, 
they desire to express thebr disapDrobation of such a course. " 

The Town Clsbk read a letter from the Oeneral 
Board of Healtih, enclosing a communication from Mr. 
Emanuel Walmsley, on the subject of Mr. Bobert 
BoutletiLre's slaughterhouse. 

Mr. Hall said, the statements of Mr. Walmsley 
were, he believed, all correct, and proceedings were 
only delayed until satisfiictory evidence could be 
obtamed agunst Mr. Boutledge. 

Other business having been transacted, the meeting 
a4)oumed to the 6th of April.

DEATH OP JOHN HARBOTTLE.* 

A SOLEMN event has removed fit)m amongst ns, as 
by translation, a man of no ordinary cast :~Mr. John 
Harbottle, of Anick Granire. ** What is your life ? it 
is even a vapour." Mr. H. appeared in the corn- 
market at Hexham, on Tuesday, March 22. There 
he stood amonpt the farmers, '* Irom his shoulders 
and upwards higher than any of the people ;" and the 
next moming we saw a coffin prepared for him, seven 
feet in length. He was struck bv deseth at the dinner- 
taole of the White Hart inn, where he was acting as 
croupier, on Tuesday, March 22, and expired about 4 
o'clock next morning, aged 71. 

Mr. Harbottle was a man who deservedly enjoyed 
the high esteem of the class to which he belonged. 
Indeed, he was looked up to by all amongst whom he 
moved — being considered, apart from any great reach 
of mind, a good practical farmer. A Churchman, he 
was a liberal in nis views, and openly opposed to all 
compulsory measures. In politics, a thoroughgoing 
Free Trader, and decidedly mvourable to progress. 

In person, John Harbottle was one of '^ nature's 
noblemen," unmatched in the district in wliich he 
moved — being at once of great stature (about 64 feet), 
•tout in proportion, and good looking; his character 
presenting traits that were admirable — his person so 
unique, that '* we may not look upon his like again."

GATESHEAD POOR LAW UNION. 

Board Room, March22.— Present:— The Chairman 
and Yice-Chainnan. and Messrs. Joseph Robson, 
James Hewitt, William Cook, Nicholas Andrews, 
Henry Walker, F. P. lonn, J. B. Makepeace, Geoiige 
Murray, William Clark, and R. S. Bairnall. 

The usual reports were laid before the Board. The 
workhouse contained 196 inmates at the commence- 



ment of the previous fortnight, and 188 at its dose— 
the 188 comprising but 9 ablebodied women, and no 
ablehodied men. Outdoor relief was given to 2,178 
paupers in the first week of the fortnight, and to 2,166 
m the second, at a cost of £253 I9s. 6d. in money and 
£25 9s. 6d. in kind. — Cheques were issued to the re- 
lieving officers amounting to £270. Total cheques 
issued, £616 3s. lOd. Balance in the Treasurer's hand, 
£1,074 8s. 8d. (subject to payment of the cheques). 
Due from Qateshead, £411 3s. ; from Winlatoir, 
£197 8s. 5d. ; from Whickham, £176; and from Ryton 
Woodside, £25.

A report was read from Mr. Fumess, surgeon, on 
his visit to Bensham lunatic asylum, March 15. He 
found fifteen patients in the house belonging to the 
union — eight men and seven women. There was only 
one — a woman — whom he thought fit to be removed 
to the workhouse. All were clean, and as comfortable 
as their condition would permit ; and their accommo- 
dations, for day and night, were all that could be 
desired. 

The report, on the motion of Mr. Ionk, seconded by 
Mr. Murray, was received and adopted. 

The Clerk read a letter from the Poor Law Board 
in London, enclosing a copy of a memorial from owners 
and occupiers of houses in Claremont-place, Qateshead. 
This memorial represented that the road at the back 
of Glaremont-place was made, as it now exists, in vir- 
tue of a negotiation and an agreement between the 
Guaixlians and the owners of Olaremont-place ; that 
the Guardians had now resolved, in breach of that 
agreement, to revert to their original boundary, and 
build a wail enclosing part of the road ; that this alte- 
ration could not be made without the expenditure of 
a sum at least equal to the value of any ground which 
the Guardians would be enabled to add to their allot- 
ment ; that the memorialists believed the resolution 
of the Guardians had been taken solely or principally 
in conseouence of the successful resistance of the 
owners ol Claremont-place to a claim made by the 
Local Board of Health for repayment of the entire cost 
of macadamizing the road, on the ground that the 
Guardians ought to contribute to the expense of main- 
taining a road which thev liad always used in common 
with the memorialists ; that the memorialists were ad- 
vised that the arrangement made at the time of the 
building of the workhouse was binding upon the par- 
ties, and that the Guardians might be restrained, by 
proceedmgs in equity, from taking down their present 
wall and erecting the proposed new one; that the 
memorialists were informed, however, that the sanc- 
tion of the Poor Law Board must be obtained before 
the Guardians could legally incur the contemplated 
expenditure ; the memorialbts, therefore, prayed the 
Bocurd not to sanction the alteration without due in 
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fflunr into the circamstaiiceB stated in the memorial ; 
wd, if they should be satisfied that the alteration 
would be contrary to the arrangement entered into 
when the workhouse was built, and a breach of faith, 
and also that it could not be made without an unwar- 
lantabie expenditure of the tunds of the union, the 
memorialists pra.ved that permission to make the alte- 
xation and incur'the cost would be refused. 

The memorial was sigmed by — *• John Lister 
(Mayor), Henry Walker (Guardian), Forster WalVier, 
Thomas Forster Potts, Robert Thompson, James Scott, 
Robert Orton, Elizabeth Parkinson, Richard Bennett 
Hall, and Edward ttobson, (owners of houses in Clare^ 
mont-place); and Henry Walker, Joseph Kimpster, 
Hemy Murton, Aaron Nicholson, Theodosia Hall, 
Robert Orton, Frances Scott, Elizabeth Parkinson, 
Hemy Angus Wilkinson, William Wylam, Thomas

jKAdlers, sailors, and marines, or wives of noncommissioned 
oflhsera or soldiers, sailors, and marines, en their journey 
to tiielr last home, and persons committed for trial, shall be 
vspaid out of the national treasury.

GATESHBAD POOR LAW UNION. 

Thx fortnightly meeting of the Board was held on 
April 6. Present:— The Chairman^ and Messrs. 
Robson, Murray, lonn, Makepeace, and Clark. 
Cheques were signed to the amount of £475 13s. 

The Treasurer was stated to have jS847 9s. 8d. in 
handy being onlv £371 16s. 8<i. in excess of the 
cheques. Gatesnead was reported to be ;£241 3s. in 
arrear of calls ; Whickham, £139 ; and Winlaton, 
£121 8s. 6d.— The fortnightly returns showed that 
tiiere were 188 paupers in the workhouse at the com- 
mencement of the fortnight, and 178 at its close. 
8,160 pauners had received outdoor relief in the first 
week of tne fortnight, and 2,086 in the second, at a 
cost of £276 9s. 4d. 

Mr. Makspbaob reported that the oommittee on 
the bill of Lord fiemers had framed a petition to 
parliament thereon, which he would now submit. 

The Clbbk read me petition. It admitted the advan- 
ta^ which might proceed from well-considered legis- 
lation on the subject, but beli^mg the measure to be 
totally inadequate to effect its proposed object, it 
prayed that the bill mi^t not pass. 

On the motion of Mr. Iovn, seconded bjr Mr. 
William Clabk, it waa resolved that the petition be 
adoDted, and transmitted to Mr. Hutt for presentation. 

Tne rate-collectors' monthlv returns were laid upon 
the table, except from Whickham and Winlaton ; and 
the Clerk waa instructed to write to the coUectors of 
these parishes, admonishing them of their neglect, 
and also pressing for more prompt payment of ciSls. 

The resignation by Mr. Anderson of the assistant- 
overseerahip of Ryton Woodside waa tendered. The 
Board resolved that a month's notice be required, and 
that, in the meantime, the Poor Law Board be 
requested to rescind its order so fiEur as this township 
was concerned, and leave the appointment of a suc- 
oessor in the hands of the ratepayers. 

The Clsek read a letter from Mr. Gowan, on the 

Srt of the Borouffh Magistrates, calling attention to 
e inattention of Mr. Pattinson, the reheving officer, 
to their wishes in relation to the relief of paupers. 
After inquiry, the Guardians were led to believe that 
their officer, to whatever extent he might be right in 
principle, had come short of a due tuaviter in nudo in 
his intercourse with the Bench, and instructed the 
Clerk to write a respectful letter of explanation. 

The Board transacted other buaness, and then pro- 
ceeded to the' relief of the poor.

As adjourned meeting was held on April 13^ 
at the TownhalL The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing havinff been read, the Council proceeded to the 
election of an Alderman in the room of Mr. Biodcett, 
resigned. Every member present handed in a voting 
paper to the Biayor, and the votes were read aloud by 
the Town Clerk. The result was as under : — 

For Mr. Jotepk Rdbwn, 11. ~ The Hayor; Aldermen 
Smith, Cummins^ Wilson, and Potts ; and OoundUors Gray, 
Tickers, Robson (Joseph), Hodgson, Hymers, and Douglas. 

For Mr. George Hmoks, 6.— Councillors Brinton, Robson 
(John), lonn, Bkelton, Garbutt. and Hewitt 

Mr. Joseph Robson was declared duly elected, and 
qualified in the usual form. 

Mr. Aid. Robson then said, he could not find words 
adequately to express his sense of the kindness of the 
Council in electing him to fiU the honourable office of 
Alderman, although no man could regret more than 
himself that a vacancy should have occurred. Mr. 
Brockett and he had long acted together, and he was 
deeply conscious of his incompetence to fill the place of 
that gentleman, who had displaved such great ability 
in that Council, and wherever he was cafied upon to 
serve the public. He would try, however, so fiir as 
he could, to dischaige his duties fiuthfblly and well, 
and to the satisfitction of his fellow-townsmen. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Gabbittt rose to bring forward the motion 
which| at the last meeting, ne had intimated his 
intention to propose on the present occasion. This, 
he thouffht, was a fitting tmie to acknowledge the 
great obUgations which that Council and the public 
were under to Mr. Brockett. True it was, that 
gentleman and he had often differed in opinion on 
public matters ; but he ^ve him credit for being 
actuated by the same motives as himself— by a sincere 
desire to promote the public good ; and it was because 
they had repeatedly acted on onposite sides that he 
(Mr. Qarbutt) now felt it incumDent upon him, more 
espedally, to move a vote of thanks to Mr. Brockett 
for his zealous and disinterested public services, ac- 
compeiiied bv an esmression of the regret of the 
Council that ne should have ceased to be a member of 
their body. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hewitt seconded the motion. He regretted 
exceedingly that they should have lost one <S their 
brightest membeiB. A more able, sincerei and 
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hooourable servant the pnblis of Gateehead never poe- 
aam Ay and he riehly deserved the thaaki of the 
Gomeil. Bo thenfooo ttoit cordiAllj sooondod the 
motioDa 

Mr. A. G. Qbat said, ho nemher o! the Oonncil 
conld add, with advantage, a single word to the kind, 
oomplimentaiy, and generow observations of the 
moYer and seconder of the resolution, which did equal 
honour to the hearts and heads of thoee gentlemen. 
H therefore, he rose to speak, it was only for the 
Uktaabuctiaa of giiring utteraaoe to hit foeliass en such 
an occasion. Those who knew Gateshead five and 
twenty years ago, and who knew it now, must associate 
its progress with his firiend Mr. Brockett like Mr. 
Garbutt, he had not akwi^ had the good fortune of 
agreeing with that gentlemaD ; hut he never doubted 
the sincerity of his desixe to prcmote the weUare of his 
native borough. They must all feel that they had 
lost an able, indoMndent, and senerous assistant in 
the performance or their public outies. (Applause.) 

w. Gabbutt said, it had been suggested to him to 
add — and he did so with great pleasure — that the 
Town Clerk be requested, not to transmit the xesolu* 
titti, kit to wait upon Mr. fieookatt, aad personally 
place H in ita hands. (An»hrase.) 

The motion was put to the SMeting, and uaani- 
nnnsiy passed. 

Mr. Aldeimaa RobaoK was oppmnted to be the 
Alderman of the East Ward, in the place of Mr. 
Brockett; and the Alderman of the West Ward, Mr. 
OmamUf appointed Thursday, April 81, as the day 
on which an election should be held to supply Mr. 
Bobson's place aa a Oouncillor. 

In reply to Mr. HswTTT^e Tows Cuntx stated, 
that be nad applied to Mr. Allison, through his solici- 
tor, Mr. Clayton, for his quota of the exuense of 
patting in order the road at the head of tne Bam 
Close, and received no answer. After some oonversa- 
tioiL the Town Clerk was instructed to repeat the 
mficaticm, and press for a reply. 

Mr. RjLLL, Town Surveyor, reported that Mr. 
ftuthefford had been oonvicted by tne Magistrates of 
using his premises, between Melboume-etreet and 
QroeveuuMrtreet, as a slaughter-house, without a 
lieense, and fined ;£0O.^Mr. C. J. Pearson had sub- 
mitted a plan of a new street, which he proposed to 
build, running aaross from the Sunderlaad-nMui to the 
old I)urham-road« Thiswasoneof thebestplansof a 
street of tenemented houses that had yet come under 
his (Mr. Hall's) notioe, but it was open to the oljection 
that the street waa only 30 foet wide. 

This rqport led to considerable discussion. Suffice 
it to state, that after a memorial from Grosvenor-street 
and Melbourne-street, bearing 64 signature8| had been 
presented by Mr. Butheriora, in vindication of his 
slaughterhouse, and after he himself had been heard, 
it was resolved that the penaltjr be not enforced, but 
snnpended. so long as ne desisted from using an 
unuoensed slauditerhouse. Mr. Pearson's pbm was 
ordered to staiw over until the next meeting of the 
CounciL (which will be held on the 4th of May). 

The Towv Clbsk laid upon the table a copy of Lord 
John Eussell's Bducation BilL wluch he had reoeived 
through the kindness of Mr. Uutt 

The pxindpal heads of the bill were read* 

Mr. A. G. Gray, while he approved of the objeofc of 
the measore, protested against the principle <» cen- 
tralization whidi it embodied. !Ix>wn-council& if 
they qhose, might adopt the bill, and caxxy it oat by

8och a 
numerous attendance at a Ameral is not remembered on 
Gateshead Ftoll, and shows how highly he was esteemed by 
all who knew htan. He was a young man of excellent 
general ehsraeter, and perfonned his duties regularly as a 
practical Christian, in teaching the children of his neigh- 
bours, on the only day he was not called upon to laboor Ibr 
his daily bread, the beantilhl precepts that Christ has left 
us as our guide. What can be more praiseworthy than a 
man of his yean enabling the children of his village to read 
the Scriptures, the knowledge of whkh is so ssssntlalto 
their happiness here aa wdi aa hereafter !

We will not take aayantage of the average. We 
wiU copy the example of the Lord Provost of Edin« 
burgh, and place ourselves in the most pitiable plight. 
We will take the maximum number of esses — the 
cases of 1851. The population of the borough of 
Gateshead, at the census of that year, amounted to 
25,570; which number being divided by 152, will 
give us 168. We have, thmfore, one mrunkard in 
every 168 of the population annually fBilling into the 
arms of the police. The figures include all cases of 
drunkenness, whether with or without disorder ; and 
the Qatesiders, as a general rule, are not disorderly in 
their cups, but ffo pretty auietly along the streets 
when dnink — seldom swemnff the statistics of the 
borough but when ''incapable" of locomotion. — 
It may seem surpriang that the last three years of 
the Ust should have been so much more productive 
than their predecesBors. The explanation we believe 
to be, mainly, that we have been more generally 
employed in these yeara -— have had more work and 
more wages, without more wisdom— and have conse- 
quently indulged more freely in the use of intoxica- 
tmg liauors. At our worst, however, we may take 
up the language of the Pharisee, if we be so mmded, 
and be thankral that we are not such sinners as the 
people of Scotland. We are an average sample of 
^iglishmen. Mr. Nelson, the eminent actuary, has 
amved at the conclusion that one in every 145 of his 
countrymen is addicted to excess in strong drink, 
(hie in every 168 of our townsmen is occasionally 
caught '* in uquor." Comparing ourselves, therefores 
wiu our English fellow-countrymen, we are not 
justified in being conceited, nor need we feel pecu- 
liarly ashamed.

KxwoASTiiK Ajn> Gatishkad in thbib Ovpb. — Our 
Newcastle contemporary, the Chrcmcle. quotes our 
local statistics of intemperance and disorder, and com- 
pares them with these of its own town. 

The population of Newcastle in 1841 (observes tba 
ClbroiMeIe)was70,SS7; and It would appear, tfaereftire, that 
(»e pebon ki every 46 had that year been apprehended for 



drunkenness; bntin 1851, whenthefopalattenhad increased 
to 87,784, the rai^o of peBBons chained was only one in 93. 
In Gateshead, however, where the population was 26,670, 
it woa)d appear that the dnmkards were only one in 168— 
a resalt abeolotely inoonoelvable when compared with Kew- 
castle, unleoB our nei^boors wifl admit an hnpatation 
(rather libeUoos we allow), that they are disposed to ooonpy 
this side of the river while In tiieir capsi either fh>m the 
greater oomlbrt of their temporary abode, tiie greater 
leniency of our llafpstratea^ or the superiOTlty and attrac- 
tivenees of Newcastle potations. From whatever cause the 
difference appears on paper, It Is abundantly evident tiiat no 
such diflRnenee aotaally exists; and pdeh^e the most 
feanUe mode of dealing with the retoms would be to add 
them togeHfter, which would give a reaoltof one drunkard 
to every 104 persons In the two towns. 
No, no I |;ood Chromckt We protest agunst Kew- 
castle and Gateshead, when roUinjg: in the gutter, bei^g 
*^ rolled into one." "Let eveiy hemng," as the 
proverb goes, " han^ bjr its own tail." Newcastle is 
none so keen of shannff its honoun with Gateshead : — 
we decline to shan ner sms. Statistics show, we 
believe truly, that we are twice as temperate as our 
neighbours oeyond the ^' blue stone," ana we will not 
be avenffed out of our pre&ninence. As for the sug- 
gestion that canny Gatesiden. who keep themselves 
sober at home, are made drunk when they cross the 
^I^e, the more shame for Newcastle if it be so^ and a 
very j;ood reason why she should snfier m her

swift Mr. B. J. Prockter, although he shot into tiie 
field long before Mr. Peter Hasgie, has not beat^

Mr. loNN was called upon to preside. 

Mr. Makepeace moved the reelection of Mr. 
Garbutt to the office of Chairman for the ensuing 
year, and referred to the able and faithful services 
which he had rendered in nast years. 

Mr. Hewitt seconded tne motion. — Carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Gabbutt took the chair amidst applause, and 
returned thanks, 

Mr. Fawcett moved the reflection of Mr. J. E. 
Wilkinson as Yice-Chairman. He had great pleasure 
in making this motion. From the manner in which 
the business of the Board had been conducted in past 
years, under the guidance of Mr. Garbutt and Mr. 
Wilkuison, he was quite sure that with the same 
Chairman and Yice-Chairman the afiairs of the Union 
would go on to the general satis&ction of the Guardians 
and the ratepayers. Mr. Wilkinson was in every way 
adapted to the office, and he hoped that the Board 
would place him, b^ a unanimous vote, in the high 
and honourable position of Yice-Chairman. 

Mr. BBiNToir seconded the motion. 

The Chaibman said, that he would not insult the 
Board by inquiring if they had any other nomination 
to make. He was sure that Mr. Fawcett's motion 
would be unanimously adopted. 
• The motion was put, and passed unanimously, with 
applause. 

The Yicb-Chaibxan returned thanks. He felt 
grateful to his friend Mr. Fawcett for the kind 
manner in which he had proposed his reSlection, and 
to the Board for the unanimity and cordiality with 
which the motion had been passed, and so honourable 
an office had again been conferred upon him. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The standing orders were read and confirmed, the 
various committees were remodelled, and other 
routine business was transacted. 

The usual reports were laid upon the table. These 
showed that at the commencement ot the past fort- 
night there were 178 paupers in the workhouse : — at 
its close, 170. 2,099 outdoor paupers were relieved 
in the first week, at a cost of <£137 Is. 2d. ; and 2,062 
in the second week, at a cost of ^£126 10s. 

Whickham was jtl08 in arrear of calls, and Winlaton 
j£l21 8b. 5d. Total arrears, £2g9 88. 6d. 

The baliuice in the Treasurer's hands was ;£611 
19s. lOd. 

Cheques were issued to the amount of X334 14s., 
comprising £245 to the Relieving Officers, and 
£43 2s. 6d. to the Clerk for the election of Guardians. 

Balance after payment of cheques, £278 56. lOd. 

The Whickham and Winlaton arrears became the 
subject of remarks, and Mr. Ionn moved that the 
Overseers be summoned before the Magistrates. 
Seconded by Mr. Bbintoit, and carried. 

The Clebk read a letter from the Poor Law Board 
in reply to the communication about Ryton Wood- 
side. The Board wished to know the cause of Mr. 
Andei-son's resignation of the office of collector, &c., 
and why the Guardians desired to have the order 
rescinded relating to the mode of election. The Clerk 
read a draught of his proposed answer, stating that 
the order had already oeen withdrawn as to other 



districts of the nnion, and the Guardians wished that 
at Ryton Woodside, also, the election should be left 
with the ratepayers. 

The Chaibmait suggested that the letter should 
state it to be the opinion of the Guardians that it was 
un&ir to deprive the rate^yers of choosing their 
own officers. He was surprised that the Boara, after 
having promised to withdraw the order as places fell 
vacant, and after having acted upon that promise, 
should have written the present letter. 

Mr. Makepeace moved that the Clerk be instructed 
to reply to the Board in the terms proposed. 

Seconded by Mr. Mubbat, and earned. 

The Clebk read a letter signed '' John White," 
written by him, on behalf of the Committee of the 
Ratepayers* Protection Society, as Secretary. It drew 
attention to the list of the outdoor poor, up to 
September, 1852. Manv of the persons on the list 
had been visited, and others would have been, but it 
was difficult to find their places of residence. In 
some cases the residence was incorrectly described, 
and in others there was a want of precision. The 
Committee had also reason to believe that periodical 
visitations were not made. They hoped that a practice 
so advantageous would be pursued, and they respect- 
fully sug^ted the propriety of maldng the list more 
clear ana'explicit, so that the parties might readily 
be found. 

Mr. MuBBAT asked if the ratepayers of Gateshead 
could not trust the Guardians f If not, they should 
elect more trustworthv men. 

The Chaibman said, the society was formed with a 
view to curtail the rates. As to tne list of the outdoor 
paupers, it would be difficult to be veiy precise. Some 
of tne poor were only a few weeks in the receipt of 
relief. Many of them were migratory — Scotch and 
Irish and others. He was sure, however, tJiat the 
relieving officer would always be ready to afford 
whatever information was required. Stated visita- 
tions of the paupers were made. 

In reply to Air. Hewitt, Mr. Pattison stated that 
he visited the more r^pdar paupera annually. The 
others were frequently viBited. He often looked in as 
he was going about, and he had always given Mr. 
White whatever information he required. 

The Yioe-Chaibmait said, the uuardians had the 
law to iniide them ; and if they could not do their 
duty without the assistance of tms society, the sooner 
they all went home the better. He felt^ however, 
that they were quite competent to the discharge of 
their duties. It was the duty of the relieving omcers 
to visit the poor personally ; and if they were negli- 
gent of their duty, the Guardians could report them 
to the Board in London, who had power to discharge 
them. He moved that the letter lie upon the table. 

Mr. Cook moved, that the Clerk be instructed 
respectfully to reply to Mr. White, stating ^t the 
suggestions contamed in his letter would receive the 
consideration of the Guardians. It was, he thought, 
due to the society that a courteous letter should be 
written. The society was composed of respectable 
inhabitants. Mr. Hewitt had been appointed Chair- 
man, and he was himself a member. 

Mr. Hewitt said, although appointed, he had de- 
clined to serve, and never acted. He had felt that he 
could not consistently, as a Guardian, accept the office, 
and sit in judgment upon himself and his colleagues. 

The ViOE-CHAiBMAir said, they sat there, not as 
Guardians of Gateshead, but of the Gatesheaa Union, 
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and faa4 noH^tw to do v^ith s society aj^pointted to ! 
watch tiie ^uaraians of a partictAar Bari«h. The 1 
Boqjcd were in no need of the services oi this fiociety, j

Mr. WniKXNBON said, he would move as an amend- 
ment that the letter lie on the taHe. 

Sir. loinr seconded the amendment. He {honght 
the tetter had heen sent to the wtongplace. Jt should 
have come to tiie Gateshead Commfttee— not to the 
Board.

Several appeal cases were heard and decided. 

The Watch Committee made a routine report, 
which was received and confirmed. 

Mr. Aid. Smith presented a report &om the Pinancfe 
Committee, ending m a recommendation that aborou^ 
rate be made of twopence in the pound. It appeared 
that an arrear of jf 113 and a whole borough-rate were 
still due. Report received and confirmed. 

Mr. Aid. RoBSON presented a report from the Par- 
liamentarv. Railway, and Byelaw Committee, contain- 
ing the following clause : — 

''Toor Committee have considered the Education Bfll 
now before the House of Oommom, and recommend the 
Ooaiudl to petltioa agatnst the bffl, stating in their petlttoa 
that they apptore of, and are anziona to promote, a ssneral 
systeos of ednoation for the peepiOi; but tha^ in ttMAr 
opinion, (be present bill does not provide for thatresull ; 
toat in any bill on the subject no oilaose should render local 
management and byelaws subservient to, and under the 
control of, the Committee of Council on Bkiaeation ; although 
year Committee would not objeet -to the byelaws reqpMng 
oonarmationby theSeerotaiyofState; and that the sOhools 
to be established under any act should be supported out of 
the Consolidated Fund, and not by a local ^te, as «beir 
benefits are of seneral national advantage" 

The report having been received. 

Mr. A. G. Qray expressed his doubts whether the 
principle of centralization should be so fiur reoogniied 
as to give the Secretary ot State a voice in the bye* 
laws. He was happy to say, that the views which he 
had expressed, when the bill first came under the 
notice of the Council, had bat anticipated pabMc 
opinion. The T^mes newspaper, the Lwd$ Mercmy^ 
and other popular oreans, haa spoken of the measnre 
in similar terms. The country generally seemed to be 
against it ; and it would be seen, by the letler of Mr. 
Sarry Chester, that the princmle embodied in the bill 
was repudiated b^ the National School Society. 

Mr. WBWiTT said, he was no friend of centralization, 
but he must say that the supervision of munioml 
byelaws Ir^ the Secretary of State had proved whole- 
some. Wnatever pressed unduly on the liberty of the 
subject was struck out. The &ome Office required 
that the byelaws i^ould be, not more restrictiTe than 
the Council had made them, but less so. Local 
anthorities were more apt, perhaps, to be severe in 
their regulations than the geneial goTenunent. 

After Bomediscnasion, the lollowinmtoliition, moved 
by Mr. Gray, and seconded by Mr. Hawks, wis 
unanimonsly adopted :-^ 

"That this Oouneil approve of and are anxioos of pio- 
moting the education of the people, bat in thehr opiniea the 
bill now before parUameut is ohjectionaUe, inasmuch aa tt 
renders local and indlTldual management subsenrient to 
and under the control of the Coundl of Education or the 
Ifinutes of the Committee of Oouneil, and because it reqidreB 
that all the expenses be defrayed out of the borough rates^ 
a systam which is ealouUted to lessen parental obttgatton, 
by tauMftRing to the Slate the datles and the prlTfieges ef 
the parent, and InTdvinga principle whieh would be de- 
stmctlTe of the character and habits of the people." 

The Town Improvement Committee made a repcwt. 
The General B<Ntrd of Health, it anpeared, had con- 
firmed the construGtioQ put by the Local Board upon 
the law in rating Mr. Easton^s cellieiT* The Town 
Surveyor had reported upon plans which had been 
laid befi»Q him, nuisances, ^ The Public Baths 
and Laundries (of which pluus were hud on the table) 
would cost, according to contmct^ .£3»637 12b. BL 
The Cooamittee made reoomwiendatmns as to lighting, 
scaYOAi^, the impcoyement o£ the higher road to 
the Sonth Shore, &c., &o. ]£r. J. S. Forster, on 
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behalf of Mr. PeAreih, had proposed to the oommittee 
that 40 feet should be the width of Park-lane, and 38 
feet of the other streets on that gentleman's building 
ground — ^the sewers to be laid down to the satis&ietion 
of the Local Board of Health, and in connection with 
the proposed eastern main sewer. Mr. Pearson/ on 
the same occasion, had submitted another plan of the 
street proposed to be built by him at the Sunderland- 
road-end, the width being 90 feet 

The report, which entered into manv other matters, 
was received ^ and Mr. Ghater and Mr. Forster, who 
were in waitmg, were called in, and heard, on the 
subject of Mr. reareth's plans, it was proposed that 
Park-lane and the continuation of Tiinity-street 
should be 40 feet wide, and the cross-streets 38. The 
Town Surrejyor recommended that the width should 
be 45 feet wide and 40. It was finalhr resolved, after 
much discussion, on the motion of Mr. Gabbutt, 
seconded by Mr. Pkabsou, that 40 and 38 should be 
sanctioned — the ground plans, elevations, sewerage, 
diainaffe, &c, being submitted to the Town Surveyor, 
and simject to his approval. In the course of the 
discussion, Mr. A. G. Ghat observed, that workmen's 
houses, such as were to be built on Mr. Peareth's 
land, were much in request in Gateshead. 

As to Mr. Pearson's plans, the same course was 
taken as in the case of Mr. Peareth. The street to be 
not narrower than 38 feet, and Ihe arrangements to 
be subject to the Survevor's approval. 

On the motion of Mr. Garbutt, seconded by Mr. 
P. Hagoie, it was ordered that the plans of the Baths 
and Washhouses be open to public inspection in the 
Surveyor's office. 

The Town Glbbk read a letter from Mr. Clayton, 
Mr. ElUson's solicitor, as to the nonjMyment of the 
sum due from the latter gentleman m respect of the 
road-improvement in Ellison-street West. 

The Town Clerk was instructed to fiimish the infor- 
mation that was required, and to press the matter to a 
settlement, eveiy other proprietor having paid his 
quota. 

Some further business having been transacted, the 
Council adjourned to Wednesday, June 1.

Birth, bridal, and burial, in the two counties, 
each exhibits an increase ; save that, in Northum- 
berland, the marriages of the dosing quarter of 
1852 were fewer in number than tiiose of the 
corresponding period of 1848. Herein our neigh- 
bouring county differs, not only from Durham, but 
from the kingdom generally. 

*' The marriages hi the last quarter of 1852/* the Begia- 
trar-General obseryee, *' and in the whole of the year, ha^e 
greatly ezoeeded in number those of any previous retom ; 
and this increase of fluoailies. oonflrming other acoountB, im- 
plies that the condition of the great body of the people is 
prosperous. But the prosperity of a nation is sometimes 
oreipowered by death ; and it has happened that the mor- 
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.tiUtj at the dose of the year 1868, M wett ae in the winter 
of 1853, has, notwithstanding the aettvity of trade, been 
nnnsaaUy high, throogh tlie inclemeney of the season, the 
preyalenoe of epidemics, and perhaps the partial destmo- 
tion of the potato crop." 

The indemenej of 1852-53 is almost withont 
parallel in our histoiy. Storms, like those we 
hare just gone through, would, in a former age, 
have been aoeompanied by fiunine and pestilence. 

One of the Lincolnshire registrars, reporting the 
incessant and unexampled rains and excessive 
amount of mortality, justly exclaims—'' Thanks to 
the improved condition of the labouring classes 
and the effectiye drainage of the country! for, 
without these, things would have been much 
worse." Much worse, indeed. The readers of 
ancient chronicles will not need to be informed of 
the sickness and mortality which invariably wasted 
this island, after storm and flood, in the days of 
our fore&thers, when communication by land and 
sea was less £BM»le than in this age of steam, and 
when our soil was less cultivated and less produc- 
tive. In the year 1315, as Grraystanes assures us, 
^* the oldest person alive could not remember such 
a deluge of waters*' as th&t of July 15, and ''the 
mischief did not end here. There snooeeded a 
fiunine among men and a murrain among cattle. 
A quarter of wheat was sold for 408.'* (about 280s. 
of our money) ; '^ and so many thousands of human 
beings died in the fields, highways, and footpaths, 
witl^ towns and without, that scarcely were 
people left to bury them. In London alone it was 
calculated that twenty thousand persons died of 
fiunine.*' So difficult and restricted was the inter- 
change of commodities in those days, that even in 
the next century, in 1440, the Bidiop of Durham 
had to send a special messenger, the Usher of his 
Chamber, from Auckland Castle to Norfolk, with a 
letter to Sir John Fasten, to propose an exchange 
of coal and com ! " For as myche,'' (" soribyllyd" 
Bishop Sherwood,) ^'as I hafe coles and oUiyr 
thyngs in these parties^ and also ye hafe in those 
parties comes, wyne, and wax, and, as I am 
enfourmyd, ye be noght evyl wyllyd to dele withme, 
no more than I am to dele with you, in utteryng and 
also in recey^yng of suche thyngs, the whiehe 
myght be to ^e profete of us bothe, I ther fore 
send un to you, at thys tyme, thys berer, William 
Waltere, G«ntylman Ushere of my Chamber, to 
oomune with you herin." ^'In these days of 
ours," Mr. Raine remarks,^ '* the business would 
be managed by a penny letter and a railroad." 

Vaccination is another cause of lessened mor- 
tality. But in the ' return before us we have 
evidence that its protection is not generally 
adopted, and that smallpox, consequently, is, even 
yet, much more destructive than, in the nature of 
things, it need be. In the Western and South-

western divisions of Eng^d, where chiefly the 
mortality of 1852-53 was in excess, the deaths, in 
some instances, partly because of smallpox, ex- 
ceeded the births. In the dark diocese of Exeter, 
"vaccination is refused,'* and "smallpox preva- 
lent." " The neglect of, or aversion to, vaccina* 
tion," says one of the registrars of the cathedral 
city, " by the lower classes, is truly deplorable." 
From Truro and St Austell, in Cornwall, we have 
the same complaints — and from other quarters ; 
and yet we have abundant evidence that persons 
who have been vaccinated rarely take smallpox, 
and, when they do, almost invariably suffer mildly. 
'^ In several families/' says the Ba«ford registrar, 
" where the children are numerous, one unvacci- 
nated, a child, has taken smallpox and died. The 
other children, aU of whom had been vaccinated 
escaped the disease. This I have clearly asoer^ 
tained by repeated visits since the occurrence of 
the deaths in these fomilies.*' A Cornish registrar, 
who has no toleration for parents who peril the 
lives of their own children, and also place their 
neighbours in danger, "would make vaccination 
compulsory ;'' and the House of Lordfl^ being of the 
same mind, has passed a Bill to accomplish that 
object. 

Among the phenomena of mairiage is the 
preference given by the votaries of Hymen to the 
Christmas or closing quarter of the year. We 
have the records of 48 quarters before us, and no 
exception to this rule is presented. In tne last 
quarter of 1852, there were no less than 47,208 
marriages — ^the laigest number that has occurred 
during any one of the 48 quarters in question. 
1852, was, indeed, from beginning to end, a great 
marrying year. 158,439 persons, or one in every 
48 of the (adult) population, entered the connubi^ 
state in that happy twelvemonth — being nearly 
40,000 more than in 1841. 

The spring quarter— (March, April, and May) — 
is commonly most prolific in births ; but in 1852 
this law was not observed, the winter quarter — 
(January, February, and March) — ^being the most 
productive. 

" As the births registered in the winter quarter 
of 1858 were 161,598, and the deaths 118,241, 
the natural increase 'bf which we have an account 
is 43,357* The natural increase of population, 
owing to the high rate of mortality, is less than 
usual, and less by 12,000 than it was in the winter 
quarter of 1852. 

" The tide of emigration still rolls on, and in the 
winter 57,729 persons left the ports of the United 
Kingdom at which there are Gi>vemment emigra- 
tion agents." 

Thus, in the order of Providence, does the 
peopling of the world go on. Our poverty and our 
prosperity alike minister to the cultivation of the 
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fiw-off viUemMB — the AjnerioAo or the Aastnluui 
VJUf. In poverty, our ooonirymea go oat with 
tbe aamirtmiffe of othen: — in prospexitjt thej 
enignte from their awn resoorces Those who 
zemain ftt home, inspired by the coonge of good 
timet, maxry with increasing aUority, and bid us 
bMiiah oar fears that Oid Ikigland, whilst making 
other lands to blossom as the rose, shall become 
henelf a jiesert.

Mr. Stkvensoit, after an allusion to the difficulty in 
procuring vessels to bring salt for the manufactories 
on the Tyne, while foreign ships were enteiing the 
nort from Hull in ballast, moved an instruction to 
Mr. Harle*s committee to memorialize the Govern- 
ment in favour of throwing open the coasting trade 
to foreigners. 

Mr. Cook seconded the motion. 

Mr. Armstrong said they would have all the ship- 
o^vners against them. 

Mr. Cook doubted this : our shipowners would be 
glad to get the coasting trade in America in exchange 
for a share of our own. 

Mr. Allbusev said, Mr. Labouchere was only de- 
terred from proposing the measure from the danger 
which it threatened to his whole scheme. But the 
shipowners were wiser now ; and the present Govern- 
ment, he was sure, would receive the memorial with 
pleasure. 

Mr. Harlb supported the motion. 

Mr. Armstrono said, they would never succeed in 
throwing open the coasting trade. 

Mr.' i^LHTTSER : The same prediction was made as 
to the com trade. 

The motion was put and carried, and the proceed^ 
ings closed with a voto of thanks to the Chairman.

Ajr adjourned meeting was held on Wednesday, 
June 1. The minutes having been read, 

The Town Clerk laid before the Council a report 
from the Baths and Washhouses Committee, from 
which it appeared that the plans were lying, and will 
lie until June 9, at the Town Hall for public inspection. 

A report was next read from the Public Health 
Committee, on which, after much discussion, several 
resolutions were tounded. Some plans of new build- 
ings, which had been submitted in ordinary course of 
law, were approved. With reference to a proposal to 
heighten an existing building in a backyard, with a 
view to the creation of a dwelling house, it was resolved 
that the plans were objectionable, and that the General 
Board of Health be consulted as to the powers of pre- 
vention enjoyed by the Local Board m such cases. 
Leave was ^ven to Mr. Fairs to build a slaughterhouse 
in oonfomuty with the views of the Town Surveyor. 
With respect to the project of Mr. B&nkin to lay out 
ground for a new street, consisting of two rows of 
double houses, from the High-street to the Back-lane, 
opposite Joyce's nurseiy, the approval of the Coundl 
was granted, on condition that it be 40 feet wide. 



Approval was given to Mr. Bowman's plan of a stfeet 
on the Windmill Hilh, near Hutt-street, consisting of 
two rows of single houses, the width to be 36 feet 
Power was given to Mr. Pearson to erect slaughter- 
houses in Powell's-yard, in conformity with the recom- 
mendation of the report On the subject of a boun- 
dary-line in Potticar-lane, the Committee recommended 
that Mr.. 8. A. Cail be not allowed to build beyond the 
line of stems of the quickset f^nce. The Town-Clerk 
was of opinion that Mr. CaiFs rights extended to the 
verge of the mound (about two feet fiirther). It was 
resolved that the recommendation of the Committee 
be enforced. Other resolutions were passed, as to 
paving, nuisances, obstructions^ gaslighting, &c. 
Payment of arcounto was ordered. The report^ ail^ect 
to the resolutions, was adopted. 

Mr. Garbutt presentea a memorial from fifteen 
owners and occupiers, praying that Cuthbert's-place 
and Prospect-terrace, Bensham, mi^ht be lie:hted with 
gas.— Referred to the Public Health Committee. 

The Town Clerk stated, that he had received from 
the Government a call for a return showing the total 
number of electors on the borough rei^ister, exclusive 
of double qualifications, and the number of them that 
are publicans and beerhousekeepers. 

Some other business having been transacted, the 
meeting, which was of two hours' duration, was 
adjourned to July 6. 

The plans of the proposed Baths and Washhouses 
have been adopted by the Council from the sugges- 
tions of the Surveyor. The site chosen is in Oakwell- 
gate, near the old railway station — a place in every • 
respect fiivourable for- their erection, as well as con- 
venient in locality. It is intended to construct first 
and second class baths both tor men and women, and 
to dispense with a plunge bath for the present, but to 
make provision for ite appendage at any future con- 
venient time. Every improvement by which the 
£lace may be renderecl fully adequate for its purposes 
as been adopted. One improvement only need be 
referred to here — the flags have been laid down on 
girders, and sufficient room left to enable the workmen 
to pass between them and the ground, in order to 
repair any leakage in the pipes without obstructing 
the operation of the baths. The washhouses ana 
drying rooms are also fitted up with all the appliances 
of advanced knowledge, and will no doubt prove a 
great acquisition to a densely-peopled locality. The 
building will be of ornamental construction — brick 
and f&ced with stone.

THE CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
MEETING IN GATESHEAD. 
Thb annual meeting of the Church Missionary 
Sodetjr in Gateshead was held on Monday, May 30, in 
the Qirls' School, Bam Close, and was numerously 
attended. The cleigy of the district were present in 
considerable numbers. On the motion of the Matob, 
seconded by F. J. Cbow, Esq., 



The Rev. Dr. Bavies, Rector, took the chair. 

A hymn was sung, and prayer was oflfered up by 
the Rev. S. A. Herbebt. 

The Rev. T. Speck read the report and balance- 
sheet, from which it appeared that the Gateshead 
auxiliary had raised ;£106 198. 4d. during the past 
year, and s^nt to India a box .of work ralue £15. ' 

The Rev. G. L. Blenkirsopp, the Society's Secre- 
tary in the North of England, moved the adontion 
and printing of the report, and a vote of thanks to 
the Gateshead friends; also, that the Rector be 
President for the ensuing year ; that Charles Bulmer, 
Esq., be Treasurer; tliat Messrs. Speck and Herbert 
be l^retaries ; and that George Hawks, Esq., and 
others, be the Committee. Mr. Blenkinsopp con- 
gratulated his friends in Gateshead that they formed 
no exception in the county of Durham — that their 
auxiliary, in common with every other, had yielded 
an increase of income in the past year. Sunderland. 
Seaton Carew, Darlington, Hartlepool, Stockton, all 
had increased their annual contributions ; and at the 
coming meeting in the city of Durham, the same 
^tifying fiict would be reported. At* Durham, 
mdeed, within the space of a few years, the income 
had been doubled. * This spoke well for the county ; 
and he was happy to know that all over the kingdom 
the state of things was the same. At the late meetinff 
of the Parent Society in London, it was announcea 
that the income of the past year amounted to the 
unprecedented sum of j^l 20,932. Nor was this grow- 
ing Christian liberality confined to our own shores. 
He had observed, with high gratification, that within 
the last few weeks £20 had been received from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia ; £6 8s. from Paris ; £21 Os. 
from Florence ; and £32 from Moscow. (Applause.) 

The Rev. J. C. Miller, Rector of St. Martinis, 
Birmingham, a member of the deputation from the 
Parent oociety, seconded the motion, and said, it was 
with peculiar pleasure that he learned, from the 
accounts just read, that Miss Davies's tea party, in 
oonnectbn with which he had the honour of delivering 
a short lecture, had added £20 to the funds of tlie 
society. (Applause.) In vindication of missions (if 
vindication be necessary). Mr. Miller cited the reply 
of the late Duke of Wellington, who, at an early 
period of his career, was questioned by a young 
clergyman, anxious to extract an unfavourable 
verdict ; but His Grace told him to consult and obey 
his inarching orders (Matt, xxviii. 19) — " Go ye, there- 
fore, and teach all nations. '* This injunction (said Mr. 
M.) all men could now observe, if not personally, by 
proxy — by means of Bible and missionary societies— 
those societies which, with others, inspired the devout 
gratitude of the great Wilberforce, ** because," said 
he, '*they give us such long arms." (Applause.) 
Mr. Miller said, when last in Gateshead ne haa 
addressed them on the subject of Africa. On this 
occasion, therefore, he would leave that field of 
missionary labour to his friend and colleague, Mr. 
Savage, and confine himself to India. And when he 
spoke of India, it was on behalf, first, of seven or 
eight millions of heathens that he sought to move 
their sympathies — men as savage and barbarous as 
any of our race that lived in any country bf the 
world ; secondly, often or twelve millions ot Mahom- 
medans; and, lastly, of one hundred and twenty 
millions of men given up to idolatry, and worshipping 
their idols with cruel and filthy rites, while professing 
a &ith of subtle and transcendentid rcAnement. 
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Descending lo particulan, Mr. Miller stated a case of 
a Mj of rank, who, on priestly insticration, had 
sacrificed her son, a yonth of five and twenty, with 
her own hand : another, in which the victim was 
hewn in pieces, and his remains were scrambled for 
by a vast multitude, that they might be distributed 
over their fields, to make the harvest prosperous, 
fiut Hindooism Tsaid Mr. M.) was crumoling—was 
tofterinf? to its fiill ; and the solemn question presented 
itself, What was to become of the millions wnen their 
Boperstition was no more t It was not, now, a ques - 
tion whether Hindooism was to continue :--that was 
settled — Hindooism was doomed :— but wliat was to 
take its place? In India, as elsewhere, infidelity 
was making fearfiil progress. There, as in Gateshead 
and Newcastle, infidel publications were industriously 
disseminated. The Cnristian Church and Christian 
men must also be up and doing:— must accept the 
invitation which Heaven was visibly holding out to 
them. One of the native professors of the Qovem- 
ment College of Bombay, in a recent defence of Hin- 
dooism, confessed his apprehension that the ancient 
&bric, assailed on every side, was about to fall. He 
wrote without hope, but said, as the physician was 
called in, and uigea to exert his skill, even when, 
from a complication of diseases, death seemed inevita- 
t>leu 80 it was his dutv to defend his religion to the 
last. The Bishop of Victoria, who had recently 
visited India, bore the same testimony as this candid 
Brahmin. And to what causes, under Heaven, were 
they indebted for this , f;reat religious revelation t 
They were indedted for it to the circulation of the 
Scriptures. The Calcutta Bible Society had circulated 
no less than 56,000 copies, mostl^r in the Bengalee 
Tangnsjge. They were indebted for it to the Christian 
education of the young ; and. he was happy to say, 
female education was on the aavance in India. Thev 
were indebted for it to the preaching of the Qoepeu 
In conclusion, Mr. Miller suggested, that if ever Che 
joimg lady whom he had named should get up 
another tea-party. It would be well to procure the 
loan of the missionary magic lantern, wnich would 
bring India home to ihe minds of the friends in 
Oateshead at a glance, and much more vividly than 
the longest and ablest speech could do. If this hint 
were acted upon, he was not sure that he mi^ht not 
he induced to come down amongst them again, and 
pl^r the part of showman. (Laughter and applause.) 

The motion having been unanimously passed, the 
jftev. James Carr, of South Shields, moved a reeolu- 
iion accepting the progress of missions as a call from 
Seaven to persevenng and greater labours.

He spolce of the visit of Mr. Crowther, the neno 
elergymaa, to the Queen, and of the words of Her 
Msjesty', when spladmr ti copy of the Bible in the 
hands of the Earl of Chichester, to be presented to a 
gmtt Affrtean 'ChM^ *' f«il him that it istfaAs Botk 
Whidh iilM made BhglMid what it ia."

▼ftidrcated Aie claim of the negro t6 tfiental equality 
with the wliiteman ; and having paid tt tribute to the 
memory of Mr. Paley, cut Oft in Africa within two 
months of his arrival, and briefly referred to the 
nrissfom In New Eealaivd, China, and North AtooAet^ 
he resumed his seat.

'^ Our Coal Fields and our Coal Pits." — ^This is 
the title of one ot the cheap little works composing 
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Messn. Longman's "TiaveUer's Library." The 
author, a ** Trayeiler Undei^und/' who is evidently 
well- acquainted with his subject, and who, in all proba- 
bility, has been amongst us as a Government or Grown 
Commissioner, commences with the natural histoir of 
coal, from its origin to its present state, and then 
enlightens the traveller as to how, and by whom, it 
is " won**— how it is conveyed from the mine to the 
consumer — and what are the moral, social, and com- 
mercial fruits of our wondrous coal-workings. Our 
author does not rate very highly the popular pit- 
literature of the North of Kngland, nor can we 
altogether gainsay his estimate ; but, although he 
quotes, he does not name " The Pitman's Pay," the 
best poem of its class, and one of which any order of 
men might feel justly proud. We are not sure, when 
the writer of '' Our Coal Fields*' speaks of '* low,*' a 
light or flame, as a ^'common word in the pits,'' that 
he regards it as peculiarly a pit product. We sup- 
pose not; for it is a &miliar old English word, and 
every reader of Bums will remember his happy use 
of it in the verse— 

The sacred low o' weel-plaoed love 
Luxuriantly indulge it ; 

Bot never tempt th' illicit rove, 
Thoogh naething should divulge it. 

I waive the quantum o' the sin. 
The hazard o' concealing ; 

But O, it hardens a' within, 
And petriflee the feeling. 

It need not suxpiise us that the writer of this work 
(a work that was much wanted), well acquainted as 
he is with subterraneous i>urhain and Northumber- 
land, should be occasionally superficial in his know- 
ledge of the surface. It was not to be expected, 
pernaps, that he should verify all his authorities ; and 
thererore we are not astonished by his statement that 
the architect of the old Guildhall of Newcastle " lies 
buried in Gateshead churchyard under this epitaph :" — 

Here lies Robert Trollope, 

Who made yon stones roll up : 

When Death took his sou] up. 

His body flU'd this hole up. 

This epitaph we have seen everywhere but in our 
churchyard. That is almost the only place in which 
it is ffo^ to be found. Nor can we learn, although 
Trollope has been dead little more than a century and 
a half, that it was ever placed over his grave. We 
have reason to believe, mdeed, that it was not — ^that 
it was written in his lifetime as a joke, and that he 
was fond of showing it to hb cronies. Trollope, like 
our *^ Traveller Unaeiground," loved a little fun, and 
was not fastidious as to its quality.

Thb Qateshbad Oovnoil. — A special meeting was 
held on June 22, at which the subject ot the alleged 
encroachments in Potticar-lane was taken into con- 



sideration. Present : — ^The Ma^or ; Aldennen Smith, 
Potts, and Bobson ; and Councillors Wilson, Hunter, 
Bobson, Douglas, Qray, Brinton, Hcjiritt, Hodgson, 
Qarbutt, and P. Hag|p;ie. A letter was read from Mr. 
Richard Gail, propoemg, on behalf of his brother (Mr. 
8. A. Gail), who is building the house in questbn, that 
some arrangement should be come to; and, after 
much discussion, it was resolyed that the matter, 
so fiir as the public were concerned, should be 
left in the hands of Mr. Thomas Bell, of New- 
castle, surveyor, the Council haying no desire for 
litigation, but simply wishing to correct an encroach- 
ment on an ancient footpath. The Town Sur- 
veyor was authorized, if no amicable arrangement 
should be effected, to remove the wall. Several reso- 
lutions were passed arising out of the consent of the 
Public Works Loan Commissioners, to advance ^,500 
on mortgage for the erection of Baths and Washhouses. 
Gatbbhead Meohanios' Institutb.— The monthly 
committee meeting was held on June 23, (Mr, Peter 
Davidson in the chair). New members were athnitted 
and new books ordered ; and, amongst other business, 
arrangements were made for the annual trip, which is 
to come o£f on Monday next. On that day, the York, 
Newcastle, and Berwick Company^ at a most' moderate 
fare, are to take the members, and their friends to 
Ripon, and bring them home in the evening. The 
Dean of Bipon has undertaken to give them access to 
the cathedraL Earl de Grey, too, has consented that 
they shall have admission to Studlev Park^ and visit 
Fountains Abbey, under conditions which will be read 
over to them at Bipon by the Secretaries. The tickets 
are moving off, and cannot be applied for too soon.

THE THOROUGH TOLL, 
Thb quid pro quo with respeet to the Thdrong^ 
Toll or Great Toll of Newcastle, is accurately and 
foirlj described in the preamble of the Act passed 
in 1822, ''for &cilitating the collection of certain 
tolls belonging to the Mayor and Burgesses of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne.'' The preamble declares 
that *' the said Mayor and Burgesses have, from 
time immemorial, at their own costs and chai^ges, 
repaired and kept in repair all the public streets 
of the town of Newcastle aforesaid ; and also two- 
third parts of the bridge over the river 'Pyne at 
Newcastle aforesaid, called the Tyne Bridge, which 
connects the said town with the county of Durham ; 
and the said Mayor and Burgesses, in consequence 
of their nutaining the burthen of such rqpairsy or 
for other sufficient causes or condderationB, elaim 
as of riffht by prescription to demand and receive, 
at the different gates and avenues leading into and 
out of the said town, divers tolls, dues, and duties, 
called the Thorough Toll or Great Toll, for or in 
respect of goods, wares, and merchandise, not the 
property of a burgees of the said town, brought 
into and carried out of the said town of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne," 

If the goods of Oatesiders were brought into the 
said town of Newcastle by aoj of the *^ public 
streets, gates, or ayenaes," which the Mayor and 
Burgesses have repaired from time inuneiiiorial. 
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and were then taken ont again by the same or 
some other public street^ gate, <n: ayenne, thereby 
nong the streets, and neoessitating the ezpenditnre 
for repairs, there coold be no ground for disputing 
the daim to tolL But in the case of goods for 
Gateshead taken along the railway to Newcastle, 
for the mere convenience of the railway, and 
brought back by the same railway to Grateshead, 
without cTer touching a public street^ gate, or ave- 
nue of Newcastle, it does seem something very 
much like exacting a quid without conceding a 
quoy to subject such goods to the toll. The equity 
of the matter seems obviously to be, that only 
those who use the streets for the conveyance of 
goods should be called upon to contribute to the 
repairs of the streets ; for it could never, surely, 
be intended, that goods carried^ as it were, over 
the town^ on no road whatever belonging to the 
town or repaired by its inhabitants — should con- 
tribute to the repair of streets they never touch 
and avenues they never enter.

Gateshead Pooe-Law Union. —The fortnightly 
meeting of the Board was held on July 5. Pre- 
sent:— The Chairman (C. Garbutt, Esi^), Messrs. 

It appeared 
by the relieving officers' books that the amount given 
in out door reliS during the first week of the fortnight 
was j£l25 IQs. 7d., of which ;£113 3d. 6d. was in 
money, and £12 7s. Id. in kmd ; and during the 
second week, £\\A 4s. lOd., of which ;£l 198. lOd. 
was in kind. The Clerk presented an account from 
Mr. Glenton for £92 5s., the charge of maintenance 
of 17 lunatic paupers belonging to the union. A 
cheque for the amount was signed. A cheque was 
signed to Mr. S. C. Mason, surg^eon, for £Z ISs., for 
76 successful cases of vaccination, for the quarter' 
ending the 25th of June. 69 of the cases were in 
Gateshead, and the other 9 in Hewoi-th parish. 
Bouline business was transacted, and the Board 
proceeded to hear and decide numerous applications 
for relief.

An adjourned meeting was held on Wednesday, 
July 6^863. 

The Watch Committee made a report. The weekly 
wages of P.O. Matthews had been adyanced to 20s. 
An application from other members of the force, for 
an ad^raice, was under consideration. — Report received 
and confirmed. 

Mr. Aid. BoBSON presented a report from the Public 
Health Committee ; from which it appeared that the 
General Board of Health, in reply to the inquiries of 
the Town Clerk, had stated thai— 1. The Load Board 



had no power to prevent the heighteniuff of a building 
already erected, and not pulled downto the gnra^ 
floor.— 2. That "pulling down to the ground floor" 
did not mean pulling down to the bottom of such floor, 
but to the top of it. The unroofing of a stable, there- 
fore, fbr the purpose of building another stoiy on the 
top of it, was a rebuilding within the meaning^of 
sections 49, 51, and 63 of Oie Public Health. — "toie 
report entered into some routme particulars as to the 
Baths and Washhouses ; and then stated that Mr. 
Ellison had paid his quota of the expenses of improving 
Ellison-street West, and claimed payment of stipulated 
acknowledgments in respect of the road leading from 
the east of Gkurden-street, and of the footroad leading 
from Sedgwick-place in the direction of St. Edmund^ 
hospital. These acknowledgments, which had &llen 
into arrear, the report recommended the Council to 
pay. Mr. Forster, as required, had submitted plans and 
sections of the new stieets proposed to be laid out on 
Mr. Peareth's property. Mr. Pearson had not sub- 
mitted plans ot his s&eet at Sunderland road end, 
although houses were now being erected there ; nor 
had he submitted any plan of l^e house which he was 
erecting adjoining to the postoffice, notwithstandhog 
that the Surveyor had written to him, and called his 
attention to the omission. The Committee re- 
commended that, unless plans of Mr. Pearson's 
building, just mentioned, be immediately deposited, 
proceedings should be instituted against nim for the 
nenalties he had incurred. Mr. John Maxwell, of 
Newcastle, as the owner of a house in the High-street 
of Gateshead, had complained of a nuisance, arising 
from the building against it of privies belonging to 
King James's-street. The Committee recommended 
that notices be served upon the occupiers, calling upon 
them to abate the nuisance. Mr. Bankings new )Man 
of his proposed street between High-street and West- 
street was not thought, by the Surveyor, to be worthy 
of sanction, and the Committee concurred. The 
owners and occupiers of property in Mirk-lane, leading 
from the Half-Moon-lane to the George and Drason yard, 
not having paved it, according to notice, ue Com- 
mittee recommended that the work be executed by the 
Surveyor, and the cost (about £M) recovered fiom the 
owners. The report, towards the conclusion, d^t 
with some afiairs of gaslighting, &c. ; stated that Mr. 
Marillier. the assistant surveyor, (who, so &r as he had 
gone, had executed his survev of Uie eastern district 
satisfiietorily,) had been called away to the Continent 
(Genoa) on a long railway engagement^ and was 
succeeded by Mr. Dinning, of Newcastle ; that Mr. 
Call had declined a reference to arbitration as to the 
alleged encroachment in Potticar-lane ; that the Sur- 
veyor, before taking further steps, had considered it 
necessaiy, as the Council differed from the Town Clerk» 
to consult his own solicitor, who advised him to require 
a bond of indemnity: and the Committee re- 
commended that such a bond be given. 

The report having been receiv^, tiie recommenda- 
tions which it contained were considered ieriatim,^- 
Some were silently adopted : others gave rise to dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Aid. PoTTfl said, as to the case of Mr. Pearson, 
that if a member of their own body were allowed to set 
the law at defiance, what must the public think and 
say of them ? 

Mr. Douglas inquired if Mr. Pearson had not sent 
in plans since the Committee met ? 

The Surveyor replied, that Mr. Pearson had that' 
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morning shown him the plans of the house near the 
postoffice. He had not deposited any plans. 

Mr. Hewitt observed, that other persons, who 
proposed to build, were obliged to go to the expense 
of submitting plans to the Board, and to abide their 
decisions, and they must not be rode over roughshod 
by one of themselves. 

Mr. Aid. Smith thought there must surely be some 
misunderstanding. It was not to be supposed that 
a gentleman on whom they had conferred tne highest 
office in the Corporation, and who still sat on the 
Bench, had wilfully broken the law. 

Mr. Aid. Potts : He must have known that he 
should have deposited plans. 

Mr. HoDQBON : If penalties have been incurred, how 
are they to be recovered ? 

The Tow5 Clerk : Before two justices. If, on con- 
viction, payment is not made, the penalty may be 
recoverea by distress. Should there be no goods, the 
person mav be sent to prison. 

Mr. Ala. Potts moved, that if plans were not 
deposited within four and twenty hours of the rising 
of the Council, proceedings be token to enforce the 
law. He could not sit there, and allow one of their 
own body to do what was not tolerated in others. 

Mr. P. Haqoie said, it would be well, he thought, 
to allow a little more time. There must surely be 
some explanation. 

Mr. HoBQSoir (who seconded the motion) said, it 
was evident from the &ct of Mr. Pearson's having that 
day shown the plans of the house in Half-Moon-lane 
to the Surveyor, that he knew well enough the cir- 
cumstances. He quite agreed with Mr. Hewitt. 
They had required, from persons who could not be 
supposed to be so well-inmrmed on such subjects as 
Mr. Pearson, strict compliance with the law ; and he, 
for one, would not consent that one of their own body 
should break it. 

Mr. Haooie : Nor I ; but I cannot suppose that 
Mr. Pearson wishes wilfully to do so. 

Mr. loNN : Supposing plans are deposited now, what 
is to be done if we cannot sanction them f 

Mr. Potts : We must require Mr. Pearson to begin 
over agnin. 

Mr. Hewitt : Of course. If the buildings be not 
approved, the work must be stopped, and the necessary 
alterations made. 

Mr. HoDOSOir inquired if Mr. Hall had written to 
Mr. Pearson ? 

The SuRVETOB replied, that on the 4th of June he 
wrote to Mr. Pearson, calling his attention to the tact 
that he had lodged no plan of the house which he was 
building near the postoffice, and was liable to a penalty 
of j£50. No notice was taken of the letter. 

Mr. Aid. RoBSOK said, there was but one course 
open to them : — they could make no distinctions 
between high and low, rich and poor. 

After some further discussion, the motion was put, 
and carried nem. con. 

A motion was also adopted to enforce the abate- 
ment of the nuisance at King James's-street. 

As to Mr. Rankin's street, it was resolved, on the 
motion of Mr. Haooie, seconded by Mr. Brinton, 
that a width of 37 feet, instead of 40, be sanctioned, 
on condition that the 3 feet be added to the back 
yards. 

With regard to Mirk-lane, Mr. Hewitt demurred 
to the recommendation of the Committee. This was 
not, he said, a case of a public road ; and they would 



probably, as in the case of Claremont-place, be met by 
resistance, and incur a burden on the public purse. 

It appeared, on discussion, that the proposal to pave 
the lane had arisen out of a presentment (so to speak) 
by the Magistrates, whose attention had been (uawn 
to the locality by a &tal fever. Whether it was a 
public road or not, the Council did not decide ; but 
one of the members said it was certainly a public 
privy. " That is the plain English of it," said another : 
*' it is one of the greatest pests in (Gateshead." 

The result was the adoption of the recommendation 
of the Committee. 

The sealing of the bond required by the Surveyor 
was also, after some conversation, resolved upon ; and, 
on the motion of Mr. Aid. Cummins, seconded by Mr. 
IoN5, the report, subject to the resoluticms a£ready 
adopted, was confirmea. 

Mr. P. Haggle was added to the Finance and Public 
Health Committees ; and when some other business 
had been disposed of, the meeting came to an end. 

During the afternoon, the Surveyor, pursuant to 
the resolution of the Council, threw down so much of 
the house of Mr. Cail, at the south end of Catherine- 
terrace, as encroached upon the road in Potticar-Iane.

CRIME IN NEWCASTLE.

Rolls Covbt, Jctlt 30.— This was a petition to 
wind up this company, presented by Mr. George 
Straker, one of the directors, and eontainuuf, amongit 
other general statements, that the company nad ceased 
to cany on business and was in a state of hopeless 
insolveiK^. 

By the afiidavit of three of the other directors it 
appeared that the company was not in a state of 
insohrew^, inaamuch as the migority of the shaM- 



holders therein were well able to pur the sums unpaid 
upon their shares. From this affidavit it also ap* 
peared that no creditor had commenced proceedings 
against the company or against any individual share- 
holder : and that there were ample powers under the 
deed of settlement to wind up we company without 
havinj; recourse to the expensive machineiy of the 
Winding-up Acts. 

It appeared that two affidavits had been filed in 
support of the petition, which contained mucti 
irrelevant matter. 

Mr. Roupell supported the petition, but was inter 
rupted whilst reaoingit and the affidavits by 

The Master of the JftoUs, who said :— There seem to 
have been no proceedings except by one person, whose 
debt was paid immediately. The winding up process 
is an exceedingly expensive process. U it can be 
managed by the parties themselves, without the 
intervention of the Court, it is very much for their 
interest. What I was thinking of doing, subject to 
what Mr. Roxburgh may say, was this- to adjourn 
the petition till next petition day, to see what the 
state of the case was then. There seems to be nothing 
urgent ; the petitioner has not been sued ; and, if the 
parties can wmd it up between themselves by arrange- 
ment, they will do it much more e^ctuidly and 
expeditiously. 

Mr. S^lwyn : That was attempted on a former 
occamon in another case, but the attempt iuled.

THE BISHOP OF DURHAM IN SELF-DEFSNCB. 
. VUITATION OF CLKROT. 
Or the cliaiges which have been made against my- 
self penKniaUy.(said hii lofdship on Aug. 2, addressiiig 
the dersy at jOuiham,) I now proceed to take some 
notice, because, as I have already said, the character 
of a B^shq) affects the Giuroh to which he belongs. 
The circumstances under which I reo^ved the appoint- 
ment to this important diocese diftered in no reqpect 
from thoae in which aigr of my predecessors were ap- 



pointed, except that I was expected to acquiesce in tfie 
ananmnents made by the BoclesiasticalOommissioii- 
ers. The Oommissioneis, after much inquiry and de« 



libaration, decided that I should surrender the estates 
in Tcrinhire, amountingto ^61,800 per annum, and 
also pay, te the purposes of the Commission, the 
further sum of jSll,200 per annum. I could, oi course, 
know nothing about the property of the see; but men 
oi business omsidered this a disadvantageous arrange- 
ment ior the Bishop. That such was my own opinioii, 
and that it continued to be so for some time, must be 
amMunnt to any one who will take the trouble to coUf- 
suit the chaifte I deUvered in the year 1837. Afiain, 
however, took an nneiqiected turn. By the hitroduo- 
tion of railways, an impulse was given to enterprise 
and speculation which very greatly affected the episoo- 
palrevenues. They created a surplus of ;£8.000ayear; 
and I was as much at liberty to dispose of this surplus 
as of aigr other portion of my income. How. then, 
did I diq[X)se of it t Not in sordid accumulation, as 
has been uncharitably represented. But I considered 
that an opportunity was offered me of repairing, in 
somedegree, the iigustice which all who are acquainted 
with the see of Ihurham believe to have been inflicted. 
In withdrawing from it, annually, so very huve a sum, 
without some proportionate return for the reOef of its 
spiritual wants. I am penwaded^I gire utterance to 



your sentiments, as well as to those of every intelligent 
layman in the diocese, when expressing an earnest 
hope that there may be future regulations for our vast 
increase of populati<«i, and that wide-spread districts, 
yet unenligntened by the rays of relinous knowledge, 
may attract more attention, so that the labourers in 
this our spiritual vineyard may be more appreciated 
and better rewarded. In order to remove, in some 
degree, the disadvantages to which the diocese was 
thus exposed, I devoted much of my income to the 
building of churches and parsonage-houses, by giving 
assistance on suitable scales, as abo to other W)jects m 
public usefulness, and in supplying funds for the sup- 
port of the clergy^ in certain cases where no endow- 
ment, or no sufficient endowment, was to be found. 
I cannot, indeed, hope that I have in every case satis- 
fied the expectations of those who have applied to me; 
they may not have been aware of the number of per- 
sons who, like themselves, have called for aid ; nor 
possibly could they know the principle I chiefly keep 
m view in the distribution of these funds. I consider, 
first, the claims of a place where we have property^ 
and from which it derives some advantage ; and, next, 
I fisel myself bound to give assistance where there are 
few proprietors, or other persons, able to relieve the 
sptritual or other pressing wants. In addition to such 
various and multiplied culs, I scarcely need mention 
that I have for some years past placed in the hands of 
the Bcdesiastical Commissioners sums varying from ' 
i^,000 to £4^000 per annum, to be employed at their 
discretion. They, in theur turn, have acted most 
handsomely by calling the sums thus received **The 
Maltby Fund, and appropriating them exclusively to 
the building of parsonage-houses in the diocese, in 
Northumberland as well as in Durham. The result 
of the different payments thus referred to is as follows ^->

THB PITMEN OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

On August 6, a meeting of the Tvne and Wear 
^llieriee, convened by handbill, issuedby the Miners' 
Association, was held on the Black FelL situate in the 
heart of the Durham coalfield, about nve miles from 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The handbill announced that 
the time was now come for the coalminers *' to seek 
that proper remuneration fyr their labour of which 
they had long been deprived.'' Some 1,500 persons 
obeyed the sunmions, most of whom were from 
collieries south of the Tyne. It was stated at the 
meeting that the pitmen of the Northumberland 
collieries had recent^ got an advance of a penny per 
score, which accounted for their non-attendance. All 
the speakers were working pitmen, and they addressed 
the meeting in an intelBgent manner, pointing out 
the necessity of a more perfect agreement among 
themselves if they hoped to secure better terms from 
their employers. 

Mr. Martm Jude, secretaiy of the Miners' Associa- 
tion, and Mr. David Swallow, from Lancashire, gave 
an account of their interview with Lord Palmerston 
on the subject of a new measure for the regulation 
and insnection of coal mines, which his lorduiip had 
promisea to introduce. The Home Secretary had 
paid the greatest attention to the representations 
made to him on the necessity of a more efficient in- 
spection of the mines, and had stated that a greater 
number of inspectors should be appointed for each 
•district, and greater vigilance exercised over those 
employed to see that they did their duty. Mr. Jude 
complained that the inspector of this district performed 
his duties ver^ imperfectiy — ^that he was in the habit 
of sending notice to the owners of a particular ooUiery 
which he was about to visit two or three days before- 
hand, thus giving them time to have eveiy thing in 
right order, and providing suitable entertainment for 
himself when he arrived. It was idso stated that at 
the very time when the Killingworth explosion oc- 
curred, the inspecto|: aS this dismet was engaged in- 
specting Incehall colliery, near Wig»n, on odialf of 
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the Liverpool Bank, for which he received £130. 
Lord Pabnerston had promised that he should require 
the inapectoiB to go down ihe pits three days in the 
week, and that they should report every three months 
from personal inspection. Mr. Swallow spoke of the 
inspector of the Lancashire district in highly eulogistic 
terms as an honesty straightforward man, who spoke 
his mind freely to itie cofliery owners when he found 
anytiiing wrong. 

A memorial to Lord Palmerston, embodyine the 
various grievances for which they sought a legislative 
remedy, wa3 unanimously agreed to ; and the meeting 
separated in the same quiet orderly manner which haa 
throughout cliaracterized the proceedings. — Times.

Thb Comet.— On Tuesday, August 23, about 9 p. x. 
a brilliant comet was observed at Cotherston, near 
Bamardcastle. It was in the N. W. by W., not far 
from the horizon, in the constellation Coma Berenioes, 
The nucleus was well defined and bright-^ the tail 
pointing upwards, long and bright, it was more 
brilliant than the comet ot 1811. So, at least, thought 
one observer. The evening of the 24th was doady, so 
as to prevent another view of the brilliant Strang. — 

Gorrespondeni. ^A comet has been this week mghtly 

yisible in this district. It appears in the north- 
western horizon, midway from the zenith, and looks 
like a star of the second mafi;nitude, with a long, 
luminous, and sparkling taQ. It disappears about two 
hours after sunset^ and will, it is understood, continue 
to be visible durmg the present week. -^ Newcat$ie 
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Chronicle. For some few eveningB jpast, a comet 

has been oonspicuously viable a little above the N; W. 
horizon at dusk, and will continue so about a week 
longer. On Saturday last, at nine o'clock, the nucleus 
was brighter than the well-known star Cor CaroiL 
which is of the second magnitude. A short tail could 
be distinguished with the naked eye, but was traced 
to a much greater distance with an ordinary night 
glass. This evening (Friday), the comet will set two 
nours and a quarter after the sun ; to-morrow, two 
hours ; and on Wednesday, one hour after him. Its 
briHiancy will increase rapidly each night until it is 
finally lost below the horizon. It is at present on the 
borders of Leo and Ursa Major. The tail streams off 
directly from the head, without any appearance of 
division ; and the comet is altogether a very pretty 
object when viewed with a low magnifying power. 
On Sunday and subsequent evenings, numbers assem- 
bled in the Observatory and other fields, in the neij^h- 
bourhood of Durham, to witness this interesting 
sight. — Durham Adwlrtiser. 

pBoasESS OF THE Pbi5TIN0 Abt. — When the art 
of printing was first applied to literature, a modifica- 
tion of the bookbinders press — a sort of naj^dn press 
— ^was adopted. Subseouently, the flat pressmg board, 
or platten, had a fixed nandle attached to it, and was 
so made that it rose up of itself when the prespman 
released the handle. Then came, after successive im- 
provements, the Etf 1 of Stanhope, who improved the 
leverage of the press. But still the old arrangements 
remained substantially the same. The sheet of paper 
was laid upon a flat frame ; another frame was turned 
down upon it, to hold it &st ; the two frames were 
turned down upon the types ; and then a handle was 
turned, and the ** form" was brought under the plat- 
ten, to have the impression made. But, some 
thirty years or more ago, a suggestive innovation was 
made. In place of the '^ balls" with which the snrEace 
of the types was inked, a cylinder of small diameter, 
or " roUer," was substituted— applied (like the balls) 
by hand-labour. The Question naturally arose, in 
an age of circular machinery, why not have the 
"form" rolled by machine-work? And it was 
afterwards asked, why not discard the slow, flat 
frames, with their joints and hinges, and convert the 
platten into a cylinder ? This was gradually done— but 
it was not thought desirable, or profitably practicable, 
to apply cylindrical machinerv to anything but 
newspapers or books. " Jobs , however, of the 
nicest kind are now printed by a machine. The 
printer of this paper, Mr. Douglas, has recently set 
up a machine occupying no more room than a press, 
wnich prints off, with ease, a ** double crown" job at 
the rate of a thousand per hour, either by hiuid or 
steam, and thus enables him to execute " long num- 
bers" expeditiously. 250 an hour is thought good 
work by a press ; and even now, with our improved ! 
presses, the labour is infinitelv harder than working I 
a thousand copies with a hand- machine ; while those 
who, jsome years ago, tugged at the old wooden | 
presses, have aching reminiscences of the slave-labour 
which they were daily doomed to undergo. Yet, 
dreading the "ruin" ot the printing press by 
"machinery," old ^ pressmen, in some Instances, 
violentlv destroyed the "printing machine."

THE MUNICIPAL OOEPORATION ACT, 
1868. 
In the session just ended, a bill was passed to make 
certain necessaiy amendments on the existing Muni- 
cipal Acts. The principal enactments are these : — 

Municipal Acts passed subsequently to 6 William 
lY., 76, to apply, prospectively and retrospectively, 
to boroughs not named in the schedules of that 
statute, whether incorporated by act of parliament or 
charter ; but the new act not to i^ect actions, suits, 
&c., commenced prior to March 18, 1853. 

Boroughs appointing inspeeton of weights and 
measures not to be charged by county rate with any 
portion of the cost of inspection in counties. 

In boroughs of less than 12,000 inhabitants at the 
preceding census, and having a separate court of 
quarter sessions, members of the town-council not to 
be exempt firom serving on the grand jury. 

Mayor may appoint alderman or councillor to act 
as deputy-mayor during his illness or absence: but 
the deputy-mayor not to act judicially, nor preside at 
meetinffs of the town-councU, unless speciaily ap- 
pointed by the meeting. 

Mayor dying, or being otherwise removed, town- 
derk to convene a meeting for election of succeteor. 

Where there are no more aldermen than waids, 
mayor, in case of the illness or incapacity of an alder- 
man, may appoint a councillor to serve as his deputy 
in a wara-election, but he must neither be a repre- 
sentative nor a burgess of the ward.

THE QUAYSIDE BROKERS. 

DARLINO on SHIPPIN6, showing the Erils of the BroUng 

System.— By Ralph Darling. 

OuB neighbours on the quay of Newcastle and else- 
where must take care ; for a chiel has been among 
them takin' notes, and, fiuth, he*s prented them too— 
in the shape of a statement of the ** Evils of the 
Broking System," and a recommendation for their 
remedy. 

Persons unacquainted with shipping matters, who 
may happen to read this book of revelations, must be 
astonished by it : — not less with the complacency 
with which shipowners seem to put up with the 
grossest impositions, and to be cheated witn their eyes 
open, but with the enormous profits and colossal 
fortunes which our broker-fnends seem to have been 
accumulating, even in these ''latter days" of shipowner 
distress and maritime decay. 

Although by no means competent to pronounce on 
the accuracy or otherwise of Mr. Darling^ statements, 
or on the necessity of adopting some such remedy as 
he suggests, we think there can be but one opinion 
entertained as to the propriety of shipowners looking 
a Uttie more than they have done after their own 
afiairs at home, and the competency and character of ; 
those to whom the management of ships is entrusted 
abroad. The *' broking" evils, if they really do exist 
to the magnitude represented byAur. Darling, are 
entirely owmg to the shipowner's want of tact, aJ^ilityt 
industry, or inclination, in the guardianship of ms 
own XKToperty and the husbanding St his own resources. 
If he is so stupid as to continue to pay commissions 
and brokerages and address-monies over and over 
again, on the same freight* until hardly a fraction 
of it remains fsx his own exchequer, why, we cannot 
but think that he is quite as much to blame for the 
existing state ot things as the brokers — who, by his 
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own account, seem thoroughly to understand their \ 
branch of bufliness, and thoroughly capable of extract- 
ing the greatest amount of profit from any transaction 
entrusted to their management. Had shipowners, 
instead of relying (as they so long did) on the broken 
i-eed of monopoly and protection, and so ill arranging 
the management of their property as to leave it a prey 
to the ingenuity of broken, the peculation of ship- 
masters, and the h&udulent tamperings of foreign 
agents— looked to an attainment of practicable reforms 
and the correction of obyious grievances — there would 
have been, we venture to say, no such book as Mr. 
Darling's published at this time ot day. But the unfor- 
tunate &ct has been, that whilst all the rest of the 
world have been awake both at home and abroad, our 
shipowners seem to have been asleep — and so &st 
asleep, too, as (after reading Mr. Darling's revalations) 
to make it appear almost wonderful that the whole 
shipping property of the kingdom should not long 
ago nave fallen out of the hands of the shipowners and 
into those of the ** canny craftsmen" who vegetate in 
'Mungeon-looking rooms,'* up ** flights of old, moul- 
dering stairs,'* in the "duty chares" or passages of our 
seaport towns.

THE GATESHEAD TOWN-COUNCIL.

On August 31, a spcial meeting was held, in the 
Townhall, on the subject of the action commenced in 
the Court of Queen's Bench, by Mr. S. A. Call, against 
the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of Gateshead, to 
recover damages for the forcible removal of a portion 
of an erection at the south end of Catherine-terrace, 
alleged by the defendants to have been an encroach- 
ment on a public footpath. 

The Town Clbbk stated that he had been served 
with a writ on the 25th uTt. The Mator said, he, 
too, had been served with a writ— on the 26th. Ap- 
pearance to be entered within eight da^s of sei'vice. 

After some conversation, during which, as Mr. D. 
Haooib observed, it seemed to be the general opinion 
that the Corporation ought to defend the action, Mr. 
Aid. Robson moved that it be defended accordingly. 

Mr. Douglas seconded the motion, and it was car- 
ried nem con. 

Mr. David Haooib, understanding that, under the 
circumstances, the Town Clerk would rather that 
some other solicitor were employed, moved that Mr. 
Swinburne be instructed to defend the action. 

Mr. Aid. Potts seconded the motion. 

In the course of a conversational discussion which 
ensued, Mr. A. G. Grat inouired whether the Town 
Clerk could legally demit tne duty, which officially 
belonged to him, to another f — whether, if they ap- 
point^ another attorney, the Council would not be 
personally responsible ? 

Mr. J. A. Utmers observed, that they were bound, 
as representing the ratepayers, to protect the public 
rights. They were averse to law proceedings, and had 
offered to aroitrate. That ofier having been rejected, 
he saw not with what grace the defendant could go 
into a court of law ; but the Council had now no op- 
tion. 

The Mator : Let the case go into what court it may, 
it must end in an arbitration at last. 

After much further remark, the Town Clerk said, 
as to what had &llen from Mr. Gray^ that this was 
the first time such a question had ansen. It would 
be difficult for him to conduct the defence — not, as 
some supposed, from any connection that he had with 
Mr. Bams (wno had nothing whatever to do with 
the action^, or with any party interested in the pro- 
perty in dispute— but solely from his conviction that 
the defendants had no defence. This was his opinion, 
and he had given it to the Council, as he was bouna 
to do. He saw no difficulty in the way of employing 
some other attorney to defend the action. Most cer- 
tainly he should create none ; but would willingly 
resign the defence to any other gentleman whom the 
Council might choose to appoint. 

Mr. Gray : But have ^ou the power ? 

The Town Clerk replied to the effect that the Coun- 
cil might retain some other attorney under the borough 
seal ; and the Council, he said, would certainly be m 
a more difficult position, if he were called upon him- 
self to defend the action. 

Some doubt having been expressed as to Mr. Swin- 
bnme's acceptance of a retainer, Mr. Aid. Rob60h, 
(again ezpreasing his r^iiet that the offer of arbitra- 
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tton was rcgeeted) pfoposedi that Mr. Harle should 
be retained, and Mr. Dovolas seconded the motion ; 
but several members declared their conviction that 
Mr. Swinburne, if appointed by a vote of the Council, 
would act ; so the amendment was withdrawn, and 
Mr. Haggle's was the only motion before the meeting. 

Before the Council proceeded to a division, Mj. 
' Gbat said, that he looked upon the question as one of 
very great importance, and he must require the names 
to be taken down.

The Town Clerk having placed himself in 
immediate communication with Mr. Swinburne, the 
following letter from that gentleman was received 
shortly after the Council had risen : — 

Gateshead, August 31, 1863.

Dbaa Sih, — I have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of this afternoon, enclosing a retainer by the Corpora- 
tion of myself as their attorney to defend this action, and a 
copy of the writ upon which the action is founded. 

I feel personally much obliged to the Corporation for the 
offer of this retainer, and in declining it I can assure you 
that I intend no disrespect to them, but, as I cannot accept 
this retainer, 1 think it best to return the retainer and writ 
to you at once, in order that the matter may be brought 
before the Corporation at the earliest possible time, so that 
the Corporation may be placed in a poeition to enter an 
appearance to the action in due course ; and I shall be 
obliged by your laying this letter before the Corporation at 
their first meeting.

Mr. Aid. RoBSON then asked if the Town Clerk 
could not have entered an appearance to the action f 



Mr. LoaaBTAFPB said he believed not. After the 
seal of the Corporation had been placed to the retainer^ 
it was no longer in his power to do so. 
Mr. Hodgson : It makes no matter. 
Mr. LoNOSTAFFE : No ; it is of no practical im- 
portance. 

Mr. Aid. CiTKMiNS said, an eminent lawyer had 
informed him to the contrary— that they were placed 
in a much worse position by the omission to enter an 
appearance. 

Mr. Aid. RoBSox stated, that as it was desirable to 
be provided with an attorney who was willing to 
defend the action, he and Mr. David Haggle had seen 
Mr. Crighton, of the firm of Griffith & Orighton, and 
that gentleman was willing to accept a retiuner. 
More respectable parties could not be found. At the 
same time, he was of the same mind as before, that 
the matter ought to be settled by arbitration ; and he, 
for one, would be as ready as ever to have the case 
disposed of amicably. 

Mr. HoDOSON observed, as to Mr. Swinburne, that 
he was quite sure his refusal to accept the retainer of 
the Corporation arose from no disrespect, but was 
promptM purely by private and personal motives, 
arising out of his connection with the Town Clerk. 
Any good offices which he (Mr. S.)could render, to bring 
about an amicable arrangement, would be cheerfully 
undertaken. So trivial a matter really ought not to 
be the subject of law pi-oceedings, but should be dis- 
posed of by arbitration. He (Mr. H.) was most anxious 
that it should be made fully apparent that they werenot 
willing parties to the action. Believing their conduct 
to be just and rightful, they were as ready now as 
ever to have the dispute settled by mediation ; and if 
Messrs. Griffith & Crighton, to whom no possible 
objection could be rabed, should be appointed, he 
hoped it would be with an instruction to endeavour to 
effect a friendly arrangement. It was so small a 
matter that it would be a ereat pity to spend money 
upon it, if, by giving a little and taking a little, the 
question could be adjusted. 

Mr. Aid. Smith believed that if Mr. Swinburne 
were now appointed as mediator, an arrangement 
might be maae. If such a step had been tu^en at 
first, the matter would have been settled. He would 
ask every gentleman present whether, if his legal 
adviser nad told him that he had no title to what was 
claimed, he would have pulled down the wall. 

The Matob: How can we possibly call on Mr. 
Swinburne again, after he has declined our retainer t 

Mr. HoDOBOB said, he saw nothing derogatoiy in 
asking Mr. Swinburne, through Messrs. Griffith & 
Crighton, to mediate. 

Mr. Gabbutt thought the day of grace was ^ne. 

Time after time the Council had offered the plamtiff' 

an arbitration. He would not listen to their triendly 

j overtures. What ground had they to suppose that he 

was now in a more amicable moodf He (Mr. 

I Garbutt^ was as well-disposed as ever to go to an 

> arbitration, but the plaintiff* seemed determined to ride 

roughshod over the public of Gateshead. 

Mr. Aid. RoBSON, in moving that Messrs. Griffith 
& Crighton be retained to defend the action, declared 
his continued readiness to have the dispute referred to 
arbitration; and if the gentlemen whom he had 
named could in any way bring about a friendly 
arrangement, no one would be more glad than 
himselfl 

Mr. D. HAoais : We should all be agreeable to that 
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Mr. HoDosoH said, he did not slirink from going to 
law. He simply wished to exhaust every means of 

Erocuring such an arrangement as ought to be made 
etween neighbours. He saw no law in the matter — 
it was purely a question of evidence and custom. 

Mr. J). Haooie : We, certainly, are not to blame. 
We have over and over again invited an arbitration, 
but without avail. Still, however, if our solicitors 
can effect an arrangement, we shall all be willing 
that th^ should do so, and glad. 

Mr. HonosoN having said a few more words, Mr.

THE TRADE OF THE TYNE. 

The increase of trade on the Tyne is shown in a 
most remarkable manner by comparing the number 
of ships and tonnage which entered and cleared at 
the port of Newcastle last year, with that of 1839. 
The figures stand as follows :—

The figures of 1839, it must be remembered, in- 
clude the port of Shields ; whilst those of 1852 do 
not. When the tonnage entered and cleared at 
Shields is added, the total increase on the Tyne 
will be found to be extraordinary. 

GATESHEAD BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

The fortnightly meeting of the Board was held on 
Sept 6. Present : — The Chairman and Vice-Chair- 
man, and Messrs. Makepeace, Murray, Hawks, Craw- 
shay, Fawcett, lonn, Monro, Robson, and Brinton. 

It appeared from the returns laid upon the table, 
that there were in the union workhouse at the com- 
mencement of the fortnight 163 persons, and at its 
close 156, showing a decrease of 30 in the number of 
inmates 03 compared with the corresponding week 
last year. 

During the fortnight, 3,960 persons in the union 
had being relieved, at a cost of jt249 17s. 6id., being 
less by £17 ISs. 2id than the cost of outdoor relief 
during the corresponding fortnight of 1852. 

Cheques were issued at the meeting for £695 196. 8d., 
after which a balance of £675 16s. 8d. remained in 
the hands of the Treasurer. 

From the statement made by the Clerk, it appeared 
that Chopwell, Crawcrook, Ryton, and Ryton Wood- 
side had paid off the whole of their calls. Gateshead, 
having made no payment during the fortnight, was 
owing £375 ; Heworth had paid £140, leavmg £85 
due ; Whickham had paid £160, leaving £308 due ; 
and Winlaton £97, leaving £202 lOs. due. 

A letter was read from Mr. M'Allum, medical 
officer, Heworth Shore, respectfully soliciting the at- 
tention of the Board to the necessity of sanitary regu- 
lations in that district. The people, he said, were as 
indifferent to cleanliness as ever ; and accumulations 
of filth of the most offensive description were to be 
found in various places of the locality. The call for 
sanitary regulations was the more urgent, as cholera 
had occurred at Bill Quay. He had been informed 
by a medical attendant that a woman and her child 
had both died under distinct symptoms of the malignant 
disease— the mother in 12 or 13 hours after the attacks 
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and the child in about 30 hours ; and he had just 
seen a boy of the same family almost in a state of 
collapse. 

A communication was read from Mr. C. D. Hender- 
son, surgeon, stating that cases had also occurred in 
Gbteshead, and offenng various suggestions. 

Mr. Wilkinson obsierved that, as yet, it seemed 
doubtful whether the disease had appeai*ed ; but it 
was necessary that they should be prepared for it if it 
did appear. A resolution on the subject had conse- 
quently been drawn up to be submitted to the meet- 



Ir. Fawcbtt read and proposed the adoption of the 
resolution referred to. It was to the effect that the 
Guardians of the various parishes in the union be ap- 
pointed committees for carrying out the provisions of 
Nuisances Removal Act, and that they report their 
proceedings at the next meeting of the Board, or, if 
considered necessary, at an earlier date, to the Clerk 
of the Board, Mr. Fawcett observed that the obiect 
of the latter provision in the resolution was that they 
might assemhle before the usual time of meeting, if 
circumstances should require it. 

Mr. Makepeace considered that a medical inspector 
shoidd be appointed for each district of the union, as 
it could not be expected that the unpaid Guardians 
could fully investigate cases which might arise. 

Mr. Fawcett said, imder his resolution inspectors 
might be appointed if they were rec^uired. 

Mr. Bbimton seconded the motion made by Mr. 
Fawcett, and it was unanimously agreed to. 

The Board, after transacting some other business, 
proceeded to the relief of the poor. 



ExcimstoN TO Alnwick and Warkworth. — On 
Sept. 3d, W. W. Burdon, Esq., gave his workmen 
at Team Colliery, and their wives and families, a trip 
to Alnwick and Warkworth by rail. The party, 
amounting to about six hundred, started from New- 
castle at 8 A.H., and arrived at Alnwick about 10. 
By the kind permission of Hugh Taylor, Esq., they 
were admitted through the pleasure grounds and 
glutens of His Grace the Duke of Northumberland, 
with which they were highly gratified. After spend- 
ing a few hours in Alnwick, the party repaired to 
ll^rkworth Castle, where (in the yard) a substantial 
dinner was prorided for them. As soon as the viands 
were disposed of, the band struck up some merry airs, 
and the remainder of the day was spent in dancing, 
foot races, and foot ball. BoUi young and old join^ 
heartily in tiie sports, and the utmost good-humour 
and orderly conduct prevailed throughout the whole 
of the day's proceedings. The train left Warkworth 
station at 6 p.m., and brought the party safely back 
to Newcastle by a little after 7, all highly delighted 
with the day's amusement.

Tbb Asiatic epidemio remains amonest us. Our 
local rulers are Btriving, blindfold, witn " the pesti- 
knee that walketh in darkness," and ** the destmc- 
tion that wasteth at noonday." We are as little able, 
now, to grapple with the subtle foe, in a close 
encounter, as when first he invaded our i^ores. We 
may preTent his Tints by cleanliness and ventilation ; 
or, wnen first attacked, we may, by timely remedies, 
ward off the €&tal blow ; but we fear it must be con- 
fessed that medical science is still powerless in the 
last stage of the disease— the stage in which, too com- 
monly, the physician is first called in. 

Mr. Qrainffer, firom the Board of Health in London, 
came down last week, to render whatever assistance 
his long and &miliar knowledge of the malady placed 
in his power ; and he has been in communication with 
our Boards of Guardians and Local Boards of Health. 
On both sides the Tyne, the authorities have taken 
vigorous measures of counteraction— strengthening the 
hands of the medical officers, removing aocumumted 
impurities, and visiting and aiding the poor. A cholera 
hospital has been established ^ our union workhouse. 
Efforts have also been directed to the thinnin^-out of 
tha common lodging-houMS, overcrowding beiuff one 
of the most potent predisposinff causes of cholera. 
OonndUors J. A. Hymers, I)avid Hagsie, and Peter 
Haggle, and Messrs. Garbutt, Young, and Monro, of the 
Board of Guardians, have been appointed a Gateshead 
Committee, with plenary powers: and, under the 
advice ot Mr. Grainger and the resident medical staff, 
instructions have been officially addressed to the 
inhabitants as below : — 

1. Gholerm is not so suddenly fittal as is supposed, but 
eomes on with looseness or bowel oomplaint, which goes on 
for a day or tit o. There is often no pahL No one, however, 
most be pat off his guard by this cfrcomstaiioe, bat must 
immediaUly, when parsing comes on, apply for proper 
medidne. by which the disease is osoally stopped. 

2. Cholera is often brought on by eating fruit, such as 
phnns, apples, Ac. ; also green vegetables. All these should 
be avoided at present 

3. DroDkards always sailbr most 

4. Medical attendijiee and medicines can be got, free of 
all expense, and without orders, at all times (nigfU and day), 
at the following places :—

instead of bein^ clean Always, and holding out no 
invitation to epidemics I WeU may public writers 
nule in the South at the naive confession, just made 
in Newcastle, that the time-honoured joke against 
Auld Reekie is applicable on the Tyne at the present 
day-^ where, '^as ye come up Sandgate, up Sandgate, 
up Sandsate," you must have a care or Pactolean 
showers nom the window I 

In 1849, when last the cholera was in our midst| 
the southern outskirts of the borough of Gateshead 
experienced an extensive mortality. Now, in 1863, 
tha town-district, which at that time almost wholly 
escaped, is the scene of the epidemic. Some little 
susMise has been expressed that its victims are not 
axeiusively selected nom what are called the wani 
localities. With few exceptions, however, the beti are 
imperfectly drained ; and, besides, if a pest be invitad 



to a town by even a partial neglect of the laws of 
health, the safety of the whole community, rich and 
poor, high and low. is threatened — all are Uable to 
the dread penalty ox the offence. 

But let us state a case in which one of the wmmff^ 
best localities of a town on the Tyne was convicted of 
being one of the worst. A gentleman, living on an 
eminence commanding a beautiful view of tne river 
and its banks, lost one or two of his children by fever. 
** Now," said he to a friend, " you talk of good air, and 
ventilation, and sanitary measures — how do you 
account for this ? Who could have better air than my 
fiunily f Yet here we have been bereaved by fever P 
" Well," was the reply, •• it does seem that yon live 
in a healthful Paradise ; but if a town be visited by 
an epidemic, we are all liable to the infection, 
wherever we live. Let me ask you, however, if your 
residence is drained f * " W^» no, it is not. " You 
have waterclosets, I believe f' " Yes, all the houses 
have waterclosets." ** And where does the refuse so 
to ? '< When the houses were built, we oonstructea a 
main sewer, which was to have been extended, but 
never has oeen. We doeed it at each end, and it 
receives everything." ** And the only escape for the 
effluvia is intoyour dwellings f '* It is so, and I now 
see it alL" Tae reeking reservoir was opened and 
emptied, and arrangements were made — if not of the 
best kind, of the kind most convenient— for transport- 
ing the refuse of the houses to a downward distance. 
yfho can wonder, after such a recital, that the bett 
localities of a town are attacked, when mansions, 
enviable to the eye, are sometimes in reality recep- 
tacles of foul air generated in a subterranean labora- 
tory? 

Our streets present, at. the present time, a peculiar 
aspect. Men 8 faices are more sober and thoughtful 
than is their wont. Cholera is the prevailng topic of 
discourse. If you pass two persons talking in the 
street, the words which you catch are Infected with 
the epidemio. The cholera placards on the walls are 
eagerly read. The pestilence is personated in funeral 
processions, which cast their sombre shade on our 
noonday walks. At one cemetery alone, as many as 
eight and twenty of our townspeople have been 
buried in a day. Men are snatched from their ordi- 
nary haunts in the twinkling of an eye. Entering 
upon the High Level Bridse from Newcastle on Wed- 
nesday uighC a strange tolTgatherer was at the wicket, 
and we asked if it were true that one of the customary 
keepers was dead. " Yes," was the answer, "both of 
them :^one was here in the morning, and now lies a 
corpse I" It is not surprising that, witn such instance 
frequent, many minds should be overpowered by 
terror; but every man should strive to possess a 
cheerful spirit, superior to those unmanly and 
unchristian fears which are calculated to bring on the 
catastrophe of which they are the shadow. 

On Thursday, Sept 15, the report of the medi- 
cal officer showed that he had had 13 new cases 
of cholera — making, with 17 old cases, 90; and 
7 of the 90 had ended in death* Of rice-water 
purging, there were 6 old cases and 18 new. The 
number of new cases of simple diarrhoea was 118. 
Not a dngle case of cholera had occurred without 
premonitoiy diairfaoea— a stage in which the disease 
ifl BianagBanle; and in that stage medical aid ought 
to be promptly sought. The locality furnishing the 
greatest number of new eases of diarrhoea was Bowl- 
•Usgrt whcM U» poor Irishman was laat week slain. 
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and whoie fool ootidiiion wm notioed in our last 
number. On the Fell, bat one caee of death from 
eholera had occurred up to Thursday, and that took 
place in a locality which had been considered, before- 
haady as the likeliest birthplace of the epidemic. 16 
deathsy it was stated, had occurred in the aggregate 
at Heworth. 

Yesterday (Friday) morning, at the Board Room, 
(Joseph Bobson, Esq., Chairman of the Public Health 
Committee, in the chair^ the Thursday's report of Mr. 
Charles Brown, of the Dispensary, showed 111 cases, 
chiefly of simple diarrhoea. 22 had passed into 
cholenLjmd 2 bad died during the day. 

Mr. Wilson, parochial and workhouse medical offi- 
cer, also made his day's report : — 133 new cases of 
diarrhoea. 32 new cases of cnolera ; 20 old cases ; 12 
dead; 40 remaining. 9 new cases of rice-water 
puKing: 12 old. 

Mr. Sill reported two deaths at Heworth. (one at 
Bill Quay and one at Low Heworth). Total deaths at 
Heworth, 18. 

A report was received from Mr. Davis, of Wreken- 
ton, medical officer, from which it appeared that two 
deaths had occurrea at Sheriff Hill. 

28 burials were stated to have taken place at St. 
Edmund's cemetery on Thursday. 

Mr. Pattison said that he had registered more 
deaths on Thursday than on anv previous day. 

Thursday was a fearful day both in Newcastle and 
Gateshead. 101 deaths were registered in the former 
town and 33 in the latter. Yesterday, a still laiger 
number was recistered in Qateshead :— viz., 36. 

It was stated that the railway directors had re- 
tained two surgeons, to take the medical charge of 
their hjge establishments in Gateshead, with hdl 
poweiB to order eveiy and any thinj; to be done 
which they might think necessarv lor the health 
of the workmen and servants. A wise and bene- 
volent measure. 

At Messrs. Hawks Sl Crawshav's, too, (the Gates- 
head Ironworks,) medicine has been procured from 
one of our surgeons for the men, which has been 
found of great service as a counteractive, and as 
inspiring the establbhment with confidence. Other 
works, we believe, have adopted a similar plan. 

A letter was read from Mr. Grainger, enclosing a 
memorial addressed to him from Bavensworth-terrace, 
eomplaining of a nuisance in that locality. Other 
iraisanoes were mentioned. Few, however, of these 
evils can be effectually remedied, (as was remarked 
by Mr. Hall,) until we have a general system of 
sewerage and drainage. 

It is due to our public servants, Mr. Hall, Mr. 
Wilson, Mr. Brown, Mr. Pattison, Mr. Sill, Mr. 
Schorey, &c., &c^ to state that they, as well as the 
Guardians and Council, are, in their respective 
spheres, exerting themselves, with a devotion 
whidi cannot be too highly applauded, for the com- 
mon good. Mr. Foreman, we reeret to say, in the 
midst of his labours was himself tsicen unweU, and at 
length obliged to confine himself to the house.

Three times 
that number died from Asiatic cholera oAnm, in tha 
week ending Monday, September 12; and the expe- 
rience of that Monday corroborates a dedaotion made 
in a recent report from the General Board of Health, 
that the extra good living of the first day of the week 
is commonly followed, duiing the oholera epidemic, 
by an extra mortality.

At one alone of the places where medicines are dis- 
pensed to the poor gratisy there were, yesterday, in 
addition to persons who paid for what they go^ up- 
wards of 160 applicants for parochial physic 

The meteorological phenomena are peculiar. We 
are almost without a breath of wind ; and the lower 
parts of the two towns, as viewed from an eminence, 
are commonly wrapped in a murky vapour. Small 
flies are an abounding pest. 

Onr local meetings of the prosent week have been 
all of a choleraic character ; and we have heard that, 
in Newcastle, one or two of them were paitially 
choleric. 

At a meeting of the Committee of the Chiasrdians 
and Council of Qateshead, held in the Board Boom, 
West-street, on Saturday, Sept. 17, (Mr. Aldarman 
Robson in the chair,) Mr. Grainger and Dr. Cbnrin 
were present from the Genend Bccad of Health, and 
Mr. Hurst from the Poor Law Board. 

Mr. B. H. Wikon, medical officer of Gateshead, 
made his report, which was much the same as on the 
previous dav. 

Mr. Charles Brown, of the Dispensaiy, stated that 
the number of his cases had been fewer— some thirty 
or so less. 

The reports of the Tsgistnas showed that, up to 3 
o'clock on the day of meeting in Gateshead, and up to 
Thursday night, in Hewortn, Whickham, and Win- 
laton, there had been 195 deaths from cholera : —

Mr. Geoige Hawks, of the firm of Hawks, Cxawshay, 
& Sons, Gateshead Ironworks, stated that, early after 
the appearance of the ejndemic, they oonsulted 'Mr. 
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Bennett, uid, under his inBtroetions, placed medicine 
at the service of their worlroeople, numbering about 
one thooeand. This was administered to all appli- 
cants who were troubled with diarriioea, 900 in num- 
ber; and the result had been that only two died. 
Borne eight or ten of their other workmen, who had 
neslected themselTes, died from cholera. 

Mr. Hall stated) in reply to Mr. Bunt, that oom- 
plaints had been made of the water supplied by the 
Whittle Dean Company. The riTer had ixwn resorted 
to. But this was no longer done, and the quality of 
the water was now good. No localily, untd lately, 
had been better supplied than Newcastle and Gates- 
head. 

The Bey. T. Speck said, the water had for some 
time been most offensive. 

The consumption of such water, it was observed, 
would act as a predisposition to cholera. 

Mr. Qarbutt said, Qaieshead might be supplied inde- 
pendently of the Whittle Dean Company, from the 
liver Don. 

Mr. Hurst inquired whether, under the Public 
Health Act, the borough of Gateshead could not be 
mapped out with a view to a perfect system of 
drunagef ' 

Mr. Hall replied in the affirmative, and said that 
the subject had been under the consideration of the 
Board <n Health. They were at present occupied on 
a map of the eastern district, where extensive drainage 
operations were to be carried out. 

The Trinity Bouse of Newcastle, it was stated, had 
voted £B0 to the Gateshead Committee, with an 
understanding that it was not to be apjdied in case of 
thepoor-rate. 

This act of liberality was much commended ; and 
when one or two other topics had been touched upon, 
the meeting broke up. 

Before retiring, a copy of 'f Plague and Pestilence 
in the North of England,^' by Mr. G. B. Richardson, of 
Newcastle, was presented to Mr. Grainger, on behalf 
of the author. 

The Committee met on Monday, September 19, (Mr, 
Cornelius Garbutt, Chairman of the Board of Guar- 
dians, presiding). 

Mr. Wilson's report exhibited the following re- 
sults :— Deaths on the mh, 19; on the 17th, 11; 
and on the 18th, 9. The new cases of cholera, rice- 
water purging, and diarrhoM, all presented adeoease. 

Mr.^rowirs report gave 03 cases of diarrhoaa on 
the 18th, 25 of rice-water puiging, and 18 of cholera.

but some of those that remained were very severe. 
There was much less diarrhoea. So for as lus expe- 
rience went, every case of cholera had been preceded 
by diarrhoea. The low, confined districts, were the 
principal sufferers. 

One remarkable foot was dwelt upon with much 
emphasis by several members of tiie Committee, 
via. ^— That the cholera had a peculiar affection for the 
neighbourhood of slaughterhouses ; and some lament- 
able instances were stated of the reckless casting 
down of butchers' garbage where it rotted and putrificd 
in the midst of dwelling houses, to the imminent peril 
of the occupiers. 

A special meeting of the Dispensary Committee was 
held on Monday afternoon, Sept. 19, (Mr. Aid. Smith in 
the chair,) when it was resolved that Mr. Charles 
Brown, the house-surgeon, havinp^ not only his ordi- 
nary duties to discharge, out being also odled upon 
tocodperate with the poor-law and municipal autno- 
rities m their efforts to combat the epidemic, should 
be empowered to appoint an assistant, and that a 
report of the resolution be made to the Public Com- 
mittee. 

On Tuesday, Sept. 20, at the Board Room, West- 
street, Gateshead, tlie Chairman (Mr. Garbutt) read 
letters which he had received from Dr. Hector Gavin, 
calling for returns, and to which attention had been 
paid. BeportB were made ^>plicable to September

necessity of applying for immedUte relief, in ease of dlarr- 
boBa, having been impressed upon the men by the respec- 
tive foremen and agents of the various departments. 

Some cases have proved very obstinate ; but, with the 
exception of the above four deaths, the treatment (which is 
under the direction and guidance of Mr. Bennett, surgeon, 
Gateshead,) has been so fiur successfiil. We give the men, 
who complain of diarrhoea, medicine home with them at 
nights. 

Medicine can be had within the works, night and day, at 
any hour. 

Printed placards have been posted in the works, giving 
instructions as to diet, ftc. 



The Guardians held their fortnightly meeting on 
Sept. 20, at the union-workhouse. Windmill Hills. 
Present :— The Chairman (Mr. G^rbutt), and Messrs. 
Robfion, Brinton, lonn, Clark (William), and Make- 
peace. 

The ordinary retnniB were made. 

Gateshead was ;£375 in arrear, Heworth £35, 
Whickham 273, and Winlaton £1^ lOs. Total, 
£831 lOd. Balance in the Treasurer's hands, 
£1,033 Is. Id. 

Number of workhouse inmates at the commence- 
ment of the foi-tnip^ht, 156 : at the close 100. Number 
at the close of the corresponding fortnight of 1852, 182. 

Outdoor paupers relieved in the first week of the 
fortnight, 1,998, at a cost of £134 18s. 2d. : — second 
week, 1,979, £126 Os. 6d. 

Cheques issued, £618 38. 2d. ; comprising £150 for 
Mr. Pattison, £50 for Mr. Sill, £30 for Mr. Ozwald, 
and £65 for Mr. Hall. 

Twelve notices of marriage were read — an unusually 
lar^e number. The cholera, therefore, is no check 
(if it be not an incentive) to matrimony. 

The contracts were let :— To Mr. Philip Smith for 
butcher meat, at 4s. 9d. and 6s. lid. To Mr. John 
Hopper for bread, at 7id. for best 41b loaf, 7d. seconds. 
To Mr. George Bell for sugar, at 36s. per cwt., soap 
41s., coffee 13(1. per ft, tea 38. 4d. To Mr. T. S. 
Robson lor coals, at 178. 6d. per 54 cwt. To Messrs. 
J. & W. B-obson for clothing materials. To Mr. 
Jesse Dexter for ready-made clothes. To Mr. John 
Eden tor stones. To Mr. Wm. Douglas for printing. 

The Board proceeded to the relief of the poor. The 
list of Mr. Pattison, the Gateshead relieving officer, 
was of fearfiil magnitude, and comprised the diarges 
for about one hundred coffins. 

The Chairman ^ve instructions to the relieving 
officers to make periodical returns setting forth the cost 
to the ratepayers of cholera, as suffered in medical 
relief, burials, maintenance of survivors, &c. 

Dr. Lewis attended the meeting of the Gateshead 
Committee on Wednesday, Sept. 21. 

Mr. Wilson (Gateshead) reported 4 deaths from 
cholera ; 15 new and 83 old cases of cholera ; 4 new 
and 9 old cases of rice-water purging ; 84 new cases 
of simple diarrhoea. 

Mr. Brown (Dispensary), 4 deaths, 6 recoveries, 73 
cases of diarrhoea, 14 cases of cholera. 

Mr. Councillor (Heworth), 53 cases of diarrhoea, 7 
rice-water purging, and 3 cholera, with 1 death. 

Mr. Callendar (Winlaton), 9 diarrhoea, 1 cholera, 
8 recoveries, 1 death. 17 remaining. 

12 deaths from cholera and 3 from diarrhoea had been I 
registered in Gateshead on the previous day. None in I 
Heworth, Whickham, or Winlaton. ! 

In all, 229 deaths from cholera and 19 from diair- ; 
hsea had been registered in (}ateihead.

The Chairman read a letter from Mr. Kell, Secre- 
tary of the Dispensary, written in pursuance of the 
resolution of Monday. The Committee resolved to 
exonerate the institution from loss, and to sanction the 
appointment of an assistant. Mr. Brown's services to 
be dealt with in like manner with those of the other 
medical gentlemen of Gateshead — the Chairman re- 
marking that great credit was due to him for his con- 
duct. 

Mr. Davis, too, it was resolved, should have remu- 
neration for the extra services of an assistant. 

Dr. Lewis, acting upon a suggestion made to him 
by Mr. Alexander Stevenson, of the Jarrow Chemical 
Works, brought under consideration a means of ob- 
taining a cheaper disinfectant than chloride of lime. 
All the chlorides, he said, acted in the same manner, 
but those with a metallic base were the most effectual ; 
and in a season like the present, it was safer to disin- 
fect a midden, than to remove it, and liberate large 
quantities of sulphuretted hydrogen gas. Hydrochlo- 
ric acid ran to waste on the Tyne, ^om Allhusen & 
Co.*s works, which might be maae use of to make 
chloride of iron. Sixty tons of chloride of manganese 
ran to waste from the Felling chemical works, in a 
liquid state, with much excess of acid, which could 
be taken on with chalk (abundant in all soda works), 
or, better still, with iron, forming a chloride of iron 
and manganese. 

The Chairman said, he quite agreed with Dr. Lewis 
that chlorides with a metallic base were the most 
powerful disinfectants. He doubted, however, whe- 
ther there would be, practically, any economy in re- 
sorting to the waste of the chemical works. When 
carriage was paid, there would be no saving. Chloride 
of lime was not so costly in Gateshead as in some other 
places. 

An a4joumed meeting of the Gateshead Council 
was held on Sept. 21 ; and, being chiefly occupied 
with matters relevant to the one absorbing topic ot the 
day, wereport its proceedings under this head. 

{^resent : — The Mayor (in the chair) ; Aldermen 
Smith, Potts, Robson, and Cummins; and Councillors 
lonn, Allhusen, Gray, Pearson, Hawks, Brinton, 
Hewitt, Hodgson, Douglas, Robson, Hymers, Haggle 
(David), and Skelton. 

Dr. Gavin was introduced by Mr. Hawks, and, 
being asked by the Mayor if he wished to address the 
Council, said, he knew not that he had anything to 
communicate. His colleague. Dr. Lewis, had been 
invited to attend, but was called away to superintend 
the erection of tents on Newcastle Common. He 
(Dr. Gavin) had therefore come over in his stead, to 
pay his respects to the Council. He would only say, 
that he was much gratified, so far as he had seen, 
with the system of house-to-house visitation as cari'ied 
out in Gateshead, and with the medical arrangements. 
He would be obliged to the Council if a map of the 
town were placed in his hands, to assist him in seeing 
whether the several districts were properly visited and 
attended to. He thought that Gateshead was going 
on satis&ctorily ; and anything he could do, to assist 
in saving the lives of the people, would be gladly done. 
He was there to aid in carrying out the law. Through 
the Board of Health 200 tents had been procured from 
the Government for Newcastle. Should any similar 
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or other service be required by Gateshead, it would 
cheerfully be rendered. 

The Surveyor was instructed to furnish Dr. Gavin 
with a map, and with whatever information he 
required. The Doctor then withdrew. 

Some other business having been transacted, Mr. 
Alderman Bobson presented a report from the Public 
Health Committee. It stated that, on "the alarming 
outbreak of cholei-a," prompt measures were adopted 
by the Committee and the Surveyor. Whitewashers 
were employed among the dwellings of the poor, chlo- 
ride of lime plentifully used, and 230 loads of manure 
removed. On the suggestion of the Board of Guar- 
dians, a subcommittee had been appointed, consisting 
of Councillors D. H aggie, P. Haggle, and J. A. 
Hymera, to act with a subcommittee of the Guardians, 
and take all necessary steps for preventing the spreal 
of cholera. The report called attention to nuisances 
at King James*s-street, Potts's-yard, Bottle-bank, 
HiUgate, Ellison-street, SheriflF Hill, Begent-street, 
Union -row, Claremont- place, Mulgrave- terrace, 
Charles-street, &c., &c. ; and after much discussion, 
which we have not room to report, even in outline, a 
resolution was adopted with a view to their abatement. 
The report stated that the Superintendent of Police, 
having discovered a quantity of the remains of old 
cofBns in the stove-room of the church, and sent a 
proper supply of chloride of lime to check any evil 
effects arising from the accumulation, he was instructed 
by the Committee to bum the wood immediately. 
The Committee recommended the Council to ms^e 
a byelaw or standing order that the Aldeimen and 
CounciUors of the Wards should thoroughly survev 
their respective wards quarterly, and report all 
nuiaanceB. The Committee hirtner recommended 
that the Qenerai Board of Health be memorialized to 
procure an addition to section 59 of the Public Health 
Acty so that, where the cost of removing accumula- 
tions of ashes, manure, &c., was not covered by the 
sale of the refuse, the difference might be recovered 
from the owner or oocupier of the premises. 

Mr. Alderman Potts said, as to one of the para- 
graphs of the report, that he had often suggested the 
propriety of having St. Mary's churchyard closed. 
(Hear, hear.) A grave could not be dug without 
nndin? coffin furniture. Could no step be taken to 
have the ground shut up ? 

Mr. Gray said, he helieved the churchwardens 
could close it; and it would be better that they 
should do so ot their own accord, than have it shut 
up by any central authority. 

There was some discussion as to the propriety of 
calling for Interference. 

Mr. Hawks thought that nothing should be done 
without notice of motion ; and peniaps it would be 
well to have family vaults excepted. 

Mr. Allhusen said, he had made a note, before 
coming to the meeting, as to the state of the church- 
yard. He drove past it daily, and observed an oozing^ 
out of a liquid substance, which he consider^ 
poisonous and pestilential. The walls E^ould be 
pointed, and the whole yard covered with quick 
lime. 

Mr. Alderman Smith referred to the closing of the 
churchyards in Newcastle. 

Mr. Pearson said, the churchyard should certainly 
be closed, but he agreed with Mr. Hawks as to family 
vaults. 



Mr. Hodgson urged the importance of closing the 
ground. 

Mr. David Haggie statod, that he and other visitors 
had met Dr. Davies and Mr. Herbert on their rounds, 
and called their attention to the churchyard. The 
Bector stated that no cholera cases had been buried 
at St. Mary's. 

Mr. Hawks believed that very few burials of any 
kind now took place in the parish churchyard. 

Mr. Potts moved a i-esolution having for its object 
the closing of the ground, vaults excepted. 

Mr. Aid. Bobson observed, that there were many 
persons, having no vaults, who had relatives buried 
m St. Mary's. 

The Mayor said, he was one of the number, and 
could not see why any preferences should be shown. 
His father lay buried at St. Mary's ; and if his mother 
were to know that by any act of her fellow-townsmen 
she were prevented fi-om being laid by his side, he 
believed it would shorten her days. It might suffice 
if a recommendation were given to bury as few as 
possible in the ground, and no members of fresh 
&milies. 

Mr. Skelton said, no invidious distinctions should 
be made. No motion should t>e passed without a 
notice. 

Mr. Potts, believing that what had been said, if it 
went abroad, would secure the desired object, was 
willing not to press his motion. 

Mr. Hodgson said, four or five burial-grounds had 
been closed in Newcastle. He had no doubt that, 
without any interposition of the Council, those who 
had charge of the matter would see to St. Mary's. 
He would have it hermetically sealed. 

Mr. Gray, while concurring with Mr. Potts, could 
do justice to the becoming feeling of the Mayor, which 
was honourable to our nature. The public health, 
however, and the health of our surviving relatives, 
should weigh with us. Apart altogether from the 
cholera, the burial of the dead at St. Mary's was to be 
deprecated. Could any intelligent man be ignorant 
of the fict that the ashes of the dead, already lying 
there, were sending up a pestilential vapour injurious 
to health, and calculated to aggravate tlie epidemic ? 
Mr. Gray related an attecting case of a young married 
woman who had died very rapidly in Church walk, 
and stated that, being in the locality with Dr. 
Mackintosh, in connection (as we underatood him) 
with her death, they were sensible of the pernicious 
vapour of the bu rial ■ ground . 

The result of the discussion was the adoption of a 
resolution, moved by Mr. Potts and seconded by Mr. 
Gray, instructing the Town Clerk to call the attention 
of the Medical Inspector of the Board of Health to the 
churchyard. 

In connection with the proposed amendment of the 
Public Health Act, 

Mr. Hymers said, the expense of removing the 
manure from amongst the dwellings of the poor ought 
surely to be borne by the owners. 

Mr. Brinton, as one of the visitors, agreed with Mr. 
Hymei-s. It would be very hard if the ratepayers 
should have to pay for cleansing the property of 
persons who could live independently on tneir rents. 

Mr. D. Haggie said it was disgraceful that land- 
lords who rode in their can-iages should leave their 
property to be cleansed by the public. Middens were 
removed^ in some instances, from the very rooms 
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themselves ; and you were compelled to liold your 
nose in houses which belonged to men of fortune. 
The Surveyor had been most active in reforming the 
state of sucli property. Wherever the visitors went, 
they found that rdr. Hall had been before them with 
his cleansers and whitewashers. 

Mr. Allhusen said, if they had no power to enforce 
payment of the cost from the owners, Mr. Hall might 
at least furnish a list of their names ; and if they 
declined to reimburse the Council, let them have the 
odium of their refusal. 

The recommendation of the report, as to the amend- 
ment of clause 59, was adopted. 

Mr. Aid. Smith moved the adoption of the recom- 
mendation as to ward-inspectors. Mr. Haggle and 
Mr. Brinton seconded the motion. 

Mr. Gray opposed the recommendation. They 
ought not to imoose the duties of ^urd-inspectors on 
the Aldermen and Councillors. If necessary, paid 
sub-inspectors should be appointed. 

Mr. Haggle supported the motion. If such a course 
had been adoptpa some years ago, there would have 
been no epidemic like the present. When the visitorB 
were in Hillgate, a poor woman said to them, they 
had been too lona: in coming : — if they had come 
sooner there would have been no cholera. He could 
not but feel that she was right. 

Mr. John Robson was opposed to making the 
arrangement the subject of a byelaw or standing order, 
and would move, as an amendment, that it be 
simply a recommendation to the Aldermen and Coun- 
cillors to visit and Inspect their wards quarterly. 

Mr. Skelton seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Hodgson supported the original motion. 

The amendment was negatived, there being but 
three hands held up in its &vour. The original 
motion was carried. 

The report, generally, was confirmed; and after 
some other business had been transacted, the meeting 
was adjourned to the 26th of October. 

The Committee of Council and Guardians met on 
Thursday, Sept. 22, when the Chairman (Mr. Garbutt) 
read the following registration summary to Wednes- 
day night : —

The Whickham three, registered on Wednesday, all 
died in one locality— tne Teams. They were, also, 
all children, respectively aged 5, 4, and 1^. 

The Heworth four died m four separate localities — 
one each at the High Felling, Low Felling, Friars 
Goose, and Bill Quay. 

The Chairman observed, that the mortality in the 
parish of Gateshead had now exceeded that of the 
nrst visitation of cholera in 1832, when upwards of 
340 were destroyed.

From the statements of the Chairman and others, 
it appeared that the cholera continued to abate. The 
" run" upon the doctors and the druggists was vastiy 
diminished. The former were able to sleep — the 
latter to close their shops at night (closing aie and 
opening early ^. The mortality chiefly arose, now, 
from old and lingering cases. 

Some arrangements were made for the disposal of 
the handsome gift of the Trinity House ; ana on the 
motion of Mr. Fawcett, seconded by Mr. Brinton, a 
vote of thanks to that ancient corporation was unani- 
mously passed. 

Fridieky, September 23, the Gateshead Committee re- 
assembled. The reports continued more and more 
&vourable.

At the census of 1831, our parochial population 
was somewhat in excess of 15,000. It now ex- 
eeeds 24,500.

But a greater increase of mortality 
has hefallen ns, comparing the deaths of the first 
three weeks of the former visitation with the cor- 
responding period of the epidemic now wasting our 
numhers.

THE GATESHEAD UNION. 

SoMK misunderstanding occurred last week, arising 
fipom the &ct that the re^stered mortality of the 
Newcastle finion was ascertained and published, day 
by day, prior to publicity being attained by tlie regis- 
tered mortality of the Gateshead union — the regis- 
tered mortality of the Newcastle union being known as 
early as the registered mortality of Gatesh^ parish. 
The explanation is, that the union and town of New- 
castle are one and the same; while the toum of 
Gateshead forms but a small portion of the union of 
Gateshead, and reports from the outlying districts are 
not procurable until some considerable time has 
elapsed ; consequently, it is only the reports of the 
town of Gatebhead and union of Newcastle that can 
appear simultaneously. Our union is some 15 mUes 
long by 5 broad, comprising an area of from 70 to 80 
square miles. The table which we give below shows 



the population of each parish and place in the Gates- 
heaa union in 1851, and the mortality from cholera 
registered up to last night (Sept. 23) iu the case of 
Gateshead, and up to Thursday night, Sept. 22, in 
the case of the out districts : —

THE CHOLERA. 
The Committee of Guardians and Council, whose 
proceedinffs we continue to report, met on Saturday, 
the 24th Sept, and received reports from the medi(»l 
officers for the previous da^r. 

Two cases ot death (children) were reported from 
the Teams. Of the 14 deaths hi Whickham, it was 
stated that 8 had occurred at the Teams and 3 at 
Whickham. A rumour had gone abroad, and created 
much excitement^ that one of the victims was killed 
by Coffin's medicmes. The Coroner had been called 
upon to hold an inquest, but granted a certificate for 
interment without an inquiry, on the ground that his 
engagements would not allow of its being promptly 
held, and h^ would not take upon himself tiie respon- 
sibility ot delaying the burial of a cholera corpse.

Mr. Brinton suggested that a subscription be set on 
foot to swell the amount, and that the deigy and 
ministers be requested to have collections made in aid 
of the funds. The proposal was agreed to, and a paper 
sent round, on which several suma were subscribed. 

Simultaneously with the movement at the Board 
Room, the foundation of a subscription had be^n laid 
in another quarter : and in the evening of Saturday, 
a public meeting ot the inhabitants, convened bjr the 
Mayor at the instance of the Rector and other mflu- 
ential gentlemen, was held at the TownhaU. 

The Mayor (John Lister, Esq.) having oiiNened the 
proceedings, there was a conversational discussion, 
which ended in the adoption of a resolution, moved by 
the Rev. Dr. Bavies and seconded by Mr. Gkurbutt, 
appointing seven grentlemen to cooperate with the 
Committee of Guaidians and Councillors, viz. : — The 
Mayor, Rev. Dr. Davies, Rev. T. Speck, and Messrs. 
Tohn Greene, James Clephan, George Brinton, and F. 
P. lonn. 



Mr. Greene moved a resolution empowering th^ 
Conmoittee, after meetmg cases oi urgent and imme- 
diate necessity, to make some more permanent pro- 
vision for bereaved widows and orphans. This moticm 
was seconded by Mr. lonn, and carried. 

Mr. Alderman Potts moved-**' That bo part of the 
ftmd be expended on such objects asare&irlv eharg»* 
able on the parochial rates ior the relief <n the sick 
andpoor.''Secondedby Mr. Richard Toung, and carried. 

Mr» Fawcett moved the appointment of the Town 
Clerk (Mr. KeU) and Mr. Garbutt to the offices of 
Secretaxy and Treasurer ; and the motion having been 
unanimously passed, thanks were voted to the Mayor, 
and forthwith subscriptions were made to the fund^ 
The Rector Dut down Mr. Ellison, the Lord of the 
Manor, for £60 ; Mrs. Ellison, for £2S ; hhnself, for 
£10; and '*A Friend," for £5. Mr. Greene gave 
£10 10s.^d ** A Friend" by Mr. John Greene £&: 
Messrs. William Kell, John Sowerby, and Samuel 
NeriUe, £6 5b. each ; Messrs. John Davidson, F. P. 
lonn, and Thomas Newton, £5 each ; and many other 
sums were added, a worthy member of the police;; 
force stepping forward and throwing in his mite ; the 
total sum collected (including the £60 of the Tiinity 
House) making £UK). 

The Joint Gonunittee met on Sent. 26, at the Board 
Room, when reports were maae by the medical 
officers on the state of their respective districts, which 
were on the whole fovourable. 

Mr. William Cook, one of the Guardians, who 
officiated for the Clerk, (Mr. Foreman being still indi£-

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The Vice-Chairman (Mr. J. £. Wilkinson) read a 
report, of which the following Is a copy : — 

To Dr. Oavin, Medical Intpeotor of the jBoard of Health. 

Sia,— We, the undersigned, have again visited the coun- 
try districts of the Gatesheaid Union, and have seen the 
medical officers^ from vhom the following information was 
received. 

Eeuforth SoiUh Wettem JDiitric^.— Mr. Ooondllor reports 
that both cholera and diairhoM have increased during the 
past week. Since Wednesday, the 21at of S^tember, 14 
cases of cholera and 4 deaths. The cases of diarrhcaa are 
more severe. 

Heworth North £a9t Ditiriet.—Mr, IC'Allnm reports that 
he has had three fktal cases of cholera, one of which he 
attrihates in part to extreme old age. Upon the whole, 
considers his district more healthy, the dlarrhcea cases 
being milder and presenting a less proportion of severe 



Messrs. H. L. Fattinson & Go. have liberally offsred to 
supply to the authorities of the Heworth distriet, without 
cost, an unlimited qoantity ot the chloride of iron and 



Whickham Eatt JHttrict.—Dt, Meggison states that many 
cases of cholera have occurred and much diarrhoea. Two 
fatal cases have occurred, treated by a disciple of Pr. 
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OoiBiL (Here Mr. WllkSiuon stated tfiat an Intimatioii bad 
been eonreyed to the Ctoroner, but no inqnest was held.) 

Whiekham Wett Dittrict.—Mr, Stephenson reports that 
his district is now freer from disease. Diarrhoea is becom- 
ing leas frequent, and he has had no cases of cholera since 
THday. No case has ooeorred in the coal-pits under his 
diarge. There are still vfumy nuisances in existence, and 
the oases of cholera hare invariably occurred in dose 
prozimit J to them. We may state that the inspectors have 
taken cognizance of them, and will have them speedily 
remored. 

JSfoydofi. —Mr. Brown, surgeon, states that his district 
is becoming much healthier, and he has not at present 
under treatment a decided case of cholera, but a good deal 
of diarrhoaa, although less prevalent than last week. The 
eases, however, now occurring, are more genuine and per- 
sistent There are many nuisances in this locally, but he 
could not traces any of the cases of disease to them. 

The Rev. Mr. Brown visits from house to house daily, 
and leaves medicine with those complaining. He has given 
remedies to between 500 and 600 persons. 

^mUUon. — Messrs. Callander have had one case of 
diolera to-day In Winlaton ; also Mr. Brown, of Blaydon, 
one yesterday; both fittal. Diarrfaoea much increased 
during the past two days, and much more persistent ; but 
lb does not apprehend that any of the cases are likely to 
prove serious. 

Wettem Dittrid of WtmJUdon.—Vx, TindaU reports that 
Byton, Byton Woodade, Orawerook, and Stella have had no 
cholera, but a few cases of diarrhoea, which are controllable 
by the proper medidnes. There has not been any house to 
house visitation in this district, and no medicines are 
deposited anywhere. 

The whole of the country districts are very imperfectly 
drained, by surface drainage only, and abound in many 
very serious, disgusting nuisances, arising from almost the 
total absence of private or public privies, and the univenal 
praetloe of feeding pigs— in many instances the dirt and 
filth of the pigs running into the houses, and their dose 
proximity to the dwellings rendering them disgusting to 
the si^t and highly prejudicial to health. 

Hie whole of the medical officers ftiUy admowledge the 
importance of forwarding to the office, every morning, a 
complete series of cases occurring during the previous day, 
and the registration officers will also punctually attend to 
their duties.

The Yioe-Ohairman next read a letter from Mr. 
Wilson, the medical officer ot the town district of 
Gateshead:— 

Gateshead, September 25. 1853. 

SiK,— In the following abstract of the cases or cholera 
and dianfaoaa hi my district you will observe that there is 
this week a decrease of 43 cholera, 10 rice-water purging, 
and 158 diarrhoea cases. The decrease, in reality, repre- 
sents a much larger number, in consequence of the in- 
creased acquaintance of the visitors with their localities. 
You will see that these districts are almost free firom the 
disease, and that it is chiefly confined to Fipewellgate and 
HUlgate. This is more evident if we consider that the two 
disfHsnsaries are situated in these districts, as they neces- 
sarily draw fkom us many of the simple cases. Even in 
these there Is, however, a considerable decrease. 

The visitor in Oakwellgate left us last Wednesday ; but 
we have been enabled, by a redivision of labour, to visit it 
as effectually as before, now that the work has become 
lighter. 

There was in the Fipewellgate and HUlgate districts, I 
am sorry to say, a slight increase last night I think we 
can account ftir this by the laxge amount of drunkenness 
whidi we observed that eveolng— more especially when we 
Ibtmd, on hiquiry, that several of the parties to whom we 
were summoned had been indulging in intoxicating liquors. 
I would suggest that some measure be taken for preventhig 
Ignorant parties f^mn thus tampering with their own lives 
and the health of the community. 



On the whole, I think the report deddadly encouraging ; 
and I hope that by strenuous efforts we may be enabled 
this week te obtain a BtUl greater abatement 

I would add a few words on the diligent and untiring 
manner in which the house-to-house visitors have performed 
their duty ; and I believe that the abatement of cholera is 
in a great measure owing to their servioes.

To the Chairman of the United Committee of 

Guardians and the Board of Health. _ J 
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Dr. GftTin said, he was much eratified with the 
commimicatioiis which had been read. The^r exhibited 
a great and commendable degree of attention to the 
requirements of the emergency, and deserved his 
warmest approbation and tluinks. The arrangements 
and operations of the Board were much more efficient 
than those of other Quordians, and had exercised a 
most salutaiy influence. He would be obliged to the 
Board, if, mdependently of the returns already 
made, a statement were prepared showing, not the 
daily regii^raiionj but the daily mortali^^ that the 
progress of the epidemic from day to day miffht be 
shown. Also, a map of the borough, dotted with 
marks wherever mortality had occurred, so as to ex- 
exhibit at a glance how many deaths had occurred in 
a locality. This map to apply to the three epidemics 
of 1832, 1849, and 1853. After dwelling on the value 
of such a map, and explaimnff a series of returns which 
he wished the Board to make. Dr. Qavin spoke in 
warm approval of the lay visitation of Gatesh^. 

The Ohairman (Mr. Garbutt) referred to what had 
been done by the Gateshead Corporation for the im- 
provement of the borough^ and said they would 
proceed in their operations with renewed vigour. 

Mr. Lee, G.E., one of the engineering inspectors of 
the General Boejd of Health, who had been sent down 
to aid the local authorities with his advice, stated 
thatj in company with Mr. Hall, he had visited a 
considerable part of the borough. He did not find 
that anv extensive permanent works had yet been 
undertaken under the powers of the Public Health 
Act. Gateshead had no complete system of drainage, 
but he was glad to )eam that such a measure was in 
contemplation, for he was confident that good sewera^ 
and diainage would form one of the most efficient 
means of preventing epidemics. He had observed in 
his round many offensive privies, with open ashpits, 
oontaining fluid and semi-fluid nightsoil ; and tnese 
were often to be found in close, unventilated localities, 
producing the most mischievous results. The appli- 
cation of lime, however serviceable in the case of 
gutters and gntes, was of little advantage in con- 
nection with these ashpits; nor was it advisable, 
while the epidemic was prevailing, that they should 
be cleaned out. He would advise the authorities to 
have such noxious accumulations of filth buried with 
common earth, until the ordinary health of the town 
was restored. Excrementitious substances, which 
were innocuous while diy, were actively hurtful to 
heEdth when brought into combination with water. 
This was the case with all decomposing substances ; 
and he knew no better step that could he taken, iu a 
season like the present, than to cover them over with 
common earth. He would also remark upon the 
absence of pavement in many parts of Gateshead, and 
the saturation of the impavea surfiEice of streets with 
filth. The Local Board of Health had power to pave 
all such roads, whether private or not, and to charffe 
the cost on the town ; but as there was not time, m 
such an emergen<nr as the present, to effect permanent 
improvements of this nature, some temporary expe- 
dient should be resorted to ; and he would recommend 
that the offensive and injurious soil should be removed 
by ciurts, and that common earth should be thrown 
down in place of what was taken away. The streets, 
generally, should undergo sur&ce cleansing. These 
were the only spaces Im for the ventilation of the 
town, and they should not be perverted into evapo- 
rating surfiices for horse-dung »nd other refuse. 



Some other business having been transacted, the 
Chairman stated that he had received a letter from 
the Borough Member, Mr. Hutt, enclosing a subscrip- 
tion of £5 to the relief fimd, and also £2 2b. from the 
Countess of Strathmore, with an intimation that, if 
necessary, he would cheerfully respond to any further 
call that might be made. 

The Cholera Committee, on Sept. 27, received reports 
from the medical officers of an encouraging com- 
plexion. 

The registrars' reports showed that, as is usual on 
Mondays, there had been an increase in the number 
of registrations. 18 deaths from cholera and 1 firom 
diarrhoea had been registered in Gat^ead, 1 death 
firom cholera in Heworth, and 1 in WhieJmam. In 
Winlaton none. 



There was a meeting of the Belief Committee on 
the same day. The Secretary announced new sub- 
scriptions; measures were taken to ascertain tiie 
names, residences, &c., of suitable objects of charity ; 
and a i^ort address to the public, prepared by the 
Rector, was ordered to be printed with a copv of the 
resolutioits of the public meeting and a list of the sub- 
scribers. Committee meetings to be held twice a 
week— at 9 in the morning every Monday and Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Cook, at the meeting of the Cholera Committee 
on Sept. 28, read the reports of the medical officers, 
which were, on the whole, re&ssuring. The registrars' 
reports (of which the details are given in a tabular 
form elsewhere) gave the following aggregate results : —

Mr. Ozwald, in making his returns, stated that 
Whickham township iras healthy, with the exception 
of Dunston and the Teams. One man had brougnt on 
his death by drinking. At Marley Hill Colliery, the 
viewer, lli£r. Greenwell, had caused all nuisances 
to be removed and provided suitable medicines ; and 
the workpeople were all healthy. 

Mr. Alaerman Bobson presented a copy of a report 
from Messrs. Gray & C^w, which had been pre- 
pared for Dr. Gavin :— 

The Frian Goose Ghemlcal Works are the property of 
Messrs. Gray ft Grow, alkali-manafacturers, and are situated 
on the soatfa side of the river Tyne, within the borough of 
Gateshead, and about two milee below the bridge. 

The mannflictory covers an extent of IS acres, with an 
extensive water frontage ; and the ground, with the build- 
ings, takes a rapid elevation tram the banks of the river. 

The number of workmen employed is usually about 500 
and upwards, and the operations of the manufiictory are 
carried on day and night, except during the weekly inter- 
vals from Saturday night to Monday morning. 

Immediately on the report of the appearance of the epi- 
demic in Newcastle, a supply of the requisite medicine was 
placed under the charge of a confidential and resident 
foreman, with particular directions how and when the 
same should be used ; and instructionB were given to all 
the other foremen to ascertain constantly the state of the 
health of the men in their respective departments, in order 
that the medicine might be given with the least possiUe 
delay in all cases of sickness or diarrhcea. 

In addition to these precautions, Mr. Bennett, surgeon. 
Gateshead, was instructed by the proprietors to attend the 
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maimflirtary for oonmiltatlaii — a meftsure wUeh has been 
attended with the greatest possible benefit, as the several 
wovkmen have readOly and thankftiUy accepted and adopted 
Ifv. Bennett's veoonmendatioBS. 

TUagentlaiiian^vevy valuable servtoss are stUl ooatlnoed» 
and bare had the eflSsot of Inspiring oonftdenee among the 
men, who are now nearly all eonyaleecent and retaming 
to their ordinary work, only 40 being absent from their 
employment, who are attended by medical advice at their 
own homes, and their cases are fiavoorably reported on. 

The first appearance of the epidemic among the workmen 
of this establishment was on Wednesday, the 14th inst, 
whMi ene of the men employed at the saw-mill left his work 
al his nsoal hoar (6 p.m.X And died next day. From inquiries 
which were made, it appeared that he had had looseness of 
the bowels fn two days, but neglected himself, as he 
thought he did not require any medicine. 

Hie only other case of death among the workmen took 
place on Saturday, the 24th inst The man was a cooper, 
and left his work ill on Monday last, receiving medical 
advioa at his own boose. 

Hie ftdlowing statement shows the state of health among 
the several dasses of workmen, and the number of those 
who have been attacked with the prevailing malady, and 
been prescribed for, and who are convalescent Also the 
deaths.

^ The propfietors of these works strictly prohibit the use of 
spiritoons or malt liquors within the manufactory, except 
when under their own special direction— and that only when 
required medicinally. 

The men use a large quantity qf water daily, which is pro- 
enred at a heavy expense to the proprietorsfrom the springs 
at the BUfik Felling. 

Friais Goose Ohemksal Works, September 26. 18S3. 

Mr. Wilson^ medical officer, said he wished to say a 
few words as to one or two localities. There was an 
immense amount of sickness in V catch's Buildings, on 
the Bfikbbit Banks, over Pipewellgate^cholera, rioe- 
water purging, and diarrhoaa. Many deaths had 
occurred there. (** And." remarked a member of the 
Committee, " manv in tne same place in 1849.") In 
Lister's yard, too, (the lower yard of that name,) two 
deaths had occuired. and there was much sickaefis, 
the place bdns in a oad state, from stagnant water, 
dEC (Mr. Robson : There is a main sewer runs down 
the High-stMet, yet tiie property is not drained !) 
Thompeon's-fltairs, in Pipewellgate, was also in a 
filthy state. 

The Chairman (Mr. Garbutt) said, Swinbume's- 
plaoe (West-«teeet} was perhaps one of the foulest 
places in the borough. Trivy, pantiy, and ashpit 
were in one room I 

Mr. David flaggie reported, that Mr. Brinton, Mr. 
Munro, and himsd^ as house visitors, with Mr. Hall 
and Mr. Schorey» bad recently been in various locali- 
ties, and wished to make a report. They bad been to 



Now 51, Melbourne-street, Bamdoee, where a death 
from cholera had occurred. (The (Jhabman: And 
one in the houee above.) There wae an ashpit con- 
taining aU sorts of filth, with the blood and garbage 
of a slaughterhouse. The mistress of the house, now 
a widow, told them that when the body was to be 
removed, she was obliged to get some tar. and put a 
hot poker into it, before any person could come upon 
the premises. The slaughterhouse was under the room 
in which her husband died. There was also a similar 
nuisaiKe in connection with a slaughterhouse in 
Brunswick-terrace. In Hillgate, on the Bankside, 
they found a fionily living iu a house iooded with 
water from a drain or pipe, which had nut out the 
poor woman's fire, and she told them she had been up 
to her knees. There was a black hole in which they 
could see nothing until a candle was lighted, and there 
they found a man in bed. Having pictured other 
haunts of wretchedness, Mr. Haggle stated that they 
had come to a conclusion in &vour of the removal of 
both ^e sick and the healthy fipom houses unfit for 
human habitation. The safety of the inmates and of 
the public depended unon the adoption of some such 
measures; and suitable looJities could be obtained 
in Wrekenton, Sherifi Hill, or Bensham, but the people 
of these localities were much against the prqiect. 
He (Mr. H.) was ocmvinced, however, that if the 
inhabitants were not removed from some of the close, 
filthy, overcrowded quarters of the town, many lives 
must be lost which might otherwise be saved. It was 
for the consideration m the Committee whether, by 
means of houses or tents, the people could not be 
thinned-out of Hillgate ana other localities. 

A letter was read from a policeman at Wrekenton, 
who said that, in that quarter, "all refused the 
people of Qate^ead." 

Mr. Hall said, if the Committee would go and in- 
spect the localities described by Mr. Haggle, they 
would see the necessity of acting upon his suggestion. 
Some of these places were perfect menageries. 

Mr. Wilson thought it would be decidedly bene- 
ficial if such localities could be partially depopulated. 
Disease, to a fearfiil extent, was ahnost always there ; 
and just now cholera was ehiefiy confined to them. 

The Committee, after considering the question, and 
weighing all its difficulties, could come to no conclu- 
sion as to the removal of tne people. 

At the close of the meeting, some of the gentlemen 
present proceeded to Hillgate, and made a personal 
inspection of the houses of many of the inhabitants. 
Many were in a lamentable condition. One good 
woman, however, whose love of order and cleanliness, 
^ ifif\ her industry and thrift, had made an oasis of 
her habitation, volunteered the remark that " people 
might be dean enough if they liked ;" and there is 
much truth in her proposition ; but when the " way" 
is so difficult, the ^^ymT' is apt to break down. Be- 
sides, take the case of another worthy housewife. 
Her dark room was a pattern home— clean, tidy, well- 
furnished ; but the moet nauseous liquid was filtering 
into it from an adjoining ^dnuety, and poisoning the 
inmates. 

As a sample of the mode of life in these quarters, 
take the following: — The house visitors had dis- 
covered a midden in a closet at the very top of one of 
the high houses in Hillgate, and their colleagues 
were now invited to go and see it. Cfn ascending the 
stairs the midden was missed — the stir made about it 
had led to its removal ; but in the low, narrow attic. 
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whose foulness was intolerable to dainty nostrils 
there was a crouching human form (with a miserable 
child), man or woman it was difficult to say, until the 
voice proclaimed her sex ; and the landlord declared 
that he was auite ignorant of his possession of such a 
tenant— she nad entered upon the occupation ot the 
attic without his knowledge. 

The Relief Committee met on Thursday, Sept. 29 
(Rev. Dr. Davies in the chair,) when steps were taken 
to increase the fund, to procure a list of proper 
recipients, and to administer prompt relief to the 
urgently necessitous. 

Mr. J. W. Swinburne was appointed to act with Mr* 
Kell as Go-Secretary. 

When the Relief Gommittee had risen, the Cholera 
Committee commenced its daily labours, (Mr. Qarbutt 
in the chair). 

The reports of the medical officers were increasingly 
€&TourabIe, and the Gateshead registration of deaths 
presented a decided diminution of numbers. 

Mr. Cook read the summary.of the mortality of the 
preceding day, and of the mortality from the com- 
mencement : — 



Mr. Alderman Robson occupied the chair yesterday 
(Friday). Sept. 30. 

Mr. Wilson's report for Sept. 529, applicable to the 
whole of the toum of Gateshead, was remarkably 
fitvourable : — 

Mr. Brown, of the Dispensary, reported that, on 
Sept. 29, he had 10 new and 8 old cases of diarrhoea ; 
and one new and 6 old cases of cholera : — a satisfiEtctory 
report* 

Mr. Councillor, of the Felling, made the following 
statement : — 73 old cases of diarrhoea, 26 new. 32 
old cases of rice-water purging, 17 new. 2 old cases 
of cholera, 3 new. 

Mr. M'Allum, Heworth Shore, reported 19 cases of 
diarrhosa, and one approaching cholera. Nearly all 
his cases near the river. 

The reports from the western districts were gene- 
rally favourable. It will be seen, from the summary 
of Thursday's mortality, that ^e epidemic is de- 
parting:— 

8ome remarks having been made on Victoria-street 
— its cellar-dwellings and its mortality — the members 
of the Committee, at the close of the meeting, were 
invited to go to New Gateshead, and inspect the houses 
erected under the auspices of Mr. Gail, the contractor, 
which have water-closets, stench-traps, &c., and, if 
not f&ultless, are a vast improvement on too many of 
the new streets that have risen into existence in 
Gateshead.

Pattison had not been able to get an account of them 
prepared in time for the meeting. A glimpse of them

The inmates of the workhouse had increased in 
number, during the fortnight, from 160 to 172 :— «till, 
however, 20 less liian kt the corresponding period of 
1862. 

From a report made by Mr. Wilson, ;the medical 
officer, it appeared that the health of the inmates had 
never been better than during the epidemic Diarr- 
hoea was less prevalent than usual. Bverything had 
been done b^ Mr. and Mrs* Main to preserve the 
health of the inmates. 

Some other business having been transacted, (he 
Yios Chairmak (Mr. T. E. WiLKnrBov) said, he was 
anxious to say a word or two by wav of explanation. 
It was reported in the €kttegkead Oiseh^er of the 1st 
inst., ana quite correctly, that when, on the 26th 
ult., he was reading the report made by the GSiairman 
and himself to the Joint-Gommittee, he remarked 
that an intimation had been conveyed to the Coroner 
of two fiital cases of cholera having occurred in the 
township of Whickham, treated by a disciple of Dr. 
Coffin, but that no inauest was held* He had been 
understood to imply tnat the Coroner had neglected 
his duty. He had, however, no such intention. 'His 
motive simply was to have such irregular and dan- 
gerous practices exposed, and, if possible, prevented. 
No inquest was held, because, on the Saturday in 
Question, the Coroner had a prior engagement m a 
distant part of the county ; and it was not thought 
prudent, under the circumstances, to delay the bunal 
until he would be at libertv to hold an investigation. 
It was ri^ht that he riiould make this explanation^ 
because his simple statement of a €ftct had heen mis- 
interpreted into a censure. 

The Board proceeded to the relief of the poor. 
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Qateshs^d Dispbnsart.— The monthly committee 
meetmg was held on Oct. 4th, (Mr. Alderman Smith 
in the chaiT). Since last meeting there were 41 letters 
of recommendation and 1,207 casualties (comprising 
145 cases of cholera and 814 cases of diarrhoBa). A 
conversation took place about the site for the new 
Dispensary, when it appeared that the application to 
the Bishop for the enfranchisement of a piece of ground 
had never reached his lordship. 



THE CHOLERA. 
Wb have this week lighter labours before us, the 
epidemic having wellnigh passed away. 

The Qateshead Committee of Guardians and Coun- 
cil, at their meeting of Oct. 1, received the reports 
of the Registrars of Peaths, of which the following is 
a summary : —

The Qateshead Registrar (Mr. Pattison) explained 
that only one of the four deaths registered in Gates- 
head yesterday occurred on that day. The other three 
took nlace a fortnight ago, and the sorvivors had neg- 
lectea to have them recorded. 



On Monday, Oct. 3d, when the Gateshead Relief 
Committee, with the Rector in the chair, had heard 
several cases of suffering and distress, and voted 
relief. 

The Joint Committee received tlie reports of the 
medical ofScers and registrars, rMr. Alderman Robson 
in the chair,) and Mr. Cook, tiie locum tenen$ of the 
Clerk to the .Union, reported that the mortality regis- 
tered on Saturday and Sunday, and during the whole 
ot the epidemic, was as tmder, (o. standing for 
cholera, and d. for diarrhoea) :—

Mr. Cook read a letter which had been received 
from Mr. Wilson, the Gateshead medical officer : — 
Gateshead, October 3, 1853. 
SiK,— I am happy to state that the hopes in which I last 
week indulged have been. In a great measure, realized. 
The return which I now present for the past week shows 18 
cases of chdom, 11 of rice-water, and 310 of diarrhoea:— a 
very large decrease from the week preceding. 

Of course we may e3q;>eot isolated cases of cholera for 
some time to come ; but I would fiun hope and believe that 
the disease, as an epidemic, has now almost departed. 

1 am enabled this week to make a reduction in the num- 
ber of assistantB. Three out of the number we can well 
dispense with ; and I hope the day is dose at hand when, 
sratehil as we are for their services, we may be enabled to 
do without them any longei\

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The Committee resolved to meet, in fdtare, once 
only in every two days. 

The returns made on October 6th, to the Joint 
Committee, were most satisfactoty. 

Mr. Wilson, the medical officer, had not had a 
single case of cholera, and but seven old cases remain- 
ing on hand. Di&rrhoea, he stated, was now less 
prevalent than is usual at this period of the year. 

In the whole union there had been but one death 
registered on Tuesday.

The Relief Committee heard several cases on Thurs- 
day, Oct. 6th, and granted serviceable aid to families 
in distress. In one instance, five or six children had 
been left without lather or mother ; and the oldest, 
a little heroine of 16, was resolving to keep on the 
house, and to battle with the world for herself and 
brothers and sisters ! 



The Joint-Committee met on Friday, Oct. 7th,with 
Mr. Alderman Robson in the chair. 

Mr. Wilson reported no new cases of cholera and no 
deaths. Four cases of cholera remaining on hand, 
three cases oi rice-water purging, 23 of diarrhoea. 

Mr. Brown, of the Dispensary, made the following 
report :— " Two cases of cholera in Marshairs-yard, 
High-street. There are two or three houses here 
unfit for human habitation. We have had cholera 
all along in this yard, and it appears we are still not 
done with it. Six new and eight old cases of 
diarrhoea." 

The registrar's reports comprised, for October 6, 
but one death in Gateshead from cholera, and none 
elsewhere in the union. On October 7, three were 
registered in Heworth and one in Winlaton. In 
Gateshead, one fix>m diarrhoea.

RIVER LANDING-PLACES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE QATESHEAD OBSEBVER. 

SIR, — Some years ago, the Carlisle Railroad Company 
applied to the Corporation of Newcastle for leave 
to buud a quay from the Skinner Bum to the Herd's 
House, along an open shore, to the length of about 
half a mile. The (x)rporation assented, and appointed 
a Committee to meet some of the Railroad I^irectors 
and fix the line. I was one of the Committee, and it 
was stipulated that there were three landing places to 
be made, by which the public should have free access 
to the river. The Railroad Company, however, had 
such influence in the Council (several members of that 
body bemg shareholders and directors), that they 
proceeded to bmld and complete the quay without 
obtaining a license from the Ck>rporation, and did not 
leave one single opening, giving the public access to 
theTyne. 

As long as I remained a member, I brough the 
matter, I may say, everlastingly before the (X>uncU, 
and succeeded in getting an oraer for Mr. Clayton to 
write to the Railroad Com^tny on the subject, and 
the Town Clerk did it so effectively that the Carlisle 
Directors named a day on which one of them would 
meet us at the quay« and mark places where landings 
should be made. The Council appointed Mr. Broolu9 
and myself to manage the business. We attended at 
the time appointed, and waited almost the whole day ; 
but no person made his appearance from the railroad. 

Some time afterwards, on account of my advanced 
age, and some other reasons not necessary to be stated 
here. I declined to remain in the Council. It fortu- 
nately happened that the last da;^ I attended in my 
place, the Railroad Company applied to have an agree- 
ment sealed for the purchase of a piece of land from the 
the Corporation. I made a motion that it should not 
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be done till thej completed their baraain with the 
Corpomtion reapecting the quay ana the landing 
pUcee; and my motion was carried by a large 
mijoritjr. In oonBCN^nenoey they made one landing 
phce with stairs, which has been found an invalnable 
convenienee to the public ; but the public are entitled 
to two more, as much as they were to the one they 
have got. 

If an unfortunate man were to fUl out of a keel or 
wherry into the river, if he could swim and reach the 
quay, the auay is so high above the water that no 
person could assist him to land, unless provided with 
ropes or hooks. He would be left to scratch against 
the wall like a droHning cat. But if there were more 
landing places he might probably reach one of them, 
and be saved. 

The Corporation are granting leases of the shores of 
the river for 75 years, without reserving or stipulating 
that landing places, when made, shall be left open for 
the use and convenience of the public ; consequently, 
if vessels were riding at anchor opposite such enelo- 
sares, and the masters, or pArt of the crews, were 
detained on shore after the manufiictoriee cloee their 
gates, they have no means of communicating with the 
persons on board, either by signal or hailing them ^^ 
they have no alternative but to go in search of 
lodgings. 

The river Tyne maybe considered like a turnpike 
or oommon road. When the Corporation grant 
'leases of the quays or shores joining it, they should 
leave openings or landing places not more than 900 
or 400 yards distant from each other, to enable the 
occupiers or the proprietors of the land behind to land 
materials for boilding, or lime or manure for agricul- 
tural purposes. The Dean and Chapter have made 
several publie landing places at South Shields, so 
wide that carts can go down to the river ; and have 
painted on the waUs adjoining, in laige letters, 
" Public Landing Place." 

Surely, Sir, the representatives of the public, when 
making sacrifice, for the convenienee of trade and 
commerce, of the right of Her Majesty's sufagects to 
fine acoess to the shores of a river at any and everr 
point, are bound to accompany the surrender with 
conditions that shall secure, as for as possible, the 
safety and convenience of the public.

THE CHOLERA. 

Wi must this week bc^nn with a word for the 
General Board of Health. Why can it not contrive to 
make its figures speak foots t We have repeatedly 
had occasion to be surprised by its blundering state- 
ments. Last week it was cha^;ed with mistating the 
cose of South Shields. On Saturday, Gateshead came 
in for its share of misrepresentation. In the TSmet of 
that day, we have the following statement on the 
authori^ of the Board t — 

G4TiSHBAJ>» OCTOBEB 6.— Cholora, deaths, 4. DiarrhcDa, 
death, 1. Hie total number of deaths from cholera and 
dIanhoBa in Gateshead, to the present date, has been 39S." 

There is here a strange jumblement of error. The 
actual truth is as follows >— 

The 5 deaths registered on the 6th inst occurred, 
not In Gateshead parish^ but in Gateshead union 
(which is 15 miles long by 6 broad). 



I. from diarrhoaa, was registered in Cktteshead parish. 

3, from cholera, in the eliapelry of Heworth. 

1, from cholera. In the township of Wbilatoii. 

If the Board of Health should try to put itself right 
by saying that the union, and not the pmrishj was 
meant, it will only escape fi?om one of Uie horns of its 
dilemma to impale itself on the other ; for the second 
sentence of its report unmistakeably applies to the 
fariih of Gatehead alone. Even there, however, it is 
m error. Up to, and including, the day on whicn the 
5 deaths were registered, there had been, not 392, but 
395 deaths reoomed in this pariah, and 477 in the 
whole union. 4 

Day by day, we have similar misrepresentations. 
The official report of October 8 and 9, under the head 
'' Gateshead," is—" October 8, cholera» 6.— October 9, 
cholera, 1." Yet three of the deaths registered on 
the 8th occurred in Heworth ; and on the 9th, thero 
was no death registered In Gateshead — Uie one death 
being a Heworth registration. Following these errors 
there is a paragraph stating the "total number of 
deaths" in Gateshead parish, clearly showing that the 
whole report was meant to apply to the parisn alone. 

We have made this exposure because we hold it to 
be intolerable that a Public Board should not only 
not instruct, but absolutely mislead, the community 
to which it owes its existence, and by which it is 
maintained. What dependence can be placed on its 
statistics! — — - 

The Committee of Guardians and Councillors assem- 
bled on Monday, Oct. 10. The reports from the 
medical officers ol the union were fovourabla, with the 
exception of an Intimation frx>m the Felling (in 
Hewortii) that matters were there looking rather 
worse.

In Newcastle and other boroughs there has been a 
oorres^nding increase. We trust that the new elec- 
tors will so exercise their municipal franchises as to 
vindicate their title to a voice in parliamentary elec- 
tions. *• 

BoBOUGH or Gatebbbab.— The 1st of November is 
at hand. One-third of our municipal representatives 
must then go out of office. We will not say, with 
Cromwell, they must ** make way for other and better 
men." On the contraiy, we shall have no objection 
to the restoration of the whole of them to their seats, 
on one condition — that they will reaolutely exercise 
the powers of public usefulness which they poeeeu^ 
and which must no longer be allowed to lie dormant. 
The Imperial Legislature did not confer upon them 
the power to sewer, and pave, and drain the streets 
which speculating builders have left unsewered, un- 
drunedj and unpaved, that they might leave such 
streets m their present wretched condition; and if 
the bumsses are wise — (we don't mean p^fif- wise) — 
ihsy will insist upon it that the intentions of the 
Legislature are carried out.

THE CHOLERA IN GATESHEAD. 

The Relief Committee met on Oct. 13, (Rev. Dr. 
Davies in the chair,) and revised the list of sufTerers- 
to whom temporaiy assistance had been given, with 
a view to furtner investigation as to the disposal of the 
sum remaining in the himds of the Ih-easurer, Mr. 0. 
Garbutt. 

The Committee of Councillors and Guardians also 
met on Thursday, (Mr. Garbutt in the chair,) and had 
the satisfeustion of receiving, throueh Mr. Cook, a 
report declaring the registrations of deaths on the 
previous day, in the whole of the union, to have hten 
nil, 

Mr. George Sill, it appeared, had received a letter 
from Dr. Gavin, of which the following is a copy : — 
Central Station Hotel, October 9 a9 f), 1853. 

Bib,— The deaths in Heworth during the last 13 days 
being 49 of 64 registered in the Qateshead Union, it is most 
desirable. It appears to me, that a meeting of the Heworth 
Guardians be held forthwith, with a yiew to considering 
whether any and what ftirther measures of prevention 
should be taken. It will be requisite to summons the acting 
medical offloers and the four visitors to attend the meeting, 
ot whieh I request to be apprised, that I may attend like- 
wise.

In Heworth, from the commencement of the out' 
break to the present week, the Local Committee has 
met nightly; but this week, the epidemic having 
somewhat abated, a meeting every other night has 
been thought sufficient; ana as the Committee had 
to meet on Wednesday night at any rate, it was not 
considered necessary to hold any special meeting in 
consequence of Dr. Gavin's note. 

Mr. Cook read a oop^ of the Heworth minutes of 
the previous night, which he had received from Mr. 
Sill :— 

At a meeting of the Heworth Committee of Guardians, 
Ac., held at Felling, on Wednesday, the 19th October, 1853, 
(present, Mr. Geoige Murray, Chairman ; C. Garbott, Esq , 
and J. E, Wilkinson, Esq., Chairman and Yloe Chairman of 
the Union) ; Drs. M'Allum, Coonselkir, Lewis, Griesbach, 
and Collins ; and Messrs. Gallon, Makepeace, Tomlin, Oark. 
and Sill :— 

Mr. M'Allum reported that he had had one new case of 
cholera, one approaching cholera, and 16 ot diarrhoea. He 
stated that the disease was much on tiie decrease to-day, 
and gradually getting better. 

Mr. Counsellor reported 3 new cases of cholera, 26 of 
severe diarrhoea, and 50 of simple diarrhoea, and stated 
thai the disease was considerably on the decrease. 

Mr. Lewis stated that in his district the disease was on 
the decrease. 

Mr. Griesbach stated that hi his district the disease was 
much better to-day than it was yesterday. 

Mr. Collins also sUted that in his district the disease was 
much on the decrease. 

Mr. Sill reported that he had not registered any deaths 
from cholera or diarrhna to-day. 

The following report was ordered to be entered into the 
minutes of this meeting :— 

" It having been reported that the cholera was raging 
with great violence in the Heworth district, the Chairman 
and Vice Chairman of the Gateshead Board of Guardians 
joined a meeting of the Heworth Committee on the evening 
of the 19th inst., and were gUd to find that every neceessry 
precaution had been taken by the Local Committee to pra- 
vent the spread of the epid^nic, and that, in consequence, 
they found the disease much on the decrease, and the re- 
maining cases were of a much milder character. Too much 
praise cannot be awarded to the medical gentlemen and 
committee in the district, for their vigilance and increasing 
attention to the necessary wants of the afBicted faron^t 
under their care. The 56 deaths reported in the local 
papers as having occurred from the 8th to the 12th October, 
should have been from the 1st September to the 12th 
October.

Board of Health has not been without its effect. It 
has made an attempt to he more precise and accurate, 
although not with eminent success. Its report of

Ov Wednesday, October 26, 1863, a meeting of our 
ffoveming municipal body was held in the Townhall, 
for the transaction of general business. 
Tne minutes having been read by the Towh Cuuue, 
The Matob presented a report froai the Watch 
Committee, which stated, among other things^ that 
P.O. George Pattison and P.O. Walter Scott had 
each been fined Ss. 6d. for loitering in the Hawks's 
Arms, on Sunday, the latter being also oi his beat 
^* Tour Committee." we now quote the woids of the 
report, ** consider that, in such cases, the keepen of 
public houses are evenmore reprehensible than^e men 
they harbour, and have, in consequence of its beiQg 
found that several cases of this nature have oceune^ 
resolved that it be an instrueti^m to the Supeci]^ 
tendent, on^every future occasion of the kind, ta 
summon the keepw of a public house in fiiult beibra 
the Magistrates for hia c^fence*"— A^ort received and 
confirmed, 

Mr. Aid. Smith ptesented a report firom the Eiaance 
Committee. There was, it ai^)eared, a balance in the 
Treasurer's hands, on account of the Borough 
Fund, of £409 178. 7id. Against this, in aeoounta 
ordered to be paid and outstanding claims, there must 
be set £81 3s. Hid. ; leaving the sum of £328 Idsw 
8d. Of the borough-rate, due August 1, 18ff8, no- 
thing had been received from the Overseers at the 
date of the report ; the watch-rate, due December 31, 
1852, had not yet been balanced iq>; and no 
portion of the watch-rate due this year had been 
paid. The Committee, estimating the current ex* 
penses of the quarter at £400, recommended that a 
rate of twopence m the pound be kid-^ene penny 
for watch-rate and one penny on the general account*— 
to be made payable on the 1st ot February. The 
Committee recommended the Council to con^der the 
propriety of having the borough-rate collected sepa- 
rately fi!om the poor-rate, " by which they would have 
the advantages (amongst others) of receiving a rate 
upon the whole of the property rateable at the time 
of makiuff it, and avoid the loss arising from cal- 
culating the rates on periodical returns by the Over- 
seers. 

The report having been received and confirmed, a 
discussion, originating with Mr. Jonir Boison, arose 
on the concluding recommendation of the Committee ; 
and Mr. Honosoir moved a resolution instructing the 
Finance Committee to confer on the subject Wftn the 
Churchwardens and Overseers, (whose concurrence in 
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the piopoeed change will be TequiBite). Mr. Pstib 
HAoan seconded the motion ; and, on the sujigestion 
of Mr. Jamxb Hewitt, the watch-rate was included 
in the contemplated arrangement— The motion was 
then nnanimonsly adopted. 

Mr. HiwiTT inquired in what podtion the Council 
•toodwithMr. Eastonastohiarates? Twoyearshad 
now eUmed since the Public Health Act was applied 
to Gateshead ; and he had only, so fiir, paid a portion 
of one of the rates. Payment of the remainder had not 
been enforced, because he had intimated his intention 
to ti7 at law the validity of the claim made unon him 
by the Local Board. He should like to know bow the 
matter now stood f 

The Town Clsbk stated that he had seen Mr. 
Easton's attoiney , and it was not his intention to carry 
the proceedings further. 

Mr. Hewitt : And all the rates that are due, and 
which have been paid by other ratepayers, will be 
paidt 
The TowH Olebk said he expected so. 
Mr. HoDOSOir : We must have more than expecta- 
tions. Of course the rates must be paid. 

On the motion of Mr. Ionn^ seconded by Mr. 
BaiSTON, the contract with Mr. Watson for the 
plumbing work of the Baths and Washhouses was 
signed. 

Mr. Aid. B0B8ON presented a report from the Public 
Health Committee, which, embracing a report from 
the Town Surveyor, was of considerable length, and 
also importance. The Committee recommended the 
exercise of the powers of the Public Health Act, in 
conformity with the wishes of certain of the owners 
and occupiers, for putting Elysium-lane intoan efficient 
state at tneexpenseof the proprietors. A letter had been 
received from Mr. Richard Call, complaining of the 
very great inconvenience suffered from want of accom- 
modation on the publicquay. South Shore, and begging 
an answer to his former application for license to met 
a crane thereon. No definite answer, however^ hav- 
ing been obtained from the Town Surveyor of New- 
castle as to what he conceived to be the respective 
rights of the Corporations of Newcastle and Gateshead 
in dealing with the question, the Committee recom- 
mended tnat Mr. Hall have instructions to reply to 
Mr. Gail, that the Board could not at present in- 
terfere in the matter. A letter, addressed to Mr. 
Lee, Superintending Engineerixig Inspector of the 
General Board of Health, by Mr. Hall, had been 
laid before the Committee, who now introduced it into 
their report ;—

Dear Sia,— During the period you were here, engaged in 
makhig inyoBtlgations respecting the sanitary condition of 
Gateshead and Newcastle, I believe I forgot to mention to 
yon the important subject of shatting-up houses unfit fbr 
habltaUon. 

Ton are aware that the Public Health Act spvee no power 
to Local Boards to doee soch houses. Hy experience of the 
working of the act, the twenty months whidi it has been 
applied to Gateshead, leads me to suggest the desirability 
of soch a power fonning part of the Public Health Act It 
appears to me that the exercise of such a power by Local 
Boards would lead to the renovation, and finally to the re- 
construction, on improved principles, of the low dens of all 
towns where the Public Health Act is applied. During the 
time which Aslatie eholera has been raging in this borough, 
and in that of Newcastle, with an intensity unparalleled, it 
has invariably been found that it was in the description of 
houses alluded to that the disease showed itself in all its 
terrors, T^e Corporation of Newcastle possesses ibis 



power under its Local Act, and exercised it during the 
epidemic, under the adrice and certifleate of the Medical 
Superintending Inspectors of the General Board of Health, 
and other medical gentlemen of the town, with the Tery 
best results ; while we, in Gateshead, I regret to say, had 
no such power. 

I nuiy add. that yesterday I paid a visit to the works and 
reserroirs of the Whittle Dean Water Oompany, situate 
about eleven miles firom Newcastle ; and though it had rained 
almost incessantly for three days previous, and one inch of 
rain had Csllen during the three days, the reservoirs pre- 
sented a melancholy spectacle, firom the small quantity of 
water they contained. The last twelve days or so, the 
water has been cut off in the town at nights, about 6 or 7 
o'dock in the evening, and not put on again until 9 o^doek 
next morning ; but over wliat extent of district the supply 
has been thus cut ofl^ I am not able to state. I am glad, 
however, to find that last night the water was on again as 
usuaL It appears to me manifest that, before they can 
giTO a good supply of water to the district they now pretend 
to supply, very extensive alterations in the works are 
necessary. I am, dear Sir, yours respeetfiilly,

In reply, Mr. Lee had promised to bring Mr. Hall's 
suggestions under the consideration of the Qeneral 
Board. A report had been presented by Mr. Hall^ 
which the Committee had emoodied in their own. 
Mr. Hall hadreceived aletter firom Messrs. Scott, Osborne, 
ft Harrison, of Bridge-street, in consequence of which he 
recommended that, under clause 58 of the Public Health Act, 
a notice be served on Mr. Robert Harrison, tanner, New- 
castle, the landlord, to remove a large accumulation of 
ashes ttam a ruinous ashpit, five times too large in area; 
and that two watercloeets should be erected on the pre- 
mises, with a discharge into the river. 

Mr. Hall had also received a letter firom Allhusen & Go., 
requesting permission to erect a bridge across a public 
footpath at the South Shore. He recommended compli- 
ance, on condition that the roadway of the bridge be 19 
feet above the level of the ground, and that an acknow- 
ledgment be paid. 

Mr. EUl, in consequence of a memorial, recommended 
that a notice be served upon Mr. Forster to build a waU 
in firont of the quarry hole in High-street, to prevent Its 
being any longer made a receptacle of filth. Mr. Forster 
had often promised to build such a wall, but had hitherto 
neglected to do so. 

A memorial, addressed to the Board of Guardians, had 
been placed in Mr. Hall's hands fiir the consideration of 
the Oouncil. It complained of a nuisance arising flraman 
open gutter near Cramer Dykes and King Jamee's-street, 
on the old Durham road. This nuisance was caused by 
the sewage water of Mount Pleasant, Ac., finding Its way 
Into an open and unpaved channel, and becoming stag- 
nant and offensive, and dangerous to the public health. 
The efliectual remedy would be an extension of the main 
sewer firom the end of the Sunderland road, and the 
proper drainage of the houses. Meanwhile, if the channel 
were paved and scavenged, the nuisance would be miti- 
gated. 

Mr. HaU called attention to the state of the turnpike 
road and channel-ways fhim Half Moon-lane to St 
Edmund's chapel, always very filthy, chiefly owing to an 
unsuitable road-material and defective scavenging. 

The fellmongery in Hillgate, carried on by Mr. Wilson, 
was represented by Mr. Hall to have been a constant 
cause of nnisanoe since its first establishment At the 
request of the Ck>uncillor8 deputed to cooperate with the 
Qoardians during the epidemic, he now again brought it 
under consideration, with also the premises used for th« 
purpose of drying skins. When application was made by 
Mr. Wilson for the consent of the Board to establish hia 
business, he (Mr. Hall) was instructed to report, and, on 
the 1st of July, 1852, declared his conviction that such a 
manulkctory, carried on at the place proposed, must 
necessarily be a nuisance. A Iksense, however, was 
granted, and the business bad been carxtod on ever sinfie.. 
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Br. Gavin, at his (Mr. Hall's) request, had kindly rlsited . 
the premisee, and given his c^^on in the ftmn of a 
eertiflcate:— 

Neweastle-vpon-Tyne, October 8, 1853. 

I hereby oertiiy, that in company with Mr. WiUiam HaU, 
Boiough Surveyor of Gateshead, I this day visited the 
premises on which Mr. Wilson is now conducting the busi- 
ness of a feUmonger in Hillgate ; and that, in my opinion, 
his business (more particularly that part of it which 
relates to the liming and steeping of hides) is so carried 
on as to be a nuisance, and injurious to the health of those 
who are within reach of the emanations given off either 
from the hides themselves or from the fluid in which the 
liides have been steeped. 

In my opinion such emanations are more particularly 
likely to be h\jurious when they act upon persons already 
in a low vital condition, such as all the permanent inhabi- 
tants of this locality must necessarily be, from the structural 
arrangements of the buildings, and the nearly entire depi i- 
vation of all means of physical purity. 

While thus stating that In my opinion the bushiess of a 
feUmonger should not be carried on amidst human iiabita- 
tlons, I have, however, to add, that the great misj^^nty of 
the dwellings in this locality in which Mr. Wilson's business 
is canied on are unfit for human habitation, and cannot be 
inhabited without necessarily producing disease and pre- 
mature death. Hbctob Gavin, M.D.,

The " Oorporation Manure I>ep6t" (Mr. Hall proceeded 
to state), situate on the south side of Oakwellgate-lane, 
directly opposite the works of Hawks, CTawshay, k Sons, 
was in a very improper situation, tram its dose proxi- 
mity to dwelling-houses, and also from the dlfBeulty of 
getting the manure conveyed to the country. With the 
view of having a more desirable site, he had examined 
the surrounding neighbourhood, and no place appewed to 
offer so many advantages as a field on the north side of 
Park-lane, and east of Backfield House, which could be 
rented on fevourable terms, and fecUittes would be 
aflbrded by the railway company for the speedy removal 
of the manure. 

Mr. Hall recommended the GounoU to accept the terms 
of Mr. Forster, agent for Mr. Peareth, on which he would 
make a sacrifice of ground, near Mrs. Joyce's nursery, for 
improving the line of frontage :— namely, 10s. per square 
yard, or, in all, £28 ISs. 

Mr. Hall made suggestions ss to certain dan^ter- 
bonses, with a view to the correction of nuisances fertile 
in disease; and, as a general measure, advised the 
Gouncil to establish a tpublic slaughterhouse, to be also 
used for the purposes of tripe-boiUng. 

Legal measures should be taken to suppress at once a 
noxious business (a traffic in bone dust and guano) car- 
ried on in Hillgate, in the warehouse lately occupied by 
Mr. Bertram, as to which he (Mr. Hall) had reported on 
the 30th of May last He would also recommend the 
Council to suppress a rag-boUing establishment in Yio- 
toriarstreet. There were, said Mr. Hall, five tripe- 
bolleries in the town— three in PIpewellgate, one on the 
Babbit Banks, and one In the Ship-entry (High-street)— 
all of them crowded localities. Nuisances so noxious and 
oflbnalve should not be allowed to exist in the town. 

Mr. Hall recommended measures ibr the correction of 
some minor nuisances; also, certahi pavhig and other 
improvements. 

He then called attention to these dreumstanoee :— 
Some time ago, Mr. Pearson applied for leave to make 
certahi footpath alterations in connection with his new 
property near the poetoffloe, at the comer of the street 
leading to the High Level Bridge. Mr. Hall consented, 
on condition that the work was done under his Buperii»< 
tendenoe and to Ms satlsfection. One morning last wedi, 
however, without having received any fturther communi- 
cation from Mr. Pearson, he found that the flags from the 
postofflee to the comer of the street, the property of the 
Oorporation, had beei^ taken up and removed to BCr. 
Pearson's yard. An expbmatlon being demanded, Mr« 
PMnoo stated that he was going to U^ down a^halte. 



and therefore had a right to take away the flags. The 
flags were of the best description, and worth 6s. 3d. per 
square yard, while the asphalte would not be worth 
more than 2s. or 2s. 3d. per square yard. He (>ir. Hall) 
at once caused the work to be stopped, in order that he 
might submit the facts to the Committee, and receive in- 
Btractlons. 

Mr. Hail appended to his report, in pursuanoe of the 
instmctions of the Council, a list of the owners or occn- 
piers from whose properties the Corporation had removed 
manure and other filth during the pestilence, 00 or 70 in 
number, at a cost of £21 8b. ; also a Ust of the proper- 
ties, 30 in number, which had been lime-washed at a cost 
of£615s. lOd. 

Mr. Hall (who read his own report) observed, that 
he had been materially aided by the &rmer8 of the 
neighbourhood, who had led away, natmtously^ abont 
half as much as had been removed by the Oorporation. 
The question was raised whether or not the names 
of l^e owners should be read. The conclumon oome 
to was that the list should not be read; but it was 
suggested that, at a future meeting, the names should 
be published of those who declined to reimburse the 
Con>oTation ; and some one (we believe Mr. Hewitt) 
recommended that the publication should be made in 
the Oounty 0>urt. 

The Town Clbbk resumed the reading of the 
report of the Public Health (committee. The Com* 
mittee, it appeared, had heard Mr. Wilson on the 
subject of JUS iellmongerv; also Mr. G. Sisson, 
the deputy landlord of the property where Mr. 
Wilson's skins and hides are dressed; and hia 
builder, Mr. Kdward Brace. The representations 
of these gentlemen did not prevent a conclusion 
that the business of Mr. Wilson could not be carried 
on on its present site, without prejudice to the public 
health. Mr. Wilson had done everything in his power, 
without being able to abate the nuisance ; and the 
Oommil^tee were constrained to recommend that the 
license be withdrawn.* Mr. Sisson had been apprised, 
during the interview, that he must remove his guano 
and bones from the warehouse in Hillgate. The Com- 
mittee recommended that Allhusen £ Co. be allowed 
to make the proposed viaduct, on condition that it be 
executed to ine satis&ction of the Surveyor, and that 
a vearly acknowledgment be paid of 2b. 6d. The tum- 
pige road trusteee 1^ been requested to Improve the 
channelling near St James's-street, and also their 
system of scavenging. Proceedings were recommended 
mr the abatement of slaughterhouses and nuisances. 
Mr. Pearson to be called upon to bring back the Scotch 
flags, and the pavement to be of Heworth Bum stone. 
ConsideriQg it expedient that the names of the streets 
in the borough should be affixed to the comer houses, 
instmctions had been given to the Surveyor as to 
preliminaries, who was to report at a future meeting. 
The report having been received, its contents were 
considered teriatim, and became the subject of succes- 
sive resolutions. 

As to the improvement of Elysium-lane, Mr. 
HiwiTT reminded the Council of the decision of Mar 
last, leaving the owners and occupiers to do the wore 
themselves under the powers of the Town Fields En- 
closure Act. There was no pretence of injurv to the 
public health, and he thougnt the time of the Sur- 
veyor should not be taken up with such a measure, 
but should be left at liberty for the arrangements 
neoessaiy for the sewerage <^ the densely-populated 
eastern district of the town. He would therefore 
move that the resolution of May last be adh«red to* 
Mfk Skxltoh seconded the motios. 
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Mr. Aid. CmaaxB obserred, thai at the end ot 
Elysium-idaee thero was one of the greatest nuisances 
of the boroiigh — an open and most filthy sewer. 

After some discussion, the motion was put and car- 
ried. 

When the 06uncil came to the subject of the fell- 
mongeiy, 

Mr. Aid. B0B809 inquired if no means could be 
taken to secure the public health, and, at the same 
time^ to avoid the necessity of closing the fellmongery 
of Mr. Wilson, who had inyested a considerable sum 
of money in tne business. 

Mr. HxwiTT said, that this case should make them 
careful how they p^nnted licenses of the kind under 
eonsideratumi which they were obliged to reconsider 
after the holdera had invested their capitaL 

Some other members having spoken, including Mr. 
P. HAoan and Mr. Hodgson. Mr. Hall said, in 
reply to the question of Mr. Bobson, that he saw no 
remedy. Mr. Wilson, it was stated, gave a guarantee, 
when Uie license was granted, that there should be no 



The recommendation of the Ciommlttee waa con- 
firmed ; and also other recommendations. 

As to the Corporation Midden, Mr. Hawks ex- 
pressed a hope that no time would be lost in its re- 
moval, seeing that, close by, at the works of himself 
and pwtners, and of Messrs. Abbot, about %000 men 
were employed. 

Mr. Skiiaoh said, most certainly the Corpovatkn 
should be dealt with, as to nuisances, aa summarily 
as other parties. 

Mr. Hall stated, UUbi conditional negotiations had 
been entered into with the lord of the manw for a 
new site. « 

The recommendation as to the naming of the streets 
was adopted : and, on the suggestion of Mr. P. Haq- 
eu, Mr. Hall was instructed to turn his attention to 
the numbering of the houses. The numbering ^f 
Pipewellgate and Hillgate, it was observed, would 
prove a £fficulty. 

Mr. HoDosov said, he hoped they miglil consider 
the days of Pipewellgate and Hillgate, altogether, to 
be numbered. (A Oouncillor : We should buy them 
up for removal.) If so* he hoped it would be at a 
▼ray small valuation. (Laughter.) 

The report, subject to the reaolutionB of the CkNmcil, 
was oonnrmed. As to the footpath near the post- 
office, it waa understood that it should be relaid with 
Heworth flags, as the fittest material for a steep slope : 
the value of tne Oaithness flags, taken up, to be set 
against the cost. 

Mr. P. Haoois called attention to the necessity of 
procuring lor the inhabitants a suflicient supply of 
good and wholesome water : and, after some discussion 
as to the best means* the Matob stated, that he and 
other members of tne Council had visited Bavent- 
worth, and inspected several sources of water-supply, 
when it appeand that the quantity and quality were 
satislbctory. 

Mr. Hall said, he accompanied the Mayor to 
Bavensworth. They visited several sources, and among 
them two abundant springs, very irare and soft ; and 
if the noble proprietor should be willing to extend the 
use of them to the town of Gateshead, he thought a 
good supply could be got firom his lordship's estate. 
With the Chairman of the Public Health Committee* 
he had also visited springs at IJswortlu The water, 
there, was harder, and the supply not extensive. It 



was a matter of great unportance to a town to have an 
abundant supply of good water, both for porposea of 
domestic consumption and for drainage : ana he re- 
garded the clauses of the Public Health Act, touching 
tne supply of water, as the gem of the measure. Mr. 
Hall closed with some remarks on the Whittle Dean 
supply. 

In reply to Mr. Honosov, the Towir Clbsk read 
clauses of the Public Health Act It meard th^ 
subject to arrangement with the Whittle i>eaa Com- 
pany, and with the owners of property, the Corpora- 
tion might bring water to the town, and supply it to 
the inhiAitants, without further parliamentary powers. 

Mr. Hawks gave notice of a motion on the subject 
for a future meeting. 

The Town Clsbk intimated that, on the 1st of 
November, the retiring Councillors would be — ^Bast 
Ward, Messrs. Brinton and flymers; West Ward, 
Messn. Hawks and B. Haggle ; South Ward, Messrs. 
Pearson and John Bobson. On the 9th of November, 
three of the Aldermen, also, would retire, viz.. Alder- 
men Wilson^ Cummins, and Potts. From Mr. Wilson 
he had received a letter (which the Town Clerk read) 
intimating his intention not to stand for redlection. 

Mr. Hawks said, he would take this opportunity of 
stating that the firm in which he was a partner was 
entering into contracts with the Biver Commissioners 
which would disqualify him for a seat at the Board, 
and, therefore, the C6uncii would be precluded firom 
reSlecting him on the 9th. 

The meeting was about to break up, when the Matos 
inquired, on &e part of the Bector, if it would be the 
pleasure of the Council to attend diurch officially on 
thanksgivuig day (Thursday, October 27) ? The in- 
quiry elicited remarks firom two or three of the 
members, to the effect that an inconvenient day had 
been chosen ; that it was a pity some arrangement had 
not been come to with Newcastle fiyr a Joint thanks- 
dviiig ; and that the nrior cooperation 01 all churches 
shooia have been sougnt. These^ with other remarks, 
having been made, the Matob said, he understood the 
Bector had attempted to secure joint-action with New- 
castle^ut had not succeeded, the Vicar (as we under^ 
stood His Worship) beingof opinion that a thanksgiving 
day in Newcastle would now be premature.

The ordinary returns were laid upon the table. 
There were in the workhouse, it seemed, 168 inmates 
at the commencement of the past fortnight : and at 
its close, 166. In the first week of the fortnight, 
1,988 persons had been relieved at a cost of i^l62 14b. 
6d. ; and in the second, 1,957, at a cost of £133 te. 
lOd. 

Cheques were issued to the amount of £427 148. 2d., 
comprising: two for Mr. Pattison of £70 each, two for 
Mr. Sill of £25 each, two tor Mr. Ozwald of £20 and 
£10, and two for Mr. Hall of £25 each. The balance 
in the Treasurer's hand^being but £401 13s. 3d., it 
was insufficient to satisfy the cheques. 

Mr. Cook (who officiated for the Clerk) stated that 
Whickham was £133 in arrear of the call due on the 
27th of August ; and Winlaton £18. The total (due 
October 29) stood thus :—

Mr. Cook added that the Oyerseers of Winlaton, he 
understood, had paid in the sum ot £50 that morning. 
The Clerk (he said) had received the following letter 
irom the Assistant-Oryseer of Qateshead. 

Pariah Office, Gateshead. Norember 1, 1863. 

Ba,->I am inatnicted by the Overseen of this pariah to 
inform you that, in conaequence of the recent viaitation of 
cholera, they have thought it expedient to delay the making 
of a rate for the current quarter, ending 25tii December 
next, until they have definite information aa to the pro- 
bable amount of the inereaaed calla which the Goardiana 
will have to make upon Gateahead. It will be evident that 
an increaae in the amount of the ordinary rate will be more 
readily paid at preaent than at a ftiture time ; and the 
Overaeera will therefore feel obliged by your laying this 
letter before yoor Board at their meeting to-day, and ascer- 
taining their viewa upon thia Bnl](ject

The Chaiehait said, he was very ghid that the 
Overseers had written so proper a letter. It was con- 
ceived in a ^[ood spirit ; and he would suggest to the 
Board that in answering it they should simply say. 
that if the Overseers would pay the whole of the caii 
now due as soon as possible, they (the Guardians) 
would endeavour to struggle through their difficulties 
without any extra demand upon the ratepayers. Of 
late, the Board had been called upon to erect new 
buildings at the workhouse, and this had been done 
out of the current rates. He thought they might 
fi&irly borrow money on these buildings, to be repaid 
in ten years by annual instalments. The coet nad 
been taken out of the pockets of the present ratepayers : 
ii would therefore be quite £Bdr to raise (say) ;£1,200 
upon this property^ and apf>ly it in dischai^e of the 
cost of the epidemic. If this were done, they might 
struggle through their difficulties witnout another 
rate. But, to carry out this arrangement, the arrears 
must be promptly paid up. Whickham and Winlaton 
must be made to pay what was due without further 
delay. He must say this for Gateshead, that, with all 
her difficulties and struggles, she had never been 
behind so much as at present ; while in other part* 



of the union, there seemed to be a systematic procns- 
tination in payment. 

After some conversation^ Mr. Hiwitt moved a re- 
solution to the effect that if the arrears were paid up 
the Guardians trusted thev might dispense with any 
extra call : and that, if Whickham and Winlaton did 
not pay what was due, measures be adopted to enforce 
payment. 

Mr. Bbirton seconded the motion, and expressed a 
hope that it would be peremptorily carried out. 

The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Brinton then moved that the Chairman have 
power to borrow ;£1,260 in respect of the new build- 
ings, to be repaid in ten years, and the lender to have 
the security of the rates. 

Mr. Hewitt seconded the motion. 

Mr, Mailipbacs and Mr. Tokun thought it would 
be more economical, and in erery way fraerable, to 
lay a rate covering the cost of the epidemic Better 
be done with it at once. A fivepenny rate would 
meet the expenses incurred by Heworth, and they 
should think that sixpence would suffice in Gateshead. 

The Chairman took a show ot hands, and declared 
the amendment to be carried. He then said that it 
would be necessary, the original motion being lost, to 
decide what sum tney must call lor. 

A long and animated discussion ensued. It will here- 
membered that, at the previous meeting of the Board. • 
committee was appointed to collect and examine toe 
accounts for mediod services, &c., and report thereon* 
This committee had not met, the business to be trans- 
acted not being ripe for consideration, and it was un- 
derstood that the report must be deferred to a future 
meeting of the Board. But, in attempting to esti- 
mate the amount of the call, the bills or chnges came 
under present comment, and some of the medical 
accounts were pronounced to be "prodigious." The 
Chaiucan remarked, that ^e laoours also, of the 
medical officers, day and night, were *' prodigious." 

The discussion ended in the adoption of a resolution, 
moved by Mr. Hswitt and seconded by Mr. Gallon, 
to the effect that an extra call be made on the union 
amounting to about j£l,400, to defray the chaiges of 
the epidemic. 

A letter was read from Mr. John Struthers, re- 
signing the office of workhouse schoolmaster, with 
thanks to the Guardians for their many acts of kind- 
ness. It was ordered that the want ofa schoolmaster 
be advertised, and that the vacam^ be filled up on 
the 16th inst. 

A letter from Dr. Gavin, calling for epidemic re- 
turns, gave rise to some remarks on the coet to which 
the ratepayers were exposed by repeated odls of thia 
kind, and the labour which they entailed. The 
Chairman observed, that perhaps Dr. Gavin might 
have been inconsiderate in throwmg additional labour 
noon them when their hands were alrmdy full, and 
wnen a little delay vras of no consequence ; but it was 
highly desirable that the information sought i^ould 
be collected. The visitation should notbe allowed 
to pass away unimproved. The lesson which it taught 
should be learned. If they had not profited by pie- 
ceding warnings, they must be wiser on the present 
occasion, and acquire, if possible, the knowledge 
that womd enable them to avert further returns of the 
scourge. 

Some other business having been traoMctedy. tlur 
Board proceeded to the relief ot the poor.

TOLLS OR TRADE :— AN EXCELLENT 

EXAMPLE. 

"The Chairman (the Hon. T. H. F. ICanners Sutton) stated 
that, before taking leave of the meeting; he deemed it right 
to make an observation with regard to this particular port 
It was the flnt, or nearly the first, they had visited where 
there was a contribution on the part of the ratepayers for 
the maintenance of the dock. He had seen this with great 
satisfaction, as it showed that the citizens felt an Inter^t 
•in the prosperity of (he port 

*' Mr. Vlflger stated that, in 1851. the doek rate was 
<£5,d50 ; ifx 1862. with a new surrey of the dty. it amountod 
to ^7^03; in 1852 it was £6.460. 

"Kr. King said, that since 1825. instead of being one of 
the dearest poris of the kingdom. Bristol was one of the 
moet moderate. In 1825. the town-dues were reduced one- 
half, and sinoe that they had been still fturther reduced by 
a third. 

<' Hr. Vetbkk said, it was the reduction of the dock dues 
which had brought him f^pom Plymouth to Bristol; as, 
before the reduction, they could import to Plymouth and 
send to Bristol by railway ^^eaper than they could import 
into Bristol direct" " 

Thb observations above quoted were.made during 
an investigation held by the Commissioners of 
Inqniiy ioto Local Cbargei on Shipping. and on 
Goods carried by Shipping, a few days ago> in the 
city of Bristol ; and they appear to ns of such 
immense importance^revealing asthey 4o the secret, 
whilst demonstrating the result, of a correct con- 
servimcy of the interests of a community, that we 
cannot reoonunead -thcBi ^too itioiigly to the Mrious 



consideration of our neighbours on both sides of the 
Tyne. 

When the Stockton Dock Bill was before Parlia- 
ment, we deemed it our duty to express our warm 
approval of the rate which the town had consented 
to contribute in aid of the dock, being convinced 
that the more a port can be made free, the more 
will it be visited, and the more, in consequence, 
will its prosperity be promoted, 
which levied an admission fee on the ingress or 
egress of customers, we don't know what it is. If 
consumption increases with reduction of prices — ^if 
letters multiply with reduction of postage — if pas- 
sengers flock more abundantly to the railway 
station the more the fares are reduced and travelling 
facilities increased — why should not the same 
operation go on in towns whose good sense reduces 
tolls and multiplies conveniences, and not go on in 
those which act upon a directly opposite principle? 

It is idle to say that the duty falls exclusively upon 
the customer. Directly it does, doubtless ; and so 
directly that it operates immediately in the shape 
of a restriction of his orders within the narrowest 
possible bounds. The toll is paid by the customer 
in addition to the price of ihe article he buys or 
sells ; and the consequence, of conrse, is, that more 
or less is required, either in a state, or a district, 
or a town, or a village, the more or less that it 
costs to the parties using it. 

It is equally idle to talk of thesmallness of munici- 
pal tolls or dutiesreudering their operation innoxions 
to trade. Why did Sir Robert Peel abolish so 
many hundreds of small import-duties 1 and why 
have the duties on every article of export, without 
a single exception, be^ abolished? The export 
duty on coal, for instance, was only ten shillings 
upon every hundred pounds' worth of coal exported ; 
whereas the town-due levied municipally on the 
Tyne is double and treble the amount. Tet the 
State — not, we presume, for the mere sake of wast- 
ing a branch of revenue which, being trifling, affected 
nobody — abolished the duty, whilst the authorities 
on the Tyne have retained it. 

Is it, then, desirable that free trade shonld be 
thus encouraged by the Government of the country 
and discouraged by the Governments of its towns ? 
Can it be right that the belly and its members 
shonld, be thus at variance ? — that the same policy 
which is pronounced to be right by the Imperial 
Legislature, shpnld, praefiealfy^ be declared to be 
wrong by Provincial Senates — aye ! and by Senates, 
too, which, on various occasions, have pronounced 
it theoretically to be right ? 

Ur. Manners Sutton, depend upon it, is right — 
and entirely right — in his opinion that a community 
.consults its own interests best by taking upon itMlf 
its burdens <tf taxation, instead of saddling them 
upon tha backs of its customers. To free a customer 
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from tolls and taxes, is to confer upon him the same 
advantige and to afford him the same ^cility as to 
free the road on which he travels from stumbling- 
blocks and pit-fidls. The latter are no greater 
impediments to commercial intercourse than the 
former. It is the advent of customers which all 
communities are anxious to promote ; and not less 
silly would that town be which should impose the 
highway rate upon the strangers that approached 
it, under pretence of making pathways pleasant, 
than that which, levying its tolls and octrois^ does 
precisely the same thing under another name. 

We are perfectly aware that the time has not 
yet arrived for accomplishing so desirable a reform 
on tbe Tyne as a following of the Bristol example 
would involve. But come, nevertheless, it will. 
The consolidation of the long catalogue of existing 
dues into something like a uniform and equitable 
system, which has been recommended by the 
Chamber of Commerce and approved by the Tyne 
Improvement Commissioners, is but a step, although 
a most judicious and important one, in the right 
direction. The movement against the Newcastle 
Thorough Toll, showing as it does that commercial 
wisdom is to be more easily found, occasionally, 
without than within the walls of Council Chambers — 
and the inquiry, already commenced, into corporate 
rottenness in the City of London, commanding, as 
it will do, legislative attention to our whole muni- 
cipal system — are pavinsr the way for that sweeping 
and radical change which shall establish that uni- 
formity between imperial and provincial policy, so 
far as trade is concerned, which is indispensable, 
not less to an extension than to a preservation ot 
those great and inestimable blessings which free 
trade has conferred upon us. It would be not only 
folly, but wickedness in the extreme, if, when the 
people ask for bread, and the Le^ature declares 
they ought to have it. Town Councils and City 
Corporations should be permitted to offer them, 
instead thereof, something tantamount to a stone — 
that when the Sovereign of England can relinquish 
with eminent success, both fiscally and financially, 
her tolls and taxes upon trade, her subjects should 
be exposed, in her towns and provinces, to the 
odious operation of a system which imperial wisdom 
has declared to be injurious, and on which its doom 
has been irrevocably pronounced by the united 
experience and enlightenment of the age,

Act, was held on Wednesday, the 9th Nov., (Johk 
LiSTBB, Esq., Mayor, in the chair). The names of

Mr. Aid. CiTMMiKS roee and said, th* ftnt duty of 
the Council, that day, was the election of a Mayor for 
the ensuing year ; and he had the honour of proposing 
a gentleman to fill the office who would prove satis- 
&ctory to all of them, and to the public at large. He 
felt quite certain that the Councillor to whom he 
alluded would do honour to himself and the Council, 
and give satis&ction to the burgesses. He was as con- 
fident of this as that he was a livinff man ; and he be- 
lieved, too, that the ejection woidd be unanimous. 
He had peculiar pleasure, therefore, in nominating 
Councillor David Haggie for the office of Mayor. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. PBABSoNsaid he had much satis&ction in second- 
ing the nomination. 

The Mayor took a show of hands, and declared Mr. 
Ha^e to be duly elected. (Applause,^ 

Mr. HAoaiE, advancing to the heaa of tbe table, 
made the customoi^ oaths and declarations ; and the 
late Matob, investing him with the insignia of office, 
said, '^ I wish you, Mr. Mayor, as much pleasure in 
woarins: this chain, as I feel in removing it from my 
shoulders." 

The Matob, taking his seat amidst wplause, re- 
turned thanks for the honour which had been con- 
ferred upon him with such gratifying unanimity. 
With the kipd assistance ot the Councifandof theBench, 
he hoped to pass through his mayoralty not without 
service to the public and honour to himself. It would 
be his aim and endeavour to do what was right be- 
tween man and man. Diligently and equitably he 
would do his duty in the office to which the favour 
and confidence of the Council had raised him, and he 
trusted that he should retire from it as honourably as 
his predecessor had done. (Applause.) 

Mr. Petbb HAoaiB moved a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Aid. Lister for liis services as Mayor. All would join 
him in this expression of |;ratitude. The late Mayor 
had dischargea his duties laithfully, honourably, and 
well. He h&A ever acted in an open wav and a sensible 
manner, and done ^ood service to the public. He 
was therefore deservmg of the thanks of the Council, 
and he moved that they be given to him with great 
satisfaction. (Applause.) 

Mr. Skelton seconded the motion, and it was unani- 
mously passed. 

Mr. Aid. LiBTEB returned thanka. He had en- 
deavoured, to the best of his ability, to perform the 
duties of the mayoralty, honourably to himself and to 
the Council, and for the general benefit of the borough ; 
and he begged his colleagues to accept his thanks for 
their present kindness, and for the support which he 
had ever received from them while he occupied the 
chair.

Hawks said, he could not let this motion 
pass without remark. A more worthy, honourable, 
estimable gentleman, in every relation of life, than 
Mr. Wilson, did not exist. For many years — ever 
since the Municipal Bill came into opeiation— he had 
been of great service in the Council , and the proposed vote 
of thanks could not be conveyed to him in too respect- 
ful a manner. He should be glad, therefore, it the 
Council were to think it right to place the resolution 
in his (Mr. Wilson's) hands oy a deputation, comprising 
some of the Aldeimen and Councillors, and also the 
Town Clerk. (Applause.) 

The vote of thanks was passed unanimously, and 
ordered to be conveyed to Mr. Wilson as sufirgested, 
with the signatures of the Mayor and Town Clerk. 

Mr. Aid. CuMMiiiB returned thanks for his reSlec- 
tion» and for the kindness, which had been immense, 
shown to him by the Council from time to time. 



Mr. Aid. Hawks said he was deeply grateful for 
this new mark of the kindness and confi^nce of the 
Council. He had not been continuously a member of 
the Council from the beginning, but he had been many 
years amongst them, and he^ always enjoyed their 
mvour. He could not boast of an assiduous atteution 
to the duties of his office ; his many other engage- 
ments did not allow of it ; but he was aU*ays at his 
post whenever any business of vital importance was to 
DC done, and never shirked a question which demanded 
his voice or vote. He had the honour to hold seveml 
public appointments in the county, and could sin- 
cerely assure the Council that he prized none of them 
more highly than those which were conferred by his 
fellow-townsmen. (Applause.) 

Mr. Aid. Peabson also thanked the Council for his 
election. He had now occupied a seat in that Council 
many years, as a sei'vant of tlie public ; and the mark 
of confidence which he had just received fi-om his col- 
leagues was a proof that he had not laboured in vain. 
He thanked them most heartily for their kindness. 
(Applause.) 

The next business to be transacted was the election 
of two River Commissioners to represent Gateshead at 
the Tyne (^nservancy Board, ana also a Conservancy 
Auditor. 

Mr. Aid. RoBSON said, the present Commissioners 
were Messrs. Hawks and Allhusen. Mr. Hawks de- 
clined the office, and he would now move that Mr. 
Allhusen and Mr. Potts be elected. 

Mr. Aid. Hawks seconded the motion, and would 
be fflad to see it carried. Mr. Allhusen the^ knew 
to be a most suitable and valuable Commissioner. 
Mr. Potts was laiyely engagexi in shipping, and it was 
therefore of vital importance to his interests that the 
navigation should be in a good condition. He was no 
longer a member of the Council ; but, having the qua- 
lification of a Councillor, he was eligible to sit at the 
Board of Conservancy. 

Mr. Hewitt said, the office of River Commissioner 
was one of great importance, and it was dailv becom- 
ing more and more necessary that it should be well 
filled. Men of skill , intelligence, and business habits — 
men fiilly conversant withtne suojects that came before 
the Board— should be elected by the Councils on the 
Tyne ; and he would move that the two i-epresenta- 
tives ot Gateshead be Mr. Christian Allhusen and Mr. 
Alexander Geoige Gray — two of the fittest men, in his 
opinion, that the Council contained. Mr. Gray was a 
gentleman of great knowledge and expei-ience in mat- 
ters demandii^ the attention of the Commissioners, 
and kept an open eye to the financial aflairs of the 
Commission. He thought him peculiarly fitted for 
the office, and therefore moved that he be elected 
with Mr. AUhusen. 

Mr. Skelton seconded the motion. 

9 votes were given for Mr. Robaon's motion, and 8 
for Mr. Hewitt^ ; so that 

Mr. Allhusen poUed 17 

Mr. Potts 9 

Mr. Gray 8 

The Mayor dechired Mr. Allhusen and Mr. Potts 
duly elected. 

Mr. Allhussh returned thanks, and said, he had 
found that some of the burgesses were dlsnosed to 
blame him for want of due attention to the business 
of the Commission during the past year. So £ur as his 
attendance at meetings of the Board was concerned, 
he could only say that he was never absent when it 
was in his power to be present. Occauonally he was 
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obliged to be from home ; and then, If there were any 
meetings, he could not attend. He could assure the 
Oouncilthat he was not neglectful of the business of 
the Board. Whatever he took in hand he made it 
his duty to see that it was carried out ; and he was 
happy to be able to report that the Commission was 
now getting into good working order. The new piers 
would soon be started, and other works were in hand. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Aid. BoBSON moved the reelection of Mr. Aid. 
Smith as Auditor. 

Mr. Hewitt seconded the motion, and it was 
carried. 

Mr. Aid. Smith, after returning thanks, stated that 
the Auditors had not yet seen the ^ks. (Hear, hear.) 
He hoped that Mr. AUhusen would see to this. 
They had not seen the books this year. 

Mr. Allhusen said, in justice to the Oommissioners, 
he must explain that the difficulties with which they 
had to deal were great. Thev had found it very 
difficult to get in the lawyers' bills ; and still more 
difficult, when they did get them, to pay them. 
(Hear, hear, and laughter.) 

Mr. Hodgson : They \vill be very large Mr. AUhu- 
sen? 

Mr. Allhusek : Oh. don't ask me ! I could not 
undertake to guef« within £5,(XX). (Laughter.) 

The Council appointed the quarterly meetings to be 
held on the first Wednesdays of February^ May, and 
August. 

The Ward Aldermen were appointed — each ward 
nominating, by its Councilloi-s, one Alderman, subject 
to the confirmation of the Council : —

supply, should he discussed at the next meeting — Mr 
Hawks observing that an extraordinary meeting of the 
Whittle Dean Company was to be held in the interim, 
and the Council would have the advantage of knowing 
what the directors and shareholders were prepared 
to do. 

Mr. loNx said, the Rev. Dr. Davies had made 
ari-ancrements for a seimon to be preach^ed, for the 
benefit of the Dispensary, on the first Sunday after the 
election of Mayor, when it was customary for the 
Council to attend St. Mary's church officially. He 
would now move, therefore, that^ in accordance with 
custom, they should go to church in state- on Sunday 
morning. Their doing so would probably prove bene- 
ficial to the Dispensary. • 

Mr. Aid. Pbabson seconded the motion. He had 
intended to bring the matter before the Council. The 
motion was one that Mr. Brockett, a warm friend to 
the Dispensary, never lost sight of. 

The motion was unanimously adopted; and the 
Matob said, he would be ^lad to see a full attendance 
at the Townhall, on Sunday morning, of Aldermen, 
Magistrates, Councillors, and friends. (Applause.) 

It was moved, and agreed to, that the meeting do 
stand adjourned to Wednesday, the 30Ui of November. 

The Mayor then invited the Council to proceed with 
him to Miss Murray's, the Half Moon inn, to drink a 
glass of wine :— instead of, as in late years, in the 
(}ouncil Chamber. He begged pardon for the innova- 
tion, but said he thought it a desirable one. (Ap- 
lause.) 

The *• Pro Bono Publico" Well. — Mr. Hall, the 
Town Surveyor, under the orders of our Local Board, 
has efiected a p;reat improvement in Saltwell-lane, in 
connection with the Pro Bono Publico well. A 
fisLgged pavement has been laid down : the reservoir 
itself has been improved ; and the commrt and conve- 
nience of the public liave been liberally ooosulted, and 
yei^ creditably to the Corporation. 

WABD Eleotiohb IB Gatbsbbad.— The elecUon of 
Councillor Hawks (which was expected), and ot Coun- 
cillor Pearson (which was not expected), to the office 
of Alderman, has led to two vacancies in therepresen • 
tation— one in the West ward and another in the 
South. In anticipation of the former vacancy, the 
friends of Mr. William Cook had been canvassing, and 
with considerable success, for signatures to a requi- 
sition calling upon him to come forward as a candi- 
date. Far on to 200 names have been subscribed, and 
Mr. Cook has accepted the invitation. Since the 
meeting of the (Council, a candidate has appeared in 
Mr. H. L. Monro, one of Mr. Cook's colleagues in 
the Board of Guai'dians. The probability is that Mr. 
Cook will be elected. Mr. (iaddy. who contested 
the South ward at the "general election," offered 
himself on Nov. 9th, for the vacancy created by 
Mr. Pearson's appointment. So soon, however, as 
he found that Mr. James Wilson, son of a late member 
for the wa^, was dis^)osed to stand, he gracefully gave 
way in his flavour. In each ward the election will be 
held on Nov. 10. 

The Mayor's Dinber. — On Wednesday, Nov. 9, 
in celebration of the unanimous election of Councillor 
David Haggle to the office of Mayor of Qate«head, a 
dinner was extemporized at the Black Bull inn, and 
was served up by the landlord. Councillor Brinton, in 
as good style as if he had received a month's notice. 
The chair was occupied by the new Mayor, who was 
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supported by Aldermen Cummins, Smith, Robsoiiy 
Hawks, and Pearson. Mr. Aid. LiBter, tiie late 
Mayor, officiated as vice. There were also present — 
Coancillors Hodgson, Hewitt, Vickera, Patterson, 
lonn, Brinton, Skelton, Hunter, and P. Hagrgie, Lieut. 
Hawks, and Messrs. Monro, HaH, M'Cracken, Scott, 
&c. Tne usual loyal toasts were given. The toast of 
" The Armv and Navy" was responded to '>v Lieut. 
Hawks. I^Ir. Hodsfson proposed the liealth of the 
Mayor, and Mr. Aid. Hawks the health of the late 
Mayor. The Mayor (2:ave the h«ilth of Mr. llutt, 
M.P. ; Mr. Skelton, the River Commissionei-s ; the 
Mayor, the Mayor and Corporation of Newcastle, and 
the Lord of the Manor (Cuthbert Ellison, Esq.) ; Mr. 
Aid. Smith, Lord Ravensworth ; Mr. Peter Hapfpie, 
the Town and Trade of Gateshead ; Mr. Aid. Cum- 
mins, Mrs. Mayoress and tlie Ladies of Gateshead ; 
and Mr. Hewitt, the Press. The eveninj? passed 
pleasantly away, and the only complaint that was 
made was of its brevity. 

Coal Peopribtoes and Pitmen. — J.>seph Pease, 
Esq., has addressed the following letter to one of his 
coal-viewers : — 

Colliery Office, Darlington, 11 mo. 10, 1853. 
To J. Graham, Colliery Viewer, New Shildon,— I certainly 
expected the offer made to the men yesterday would have 
been not only final but saUsfaotory. I am convinced the 
wages demanded will be found in the long run to work 
ii\)urloaflly both to tlie employer and the employed. The 
tiade cannot afford to continue these prices. Tou now 
inform me thai my men, on leaving me, meet with every 
encouragement firom neighbouring coalowners. I must 
conclude that the wages they thus obtain are better than 
those I have yet offered. It is not to be supposed that I 
wish to withhold from my men the wages of the district, or 
to cease working the pits. ICy agents are therefore left at 
liberty to agree with the men, giving them the rates which, 
it seems, they can obtain from other masters. So long as 
the men adhere to me, I shall do my best for them. No 
respectable firm shall give good and steady men more 
encouragement than I am prepared to give. It cannot fail 
to be obeecned, that within the short space of a few months 
the wages at my collieries have been adyanced nearly 60 
per cent. I accept your assurance that at these prices a 
large proportion of the men Will be able to earn 5& to 6s. 
per day for a moderate day's work ; or, in other words, SOs. 
to £2 weekly, or even more. When I consider this is over 
and above the privileges of houses and firing, with other 
advantages, the condition of steady men must be reaUy 
comfortable. I am respectfully,

Melancholy End of a Poor Pitman.— On Monday 
Nov. 7th, at Mr. Qeldart'Sy the New Cannon, Low 
Fell» Gateshead, an inquest was held bv J. M. Favell, 
Esq.. coroner, on the body of Thomas Hall, of Kibbles- 
worthy a pitman at the screens, ased about 52. Isaac 
Bolam, son of a &nner at West X^orth Ends, (whose 
land lies in the three townships of Eibblesworth, 
Lamesley, and Bavensworth, the &rm house being in 
Lamesle;^,) deposed that on Saturday afternoon, as he 
was comiiiqg; alonff the new Durh^un road, between 
Shipcote and Walker Villa, he saw the Kibblesworth 
oomeiy waegon on before him. Somebody riding lost 
his cap, and a lad came back for it. He was returning 
with It. when a man fell from the waggon, and the 
hind wned went over him lenffthwi8e.---MileB Smith, 
of the Low Fell| a pit-lad, saia the man fell from the 



shaft on the near side. The driver was on the shaft 
on the oft side. — ^Thomas Robinson, the driver, said he 
was drivins: home a two-horse market-waggon. Thry 
left Gateshead at about 3 o'clock. DeceaMd was sit- 
ting on the near shaft. His cap twice fell off. Wit- 
ness picked it up the first time. Deceased was not 
sober, but he hsd seen him *' a deal warse," and yet 
keep his seat. He did not long survive being crashed 
under the wheel. Deceased's flrandson, John Thomp- 
son Scott, a sharp, intelligent lad of 14, deposed that 
he was ridtnt; on the shaft with his grandfiither, who 
was tipsy and sleepy.

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GATESHEAD POOR LAW UNION. 

Board Room, Nov. 16.— Present :— The Chairman 
and Vice-chairman; G. H. Ramsay, Esq., J.P. ; 
Joseph Cnwen, Esq. ; Joseph Robson, Esq. ; Joseph 
Lavcock, Esq. ; ana Messrs. Tomlin, Snowdon, Clark 

S/iliiam), Clark (Robert), lonn. Gallon, Fawcett, 
array, Toung, Brinton, Bagnall, Makepeace, Hewitt, 
Cook, Mnnro, and Robinson. 

The ordinary financial statement showed that Ryton 
Woodside was j£60 in arrear, Whickham £155 16s., 
and Winlaton £22 10s. Heworth and Chopwell were 
in advance. The Treasurer had upwards oi £] ,000 in 
hand, but subject to payment of che<iues exceeding 
£500 in amount (including £265 to relieving officers). 

Applications for the office of woikhouse school- 
master, ^«^th accompanying testimonials, were read. 
The number of candidates was eight, five of whom (to 
tlie honour of our colliery population) were of mining 
origin. After due consideration, the Guardians went 
to a vote, and Mr. William Parxes was the successful 
competitor, having a muority of votes. Mr. Joseph 
Robson moved that Mr. rarkes be appointed, and that 
heenter upon his office on the 1st of January. Seconded 
by Mr. MuKKAT, and unanimously agreed to. 

Mr* Cook (acting for the Clerk) r^ a report from 
the Committee appointed to consider the medical and 
other bills arising out of the late epidemic. The report 
was adopted on the 14th inst., at a meeting attended 
by the Vice-Chairman (who was in the chair), and 
Messrs. Cook, Hewitt, Makepeace, lonn, Bn^all, 
Tweddell, and Clark (William). The following is a 
copy:— 

In reflerenoe to Mr. Barkus's account of £14 16b., we 
recommend that the Clerk be ordered to ascertain from Mr. 
Barkos wlv) employed him, previous to his account being 
entertained. 

In the case of Mr. Davis, medical officer of the union, 
wlKMe account amounted to £119, £20 of which had 
been paid on the let inst, we came to the following 
resolation : — " Ttiat this Committee deny the right of 
aiky medical officer of the union to demand payment 
beyond the sum agreed to be paid b^the Guardians, and 
accepted by him for his servloes as medical officer ; but 
recommend that the Clerk should apply to Mr. Davis for a 
detailed account, specifying the names and residences of the 
patients for whom he is charging, with the view of pre- 
senting him with a gratuity in proportion to the services 
rendered." 

Mr. Monro's account of £101 3s. 7d., we recommend to 
stand over until the Clerk ascertains from Mr. Monro who 
employed him to supply and distribute medicines at the 
expense of the ratepayers. 

The account of Mr. Potts for brandy, amounting to £19 
10s., we recommend to be paid, as the order was given by 
Mr. Pattison, relieving officer, who stated the account to be 
correct. 

A Bimflar account for brandy, trom Mr. C. D. Qarbutt, 
amounting to £15 0s. , we also recommend to be paid. The 
brandy in this ease was ordered by the medical olBoer. 

Another aooonnt firum Mr. C. D. Garbutt, amounting to 
£135 Os. 3d., we recommend to stand over until the Clerk 
ascertains fh>m Mr. Garbutt who employed him to supply 
and distribute medicines at the expense of the ratepayers. 

Mr. Meggiaon and Mr. Stevenson, of Whickham, presented 
a joint account, amounting to £128 Is. In this instance 
we recommend Mr. Meggison's moiety to be paid, bnt that 
the resolntkm agreed to in Mr. Davis's case be applied to 
Mr. Stevenson, he being medical officer of the union. 

The account of Mr. Counsellor, of Heworth, amounting to 
£185 8s. 3d., is not sufficiently explicit. We Would there- 
fore recommend that the Clerk should be ordered to apply 
to Mr. Counsellor for another aooount, giving the names 
and residences of the patients he is charging for. 



Mr. Laing, surgeon, of Felling, having rendered very 
valuable services during the prevalenoe of the epidemic 
without any charge, we recommend to the liberal considera- 
tion of the Board. We nmy add, that the Guardians of 
Heworth recommend a gratuity of £20 being presented to 
that gentleman. 

Mr. M'Allum, of Heworth, being a medical officer of the 
union, has made no charge. We would therefore recom- 
mend him to the favourable consideration of the Board. 

The accounts from Winlaton, amounting to £102 9s. 8d.; 
were presented for examination, with a recommendation 
trom four of the Guardians in that district that they should 
be paid. On that account we recommend their payment. 

No aooount was presented by Mr. Wilson, medical officer 
of Gateshead ; but in consequence of the valuable services 
he rendered during the prevalence of the cholera, we re- 
eommend iiim to the favourable and liberal consideration of 
the Board. 

Mr. Cook stated, that when the report was adopted 
the Committee were not aware of the existence of an 
order made on the 13th inst., to issue a handbill in- 
structing the poor that medicines might be had, night 
and day, of Mr. R^H. Wilson, of Messrs. Garbutt & 
Son, and at the Dis^nsary. 

The report gave rise to a long discussion, ot which 
we can give but a slight outline. 

Mr. IIltoock pointed out the inconsistency of the 
report. 

The Chaibmar referred to omissions in the 
minutes, (subsequently ascribed to the indisfXMsition of 
the Clerk, commencing at the outset of the epidemic). 
The meeting, attended by Mr. Qrainger, of the General 
Board of Health, and Mr. Hurst, of the Poor Law Board, 
was (as we understood) not named at all. Mr. Hui-st 
was present at four or five meetings, although the fact 
did not so appear on the minutes. At the urgent re- 
commendation of Mr. Grainger, his (Mr. Garbutt*s) 
shop, among others, waA kept open day and night, for 
the supply of medicines ; and tne stringent law as to 
medical relief to the poor was set aside. It was only 
at the pressing suggestion of Mr. Grainger, supported 
by Mr. Hurst and tne Committee, that he (Mr. Gar- 
butt) consented to act. It was trom no desire of gain, 
but solely on public nounds. The ordinal^ routine, 
requiring that the medical officers should receive notice 
from the relieving officers, was suspended, with a full 
understanding that services so rendered should be 
recompensed. One and all did their duty in the 
emergency, with an anxious wish to relieve the sick 
and protect the public health. He believed, on the 
whole, that the charges were £Ekir and equitable ; and 
if the bills were not settled without petty quibbling, 
the Board would be for ever disgraced. The Vice- 
chairman and himself had visited the several districts 
of the union, once or twice a week, during the prevar 
lence of the epidemic, receiving reports from the 
medical men and the relieving officers, and encourag- 
ing them to vigorous exertions; and he regrett^ 
that a disposition should have be^ manifested to dis- 
pute the payment of the accounts. 

The YicB-CHAUtHAV referred to the reports made 
by himself and the Chairman, frmn time to time, in 
attestation of the extent of the sickness and of the 
labours of the medieal men. 

In reply to Mr. R. OhABM.9 the Cbaibmas stated, 
that in the height of the epedemio it was impossible 
to obtaio details from the medical men. On one oc- 
casion, when he and Mr. Wilkinson called upon Mr. 
Counsellor, they found at least fifi^ applicanus for 
relief beai^ng his surgeiy, and it was impracticable to 
take an account of them. 
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The Yioi-CflAiiuiAV stated that he did not gire hk 
aanetum to the report of the Committee now before 
the meeting. It waa only carried by a majority of 
(Mr. Makepeace: Two.) He thought the re- 



port inyldioue. Why pay Mr. Meggison and not Mr 
Stevenson f Ab for Mr. Goonsellor, that gentleman said 
he could only have kept an account ot the names and 
addresses of the applicants for relief by employing a 
clerk. 

The remark being made that the report was not be- 
fbre the meeting, Mr. Hewitt moved that it be 
received ; and Mr. W. Olabk having seconded the 
motion, it was passed nem, eon. 

Mr. Ramsat said, he should like to see this busi- 
ness settled amicably and pleasantly. The Oommittee, 
he had no doubt, had done their duty with a deter- 
.niination to be just and fetithful; but it appeared to 
him that their conclusions were based on no consistent 
principle. The cost of the epidemic was made, as he 
understood, a union charge. Each district had been 
called upon to pa^ its proportion. The total amount 
had been ascertamed, and then a call made. Win • 
laton was assessed, and required to pay its quota. 
He was struck at the time by the call, for he had got 
a notion that it was not a union charge ; and now^ 
each parish, it seemed, was to pa^ its own bills. 

Mr. Cook explained, fie had madvertently misled 
the Committee. The cholera was a union charge. 

Mr. Ramsat continued, and came to the case of Dr. 
Barkus. The Committee wished to know by whom he 
was employed 9 

The CaAi&KAir : By the Jomt-Committee. composed 
of Guardians and of Councillors. If they aid not ex- 

Csly employ him, they obtained daily reports from 
, and indirectly accepted his services. 

Mr. Ramsat resumed, and. after some remarks on 
Winlaton Twhere Mr. Brown alone had 840 cases), re- 
ferred to tne handbill directing " the poor" to certain 
parties for medical relief, and observed that this pro- 
vision was certainly never intended for all the re- 
spectable people in the parish, shopkeepers and others, 
who were able to pay for themselves. But to go 
minutely into these matters, in the case of an epidemic 
like the cholera; when men were working oay and 
night, was impossible. He said this, although he 
would have to pay £60 of the assessment, and, in 
common with other large employers, had also found 
medicines for his workpeople. Some of the medical 
charges did really seem to run higher than they ought 
to do ; but this was not a case in which they shoiUd 
stand upon trifles. Mr. Ramsay went over Uie re- 
port ; and expressed a hope that some arrangement 
might be effected. 

Mr. Fawostt said, in looking over the minute-book, 
he observed that a veiy important resolution of the 
Board had not been recorded. The Board had resolved 
that the Guardians of each parish and township should 
be a Committee for that parish, with full power to 
make such arrangements and take such measures, in 
reference to the cholera, as they miffht think best. 
This resolution was moved by himself on the 6th of 
September, and unanimously adopted, before the 
cholera be(»me eindemic The Gateshead Committee, 
armed with these powers, appointed three of their 
number to ooOperate with three members of the Local 
Board of Health : and the Joint-Committee acted with 
the sanction of the Guardians. This was a &ct of the 
first importance in the oonaideration of the present 



question, and yet the resolution did not appear on their 

The Chairman said, the omission most probably 
arose simply from the affliction which befel the 
Clerk early in September. Mr. Foreman had since 
appointed Mr. Cook to act in his stead, and all had gone 
on regularly from tliat time. 

Mr. Ramsat said, he thought it probable that the 
Committee, at a further meeting:, might be able to 
effect an amicable arrangement. Everything, perhaps, 
had not been done acconling to law. No supplies for 
the union could legally be made by a Guardian. 

Mr. Fawgett : Not by contract. 

Mr. R. Clark : Not in any way. 

The Chairman said, it was his son who supplied 
the medicines). (A Guardian: But Mr. Monro supplied 
medicines himself.^ 

Mr. Ramsat said, although not strictly legal, they 
must not, in such a case, stand upon trifles. He would 
suggest that the Committee be requested to revise their 
report. If it should be found that any |)atients had 
been attended by the medical men who ougJit to pay 
their own bills, then, perhaps, the doctors would strike 
them off and so reduce their accounts. He should not 
like to see any medical man illiberaUy treated. They 
should not lay one and refuse another. Mi^rs. 
Stevenson and Meggison were two most respectable 
gentlemen, and should not be differently dealt with. 
(Mr. Cook : The reason is stated.) Tes 1 but he could 
not avoid seeing that the report evinced an angry 
feeling. He thought that the Committee, with some 
additions, would be able to adjust all matters in dis- 
pute. The Guardians must not disgrace themselves. 
It must not be said that the doctors, after working 
hard night and day, were not properly paid. He 
would submit to no imposition, but let every medical 
man be paid fiurly and reasonably. 

The Chairman said, it might be that persons had 
got medical relief who were not entitled to it, but it 
was impossible to discriminate at the outset. 

Mr. Fawcett stated, in reply to Mr. Robson, that 
the Committee coAisted of Messrs. Wilkinson, Make- 
peace, lonn. Cook, and Bagnall. 

It appeared that, at the meeting of the 14th, no 
Guardian present, save members of the Committee, 
voted. 

Mr. Robson supported Mr. Ramsay's suggestion. 
By the next meeting of the Board he believed the 
Commitee would be prepared with a report satisiactoiy 
to all. The greatest fiiult seemed to be at Heworth. 
Heworth was awful. 

Mr. Marepbage explained, in reply to Mr. B. Clark, 
that Mr. M^Allum had sent in a bill, which wan after- 
wards withdrawn. Mr. Counsellor, it must be con- 
sidered, was regularly paid for attending to some two 
or three thousand persons in Heworth, at the Felling, 
who were consequently his own patients. He had 
been asked for particulars, but could give none j neither 
could Mr. M'Allum. He had no hesitation m saying 
that Mr. Counsellor's charges were exorbitant. 

Mr. Cook said, he thought the Committee had 
scarcely been well used. They had been charged with 
the delicate office of revising gentlemen's bilfi ; they 
had done so with a high sense of public dutv ; and 
instead of deserving indirect censure, he really must 
say, speakijig, not for himself, but his colleagues, that 

* We are informed by the Clerk that Mr. Fawcett wai in- 
advertently in error when he made this statement 
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they were entitled to thanks. (Mr. Bamsay : So they 
are.) He really thought their report was not open to 
condemnation. The first clause related to Dr. Barkus, 
a priyate practitioner. All that the Committee did, 
in the abeenoe of the necessary information, was to 
instruct the Ck>mmittee to asceitain who employed Dr. 
Barkus to perform the duties for which he charged. 
Next, Mr. Davis. Not one person, but a dozen, had 
complained that this gentleman's charges were extrava- 
gant, discreditable, and disgraceful. Mr. Davis's 
charges led to a discussion, which ended in the adop- 
tion of the resolution contained in the report. The 
medical officers contracted to attend the poor at so 
much per year, and the Committee decided that they 
had no riglU to more. They did not say that circum- 
stances might not arise which would justify the Guar- 
dians in awarding them additional remuneration. So 
far from it, they recommended that the Clerk should 
apply to Mr. Davis for such a statement of his services 
as would enable the Board to decide upon a suitable 
reward lor what he had done. To deal unjustly or 
unfairly by Mr. Davis was &r from the thoughts of 
the Comm i ttee. They did not say that he should have 
no more than his contract-terms, but only that the 
addition should be made in the light of a gratuity. 
Then as to Mr. Monro. The Committee had no 
evidence — ^not a trace — of his appointment. There 
was no minute of it. (A Guardian : The Clerk's 
omission.) The Committee, therefore, recommended 
that his bill should stand over until it was ascertained 
by whom he was employed to dispense medicines. 
There was surely no iniustice in this. 

Mr. Ramsat : But all this want of information shows 
that ample reason exists for delay. 
. Mr. Cook continued : Messrs. Meggison and Steven- 
son had sent in a joint account. No demur was made 
in the case of Mr. Meggison. Mr. Wilkinson and 
Mr Tweddell, who were cognizant of the labours of 
the two gentlemen, were astounded by their charges, 
they were so reasonable; but, having passed the 
resolution already referred to. the Committee felt 
bound to applv it to the case or Mr. Stevenson ; who, 
however, tne Committee were prepared to recommend, 
ought to receive his charge in the form of a gratuity. 
As to Mr. Counsellor, the Committee looked upon lus 
account as a monstrous attempt at— something he 
would not name ; and they thought he ou^ht to be 
called upon to furnish the particujars. With regard 
to Mr. Laing, there was a general persuasion that he 
had been of great service, and was entitled to some 
remuneration. Not being a qualified man. Dr. Gavin 
had stated at Heworth tmit they could not pav him, 
except out of their own pockets. They haa since 
fbund that he might be paid, and the Committee re- 
commended that he should have a gratuity. Mr. 
M*Allum left himself in the hands of the Board. Mr. 
Cook expLdned how the Committee happened to make 
an exception as to WinJaton. Mr. Wilson had sent in 
no account The Committee^ however, thought him 
entitled to recompense for hb valuable services, and 
recommended him to the fikvourable and liberal con- 
sideiation of the Board. They did not admit his right 
to pavment : but, although he made no call upon the 
Boara, the Committee reminded the Guardians of the 
pmniety of not overlooking his deserts. What more 
comd they have done f In duty to their constituents. 
they were bound to take the course which they had 
pursued. Th^ would have been guilty of an act of 
tta^^rant isjustioe if they had made any other report. 



Mr. Latoock said, one portion of Mr. Cook's address 
answered the other. He had clearly proved that tiie 
Committee were without sufficient data to go upon ; 
and to propose, under such circumstances, that they 
should reconsider their report, was not to treat them 
with disrespect. There was hardly one specific re- 
commendation in it from bej^inning to end — except a 
recommendation of further inquiry ; and this he cer- 
tainly thought was necessary. 

Mr. Fawcett said, the Committee had assumed a 
position which they had no right to take. They had 
imputed to the m^ical officers of the Union an asser- 
tion of a right to extra payment. No such assertion 
had been made. They setup no legal claim. They had 
been requested by that Beam to send in their accounts, 
and they had done so. Thev had simplv complied 
with a request made to them by the GuarJians. AU, 
therefore, that had been said and done on the assump- 
tion of their asserted " right" went for notihing. Mr. 
Fawcett referred to the absence of the names and 
addressp^ of persons relieved, and said it would have 
been well it they could have been furnished. At 
Chester-le-Street, in the epidemuj of 1849, accounts 
were paid by the ratepayers which ought to have been 
discharged by the independent gentlemen, if he might 
call them so, who ^ot tne advice and the medicines. In 
Gateshead, the epidemic came on so rapidly that it 
was no wonder an account of the persons relieved could 
not be kept. The best had been done in the emer- 
gency, and he hoped there would be no disposition to 
reject accounts. Mr. Monro threw open his shop, 
night and day, at the request of the Joint Comnut- 
tee: the poor were instructed tgt go to him for 
medicines ; and his charge should be honourably de- 
frayed. It was no fault of his that his appointment 
did not appear on the minutes. 

Mr. Ramsat moved that the report be referred 
back, and that Messrs. Laycock, Bobson, and Faw- 
cett, with himself, should be added to the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr WiLKiNsov seconded the motion. 

Mr. Laxoock. thought it would be better to add no 
new members. 

Mr. CowEN spoke of the exertions of the medical 
men, so fEur as they had fiillen under' his own observa- 
tion, and said he was grateful to them for what Uiey 
had done. He would nave them paid the more cheer- 
fullv because in his district they had had so little of tiie 
cholera. Betook the same view as the Chairman. He 
would req^ues^ the Committee toreconsider theirreport, 
and, in domg so, to deal, not only liberally, but very libe- 
rally, with the medical men. He cor&illv supported 
Mr. Ramsay's motion, for it was evident ttiat further 
inquiry must be made. He thought the Committee 
would be able, before another meeting, to come to 
some definite conclusion. He veiy much doubted, 
looking at the extraordinary demands which tiie epi- 
demic nad made on the medical men, that diey woud 
be able materially to cut down their accounts, and 
would strongly recommend them to have no desire to do 
so. They must deal liberally with men who had 
risked their own safety and that of thoee aboot them. 
To ask detailed accounts, under the drcumstancesi 
would be idle. 

Mr. MvAKAT said, he thought Heworth would not 
be sufficiently represented on the Committee^ as pro- 
posed to be remodelled. He would suggest that Mr, 
Tomlin and Mr. Clark be added. 
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Mr. Rajcbat said he had not the slightest objec- 
tion. 

Mr. Hewitt begged to assure the Board that no dispo- 
sition to underpay the medical men actuated the Com- 
mittee. It was 8im])ly with tliem a question of prin- 
ciple. Were the medical officei's the servants of the 
public, holding their appointments at a hxed price, or 
were they notf Could they, at any time, come before 
the Board with a demand to bo paid foi* extm services 
as a matter of right ? The idea of underpayiug men 
who had risked their lives in the cause of the com- 
munity, and laboured ni^ht and day for the relief of 
the afflicted and the security of the public, never en- 
tered his mind. But he felt bound to act ufon piin- 
ciple. He could not recognize their right to payment, 
but was prepared to vote them liberal gratuities. He 
hoi>od that no gentleman would leave the room with 
an impression that he wished to act illiberally. Win- 
laton was made an exception in the report, because the 
Committee, when framing it, thou<rht the cholem ex- 
penses formed a parish charge ; and the WinlatonGuar- 
oians beingsatisned, the^ysaw no ivason for UMetting tlie 
determination come to m the township. They must 
plead ignorance : for the cholera, it seemed, was a 
union charge. He should find no fault with Mr. Ram- 
say's motion, as to sending back the report. It must 
haye gone back at any rat«, to fix the gratuities. As 
to Mr. Counsellor, he was employed by HewoHh to 
render assistance, and must be remunerated. 

Mr. CowEH : The same remark applies to Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Callendar. 

The Chairman said, the Committee called for de- 
tails. If the minute book on the table was consulted, 
abundant details Would be found. Tlie reports pre- 
sented, day by day, from all parts of the union, were 
entered, and showed how vast was number of the cases 
under treatment. An inquiry, conducted in a busi- 
nesslike manner, might be brought to a satis&ctory 
conclusion from the materials already in possession of 
the Board. He did not believe that the medical men 
had entered a single case that was not fairly charge- 
able upon the rates. All the information that ^as 
requisite was before the Guardians ; and more, he be- 
lieved, would have been given, if, in the pressure and 
hurry of the moment, more had been possible. 

Mr. Makepeace said, the Committee were aware 
of the numbers, but this was not the question. Were 
the ratepayers to be charged for medical assistance 
rendered to persons who were able to pay for them- 
selves ? The Committee wished to havd the names, 
that they might see whether the cases were all &irly. 
chatveable to the'public. Mr. Counsellor, in spite of 
all that had been said to the contrary, could giye the 
required information. His district was not so vast 
and populous that he could not name his patients. 
They were all well known, case by case ; and he (Mr. 
3fakepeace) relocated, that Mr. Counsellor could easily 
make out his bill. He took his stand upon principle. 
If they were to sit there to meet every demand tliat 
was made — ^to pay whatever was asked, making no in- 

Juiries — ^he. for one, was done with public business, 
f the Guardians were content to satisfy a claim without 
a bill, he was not. 

Mr. Wilkinson said, the Committee of Guardians 
in the respective districts of the union were instructed, 
a few weeks ago, to call in the accounts, and putUiem 
into such shape as they thought proper. Ail questions 
in dispute, therefore, might haye been settled at home, 
without this unpleasantness. 



The Chairman now put Mr. Ramsay's motion re- 
ferring back the report to the Committee, and adding 
to the Committee Messrs. Ram^y, Rubson, Laycock, 
Fawcett, Tomlin, and Clark. — Adopted. 

Mr. Ramsat called attention to the proceedings of 
the previous meeting ; when the Board of Guardians 
came to a resolution to make the cost of the new build- 
ings at the workhouse a present charge upon the rate- 
¥iyer8, instead of spreading it over several yean, 
his was a departure from the principle of the Poor 
Law Ameniment Act to which, as a large ratepayer, 
he must decidedly object ; and he thought tliat, upon 
reconsideration, the supporters of the resolution must 
see ita impropriety. Wnen a permanent addition was 
made to the fireehold of the union, to spread the cost 
over an extended period was so obviously just, that he 
did not see how the principle could be got over. The 
union workhouse had, of late, received several addi- 
tions — very proper additions, and well conceived and 
executed. He had not a woi-d to say agains( them« 
He could say nothing that was not in praise of the 
whole establishment. It was one of the best and mobt 
economical in the kingdom. But permanent improve- 
ments should not be wholly paid for by the current 
rates. In the ei'ection of county lunatic asylums and 
other public buildings, the expense was invariably 
thrown upon the rates of sevei-al successive years ; and 
the same should be done in the pi-eseiil instance. Hia 
friend Mr. Makepeace, who, he was sure, was actuated 
by the best of motives, and looked to the public in- 
terest alone, had not given the matter sufficient 
thought, or he would not liave moved his amendment. 
He hoped that, on reflection, he would take such steps 
as were necessary to repair the error. There was a 
strong feeling on the subiect thi-oughout the union ; 
and if the Guardians laid it down as a rule that the 
present ratepayers must bear whole cost of permanent 
improyements, the Board might bid good bye to all 
improvement for the time to come. 

Mr. Makepbaob adhered to his views. A motion 
was made, without notice, tantamount to a propood 
to borrow money to defray the cost of the epidemic, 
and he was of opinion that they had better pay it at 
once and be done with it. He therefore moved his 
amendment ; it was carried ; and he was not disposed 
to be a party to setting it aside. 

Mr. ToMLiN : The money was to be borrowed to pay 
off ike doctors' bills, (Laughter.) 

This way of putting the case was objected to. The 
money, it was said, was to be borrowed to ease the 
rates generally, and make the cost of the new buildingB 
an equitable chaise. 

Mr. CowEN said, the proceedings had not been re- 
gular, no notice of motion having been given prior to 
the last meeting. He fiilly concurred with Mr. Ram- 
say. Large additions to the freehold should not be 
made at the sole cost of the present ratepayers. He 
was surprised to learn that such a proceeding had been 
sanctioned. 

The Chairman said, the improvements in question 
had not been effected all at once. None of them, 
separately, might have called for a loan ; but in the 
aggregate the charge was considerable, and he had 
thougiit it only just and right that a sum of money 
should be borrowed to meet it, repayable by yearly 
instalments. 

Mr. CowBN said, the Chairman, in his opinion^ had 
taken the proper course. 

After some further discussion, Mr. Rambat inoyed 
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dial the itanding orders be saspended, and that the 
itadLntion of the let insU be reecinded. 

Mr. R0B8OV seconded the motion^ and it was pat 
and carried. 

Mr. Ramsat then pive notice, for the next meeting, 
of the following motion: — "That in consequence of 
permission havmg been obtained from the Poor Law 
OommissionerSy granting power to the Board to borrow 
money on mortspiige of the new buildings, wall, &c., 
now being erected in connection with the union work- 
bouse, Gateshead, it is resolved, that the sum of 
;^l,2fiO be raised by loan, to be repaid in ten years by 
annual instalments. The money to be borrowed on 
security of the rates of the sevenu parishes and town- 
ships of the union." 

The Board now i«oceeded to the relief of the poor. 

(We cannot subscribe to the doctrine of the Com- 
mittee, that the medical officers have no *' right" to 
ivcompense beyond their annual contracts. A medical 
flimoer Is not bound to attend all applicants, or to seek 
out cases of sickness, but only to relieye such persons 
as can show him an official written authority to act. 
iThf medical officer of Qateshead-^nd we only name 
Mr. Wilson because his services came more |>articu- 
larlv under our observation — was required, during the 
qjMemic, to give medicines and advice to the poor 
wKliovt regara to ordinary forms. There were visitors 
specially employed in searching out the sick for his 
attendance. W herever he went, in the haunts of the 
poor and miserable, he was beset by suitors for his 
aid ; and thev never sued in vain. Day by day and 
night by night he was on foot, and for many days 
together he was never undressed. Midnight found 
him in Pipewellgate, Hillgate, and other nests of 
pestilence ; his house was converted into a dispensary 
during the whole four and twenty hours ; ana, borne 
down as he was by the pressure of the epidemic, he 
was besieged for written reports of his operations, 
which were certainly not comprised in his contract. 
Eut, so &r as he could, he met all the demands that 
were made upon him, without everpausing to consider 
the terms of his liargain. Utterly and entirely, and 
with the strongest emphasis that we can give to our 
repudiation, we deny the assumption of the Committee 
that Mr. Wilson has no ** right" to remuneration be- 
yond the narrow limits of his yearly fee. We admire 
the modesty of Mr. Wilson in niaking no demand 
upon the Board ; it is characteristic of the man ; but 
it ever a public servant had a '* right" to recompense, 
it is the medical officer. It will be no act of grace to 
reward his services, but simply honest payment for 
work and labour done ; and if he be not paid, ** not 
only liberally, but O0r^*liberally," Gateshead will be 
disgraced. We make these remarks, not in disparage- 
ment of the good feeling of the Committee. While 
we question their logic, we do not doubt their liberality. 
It is quite evident, from the allusion which they make 
to Mr. Wilson, that in what we have said we only 
•peak their sentiments. It would be presumptuous in 
us to pronounce an opinion on the bills which have 
been sent in. We only know, generally, that the 
medical men were ** run off their feet," and their 
accounts must necessarily be large. We would advise 
the Committee and the Board not to be too microscopic 
in their scrutiny, but to pay the bills at once. It is 
not seemly to quarrel about them now that the emer- 
gency Is eone. It must needs be that a number of 
meui called upon to perform unprecedented labours. 



must diffisr as to the amount of recompense they should ' 
receive. If the Committee should tnink that some of 
them have been too liberal to themselves, as we are 
all of us apt to be, let them settle the score at once, 
and be equally liberal to those who have demanded 
nothinff, even if they have deserved more. The Com- 
mittee nave done what they believed to be their duty ; 
they have heard Mr. Cowen and others express the 
feeling of the Board ; by next Tuesday week we hava . 
much confidence that they will have arrived at a 
conclusion that will be satisfactory to all. — En. Q. 0.) 

GATESHEAD MECHANICS' INSTITUTE. 

The annual meeting was held on Nov. 16, in the 
hall of the institution, West-street. Its proceedinffs, 
owing to the state of our columns, mMst this year M 
reported with unusual brevity. 

Tea was served at six o'clock. The ladies had made 
the customary liberal provision for the tables. Ten 
presided, viz. : — The Mayoress (Mrs. David Haggle), 
Mrs. Swinburne, Mrs. Francis Bennett, Mrs. C. J. 
Pearson, Mrs. Jonathan Robson, Mrs. Joseph Clephany 
Mrs. Joseph Carr, Mrs. George Cooper, Mrs. James 
Guthrie, and Miss Hedley. 

Mr. Pybum was sAm present, accompanied by his 
tuneful friends ; and Mr. Thomas Shields, of North- 
umberland-street. Newcastle, had once more lent the 
institution one of his first-rate pianofortes. We were 
aTanned by the apparition in the programme of ** a 
solo on the clarionet," havinp^ a painful remembrance 
of that sort of performance m country churches and 
chapels ; but our teeth, which had been set on edge 
by anticipation, were relieved by a hint that Mr. 
Liddle, the presiding genius of the piano, was to 
breathe o*or the reed of old Denner the Niimbeigian. 

William Hutt, Esq., of Gibside, M.P., President 
of the Institute, was in the chair, and had the sup- 
port on the platform of the Mayor of Gateshead and 
Airs. HasBrie, the Mayor of Newcastle ^Ralph Dodds, 
Esq.) and Miss Dodds, Councillors Garbutt, Yickers, 
Hewitt, P. Haggie, and Skelton, and other gentle-, 
men. Never was there a more crowded attendance. 
The hall could not accommodate all the company at 
table, and many of the members and friends ot the 
institute were obliged to take tea in the library. 
After tea, the tables were removed, and the two divi- 
sions amalgamated. Mr. Hutt, on taking the chair, 
delivered a short and interesting address. He said :— 

On resuming, this evening, the chair which, by your pMrtia- 
lity, I have occupied for so many years, I am happy to think 
that I can renew the language of oongratuiation in wiiich I 
have addressed yon on other occasions. As (ar as I can 
learn, this institution is floarisliing within and without— in 
numbers, in means, in utility, and in reputation. But you 
will have information on these solOects on higher authority 
than roiue. Mr. Carr, who (with Mr, Wakinshaw) has so 
kindly and ably discharged the duties of Secretary during 
the past year, will read t(i you the report of the Committee 
now going out of office. I think you will find nothing in that 
report, reUting either to the present condition or ftiture 
prospects of our institution, which Is not matter for legiti- 
mate satisfaction. And whatever may be our proceedings 
to-night, I am glad they will not want that authority which 
is always conferred by a large and respectable meetinr. 
(Applause.) Our anniversary has never been more eft- 
clently supported. I see, here, not only the members ot the 
institution with branches of their families, but many per- 
sons who, though they are in no way connected with the in- 
stitution, still feel a generous interest in its permanence - 
and prosperity. I have the pleasure of seeing here, too, 
the Chief M agiHtrates of Gateshead and Newcastle. (Cheers. ) 
Now, I am peitsuaded those gentlemen have not come here 
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o«t of any cold complkince with enstom or oAHaI etiquette. 
Iliey are here as the oonsistent friends of popular educa- 
tion, anxious to add to their personal support of it ali the 
infinence of their official authority. They regard Meclmnics' 
InsUtations, as Mr. Roebnclc, in an admiiiib e letter laKt 
week to the people of Sheffield, declared that he regarded 
them — as most valuable inbtruments for diffiining editfation 
among the people. The time was when the education of the 
people was not quite so much in favour with men in autht> 
rity : the time was when every anniment for developing 
the minds of our industrious population was ti'euted, 
not only by men in official stsition, but by many other*, 
who, from their position, exercifted influence on public 
opinion, as a wild and mischievous delusion. Nor was the 
heartless and brainless notion confined to any particular 
class or section of the community. It was shared by many. 
Oobbett's Political Register, not less than the Quarterly 
Review, always spoke of popular education with tlie most 
hitter seoni and hcstility. At this time of day, when the 
popular welfare and enlightenment is recognized as anion;; 
the highest duties a^d interests of every man, either in 
public or private station, it is almost incredible that such 
cruel perverseness ever existed among us. We almost 
ask " it we have writ our annals true," when we find such 
things recorded in them. But it is true:— true, not only 
of popular education, but of almost every other important 
soggestioa, when first brought forward, for improving the 
condition of s««iety. All have been exposed to persecution, 
and have liad to run the gauntlet for years. Even the dis- 
coveries of science, oftenUnes of mestimable benefit to 
mankind, and not in themselves, one would think, at all 
calculated to excite the angry passions of any one, have 
not always escaped the same rough and ungrateful handlin**. 
Now. I think I saw in this room several gentlemen of the 
medical profession. They will. I am sure, tell you that a 
knowled^ of the eircuhOion of the blood in our bodies ~ a 
knowledge that the blood, forced bv the vital and mys- 
terious acUon of the heart through the arteries, pervades 
our frames, and is reconducted Ut the heart by the channel 
of the veins— that this knowledge Is the foundation of all 
medical and surgical science, and that there is no operation 
in their art, for preserving human life or mitigating human 
suffering, which has not, more or less, reference to this 
principle. Yet when this great pri ncipie was first discovered 
and announced to the world by Dr. barvey, the act excited 
a perfect storm of the uncharitable passions. Not only was 
the theory denounced as ignorant, presumptuous, and mis- 
chievous ; but, as is usual on such occasions, excitement 
was directed against the author as an individual; and Dr. 
Harvey, a man of whom every Englishman may be proud, and 
tp whom the human race should be grateful, was treated with 
every species of contumely and insult. Some of the attacks 
directed against him make onesmile firom their inconsistency 
While all the champions of the old fkith, the advocates of 
ancient ignorance, decried the diseovery, a Urge number 
of them protested that it was no discovery at all, but that 
the fJMst was well known to the Greeks and tlie modem Ita- 
lians. In faet, they argued Uke the Irish washerwoman, 
who, when reproached with having refused the use of her 
pall to a necessitous neighbour, put in three pleasof justifl- 
oationj— First, she said she hadn't gi>t a pall ; then she said 
that she had lent it ; and '* besides, don't you see that I'm 
using it myself, suret" (Great laughter.) Weill this oc- 
curred in the seventeenth century : I mean Dr. Harvey's 
discovery— not the Irish lady's apology. (Laughter.) But 
are we very much wiser in the nineteenth f I will take, 
from a thousand instances to show that we are not, our 
conduct about the introduction of railways. People who 
now find the country covered with railways, ministering in- 
describably to the comfort and necessity of every one, are 
apt to forget the host of prejudices through which they 
struggled into existence. But if any one wants to know the 
sentiments which the introduction of railways occasioned, I 
would ask him to read over the evidence given before Par- 
lament in 1827 and 28, against the formation of the Man- 
chester and Liverpool Railway, and to read, also, the 
speeches, the denunciations, and the prophecies indulged 
in, by some of the leading persons in the present political 
world, against that memorable undertaking. He will find. 



there, onrioos, but rather hnmillating examples of what 
some poet has called " the fears of the brave and the follies 
of the wise." But these fears and follies— thitse prejudices 
against railways— were not confined to individuals:— they 
were fhlly shared by masses of the population. When the 
London and North Western Railway Company laid before 
Parliament a plan for forming a line of railway between 
London and Birmingham through Nottingham, the sagacious 
people of Nottingham were thrown by sueh a project into a 
state of the greatest eonstematlon. They would probably 
have seen the approach of the eholera to their town with 
less apprehension than they regarded the approach of a rail- 
way. They called public meetings — passed resolutions ^- 
subscribed large sums of money— and finally succeeded, at 
a vast expense. In forcing the line of communication be- 
tween London and Birmingham round by Derby— where it 
now remains a lasting monument of the prudence and Car- 
seeing wisdom of the people of Nottingham. (Hear, hear.) 
The value of railway oomrounication is now nowhere dis- 
puted. It is, indeed, as important to tlie civilization of the 
present age as a knowledge of the elrculation of the blood \§ 
to medical science. Popular education, in this country, 
lingers sadly in arrear It has overcome manf pr^udicci 
no doubt, and dislodged many opponents: but no one, I 
think, who can appreciate its Impoilanee, will be of opinion' 
that its present position amongst us Is satisfactory or sufi- ' 
ditable. (Hear, hear.) This, ladles and gentlemen. i»«A 
additional i-eason for dinging to the advantages of Mecha- 
nics' Institutions ; and to that subject I will now invite your 
more particular attention. (Applause.) 

Mr. Joseph Carr read the report of the ComraiitMi;; 
which bestowed the epithets " WLtis&uctory" and ** en- 
couraging** on the condition of the institution. The 
number of members was stated to be 269. The library 
contained 3,522 volumes. There had been 9,602 
issues durins: the year, a^inst 8,096 in the year pre- 
ceding. 129 volumes had been acquired, by purcha&e 
and presentation, since the anniversary of 1852. In 
this inquiring age, when every son of Adam is on the 
alert for ** some new thing,** it will excite no sui-prise 
that the Committee had to speak of the news and 
reading room as *' an attractive feature" of the insti- 
tution, its four daily ne^'spapers and innumerable 
weeklies being in eager request. The members were 
congratulated on the fruits of their union with the 
Society of Arts in London, the principal donor of the 
jrear to the library and reading room, and now liatch- 
mg a scheme by which Mechanics' Institutes are to 
have booksellers' wares at a reduction in price of finom 
25 to 60 per cent. No mention was made in the re- 
port of lectures for the approaching winter. At the 
seasoTi when the arrangements are commonly made, 
we were in the midst of the epidemic, and the lecture 
committee were obliged to suspend their labours. 

Mr. 0. Qarbutt, Treasurer, read the balance sheet. 
There had been £128 Is. received in subscriptions ; 
£3 5s. Id. as interest on the deposit of £125 in the 
bank ; and sundry sums from other sources. The ex- 
penditure had slightly exceeded the income, the ba- 
lance against the institution being £4 5s. The Trea- 
surer remarked that the members were free from 
debt. They had never been in debt from the com- 
mencement of the institution, and he hoped the Com- 
mittee to be that night elected would in this respect 
oopv the example of their predecessors. (Applause.) 

Tne Mayor (Mr. Haggle) moved the adoption of 
the report and balance sheet. The statements, he 
said, made by the Secretary and Treasurer, were very 
mtifying ; but why did the institution allow £125 to 
Tie at bank interest, while the members and their 
friends were obliged to be huddled up together, as they 
were at that moment,ffrom want of sufficient room ? 
It was quite evident that the building was much too 
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sn^all for the requirements of the members, and he 
hoped t))at they would have it enlarged without delay. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. YiGKERS seconded the motion, and it was car- 
ried unanimously. 

The musical amateurs now sunsr a part sonsj, " Oft 
when night," and were much aj)piauded. During the 
evening they sang several songs and glees with great 
ti^te and skill, and delighted the company. Mr. 
Uddle's solo on the clarionet, Comme il gentil^ was 
listened to with rapt admiration and enjoyment, and 
deservedly encoreq. 

The Mayor of Newcastle (Mr. Alderman Dodds) 
moved a vote of thanks to the officei-s and committee 
of the past year; and took occasion to express his es- 
teem for the good people of Gateshead. He should be 
always glad, he said, to render his assistance in ad- 
vancmg the interests of the borough ; and the more 
readily because, in promoting the wel&re of Gates- 
head, he would at the same time be conferring an 
advantage on Newcastle ; for the interests of the two 
towns were identical. (Applause.) 

Mr. James Hewitt seconded the motion, and said 
h^ thought the idea thrown out by the Mayor of 
0&te8hei^ was a happy one^ but must be carried out 
with discretion. 

Mr. Jambs GLEPH&if, being called upon by the 
President in pursuance of the programme, returned 
thanks, and observed, that the worthy Mayor must 
certamly stand excuiied from the blame of the present 
crowded and uncomfortable state of the room. He 
well remembered that when Messrs. Hagi^ie were re- 
ouested to subscribe to the erection of the building, 
tJie Mayor objected to the plans on the ^und that 
the principal room was too small, and said he would 
contribute largely if the dimensions were extended : — 
if not, he would ^ive but a comparatively small dona- 
tion. The Committee had then estimated their means, 
and were resolved not to go beyond them, lest they 
should embamsB the iBfltitution by debt; so they 
lost Messrs. Haggle's larger contribution, but got, 
nevertheless, a very handsome sum. With this, 
and other aid, they had succeeded in plaoin^ 
the members in nossession of a new building 
without a penny ox incumbrance; and when this 
had been done, the Lord of the Manor {(hithbert 
Ellison, Esq.) had liberally made the institution a pre- 
sent of a sum (£\2S) equivalent to the cost of the site, 
which still remained untouched. The Mayor had 
BUgfl^ested that this sum might be made the nucleus 
of a fund for enlarging the building by an addition at 
its northern end, where there was still some vacant 
ground. He had no doubt that His Worship, whose 
»)resight was attested by the inconveniences of this 
anniversary, would cheerfully put down his name for 
at least the sum which he had held back before 
(laughter) ; and as so sagacious and enterprising a 
meidiaatand manufacturer had most probably realized 
a handsome interest on the money which the Com- 
mittee had allowed to Ue in his hands, he would 
throw that also into the building fund to boot. (Re- 
newed laughter.) Then there was the Chief Magis- 
trate of Newcastle. He, too, might be calcalated 
upon as a subscriber to the enlargement ; itx had he 
not promised to lend his assistance to Gateshead 
whenever it mi^ht be required 9 (Laughter.) With 
friends thus springing up before them on both sides of 
the l^e, it was evident thai the Committea need 
only go ahead and the thing would be done. (Ap- 



plause.) And it could not be done more appropriately 
than in the Mayoralty of Mr. Haggle, who was the 
first to protest against the plans as too limited, and 
who had now inaugurated a movement to remedy 
what he conceived at the time to be an error. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Seveml sentiments were now spoken to with elo- 
quence and fifood effect, the Eev. D. Sheldon taking — 
•* Mechanics' Institutes the People's Colleges :" Mr. 
James Guturie — •' The value of Mechanics Insti- 
tutes in difhising knowledge tending to the improve- 
ment of the public health and happiness ;" and Mr. 
James Brown — " The influence or Mechanics* Insti- 
tutes on the progress of the age." 

Mr. A. G. Gray, iun., moved a vote of thanks to 
the Mayors of Gateshead and Newcastle for their kind- 
ness in favouring the meeting with their presence, aQJl 
expressed his regret that the Sheriff (John Gibson, 
Esq.) had been prevented by indisposition from 
attending. 

Mr. Carr seconded the motion, and it was c^ed 
by acclamation. 

The Mayor of Gateshead, after making his acknow- 
ledgments, returned to thesulject of the enlargement. 
The crush and heat arising from the want of room 
and ventilation, formed a great drawback, he said, to 
the pleasure of the evening ; and he hoped that tl|« 
evil would be corrected by the next anniversary. 
He should be very happy to render his assistance, 
and fulfil Mr. Clephan's expectations. (Applause.) 

The Mayor of Newoastlb returned thanks, aji4 
expressed his willingness to aid in carrying out the 
Mayor of Gateshead's project. The Sheriff, he added, 
would certainly have been present had the state of 
his health permitted ; and, being a generous*hearted 
man, had he been there, he had no doubt Mr. Clephan 
would have got hold of him too. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Peter Haooib, striking the iron while it was 
hot, moved a resolution declaring: that the suggestion 
of the Mayor deserved the senous attention of the 
members, and instructing the Committee in embryp 
to take it into their early consideration. He said the 
enlargement might be effected for £2S0, and he would 
guarantee one-fifth ot the money himself. (Cheers. ]j 

Mr. Joseph Clephan seconded the motion, and it 
was put to a show of hands, and carried. 

The Mayor of Kbwgastle said, the Committee 
might put him down ^r fiv^ guineao. (Lo«d ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Charles Burnby moved a vote of thanks to 
the ladies fbr their services in presiding at the soiree ; 
to Mr. Pvbum, Mr. Liddle,and the musicai amateoiB, 
for their Kindness in contributing to the pleasures of 
the evening ; and to Mr. Thomas Shidds lor the loan 
of a pianoforte. 

Seconded by Mr. Robebt Mitbray, and carried by 
acclamation. 

Thanks having been returned ibr the ladies, Mr. 
Pyburn made the acknowledgments of the musical 
gentlemen. 

Mr. Garbutt moved a vote of thanks to the Pre- 
sident, and said he was convinced that the succees of 
the annual meetings of the institution was lBi]Kfty 
owing to the presence of Mr. Hutt — a presence wnicn 
he hoped they would continue to enjoy from year to 
year. 

Mr. WiLLL&M Hedlby seconded the motion, and it 
was carried by acclamati(»i, and by three hearty and 
general cheers. 
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Mr. Hirn returned thanks, and disclaimed all title 
to gratitade for his annnal attendances. lie, in &ct, 
was the obliged party, since his privilege of being 
mesent bronght him into good and pleasant company. 
He hoped, noweyer, that he might be allowed to 
congratulate himself on being occasionally of service 
to the institution elsewhere. During the last session 
of parliament he had the honour of being appointed a 
member of Mr. Tufhell's committee to consider a 
proposal to distribute parliamentary reports and 
papers among the Mechanics* Institutes ; and owing 
to the indisposition of Mr. Tufnell, the duties of the 
chair devolved upon him (Mr. Hutt). The committee 
reported in finvour of the proposal, and he trusted 
that the result would be to place within the reach' of 
this institution much information which it was impor- 
tant that the members should p'>B8e8s. (Applause.) 
Mr. Hutt next alluded to the proceedings of the 
Society of Arts (of which he is a vice-president), 
resulting in the attainment of advantages gratefully 
acknowledged in the report read by Mr. Can* that 
night ; and with a happy allusion to the sood exam- 
ple shown before the world by the Chief Magistrates 
of Newcastle and Qateshead in lending their presence 
to this anniversary, the honourable member con- 
cluded. 

Mr. Hutt left the chair amidst loud cheers, and the 
loyal vocalists struck up '* God save the Queen." 

Mr. Charles Bumqr was subsequently called to the 
chair in the library, and the voting papers were exa- 
mined by scrutineers. The numbers bomg cast up»

BoABD Room, Nov. 29.— Present :— The Ohaii-man 
and Vice-chairman; G. H. Ramsay, Esq., J.P. ; 
Charles Lamb, Esq., J.P. ; Joeeph Oowen, Esq. : 
George Crawshay, Esq. ; Joseph Robson, Esq. ; and 
Messrs. Clark (William), Makepeace, Cook, Briiiton, 
Young, Pawcett, lonn, Snowdon, Muri-ay, Gallon, 
Tomlin,Bagnall, Monro, Clark (Robert), and Robinson. 

Mr. Cook (acting as Clerk of the Board) read the 
minutes, and then the notices of marriage. Thirteen 
couples were on the books for wedlock, giving rise to 
the remark that '* trade was good." 

Cheques were issued to the amount of £277 158. lOd., 
viz. :— £145 to Mr. Pattison, £46 to Mr. Sill, £30 to 
Mr. Ozwald, £55 to Mr. Hall, and the remainder to the 
Gas Company.

The CHAiiiMAV : Not unanimously. 

The Clerk : No ; by a majority. 

" That Mr. Henderson, surgeon, of Gateshead, has no 
•lalms upon the fands of the union :-^herefore his charge 
of £5 ought not to be entertained. 

" In the case of Mr. Monro, who charges £101 3s. 74., we 
have not yet been able to ascertain who employed him to 
distribute medicines and charge them to the union. 

'* Mr. Potts*8 account for brandy, amounting to £19 16s., 
we reoommend to be paid, as the order was given by the 
rsUering officer of Gateshead. Mr. John Pattison. 

"Mr. Garbutt's account of £15 fis. for brandy, also, we 
reoommend to be paid, as the order was given bj Ur. 
mison, medical officer of Gateshead. 

"To Mr. Barkus, surgeon, of Gateshead, we reoonunend 
the payment of his account, amounting to £14 Ss. 

" Mr. Garbntt^s account of £135 Oa 3d. for medicines, we 
also recommend should be paid. 

"In the case of Mr. Davis, surgeon, of Wrekentoo, and 
niedk»l officer of the union, who ehai^ies £119, we recom- 
mend the payment of a gratuity of £40 ; which, with £S0 
he previously received, we deem amply sufficient for any 
additional services he rendered to the inhabitants In his 
district daring the forty days embraced in his account. 

*' With reference to Mr. R. H. Wilson, surgeon, of Gates- 
head, and medleal offleer of the union, who has already 
rsMived £64 In payment of all expenses incurred, we re-

«< To Mr. M'Allum, surgeon, of Heworth, and medical 
olBoer of the onion, we recommend the payment of a gra- 
tuity of £50 for any additional services he rendered in his 
district 



" To Mr. Laing, surgeon, ot Veiling, we recommend the 
payment of a gratuity of £16 In consideration ot his volun- 
tary services durin:; the prevalence of the pestilence. 

"To Ml*. Gill, surgeon, of Tinlatoo, we reoommend a 
gratuity of £5. 

" To Mr. Tindall, surgeon, of Ryton, and medical officer 
of the union, we also recommend the payment of a gratuity 
of £5 in payment of his account of £36 15s. 

' In lieu of the charge of £64 Os. 6d. made by Mr. Steven- 
son, surgeon, Whiekham, and medical officer of the tttaHMi, 
we recommend the payment of a aimllar sum to him as a 
gratuity 

*' In reference to Mr. Brown, surgeon, of Blaydon, who 
charges £S0 178 , we recommend the payment of £60 as a 
fkir ramuneration for his services. 

*' To Mr. John Callendar, surgeon, Ryton Woodslde, and 
medical officer of the union, who charges £36 16s., we r^ 
commend a gratuity of £10 for any additional servioee h» 
has rendered. 

*' Mr. Edward Callendar, surgeon, of Winlaton, chavkes' 
£66 Is. , In lieu of which we recommend the payment of £50, . 
which we consider to be a fair remuneration for his ser- ' 
vices. 

'Mr. Ooansellor, surgeon, of Felling, who charges £1!I5 
8s. 3d., though several times applied to, hasnotyetsup|)ISe4 
the names and residences of the patients he is dunging t» 
the union. We therefore recommend his account to Stehd 
over until the desired information is obtained. 

** In consequence of the illness of Mr. Brown, surgeon, we 
have not yet been able to procure the Gateshead Dispensary 
aoonunt against the union ; but hope to obtain it shortly, 
for the infi/rmation of the Board. 

** Mr. Brown, surgeon, of Winlaton, Charges £11, but #e 
have no evidence to warrant us in recommending pa ime irti 

*' In closing our report we cannot refrain from, nolleing 
that, on looking over the joint account of Messrs. MenitfOA 
ft Stevenson, surgeons, of Whiekham, amounting to £128 la. 
we observed with regret that a payment of £64 Os. 6d. had 
inadvertently been paid to Mr. Megglson without the autho- 
rity of the Board."

The report, on the motion of Mr. Jo6bph Robbov, 
seconded by Mr. J. £. WiLUHSoir (Viee-Ohalrman)> 
was received. 

A long discussion ensned, tha GuaidiaiiB beliilf Stt 
session from 2 o'clock until 6, before they oould pt6h 
oeed to the relief of the poor. We most endeavotuf to 
dismiss the proceedings as briefly as possible. 

Mr. Ramsat stated the course which the Oammittee 
had taken. Having met twice, and gone caretttUjr 
into the details, they had come to the oonelvsions a^t 
forth in the report. They had recommended a settle- 
ment ot the accounts, wiUi three exoentioils. lif. 
Counsellor had not sent in the required paiticulailli 
and therefore his bill was set aside for the present. Ili 
the oase of Mr. MonrOi the Committee rvfrained frottk 
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recommending the payment of his account, because 
they had no xnowleoge who emphiyed him. The^ 
had not the slightest wish to prevent payment of his 
bill, but there was no record on the minutes of his 
appointment, as in the case of Messrs. Garbutt. A 
Communication had been received from the Mayor and 
other respectable gentlemen, stating that Mr. Monro 
had been appointed by the Joint -Committee, at a 
meeting the minutes of which were taken by Mr. 
Peter Haggle. But no such minute was in the book, 
and the Clerk (Mr. Foreman) said no such thing took 
place. Under these circumstances, they could come 
to no other conclusion than the one stated in the re- 
port Next, as to the Dispensarv. The house snrg^eon, 
imfortunately, was ill. When he recovered, he had 
no doubt tliat his claim would readily ba settled. 

Mr. loNN, as Mr. Ramsay had addressed the Board 
in his character of committeeman, wished, also, to say 
a few words. He thought he had a right to do so. 

The Board, however, being anxious to get to 1)U8!- 
ness, proceeded to consider the several clauses of the 
report seriatim. Those which called forth no remark 
were considered as approved. 
When the Clbrk came to the case of Mr. Monro, 
Mr. Monro stated that he was requested by the Joint- 
Oommittee, on the 14th uf September, to open his 
shop as a dispensary, Mr. Gramger, of the General 
Boiu?d of Health, having urgenti v pressed the measure. 
He had himself had an attack of cholera, and was 
staying at Tynemouth. He therefore demurred, on 
the ground of inconvenience, but was strongly urged, 
and consented. Mr. Wilson, the medical omcer, sub- 
sequently waited upon him, and gave him the neces- 
sary formulas, He was quite sure that no Guardian 
present,^ similarlv circumstanced, would have refused 
compliance in the midst of such an epidemic. His 
appointment, he might further state, was further re- 
cognized by the tact that Mr. Pattison, the relieving 
officer, gave the order under which he (Mr. Monro) 
was supplied with brandy. Mr. M., in conclusion, 
presented a letter from Mr. J. A. Hymers, and a 
memorial from the Mayor, Mr. Richard Toung, and 
Mr. Peter Hag^e, members of the Joint-Committee, 
in accordance with his statement. 

Mr. R. Young, Mr. Clephan, and Mr. Patttson, 
who were present at the meeting, were successively 
called upon by Mr. Monro, and bore testimony to 
the fact of the pressure upon him to act as a dispenser. 
Mr. Pattison said, Mr. Grainier was anxious that 
a shop should be opened midway between Messrs. 
Qarbutt's and the Dispensary ; and, subsequently, 
he (Mr. P.) ordered brandy to Mr. Monro's, by direc- 
tion of Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. Wilson was now sent for. 
Meanwhile, the minutes were referred to, and not a 
trace of the appointment could be found. 

The Yioe-Chaibman expressed his regret that the 
minutes had not been more correctly kept. (Mr. 
Cook: Hear, hear.) It was quite clear that Mr. 
Momx) had been duly appointed, and he moved that 
his account be paid. 

Mr. Fawcstt seconded the motion, and spoke in its 
support. 
Other members of the Board having also snoken, 
Mr. Wilson entered the room. In replv to the 
Chairman, he stated that he was present at the meet- 
ing of the 14th of September, when Mr. Monro was 
appointed a dispenser. He was quite positive as to the 
appointment— certain. He could not remember who 



moved the appointment. Mr. Grainger, Mr. Toung, 
Messrs. Haggle, and others were present. The ap- 
pointment was put and carried. Mr. Monro objected, 
out his objections were overcome. He could not say 
who took the minutes, or whether or not Mr. Foreman 
was present. 

In reply to further inquiries, Mr. Wilson stated that 
he had authority given to him to appoint dispensers, 
wherever necessary, to medical men, and to Messrs. 
Garbutt and Monro. He did not employ Mr. Monro 
himself, the Joint-Committee having appointed him. 
He gave him, when appointed, the necessary instruc- 
tions. 

Inquiries made of Mr. Wilson, by the Clerk, were 
objected to, as impugning the veracity of that gentle- 
man, and were not pressed. 

Mr. Makepeace and Mr. Ramsat disclaimed, as 
members of the Committee, the slightest ill-feeling to- 
wards Mr. Monro. The latter gentleman expressed 
his regret that all this information had been kept back 
till the eleventh hour. Had it been communicated 
before, much time would have been saved. 

Mr. Monro said, he had received a letter of inquiry 
from the Clerk, and informed him, in reply, that he 
had been appointed by the Joint-Committee on the 
14th of September, at the urgent recommendation of 
Mr. Grainger. 

Mr. Ramsay said, there was not a word about Mr. 
Wilson in Mr. Monro's letter. 
Mr. Monro : No ; for Mr. Wilson did not appoint me. 
The motion was put and carried. 
The Clerk resumed the reading of the report. Dr. 
Barkus's case came on. Some sarcastic remarks were 
made on the recommendation that his bill be paid, in 
the absence of any minute of his appointment ; which 
led Mr. Makepbaob to twit Mr. Fawcett with his 
omission to attend the meetings of the Committee, and 
to move that the account be not paid. Mr. Robert 
Clark observed, that the *' new blood" infused into 
the Committee at the last meeting seemed only to have 
produced bad blood. For his part he was thankful to 
the Committee tor having done their duty so well. 
Mr. Fawcett explained, that a prior engagement — a 
business engagement from home— prevented him from 
attending the first meeting ; and he received no notice 
of the second. Mr. Makepeace did not press his 
motion (which had been seconded by Mr. Tomlin) ; 
and on the motion of Mr. Wilkinson, seconded by 
Mr. RoBSON, it was resolved that the account be 
paid. 
The clause as to Mr. Davis's bill was the next that 

Sve rise to remark. Mr. Ramsay observed, that he 
,d no doubt many of the persons whom Mr. Davis 
had attended should pay their own bills, and against 
such patients he would have a good claim. Mr. Wiir 
KiNSoN referred to the pressure made upon the medical 
men, by the Chairman and himself, to strain eveiy 
nerve to check the epidemic ; and he believed that Mr. 
Davis and others had attended to all the cases that 
came to their knowledge, regardless who the patients 
were. Mr. Makepeace said, one-half of the persons 
charged for by Mr. Davis were quite able to pay for 
themselves, and would feel offended if their bills were 
settled by the union. The Board must be just as well 
as generous. He moved that Mr. Davis be paid as 
recommended. Seconded by Mr. R. Clark, who said 
the Board should support the Committee. Motion pnt 
and carried. 
As to Mr. Wilson, the *' pounds" were changed into 
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** guineas^" (that, it appeared, being the intention of 
the Committee). Mr. Fawobtt moved that the sum 
be, instead of 80 guineas, 100 ; believing that, in so 
acknowJed^ng his great services, he was only acting 
in accordance with nublic feelffig. He felt, himself, 
that the Board woula be wanting in duty to the public 
and to Mr. Wilson, if his motion were not carried. Mr. 
Ceawshat said, h^ had great pleasure in seconding 
the motion. Mr. W. Clark moved that the recom< 
mendation of the report be conhrmed. Seconded by 
Mr. R. Clabk. It was explained by Mr. Makepeace, 
that the sum of 80 guineas was exclusive of payments 
for medicines and for visitors : it was for Mr. Wilson's 
personal services. — The report wasconfirmed by 10 votes 
against 8. 

In reference to Mr. Wilson*s charge of 15 guineas 
for services at the Felling, the Chairman explained 
that his services were not volunteered : — he was 
employed by Mr. M'Allum, through him (Mr. 
Garbutt), to render assistance. Mr. Cra wsn ay moved 
that his claim be allowed. The report, he said, alluded 
to Mr. Wilson in terms of respect ; his services were 
highly appreciated ; and they ought not to treat him 
as if «ne had made a charge which was unjustifiable. 
Mr. ToMLiN : We thought he had just come down to 
the Felling because he had nothing to do in Gateshead. 
Mr. Makepeace moved that the recommendation of 
the report be confirmed. Mr. W. Clark seconded 
the motion. Mr. Cowen thought they ought not to 
refuse Mr. Wilson's claim, after the manner in which 
his valuable services had been admitted. Mr. R. 
Clark said, he would support theCommittee: — he would 
have voted for 100 guineas, if the report had recom- 
mended it. The Board divided :— 11 for £6 : 10 for 15 
guineas. Report confirmed. 

Mr. ToMLiN remarked that there were only 240 
inhabitants in the whole place. 

The clauses as to Mr. M'Allum and Mr. Ijaing were 

The Winlaton bill led tb much discussion. Mr. 
CowEir advocated the claims of Messrs. Brown and 
Gallendar, who were not medical officers, but were 

r:ially employed, and ought to have their bills dis- 
rged. Mr. Ramsat did not deny their services. 



but cases were debited to the union which ought to be 
charged to the patients themselves. Mr. Crawshat 
supported Mr. Cowen. The services of the medical 
men had been invaluable ; and he was afraid lest the 
Guardians might produce a feeling which would be 
deterimental to the public interests hereafter. Mr. 
Makepeace said, the Committee bad I'ecommended 
nayment of the Winlaton account in their first reoort, 
because the Winlaton Guardians had so recommenaed ; 
but the whole matter was sent back to the Committee ; 
farther particulars had been procured ; and believing 
that Mr. P. Brown would be liberally paid with £00 — 
more liberally than any other of tlie medical men — 
he would move that he be paid that sum. Mr. Clark 
seconded the motion. Gne-half, he said, of the patients 
charged for, were well able to pay themselves. Mr. 
(^WEN moved that the sum charged be paid. Mr. 
Crawshat seconded the motion. Mr. Ramsat opposed 
the motion. The official handbill, he said, expressly 
stated that it was '* the poor" to whom assistance was 
to be rendered. Mr. Crawshat : Tes ; but the medical 
men were required to go from house to house ; search 
cut sickness ; and give their aid wherever it was re- 
quired, whether it was sought or not. Mr. Cowev 
■aid, this was a case in which the sick were aided, not 



on their own account alone, but for the safety of the 
whole community. — There was much further discus- 
sion, which ended in three votes :— jCS to Mr. Gill ; 
£80 17s. (his full charge) to Mr. Brown, (by the 
casting vote of the Chairman) ; and £50 to Mr. B. 
Callendar, (his charge of £56 Is. being negatived by 
11 to 10). 

Mr. Cowen, seconded by Mr. Crawshat, proposed 
that Mr. Tindall should have £7 lOs. ; but the report 
was confirmed. Mr. Cowen mov^d that Mr. John 
Cat lender have £15 ; and Mr. Ramsat, thinking that 
injustice had been infficted upon Mr. £. Callendar, in 
comparison with Mr. Brown, gave the motion his 
support. It was put and carried. 

Mr. Counsellor's case came on next, and the Chair- 
man bore witness to the multiplicity of the demands 
that were n\ade upon his services. Mr. Makepeacb 
said, it ought to be Dome in mind that he was regularlv 
paid for attending 3,000 persons, and might well, 
therefore, have a crowded surgery during the epidemic. 
Mr. MuRRAT — (there being a general disposition to 
have the matter settled, instead of allowing it to stand 
over) — moved that £100 be paid to Mr. Counsellor in 
discharge of his account. Seconded by Mr. W. Clark, 
and carried. 

The Chairman now called attention to the concluding 
clause of the report, alluding to a cheque which (with 
others) had been signed by himself, the Vice-Chai^ 
man, and Mr. Brinton. It meant, he said, more tlian 
its authors dared to say. It was a discreditable 
attempt to wound persons who were as respectable as 
themselves. A schedule of the cheques had been made 
out in the ordinary manner ; it was laid before the 
Board ; it was read over, certainly out of the ordinary 
course ; but whatever error was committed was the 
error of the whole Board ; and he hoped that the 
Guardians would protect the Chair, and expunge the 
clause. 

Mr. Ramsat stated, that when the Committee met, 
they found that three bills— one for medical services, 
and two for brandy — had already been discharged. 
Surely, no accounts referred to the Committee for 
investigation should have been paid before inquiry t 
The Chairman was peculiarly bound to protect the 
Board and the public from such irregularities ; and 
the report dealt as lightly with the matter as possible, 
simply reporting it as an inadvertence. 

Tne Chairman said, the Committee, in their first 
report, had recommended those three bills to be paid ; 
the Clerk, in the ordinary course of things, had in- 
cluded them in the schedule ; the schedule was read 
over; and the cheques were signed as a matter of 
routine. 

Mr. Ramsat made some remarks on the heat dis- 
played by the Chairman at the meeting of the Com- 
mittee on the previous night, and on the peculiarity 
of his position as a dispenser to the union during the 
epidemic. 

The Board got into confusion, and Mr. Fawcbtt 
protested against the disorder. There was, he said, 
no motion before the Board. The Vice-chairman said 
he would make a motion. So many errors and mis- 
understandings and difficulties had arisen of late, he 
would move tliat a Clerk be appointed who was capable 
of doing his duty, and that this be done as soon aa 
possible. 

This motion produced some sensation, but was not 
seconded. 

Mr. Makepeace said, the report of the Committee, 
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preienied at the last meetin^^ not having been adopted, 
of course its recommendations went for nothing^. It 
struck him, when the schedule was being read, that 
the accounts in question should not have been included, 
but his attention was diverted to other busiuess ; he 
was called upon to reply to Mr. Ramsay; and he 
allowed the matter to pass. He confessed he was 
irregular :— they were all irregular. 

From an animated conversation which ensued, some 
suspicion, it seems, had existed, that the transaction 
was contrived for the convenience ot Mr. Meggison. 
The ViCB-CuAiRMAN warmly denied the imputation : 
he had signed the cheque not knowing for whose 
benefit it was made out. Mr. Cowen said, he had 
signed hundreds of cheques in that room not knowine 
lor whom tliey were. The Vice-Chairiian inauired 
l^ whom the cheques were filled ud ; and this led to 
some rapid words between him ana the Clerk, who 
called him cowardly. Stronger language was subse- 
quently used. The Vice-chairman thi-eatened to ring 
the Clerk's nose. The Clerk : Perhaps you would like 
to draw my teeth ? Instantly, the Vice-Chainnan 
snatched — ^wliat we took to be a hat — from the table, 
but have since been told was a book. Most certainly 
we saw a hat in frantic motion ; but whatever it was 
that Mr. Wilkinson happened to catch hold of, he 
dashed it across in the &ce of the Clerk — who 
called him a dastardly coward. The Clerk afterwards 
Stated that he was responsible for the filling-up of the 
cheques : — thev were in his handwriting. Mr. 
Fawcett, who had previously, on examination of the 
cheque-book, pronounced it to be the writing of a 
schoolboy, persisted in his conviction, and that, if so, 
it was veiy reprehensible to have the book so loosely 
taken care of. 

The discussion as to the concluding clause was re- 
sumed. Inasmuch as the cheques were not issued 
** without the authority of the Board," it was proposed 
that these words be omitted; but, ultimately, the 
whole clause was struck out ; and the report of the 
Committee, as amended by the resolutions oi the 
Board, was adopted. 

Mr. Qalloit moved a vote of thanks to the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. SvowDov seconded the motion, and it was 
passed. 

Mr. Ramsat returned thanks. The duties devolved 
upon the Committee by the Board had not been of the 
most pleasant description. They had performed them, 
however, fearlessly and faithfully, and to the best of 
their judgment ; and he hoped, now that the business 
was settled, all difierences of opinion would be buried. 
(Applause.) 

The Board proceeded to the relief of the poor.

Mr. Htmbbs said, they had in Gateshead a police 
iorce «qiial to any in the kingdom, and the proposed 
interference was altogether oncalled-for. He saw no 
reason why they should be placed under the control 
of the Chief Oonstable of the County. Major White 
had a large salary. He thonght the County Justices 
severely reprehensible in raising it to £3dOa-yeaT, when 
a man could easily be got to do it for £200. The 
desire to get hold of the borough police showed a 
giBBpiBg ^sposition. He most heartily agreed with 
the report. 

Mr. Aid. Hawks said, they had no proof that the 
county justices wished to obtain control over the 
borough police. No such proposal had been made 
amonffst them. He was a oountv j usUce himself, and 
must nave known of it, if it had ever occurred. He 
could not concur with Mr. Hymers in blaming the 
addition to Major White's salary. The pay of the 
subordinates had been advanced :— why^ should the 
principal be an exception ? No doubt, if the place 
were vacant, a successor might be got for £200 ; he 
would engage to get one for £50 ; but would they, at 
such rates, secure the services of a competent man t 
As to the principle of the report, he quite agreed with 
it : — he would not consent to have the borough police 
placed under the control ot the county. 

The Matob said, the inquiry must have been con- 
ducted snugly and partially. Major White, alone, was 
examined from this county. 

Some remarks having been made upon Major White's 
evidence, the report— (which, Mr, Hodobov said, had 
passed the Watch Committee unanimously) — was 
unanimously adopted by the Council. 

Mr. Aid. Smith presented a report from the finance 
Committee. It stated that, on the death of the late 
towncrier, James Himns, the Newcastle crier, and 
Anthony James, of West-street, labourer, were can- 
didates for the office, and James had been placed on 
triaL The Committee recommended that the Sur- 
veyor's office be placed at the disposal of the Magis- 
trates as a retiring room, and that, to provide accom- 
modation for the Surveyor, the second story of the 
Townliall be extended over Mr. Schorey's kitchen and 
office. The Surveyor to estimate the cost, and report. 



In dealing with the debit and credit aooount of the 
Magistrates' Clerk with the Council and Local Board 
of Health, the Committee recommended that the 
Town Clerk be instructed to remonstrate aoainst the 
practice of delivering the aooounts at sucn longm- 
torvals, and insist upon a quarterly settlement. The 
Committee submitted to the Council a lett^ from Mr. 
Guthrie, Accountant to the Tjiie Improvement Com- 
missioners, explaining that, being made up^ yearly, to 
the evening ot the 9th ox November, ine acoounte 
could not lukve been ready for the audit on that day. 
lliey would be laid before the Auditors as early as 
possible, and earlier by some months than they Ivd 
Seen before. In conclunon, the Committee intimated 
that they had appointed Coundllors Peter Haggle, 
Gfeorge Brinton, and B. W. Hodgson to be a subcom- 
mittee to confer with the parish officers on the sub- 
ject of consolidating the coUectioQ of the municipal 
rates. 

The report was received, and inquiry was made as 
to the manner in which the crier had acquitted him- 
self! 

Superintendent Sohobbt : He has had nothing to 
do I (Laughter.) 

The question was asked how this had happened, 
sedng that the Newcastle Boaneiges had been crying 
in our streeto since the appointment f 

It was replied that no law existed to prevent him ; 
but Mr. Schorey gave contrary judgment. 

Possibly, as tne new crier, it seems, like his New- 
castle livaL can neither read nor write, he may be 
studying Auiemonics bdbre he ** comes out" 

The adoption of the report, after some slight discus- 
sion, was moved by Mr. Aid. Smith, who said that, so 
fiir as he was concerned, Mr. Guthrie's letter was satis- 
foctory. lb*. BaiBToir seconded the motion, which 
vras carried unanimously. 

It was announced that two depatations were in wait- 
ing, to support memorials ; ana it was resolved that 
they be instantly admitted. 

Messrs. Henry Dunn, William Dingwall, Joseph 
Woolston, and Andrew Weatherston had charge ot a 
memorial from owners and occupiers of property in 
Hopper-street and the neighbourhood, representing the 
absence of drainage, paving, and lighting, and stating 
that they were willing to do their part, out no main 
sewer esasted by whicn ihey could have their houses 
drained. They prayed that prompt measures might 
be adopted. 

Thesollowing appeared to be the state of the case :— 
These streeto having been built where, as in too many 
parte of Gateshead, no fodlities for drainage exist, 
they are in a deplorable condition ; and this net was 
brought under the consideration of the Council so iar 
back as October, 1662, by the Town Surveyor, who 
recommended the construction of a main sewer in 
Easton-street^ for the drainage of the eastern district 
of the borough. This recommendation having been 
adopted, tiie necessary plans now form his chief occu- 
pation, and will be r^y in January, when the work 
may m b^un, but cannot be undextaken earlier. As 
Mr. DingwBkll steted, tlie locality is now in no better 
(if not worse) condition than Hillgate, and many df the 
houses are forERsken by their former tenants. It was 
suffgested by the deputation that if the streeto were 
lifted, they would be content in the meantime ; and 
Mr. Aid. Hawkb supported the suggestion. A motion 
was then founded upon it by Mr. PrHAQGiy, seconded 
by Mr. Hodgson, and carried. 
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Mr. Martin Dunn represented the sabscriberB of 
the second memorial, calhng attention to the bad state 
of the Church-stairs and Church- walk, and the Council 
promised early attention to the subject. 

The Town Clerk, in the absence of the Chairman (Mr. 
Aid. Robson), presented a report from the Public 
Health Committee. Its clauses were carried seriatim. 
The Committee, it appeared, had instructed the 
Town Clerk to write to Mr. Thomas Rochester, re- 
questing him to reduce the rate of interest on the 
money borrowed from him (£2,000), in 1849, for five 
yeai-s, by the late Gateshead Street Act Commissioners; 
with which recjuest, it is understood, he is willing to 
comply, to the extent ol one-half per cent. 

Mj*. Cook originated a conversation eliciting the 
following iacts ; — The money was borrowed at 6 per 
cent., that rate of interest being paid because the 
Corporation was to have the power of repaying the loan 
by twenty annual instalments of xlOO each — a 
privilege which has never been exercised ; and, more- 
over, for some reason or other, whi^h did not clearly 
app^, the income-tax on the interest &lls, not on Mr. 
Rochester (in the ordinary course), but on the rate- 
payers of Qateshead. The debts of the Corporation, 
altogether, were stated to be (as set forth in the printea 
balance sheet) — 

£600 borrowed from the Gateshead Dispensary, 

at per cent 5 

300 from the Gateshead Friendly Society, at... 4^ 

2000 from Mr. Rochester, at 6 

1000 OD the Towohalllfrom Mr. W. Butherford

£6800 
Mr. Cook expressed his regret that the resolution of 
the Council had not been acted upon, and portions of 
the principal annually paid off, according to the 
original understanding. He would move that it be 
referred to the Public Health and Finance Committees 
to consider, generally, whether some more economical 
arrangement could not be effected as to interest, and, 
also, whether the debts of the Corporation could not be 
reduced. If they went on in tnis way, borrowing 
. and never repayin«r> the property of the people of 
Qateshead would be confiscated. — Mr. Pattbrsoit 
seconded the motion, and it was adopted. 

Mr. £aftton*s rates, still unpaid, lormed one of the 
subjects of the report. Mr. Hewitt moved that no 
compromise be consented to, but that payment of the 
rates in arrear be enforced ; and that if Mr. Easton 
had anything to say as to future rates, it must be said 
on appeal, as in all other cases. Seconded by Mr. 
Brinton, and carried. 

Mr. Easton, wishing to pass a tele^mph wire over 
the road near the entrance-gate of his colliery yard, 
Mr. Hall recommended that leave be granted, on the 
condition that the wire be 20 feet above the level, and 
that an acknowledgment be naid. — Agreed to. The 
acknowledgment to be 2s. 6a. per annum, and the 
work to be executed under the superintendence of the 
Surveyor, and to his satis&ction. 

Mr. Newall liad written to Mr. Hall as follows, on 
the 27th of October, fi-om his Wire Rope Works in 
Qateshead :— 

" I called at your office two days since, but did not find 
you. I wished to bring before your notice the sewerage of 
some houses at the Team, between Mr. Bumup's and Mr. 
Pearson's brickyard, and near the Methodist chapel. There 
have been three cases of cholera, all ftbtal ; and another 
very bad case. One of those, a most excellent workman of 



oars, named tJrwin, died yesterday. There is an open 
sewer in front of the honses, and no drainage. If the land- 
lords ean be ponished, I hope they will be, as the state the 
houses have been left in is highly discreditable. The sooner 
it is looked after, the better. 

" There is also an open drain fSrom Mr. Glenton's asylum, 
running down the fbo^th from Elysiam-lane-~a most filthy 
place. Can it not be remedied f " 

^Ir. Hall reported that, from the proximity of the 
houses at the Team to that tributary of the Tyne, they 
were well situated for drainage. As to the asylum 
sewer, it was decidedly a nuisance, and Mr. Qlenton 
ought to be called upon, aa a temporary measure, to 
cleanse it periodically, and to remove certain swine, 
one great cause of the nuisance. But, as an e^ctual 
and permanent remedy, in this as in other cases, pro- 
per discharging sewers must be constructed.— Ordered, 
that the requbite notice be served upon Mr. Qlenton. 

Mr. Hall called attention to a memorial complaining 
of a nuisance arising from the burning of black malt 
in Mr. Robertson's brewery, Oakwellgate, upon which 
he will report. 

Mr. Hall recommended that, no attention having 
been paid to the notice of the Council served upon Mr. 
Robert Harrison, tanner, Newcastle, he (the Surveyor) 
be instructed to erect two water^losets in tiie back- 
yard of Mr. Harrison's premises in Bridffe-street. The 
cost to be defrayed by the owner. — Oraered. 

Ordered, also, under^similar circumstances, that the 
yards of Price's and Churchwardens' building in Hill- 
gate, be cl<%ared of their rubbish and paved, at the 
cost of the proprietors. 

Mr. Hall had reoeived, and produced, samples from 
Glasgow of vitrified street names; He thought that, 
eventually, they would prove coatly, from liability to 
damage, and inclined, himself, to prefer raised letters 
in cast iron, the durabilitv of wnich might be estimated 
at six hundred years. The Council, however, on the 
motion of Mr. Ckawbhat, seconded by Mr. ALLHUSair^ 
decided in fiivour of the Glasgow article, choosing 
black letters on white glas^ which, being placed in 
the neighbourhood of a gna kmp, wiU be readable at 
night. The cost will be about half a crown per name. 

Mr. Hall made fiivourable report of the progress of 
the Baths and Washhouses ; and, with respect to the 
plan and sections for the sewerage of the eastern part 
of the town, he had to state that they would be com- 
pleted, with the requisite estimates and specifications, 
m January. 

The Health Committee, after touching upon other 
matters, submitted a communication which had been 
receivea from the trustees of the Durham and Tyne 
Bridge Road. As to the nuisance on the turnpike, 
near Cramer Dykes and King James's-street, arising 
from the drainage of Mount Pleasant finding its wav 
into an open, unpaved channel, the trustees repliea, 
that their duties were confined to providing proper 
channels for the reception and conveyance of surmce 
water only, and that any nuisance proceeding fix>m the 
admixture of other matter came within the province of 
the Local Board. With regard to the use of scoria as 
road material noi'th of the Sunderland road end, the 
trustees concurred with the Town Surveyor, and had 
some time ago given instructions for the substitution of 
Scotch stone. They had also directed the Road Sur- 
veyor to give particular attention to the scavenging of 
the roadway and water channels of Gatesh^ street. 
Moreover, they had appointed a commCittee, consisting 
of Messrs. John Greene, William Hymers, and Joseph 
Robson, to confer with the Local Board on the matters 
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referred'to in the application throuffh Mr. Kell. The 
Oomnut^ reoommended that a suboommittee be ap- 
pointed to confer with the gentlemen named.— Messis. 
Smith, Hewitt, and Hodgson were appointed— to be 
accompamed^by the-ToivuSoFrevor. Mr. Aid. Smith 
observed, that^ the trnstees had behaved remarieab^ 
handsomely in milking so capital a foot road all the 
w^ to the New Ctennon. 

Various nnisanees were now passed in review. The 
stoppage of a drain passing Mr. Wilson's skinneiy in 
Hiugflie, with a oontinuaTdepositoffilth) was referred 
to the HeiUtii Committee. The imp<»iance of con^ 
Strueting a main sewer along Hiligate was xuged and 
reoognLeed, 

It was ordered' that several aooonnts be paid. 

Estimates of the fdnds required for the genwal dis* 
trict, lighting, and footway-paving rates, were snb- 
mitted and approved, and ordered to lie in the Council 
Chamber for publio inspection. 

The report, subject to tiie resolutions of the Coun<nl, 
was adopted. 

Mr. Aid. Hawkb moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee to consider the subject of water-supply, and to 
report Seconded by Mr. Hswivt, and ad^^. 

Messrs. AUhusen, Crawshay, Baggie (Peter), 
Haw^. Hodgson, and Smil^. (with the Mayor ex 
qfffcio,) to. be uie con^^ittee. 

It wassuggeeted that the gaa qnestlon, b^ a)so re- 
iened* to the^ oomBiitteey Uie supply ot gas boiag at 
prasent very wretched ; butitwaathougatthatwate 
alone would suffice lor the conaideiafeioa of one com- 
mittee. 

MjT. Allhussn gave notice of a motion lor the con- 
version, of piirt of Hiligate into a public quay. A 
beginaiiig was about tv bo made with the Shields 
niess ; vessek of greater dmught would in all piob^ 
bility come up to Newcastle ; and he thought that 
GatMtead should be i»epared to take advantage ottiie 
change. 

Mr. Petbb £U^ib wished to call particuhu: atten- 
tiion to on(» portion oi the ward whicl;! he baa th^ 
honour to repvoBeat : — he. referred to Pipewel^te. 
He had visited it that morning ; and, notwithstaaung 
the wamiag of th^^ttf^deiSc, it waa one mass <3 
fihh from beginmng to end. He feund people living 
above stables, in an atmosphere reeking with am- 
monia* Nuisances from pigs abounded. No wonder, 
kx^kixig Sit the condition of the locality, that it w^. a 
•ontuKial seat of disease, and a source of ds^eirtothe 
vhola community. It was all very well to go to churdj^ 
and return thanks fer the removal of the cholera, but 
how could they expect the blessing of Heaven while 
the existence of so frightful a state of thiii£;s was toler- 
ated ! There were only feur privies in aU Pipei/^eUr 
gate ; and scores of people, men and women, were 
compelled to go down to the shore ot the river. Hittr 
sate itself was a pakce to Pipewellgate. (taughter.) 
He really hoped thai the Od«b<^ would uSa the 
n^atter up. 

Mr. Aid. Hawks : It is. Ijigh time. 

IS^Wa^Coij^pciUprsL it waa unde^;st9o4, accom- 
panied by such of the Alde^nen as chose to assist in 
thesNjnBey^ voiM stMotiy go round their respective 
spheres, with a view to making reports to the Council.

Oir.Peo* 5. a meetin^^ convened. by advertiswefft, 
was held at Miss Murray's, the Half Mppn iniii Cui^ 
head, to promote a subscnptiof), already oommenc^. 
with a view to the presentation of some tribute of 
ren)eQt to, the medical officer of the town, Mr. & H. 
Wilson, in. ^teful acknowledgment of his invali^ble 
services during the. epidemiC; of ]S^pten}l^ran4,. Oc- 
tober. 

Gkobqe CKAw&iiJLy, Ii^|*i (who ^vaa called to Uip 
chalfj) said J he woe inelm^ Ui belle vtj tliat the gravity 
of Uio kte \itiitation, imd tlie Bt^rvlcee rentlered by the 
medical men, were not aufficleiiUy appreciiiteJ by ths 
public generally. Vqt hioi^elf, he foU that they 
eould not be estimated too liigMy- At an early 
stage of the epidemiCj himself md pirtaexis organized 
a sy&Ufm of relief for their own woiltfl (the Gatesh^d 
Ironworks)^ The same was done by other em ploy ei^ 
of large numbers of workpeoj^le. They eiigaged 
cnedical men, and provided mediciueBt and inade ar- 
mngeme 11 ta under which immediate aid t;ould be ob* 
tained m all cases of eiekneas* And what waa done 
within their works j and under hi& own obBerYation. 
WiiB done outside, witli tlie asaistaoce of Uie JjiedicM 
profession . The value of tbia system was obvious to 
all who witnessed ita beneficial opration. If auth 
measures of promptitude liad not oeen taken — H the 
doctora had been Bupine — instead of himdreds, we 
should have had thonsands dying* The disease would 
not have been arrested in its first stage, but would 
liave passed on from diMTlicea to pure chulem, and 
the mortality would have been enormoua, l^or would 
the loss of liftj have been all— there must have been 
an immense sacrifice of property- As it wa;^, what 
with the sickness and the panic, the works witli whieh 
he was connected were almost brought to a stand* In 
the month of Seiitembet, hardly one-half of tJie usual 
amount of work waa performed^ caufiing^, of cou^rse, 
great pecimian' losa — more thaii be should like to 
estiniate; and if the mortality Imd been doubled or 
trebled, (aja It would have been, liad it not been hr^ 
me<ncai aid,) a muic would have been the consequence 
frightful to think of. Majpu&iCtorie^ would Juive been 
closed— shops deserted — thonsanilfl upon thousands of 
pounds sacrificed* If tht» town had been stripped of 
its medical men, or if they had he^u incompetent ot 
indifierent, society would nave been birolcen up. He 
was indulging in no vein of exaggeration wlien he 
said the town was within an inch ul ruin. Had the 
mort^ty been much greater, the people woidd have 
fled. It was only by Ui£? vigorous measures that were 
adopted, by the anthonties and the medical men^ that 
th(3 pkgu^ waa stayed. An epidemic was like a fire> If 
you did not check the progiess of a ftre. it would ex- 
teind firom house to house, and devour tne town ; and 
so, if you left an epidemic to iteelf, it would rage untU 
its fitting victims were destroyed. Now, feeling - 
gratefiil to the medical gentlemen of Gateshead, 
whose services he had seen and could appreciate, there 
was one of them filling a public office j whose services 
might be marked out, without invidiousneas, for 
voluntary public acknowledgment ; — he referred to 
Mr, Wilson (applause), whose labours were known to 
the whole community, and hi^lUy valued. Ete waa 
8i^a of ihiB| ttu^t if D^r. WUaon were rewarded in pro- 
portion to the amount of propeirtv whiph he luid saved 
(to 89ij i^o^^ung of l^mnan life^, Ais fbrti^ne would be 
made. And tn^ sape wj^hi be said of other i^nedical 
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men. He had therefore ^reat pleasure in taking the 
chair on the present occasion. He hoped the result 
would be the raising of such a subscription as would be 
honourable to the town and worthy of its object. He 
should be happy^ himself, to subscribe £5: Mr. 
Hawks and Mr. Edmond Crawshay would eacn give 
£2 2b. ; and he would do what he could among his 
friends to procure further contributions. (Appbiuse.) 
Mr. Jamss Clephan read ^e resolutions which had 
been framed for the consideration of the meeting, and 
said, he fully concurred with the Chairman in his esti- 
mate of the services of the medical gentlemen of 
Gateshead. Those services were of peculiar value in 
an epidemic such as they had recently passed through, 
cholera being one of the simplest ot diseases in its 
earlier stages, and one of the most difficult and fatal 
after those stages were passed. Being engaged in the 
collection of the &ctsofthe epidemic, he applied for 
assistance, in October last, amon^ others to the medical 
men. Tins assistance was obhgingly afforded ; and 
he had now before him a table then furnished by Mr. 
Wilson, showing the number of cases which had pre- 
sented themselves in his practice day after day, and 
the number of each day's cases which had gone on to 
a &tal termination. Now. it was a remarkable fiftct, 
that of 1,690 cases of diarrhGea, and 103 approaching 
more nearly to pure cholera, only one or two had 
ended fiitally, ana these where the patients were obsti- 
nate, and would not submit to treatment : while 243 
cases, which were not brought under ttie medical 
officers care until the final stage of cholera had been 
reached, were in 139 instances &tal. These &cts 
proved now invaluable was medical aid j how vitally 
important it was that it should be obtamed without 
delay: and— what was more immediately connected 
with the matter in hand — ^how great were the labours 
and how signal the services of Mr. Wilson in the late 
epidemic. (Ap^use.) 

Mr. PsTBB Uaqoie, in moving the resolutions 
^which are advertised in another column) spoke highly 
m praise of Mr. Wilson, and said, bavins accompanied 
him over those parts of his district which nad been most 
ravaged by the epidemic, it was pleasing to notice the 
feeling manifested towards him by the poor. They all 
seemed to regard him as a friend and brother : and he 
must also say, that his modesty was as remarKable as 
his deserts. (Applause.) 

Mr. Joseph Clephah seconded the resolutions, 
feeling that Mr. Wilson was worthy of all that could 
be done in honour of his services. 

Mr. John Fawcbtt stated, that a similar movement, 
only of a more private and limited character, had been 
set on foot some weeks ago. He was glad that it was 
now taken up on a larger scale, and hoped it would 
prosper exceedingly. 

The resolntions were unanimously carried, and £20 
was subscribed at the meeting. 

The resolutions closed with a vote of thanks to the 
Ohairman, who expressed a hope that every member 
of the Committee would exert himself in procuring 
subscriptions, and rendering the testimonial worthy <n 
the town. 

The Oommittee wiU meet on Monday next, at 12, at 
Miss Murray's. 

THE OASTLE OP NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE 

nVB HUNDBBD TBABS AQO. 
Thi Society of Antiquaries met on Wednesday 
nighty Dec 7, in the Castle of Newcastle. 



John Fenwiok, Esq., was called to the chair. 
A letter was read from Mr. Roach Smith, thanking 
the society for its encouragement of his CMlectanea 
AtUiqua^ and unring the periodical publication id t^e 
Transactions. The most economical course, in his 
opinion, would be to publish a couple of volumes per 
year. 

It was resjlved that the society should be enrolled 
in the " Warton Club," and so become entitled to its 
publications. 

Some other business having been transacted, Mr. 
G. B. RioHABDSON handed to tne Chairman some coins 
and tokens which had been found in gulling down 
an old house in Stockbridge, and whichp in a spirit of 
enlightened liberality, had been placed m his nimds, 
for presentation to the society, by James Anderson, a 
bricklayer. 

Mention was made of a review in the Art Journal 
for December of Dr. Surridge*s book on the Roman 
inscriptions, and it was resolved that a copy be pur- 
chased to be bound up with the volume. 

Mr. RioHA&DSON read a letter which he had received 
on the subject of his recent paper on the Introduction 
of the Manufiicture of Glass on the Tyne : — 

Woodfield, near Droitwich, WoroesterBhire, 
December 2, 1853. 
Sot,— I have perused with interest the printed report of a 
paper read by yon at a recent meeting of the Society of An- 
tiquaries of Newcastle, relatire to the introduction of the 
mannflustnre of glass at Newcastle by theDe Hennezes and 
others in 1568, and the ooimption of the name of Henneaes 
into Henzell by their descendants, some of whom are said 
still to reside on the Tyne. 

Some members of the Hennezes fkmily settled in the vi- 
cinity of Stourbridge, Worcestershire, and there Introduced 
the manufacture ot broad or window glass It is still one of 
the staple manufiustures of that district. There, the original 
name of Hennezes was soon changed to Henzey, Henzye, or 
Hen^Sie. 

I am not certain that any male descendant of this fiunUy 
is to be found in the neighbourhood ; but it is represented 
in the female branch by several families in the vicinity of 
Stourbridge:— viz., the Brettells, the Dixons, the Hom- 
flrays, and (through the Crokers of Sanford. county Oxon, 
hi 1667,) the Pideocks of the PUtts, of which fiunily I am a 
member. 

Aooording to a genealogical aocouqt of our fiunily, it ap- 
pears that the Henzeys or HenzellB were a noble family 
residing "tout pre la village de Darnell en le Pays de Lor^ 
raine." Their arms (three acorns slipped or, on a field 
gules), and the portrait of Joshua Henzey, bom 1600, are in 
my brothei^s possession. Their coat of arms is said to have 
been annealed in glass, and put up in the Duke of Lorraine^ 
gallery, and the fiunily to have been driven from France bjr 
the Protestant persecution. 

The village referred to as the residence of the family is 
probably Darnieulle, in the Departmen des Vosges.

Mr. w. H. LoNesTAFFB read a short pai>er. By the 
Society^ instmctions he had proenred for its use thQ 
'* Account of Alan de Strother, Sheriff of Northum- 
berland, Ibr divers disbursements made on the repair 
of divers houses within the King's Castle of Newcastle 
npon Tyne,*' between November 4, 31 Edward III. 
(1357), and March 6 following. The worin were done 
under the superintendence of Robert de Tyndan, 

»of Gilbert de Whitley, the master and over- 
the King's works in the castle. It appeared to 
Mr. L. that a summary of the purport of the docu- 
ment nuaht to many be more acceptable than a 
oeruaal of the cantracted latin of the original, and 
therefore he had made the attempt to furnish the dni- 
deroHm. The account opens with '' the reparation of 
a certain prison called the Gr«at Pit in a certain 
tower.** By ••the putrefiiction of the joists" a floor 
<*saddenly fell." and "almost killed those incarcerated 
within." A controversy as to the relative positions of 
the stroetturee has arisen out of cloudy description, 
which we pass over, and proceed to a conclusion drawn 
by Mr. Longstafie from tne mention of a certain office 
provided for the prisoners:— viz., that idle felons, 
mider a gaoler's surveillance, were better off in the 
fourteenth century, than are many honest Britons, in 
our own day. under the tender mercies of a landlord. 
The prison-house, however, if better oflBced, was not 
better lighted than a Hillgate home ; for the workmen, 
when making their repairs, consumed four pounds of 
candles, per obtowitatur prisone. In connection with 
the reparation of the Heron Pit (traced by Mr. L. step 
by step), we read of four great trees, brought from the 
Gaoleffrip, for conversion into joists. The timber was 
landed there by John Wodseller, the vendor. The 
sawyer employed is called John Sawer. The carpen- 
ters, perhaps from their form and comeliness, present 
themselves under the name of Pratyman. A(^m de 
Lymleder occurs as the conveyancer of the requisite 
sand, (which was brought Irom the Sandyate) ; and it 
may be inferred from his name that he also brought 
the lime, ^ot from the Lymekilnes of Robert Cook or 
Koc, described as beinga mile distant. " Sparres of fyr" 
were bought of Thomas de Kelsow on the Keysyde.— 
Mr. LongstafTe notes that a fall in wages had occurred 
between November and March. In the former month 
the carpenters and masons had fi vepence a day or hidf 
a-crown a week :— in the latter, 4d. a day or 2s. Id. 
per week. The labourers suffered a reduction from 
Is. 9d. to Is. 3d. The slater was paid by the rood— 
18s. per rood. The blacksmith was paid by weight, 
receiving sixpence per stone. The masons paid two- 
pence a paur for glovep, and the candles consumed cost 
threehalfpence per pound. If the latter threw as 
much lignt on the dark passages of the castle as Mr. 
LoogstaBe lias done, the worlunen could have nothing 
to eomphun of.

Board Room, Dbo. 13.*^ Present i-w The Chair- 
man, and Messrs. Robeon, Gook, Young, lonn, Faw- 
oett. Makepeace, Bagnall, Grawshay, and W. GUuk. 

Mr. GooK (as Glerk) read the mhiutes, and then the 
notices of marriage. Thirteen couples, of various 
ages, were candidates for matrimonv, from a widower 
and widow of 48 and 44, to a bachelor and spinster of 
20 and 19. The accounts showed that two districts, 
only^ere in arrears— Whlckham being £\l\ behind, 
and Winlaton £96 10s. The Treasurer had £1,673 
Os. 6d. in hand : — against which, cheques were issued 
to the amount of £607 Os. 8d., hiduding £226 ISs. 6d. 
for police and county rate. 

Tne decisions of the Board having been commu- 
nicated to the medical men, by the Glerk, since the 
meeting of the 29th ult., he had received replies from 
them, which were now read. 

Mr. Edward Callender, of Winlaton, while regard- 
ing his treatment as unjust, accepted the £50 voted 
to him (in lieu of JM odd), and expreased a hope that 
he would not be left to pay his assistant (Mr. Twigg) 
himself. 

After some discussion as to the authority under 
which Mr. Twigg had been appointed, the Board 
passed on to the letter of Mr. John Gallender, of 
Greenside, whose bill of £36 Ids. had been cut down 
to £15. Mr. Gallender sud :— 

Dsjia 8ia,— In reply to yours of the 30th nit, I beg to 
state that I cannot accept the sum of £15 for aenrices ren- 
dered doring the late epidemic. I think the Oaardlans 
have acted very nigastly towards me. Tbey mast have 
mieanderstood the nature of my appointment, which was to 
Attend to all indiscriminately. They likewise have no idea 
of the extent of my district, m which I made from bouse to 
house visitation. I think it very strange indeed that Mr. 
Stevenson, of Whiekliam) should be treated in a different 
manner to myself, being likewise a union officer. 

Hoping the Board will entertain a more llbeial view of 
the matter,

In addition, however, to moniesexpended by me which hare 
rinee been repaid, I was exposed to other expenses, prior 
to the appointment of dispensers, and during the time that 
my lodgings were made use of as a public dispensary, 
amoontlng to not less than one-half of the above grant 

Haring, in justice to myself, made this explanation, I 
offlbr no other remark on the award. Having sent in no 
aoooont as a medical officer, but left myself altogether in 
your hands, I do not feel that I have any right to question 



As a private practitioner, however, called in to render 
assistance in Heworth, at a thne when, after the abate- 
ment of the epidemic in my own district, rest would have 
been much more welcome to me than added service, how- 
ever liberally rewarded, I cannot consent to sanction, by 
any act of mine, the refhsal to meet my charge. It was 
ftom a sense of duty to the public that I responded to the 
eall for my services at the Felling. The duty which I owe 
to myself compels me to decline the offered recompense.

Mr. M'Allum, of Heworth, after acknowledging the 
receipt of the Clerk'a note, said i—** I b^ leave to 
thank the Guardians, and to accept their propoeal*" 
(A Guardian : The first thanks we nave had yet.) 

Mr. Daviea, of Wrekenton, whoee bill for £99 had 
been cut down to £40, said, that *' had he conceived 
the sum offered an equivalent for his services, he cer- 
tainly should not have chained the union more than 
double the amount." ** I cannot believe," he added, 
** that the Board expect me to consider myself &irly 
remunerated by a sum so inconsiderable, and so inade- 

fuate even to my expenditure ; nor can I suppose that 
am expected to bear nearly the whole cost of the 
epidemic m my district. I feel assured that the above 
proposal is the result of some mistake or error, which 
the Board will at once detect and correct." 

Mr. F. S. Brown, of Winlaton, who had *' attended 
200 cases of diarrhoea and choleraic diarrhoea, many 
of whom were not in circumstances to meet the 
expenses of medical attendance," expressed a hope 
that the Board would not persist in withholding from 
him '* a remuneration for services which he oeemed 
imperative on all medical men in such times of provi- 
dential visitation." 

Mr. Counsellor, of the Felling, begsed the Guar- 
dians '* to reconsider their resolution," believing him- 
self to he '* legpEdly and equitably entitled to the full 
amount" of his charge, and quite certain that it 
would not have been thought excessive if the Board 
had been aware of the arduous labours which he 
underwent, and the great expense he incurred, during 
the epidemic 

A letter was read from Mr. Kell, Secretary of the 
Dispensary, enclosing resolutions adopted by the 
Committee, showing that the institution had been put 
to £25 expenses, or thereabouts, by the epidemic, and 
that Mr. Brown, the house suigeon, and Mr. Faider, 
the apprentice, had rendered services— to the extent <n 
which, a papier, in the handwriting of the former. 



might serve as a oliie. Mr. Kell enlained that Mr. 
Brown was too ill to afiord any in&imatkm on the 
subject himself. 

After some conversation, it was resolved that the 
institution be naid £25 in consideration of its expenaes; 
and that £25 oe granted to Mr. Brown, and £5 to Mr. 
Faider. 

The next communication that came up was a letter 
from Mr. Hugh Lee Pattinson to Mr. Ghirbutt* Mr. 
Makepeace objected to its beinff read, as it waa 
simply a private letter from one individual to another. 
Ultimately, however, it was resolved, on a show of 
hands, that it be read.

We beg to inform you that this statement is not 
correct ; for we are of opinion that the duties of Hr< Ooon- 
seller were so arduous, and performed in such a manner, 
as not only to entitle him to his tull pecuniary charge, but 
also to the lasting gratitude of the inhabitants. 

It may not be irrelerant to say, ttiat Mr. Ooonsellor's 
attendance on cholera patients forms no part of oar coor 
tract with him for medical attendance on our workmen.

Mr. Marepeaob said he was not aware that any 
remark was made, at the last meeting of the Board, aa 
to the want of unanimity in the firm. He believed, 
however, that the firm, which comprised sevoai 
partners, was not agreed. 

Mr. Cook observ^, that threepence a head per week, 
he understood, was exacted from the company's work- 
people ; and any medical man, he thought, would be 
glad to take charge of them at that rate, epidemics in- 
cluded. 

The last letter of a medical character was from Mr. 
Gill, of Winlaton, ''tendering his thanks for the 
liberal sum which the Guardians had awarded him for 
his exertions in the district of Winlaton,'' and request- 
ini; them to allow him a similar sum lor his services 
in the Teams district as well, '* which would be thank- 
fully received." Mr. Gill enclosed an invoice for 
medicines. 

A letter was read from the Rev. F. Betham, 
Catholic priest of Gateshead, of which the following is 
a copy :— 

Gateshead, December 13, 1853. 

Mt DEA.li Sib,— On visiting the union-workhoose yester- 
day, I found that the two Catholic families, lately entered 
when bereft of their parents by the cholera, are regularly 
sent to the Protestant church. Tne names of the children 
are as follows :— 

Michael Fox 8 

Anne Pox 6 

Patrick Fox 1} 

Bernard Magee 8 

James Magee 6 

Margaret Magee 3 

It is a patent fact, that the parents of these children were 
Catholics, and, indeed, were attended in their last moments 
either by myself or by one of the other clergymen sent by 
me during the short period of my sidmess. It is, there- 
fore, a direct violation of the rights of conscience to make 
compulsory Protestants of these little ones of Christ ; and, 
as the resident chief of the Catholic Church in this borough, 
and» as such, the national spiritual guardian of the souls of 
these children, I beg to protest against it, and to request 
that an order may be made relieving these children ttom 
attendance at a worship abhorrent from the tenets of their 
religion, and which can only tend to make them grow op 
bypoeritee and bad members of society. 
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At the rame time, I beg to take this opportunity of re- 
questing that the other Oathollc children in the boroogh 
may no longer be taught the catechism of the State-estab- 
lished Protestantism. It argaes a want of good fiiith on the 
part of the Guardians to insist upon this, after they have 
once handed the children over to my teaching, and shows 
that the institutions over which they preside are not so 
much houses of refUge flrom misery as proselytizing institu- 
tions on a large scale, wherd children are only rescued 
from temporal wretdiedness to be plunged into eternal. 
Such conduct would fitly become the gigantic schismatioal 
proselytizing system of the Czar of All the Ruasias, but is 
surely out of place in men elected to dispense the fhnds 
collected equally from Catholic and Protestant for the 
relief of the poor, and who, for any prohibition of the 
law to the contrary, may be composed indiscriminately ot 
Christians of all grades— of Jews, of Turks, or of Infidels. 
If the Guardians cannot come to any decision on this sub- 
ject, I should feel obligM by an answer that may enable rae 
to pursue the question to ulterior terms in another place.

GATESHEAD POOR-LAW UNION. 

Ths fortnightly meeting of the Guardians was held 
in the school-room of the Workhouse, on Tuesday, 
December 27. Present : — The Chairman (Mr. Gar- 
butt), Messrs. Robson, Brinton, Makepeace, Murray, 
Monro, and Cook. 

Mr. Cook (si^tinff as clerk) stated that the amount 
of cheques proposed to be issued at that meeting was 
j£l,422 15s., and if £660 had not been paid im during 
he day— £600 by Gateshead, and £60 by Whickham— 
there would not have been a sufficient amount in 
hand to meet those payments. The cheques were 
iread over, and comprised salaries ; and (in those cases 
where they had been accepted as payments in full) the 
amounts which had been awarded to the medical 
officers for extra services during the cholera. 

Bome conversation took place as to whether, con- 
sidering the position of the Union, some of the cheques 
diould not stand over; but they were ultimately 
passed. 

A ocHnmunication relaiting to the Poor-Law Board 
was then read. It was from Manchester, and in- 
cludeid a copy of resolutions, which had been passed 
at a meeting of guardians, ratepayers, and others, from 
various towns, held in that dt^ on Uie 12th instant, 
to oonsider the propriety of petitioning either for the 
discontinuance or tne lunitation of the powers of the 
Poor-lAw Board, the act for which expuree this year. 
As the term tof the act was expiring, it had oeen 
thought a ^ftvourable time for sucn meetings, and the 
resoHutioBs passed at Manishester were in oppositioQ to 
the renewal of the {wwers of the Board, as being ua- 
cpnstitutional, and in &vour of a movement to pro*- 
cure an expression of opinion from other towns uptm 
the subject. Amongst others, a subscription, and the 
codpention olthe guardians and ratspayefs of Gates- 



head, was solicited. Some conversation ensued as to 
what should be done in reference to the communica- 
tion. 

Mr. Makepeace said the Board was an expensive 
body, and he did not see what use they were. 

Mr. Robson: But can you suggest anything better. 

Mr. Brintoit, as the meeting was too small to de- 
termine upon the subiect of the letter, moved that the 
communication be acknowledged, and thai it be taken 
into consideration next board-day. 

Mr. Marbpeaob seconded the motion, which was 
unanimously carried. 

A letter, signed Courtenay, was then read from the 
Poor-Law Board, stating that the Board had received 
a copy of the resolution of the Gateshead Board, passed 
on the 12th inst., to borrow £1,000 on the new build- 
ings at the workhouse, of the Royal Exchange In- 
surance Company, at 5 per cent. ; but the Poor-Law 
Board recommended tliat application be made through 
them to the Public Works Loan Commissioners for the 
amount at 4 j)er cent. A proper form of application 
was enclosed. 

A letter was also read from the Poor-Law Board, 
enclosing a letter which they had received from Mr. 
Robert Davis, medical officer, of Gateshead Fell, com- 
plaining that the Gateshead Board of Guardians had 
not allowed him his full account for extra services 
during the epidemic. He stated in his letter that at 
the commencement of the epidemic the following reso- 
lution was passed by the Guardians ; — ** That Mr. 
Davis provide proper medicines during the prevailing 
epidemic for the poor, ana that he give them out gra- 
tuitously to those who are not able to pay for them." 
" As (continued Mr. Davis) I was frequently visited 
by the chairman and vice-chairman, and desired to 
exert myself and to spare neitlier labour nor expense 
to keep down the mortality, I construed the above in 
a liberal sense, and not only provided medicines at my 
own surgery and various stations of my district, but 
also engaged extra assistants, hired extra horses, 
vehicles, and servants, and visited all applicants most 
assiduously ; and though the sickness was great, the 
mortality was smsll." 

A memorial agreed to at a meeting at Gateshead 
Fell, and signed oy twelve gentlemen, the Rector (the 
Rev. Mr. 4^kinson) heading the list, was also read in 
&vour of Mr. Davis's claim, in consequence of the 
great exertions he had made in that neighbourhood 
during the epidemic. The sum of £40, which the 
Board had voted to him, they considered much too 
small. 

Mr. Makepeace ssid, though he was an inhabitant, 
he never received any notice of the meeting referred 
to in the letter^ or he could have given some explana- 
tions. 

Mr. Cook said he received a copy of the circular 
C(mveaing the meeting, and found that Mr. Atkinson 
had got it up J but Tie (Mr. Cook) found that Mr. 
Atkinson was m Scotlana durii^ the epidemic, and 
did not return till the pestilence was gone, and he 
could not, therefore, speak frt>ra pereoual knowledge 
of Mr. Davis's services. He could not tell whether 
Mr. Atkinson was engaged in field sports or in 
patronising the Olympic games } but from home he 
certainly was during the epidemic, wlille other clergy- 
men were administering to the sick and the dying. 
Mr. Atkinson ehould not make reflections upon those 
who had actively doae their duty. He (Mr. Cook) 
thought Mr. Davis had no just canee to complaiD, 
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and that if the Board|had erred at all it was upoD he 
liberal side. 

Mr. Makepeace said it was not true that aiJ that 
the Board proposed toj^ve Mr. Davis was £40. They 
had already given him £20, and the £40 added would 
make £60. Of thirty-seven cases which he attended, 
twenty in the Low Fell were able and willing to pay. 
He admitted that Mr. Davis had got a nf w pony, biit 
it did not cost more than four pounds, and he got it 
because the one he had was infirm and could not 
work. As to the extra assistant, he had engaged him 
because he had allowed his own assistant, who was 
under an agreement, to leave during the cholera. 
He (Mr. Mi£epeaee) believed that Mr. Davis was the 
best paid man in the Union. 

On the motion of Mr. Robbon seconded by Mr. 
Makepeace, it was ordered that the memorial fi-om 
Gateshead Fell should be laid on the table, and that 
an answer should be transmitted by the Clerk to the 
Poor-law Board, to the effect that Mr. Davis was f&irly 
remunerated for his services. 

The Board, after some other business, proceeded to 
the relierof the^poor.

Goal Prices and Freights is America. — The 
3ftfi«r/<7btfma/(Pottsville, U.S.) mentions that .the 
prices during the last three montns, both in freight 
and coal, had checked the consumption materially — 
and the supply, both by canal and railway, had fulen 
off. The coal trade, too« fron Nova Scotia ** had been 
affected in a similar manner— freights run up nearly 
double from Pictou to Boston — and it was impossible 
to fuliil contracts for coal." 

The Coal Fields of the World. — HerapathU 
Journal gives the following information as to the 
great coal fields of the world :— The United States con- 
tain 129,032 square miles of coal ; Great Britain con- 
tains 11,850 ; Spain, 3,408 ; France, 1,719 ; and 
Belgium, 518 ; but the actual yearly product of coal 
in different countries was as follows in 1852 :— Great 
Britain, 31,500,000 tons ; Belgium, 4,960,000 ; United 
States, 4,000,000 ; and France, 4,140,000 tons. 

The Iron Trade.— The total produce of pig-iron 
for the year 1850, was estimated at 2,380,000 tons. 
In order to produce this quantity there were consumed 
9,500,000 tons of coal, 2,500,000 tons of ironstone, and 
the ores operated upon could not have been less than 
7,000,000 tons. But the most remarkable fact in con- 
nection with the iron trade is the immense weight of 
atmospheric air required in the various blast furnaces, 
and wnich, although generally considered as so light 
in its nature, has yet considerably exceeded in weight 
that of all other materials consumed. One of the 
largest furnaces in South Wales consumes 12,506 cubic 
feet of air each minute in supplying the oxygen 
necessary to the combustion of tne fuel. To supply 
the air consumed on an average in each furnace re- 
quires an engine of 25-hor8e power. Engines of nearly 
12,000 horse power are constantly employed to drive 
the '' breath of life" into the glowing masses inithin the 
furnaces of the United Kingdom. Each furnace on an 
average sucksin 17,000 gallons of airper minute, or five 
tons weight per hour. The number of furnaces in blast 
in 1850 was 459 ; the aggresate weight of air, therefore, 
required during that period to keep life in these fiery 
monsters was not less than 55,080 tons daily, or 
20,049,000 tons during the year — a qnanti^ ex- 
ceeding in weight the totals of the coals, ore, and 
limestone consumed in the process of smelting. —

plans adopted for the arrestment of ^e dis^ise in its 
early and manageable stages. They were called into 
the counting-house on December 24th, the partners 
being all present, and each presented with a handsome 
silver salver, bearing (with the exception of change of 
name) the same inscription : — 

To Thomas Pringle, of the Gateshead Ironworks, 
from his Friends and Employers, Hawks, Crawshat, ft Sons, 

in testimony of their admiration 
of the courage and humanity displayed by him in dispensing 

medicines, and rendering prompt and efficient aid, 
to thehr suffering workpeople, during the dreadftil visitation 

of cholera, in September, 1863. 
We have much pleasure in chronicling an incident 
which breathes so exactly the temper that should 
exist between the captains of industiy and their fol- 
lowers. 
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
